CHAPTER 394. 


An Act for the relief of the unemployed and dependents 
in the several counties and municipalities of this State 
and making appropriations therefor. 


WHeEreEas, The responsibility for the securing of em- preamble. 

ployment for providing the necessities of life is pri- 

marily individual and the result of private effort and 
industry, and while the providing of relief of various 

kinds so far as 1t must be done out of public funds ts 

the responsibility and function of local governments, 

by reason of the wide-spread unemployment resulting 

from existing econonic and industrial conditions, re- 

lief and assistance that can be provided by private 
agencies and local governing authorities are not pres- 

ently sufficient to meet the minimum needs of the 

people of this State, it therefore becoming necessary 

to supplement the local public and private relief work 

by State aid and*support; and 

WHereas, The hardships occasioned by and attendant preamble. 

upon the lack of gainful employment and the economic 
depression generally prevailing are so acute and so 

affect the public health and welfare of, the people that 

there is now an emergency which requires State recog- 

nition and aid; now, therefore, 


BE Iv ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 


1. There is hereby created a temporary State Eimer- Emergency 


gency Relief Administration whose principal executive ‘ht ad. 
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and administrative officer shall be a State Director of 
i.mergency relief who shall be appointed by the GUvernor 
for a term of one year and until his successor is appointed 
and qualified. Each county in the State is hereby de- 
clared to be a Relief District within the meaning of this 
act, and all relief measures undertaken and all grants of 
funds made to communities and political subdivisions of 
the State for relief purposes shall be undertaken through 
and made to the several districts as herein provided. 
The Commissioner of Institutions and Agencies, the 
Commissioner of Labor, and the Commissioner of 
Municipal Accounts shall constitute a State Adminis- 
trative Council. Such Council shall be responsible to 
the State Director and shall, subject to his direction and 
assignment, administer the detailed expenditures of State 
funds, determine and regulate the assistance granted to 
county Relief Districts and other local political subdi- 
visions in accordance with the rules and regulations pre- 
scribed by him and perform such other duties and assume 
such other responsibility with respect to the State 
program for emergency relief as he may prescribe. The 
State Director shall also have authority to appoint a 
County Director of Emergency Relief in each county of 
this State and such other employees and assistants as he 
may deem necessary to carry out the provisions of this 
act, and such advisory councils and committees as he 
may deem necessary. The State Director, the County 
Directors and the several members of such councils and 
committees as may be appointed shall serve without com- 
pensation, but they may be paid the necessary and actual 
expenses incurred by them in the performance of their 
duties hereunder out of appropriations herein made. The 
Director shall also have sole authority to appoint such 
temporary assistants and employees as he may find neces- 
sary and fix their compensation and period of service, it 
being declared as the intention of this authority that in 
so far as may be found practicable the necessary em- 
ployees and assistants required by the State Director or 
by County Directors in the handling of all relief work 
undertaken hereunder shall be recruited from the present 
public officers an?’ employees of the State, county and 
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municipal governments, and that in all cases they shall 
serve without compensation. The salaries and expenses 
of such temporary assistants and employees as may be 
so appointed shall likewise be paid out of appropriations 
herein made. The principal office of the Emergency 
Relief Administration shall be at the State Capitol, but 
offices may be maintained at other places and in other 
public buildings as the State Director may determine. 
The State Director, the members of the Administrative 
Council and each County Director shall, before entering 
upon the duties of his office take and subscribe the usual 
oath of office, the same to be filed in the office of the 
Secretary of State. The State Director may bond in such 
sums as he may deem sufficient any assistant, emplovee 
or officer charged with the handling of and accounting 
for State funds. The Emergency Relief Administration 
shall continue to function only until such time as the 
Governor shall by proclamation declare that the emer- 
gency necessitating its creation has ceased to exist. 


2. The State Director of Emergency Relief shall have 
the power and it shall be his duty to prescribe the duties 
of each such advisory council or committee which he 
may appoint, of County Directors and all other em- 
ployees and assistants; to make or cause to be made a 
thorough and comprehensive study of unemployment 
within the State, the occupations, industries and trades 
most affected thereby, and the number of persons in need 
by reason thereof, the character and kind of public or 
private relief now being provided, the extent to which 
the present relief is adequate or inadequate, the character 
and extent of public work required or useful to be done 
by the State or any political subdivision thereof, the 
resources available by public or private agencies for 
relief purposes and such other studies or inquiries as 
may be promptly done and of value to him in the prompt 
execution of the relief plans contemplated under the 
terms of this act; to establish policies and prescribe 
a program of emergency relief for the State and 
the several counties and municipalities therein; to 
co-ordinate the local relief activities with the State 
program; to establish, amend and enforce rules and 
regulations for the guidance of all County Directors, 
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advisory councils and groups, assistants and employees 
and for the regulation and control of all relief work and 
projects undertaken on the part of the State or jointly 
by the State and any county or local government or 
department, and for the allocation and disbursement of 
funds therefor; to require the co-operation and as- 
sistance of any local government, department, officer or 
employee thereof, and to do any other needful thing 
for the accomplishment of the purposes of this act. Such 
rules and regulations and each change in or amendments 
thereto shall be publicly announced and copies of the 
same shall be furnished to each council, advisory group, 
county director, and to State, county and municipal 


public agencies and departments having to do with public 


relief and welfare work. The State Director may, in 
his discretion, co-operate with existing national, State 
or local emergency relief commissions or agencies and 
if he deems it advisable, co-ordinate and correlate his 
work with the work or projects of any such commission 
or agency. 

3. The State Director shall report to the Governor 
and the Legislature from time to time on the work ac- 
complished and the financial grants and expenditures of 
his administration, together with the conditions of un- 
employment and the relief afforded to unemployed per- 
sons of the State in such detail as the Governor may 
require. 

4. In carrying out any of the provisions of this act 
the State Director, each County Director, and the mem- 
bers of any administrative council established hereunder 
to direct the detailed part of the administration as pro- 
vided in this act are hereby empowered to conduct any 
inquiry or investigation pertinent to the relief work 
undertaken under this act as required by the State Direc- 
tor, and they, severally and individually, are empowered 
to subpoena witnesses, administer oaths, take testimony 
and compel the production of such books, papers, records 
and documents as may be relevant to any inquiry or in- 
vestigation. Any person duly authorized or designated 
by the State Director may conduct any investigation 
pertinent or material to the furtherance of the work 
carried on or undertaken under his direction. 
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5. All persons appointed by the State Director and/or 
on his approval by county directors or by State, county 
or municipal departments and agencies to temporary 
emergency positions required in the administration of 
this act shall not be subject to the civil service laws, rules 
and regulations and all appointments by State, county 
and municipal departments and agencies of needy un- 
employed who would otherwise be eligible for and re- 
quire public relief to temporary emergency positions in 
accordance with the principles and purposes of this act 
shall not be subject to any of the provisions of the State 
civil service laws, rules and regulations. The provisions 
of this section shall not be held to apply to or affect 
in any way the permanent forces of any department, 
board, commission or agency in the State, county or 
municipal governments subject to the civil service laws. 
Such temporary employment of any person appointed 
as herein provided shall in no case be held as entitling 
any such appointee to any right, privileges or preference 
to permanent employment or status. The appointing 
authorities in every case may terminate all or any such 
temporary emergency employment at any time and in 
no case shall it extend beyond the period of emergency 
as provided in this act. The non-application of the civil 
service laws, rules and regulations as provided in this 
section shall be interpreted as solely for the purpose of 
immediate organization of the State Relief Program 
and for the prompt placement of persons known to re- 
quire work or other relief out of public funds and who 
are eligible therefor. 

6. (a) There is hereby appropriated out of moneys 
in the Treasury of this State not already appropriated, 
the sum of eight million dollars ($8,000,000), to carry 
out the provisions of this act. Of this sum one million, 
five hundred thousand dollars ($1,500,000), shall be- 
come immediately available, and the sum of six million, 
five hundred thousand dollars ($6,500,000.) shall be- 
come available as and when moneys shall be received 
from the Delaware River Joint Commission, as is pro- 
vided in an act entitled, “An Act providing for joint 
action by Pennsylvania and New Jersey in the develop- 
ment of the ports on the lower.Delaware River and the 
improvement of the facilities for transportation across

the said river; authorizing the New Jersey Interstate 
Bridge Commission on behalf of the State of New 
Jersey for these purposes to enter into an agreement with 
the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania creating The Dela- 
ware River Joint Commission and. specifying the powers 
and duties thereof, including the power to finance 
projects by the issuance of revenue bonds, transferring 
to the new Commission all the powers of the Delaware 
River Bridge Joint Commission and making an ap- 
propriation,” approved June thirtieth, one thousand nine 
hundred and thirty-one, being Chapter three hundred 
and ninety-one of the session laws of that year, and as 
further provided in an act entitled “An Act appro- 
priating moneys paid or to be paid to the State of New 
Jersey from the Delaware River Joint Commission,” 
approved June thirtieth, one thousand nine hundred and 
thirty-one, as amended by legislation concurrent ‘here- 
with; provided, however, that until the moneys shall be 
received from the Delaware River Joint Commission, the 
Treasurer of this State shall provide funds to carry out 
the purposes of the appropriation made by this section 
from moneys in his custody in the State Treasury not 
already appropriated, but the moneys thus advanced by 
the State Treasurer shall be deducted from the first 
moneys received by him from said Delaware River Joint 
Commission. Moneys hereby appropriated are set apart 
to be expended as follows: 

(b) The sum of four million and forty-one thousand, 
three hundred and thirty-four dollars, ($4,041,334.) is 
hereby set apart as a fund to be known as the Employ- 
ment Relief Fund—such moneys shall be reserved and 


‘used in aid of the Employment Relief Program in each 


municipality of the State in amount equal to $1.00 for 
each inhabitant of such municipality as shown by the 
Federal Census of 1930, for the payment of wages only. 
The amount reserved for each municipality shall be held 
available to reimburse such municipality for one-half of 
the cost of wages, up to the amount reserved, of the 
program for Emplyoment Relief as the municipality mav 
undertake between the date of the passage of this act and 
June first, one thousand nine hundred and thirty-two. 
Fach municipality desiring to take advantage of the aid 
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for Employment Relief shall furnish to the State 
Director of Emergency Relief prior to December first, 
one thousand nine hundred and thirty-one, the program 
to be undertaken by such municipality. Moneys shall be 
paid the municipality on proof satisfactory to the 
Director that the program as submitted has been carried 
out in whole or in part. Failure on the part of any 
municipality to submit its program of Employment Re- 
lief prior to December first, one thousand nine hundred 
and thirty-one, shall operate as a forfeiture by such 
municipality to its right or claim, to its portion of the 
money reserved for it of the Employment Relief Fund. 
and the amount thus forfeited shall become a part of the 
General Relief Fund to be expended as provided in sub- 
section (d) hereof. 


(c) Of the money hereby appropriated by this section 
six, the sum of three million, two hundred and thirty- 
two thousand and sixty-seven dollars ($3,232,067.), is 
hereby set apart in a fund to be known as the Depend- 
ency Relief Fund. Such funds shall be reserved and 
used in aid of the Dependency Relief Program in each 
municipality of the State in amount equal to eighty cents 
for each inhabitant of such municipality as shown by the 
Federal Census of 1930. The amount reserved for each 
municipality shall be held available to reimburse such 
municipality up to forty per centum (40%) of the cost. 
up to the amount reserved, of the Dependency Relief 
Program as the municipality may undertake between tlic 
date of the passage of this act and June first, one thou- 
sand nine hundred and thirty-two. Each municipality 
desiring to take advantage of the aid for dependency 
relief shall furnish to the State Director of Emergency 
Relief prior to December first, one thousand nine hun- 
dred and thirty-one, the program to be undertaken by 
such municipality. On approval by the State Director, 
moneys shall be paid the municipality on proof satis- 
factory to the State Director that the program as sub- 
mitted has been carried out in whole or in part. Failure 
on the part of any municipality to submit its dependency 
Relief Program prior to December first, one thousand 
nine hundred and thirty-one, shall operate as a forfeiture 
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by such municipality to its right or claim to its portion 
of the money reserved for it of the Dependency Relief 
Fund, and the amount thus forfeited shall become a part 
of the General Relief Fund to be expended as provided 
in sub-section (d) hereof. The dependency relief as 
described in this act for which aid is to be given from 
the Dependency Relief Fund shall be such parts of the 
total Dependency Relief Program which are in excess of 
the amount expended for dependency relief in such 
municipality during the year one thousand nine hundred 
and twenty-nine. 

(d) Of the moneys hereby appropriated by this sec- 
tion six, the sum of seven hundred and twenty-six thou- 
sand, five hundred and ninety-nine dollars ($726,599.), 
is hereby set apart as a fund to be known as the General 
Relief Fund, out of which shall be paid the cost of 
administering this act, the balance to be expended by the 
State Director of Emergency Relief by and with the 
consent of the Administrative Council to be allotted to 
such municipalities in the State as the State Director of 
Emergency Relief shall determine to be in need of aid 
supplemental to or aside from the aid provided by sub- 
sections (b) and (c) hereof in carrying out the pur- 
poses of this act. 

(e) Unused or unneeded portion of the funds set 
apart for purposes defined by sub-sections (b) and (c) 
hereof shall be transferred to and become a part of the 
General Relief Fund as provided by sub-section (d) 
hereof. In event any municipality shall have filed with 
the State Director of Emergency Relief its program for 
relief under sub-section (b) and (c) hereof and it shall 
appear to the satisfaction of such State Director that 
such municipality shall not have need for the entire allot- 
ment reserved for it, in such event, the State Director 
shall give ten day’s notice to such municipality, before 
transferring said unused or unneeded balance to the 
General Relief Fund to be used as directed in sub-section 
(d) hereof. | 

(f) In event that any municipality may determine 
that it can better meet the demands for relief by employ- 
ing the moneys set apart for it under dependency relief 
for the purposes of employment relief, or if any munici- 
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pality finds that it can better meet the needs for relief 
by using the money set apart for it for employment relief 
for the purpose of dependency relief, then and in such 
event, the State Director of Emergency Relief may grant 
to such municipality the privilege of using all or a part of 
one fund for the enlarging their program under the other 
type of relief, but in such event the total allotment shall 
be no greater than the funds allotted to the municipality 
under sub-sections (b) and (c) hereof, and the propor- 
tion of aid for the program as approved will be con- 
trolled by the type of the relief of the program. 

7. (a) From the excess moneys received into the 
Treasury pursuant to an act entitled “An Act defining 
motor vehicles and providing for the registration of the 
same and the licensing of the drivers thereof; fixing 
rules regulating the use and speed of motor vehicles; 
fixing the amount of license and registration fees; pre- 
scribing and regulating process and the service thereof 
and proceedings for the violation of the provisions of 
the act and penalties for said violations,” approved April 
eighth, one thousand nine hundred and twenty-one, as 
said act 1s now amended, which said excess money has 
been dedicated by law to the State Highway Fund, 
there ts hereby transferred therefrom and appropriated 
hereby for County Employment Relief the sum of one 
million, six hundred sixteen thousand, thirty-three dol- 
lars and fifty cents ($1,616,033.50). Such money shall 
be reserved in aid of the County Employment Relief 
Program in each county of the State, in amount equal 
to forty cents for each inhabitant of such County as 
shown by the Federal Census of 1930 for the payment 
of wages only, for work to be done on county roads 
and municipal roads. The amount reserved for each 
county shall be held available to reimburse such counties 
for one-half of the cost of wages up to the amount 
reserved, of the program for employment relief as the 
county may determine between the date of passage of 
this act and June first, one thousand nine hundred and 
thirty-two. Each County desiring to take advantage of 
the aid for county employment relief shall furnish to 
the State Director of Emergency Relief prior to De- 
cember first, one thousand nine hundred and thirty-one, 
a program to be undertaken by such county. Upon 
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approval by the State Director money shall be paid the 
county upon proof satisfactory to the State Director that 
the program has been carried out in whole or in part. 
Failure on the part of any county to submit its program 
of Employment Relief prior to December first, one 
thousand nine hundred and thirty-one, shall operate as a 
forfeiture by such county to its portion of the money 
reserved for it of the County Employment Relief | und 
and the amount thus forfeited shall become a part ot the 
General County Employment Relief Fund to be ex- 
pended as provided by sub-section (b) hereof. 

(b) There shall be established a General County 
Employment Relief Fund to be accumulated as herein 
provided, same to be expended by the State Director of 
Emergency Relief by and with the consent of the Ad- 
ministrative Council, which shall include a representa- 
tive of the State Highway Department to be appointed 
by it for the purpose of the administration 0: County 
Employment Relief hereunder, to be allotted to such 
counties in the State as the State Director of Emergency 
Relief shall determine to be in need of aid supplementary 
to the aid provided by sub-section (a) hereof in carry- 
ing out the purposes of this act. 

8. The purpose of this act is to provide necessary and 
prompt relief to the citizens and residents of this State 
and this act shall be liberaly construed in all courts and 
places in order that its purposes may be accomplished 
as equitably and expeditiously as possible. If a statute, 
general or special, or any local law or ordinance confers 
a power, prescribes a duty or imposes a restriction in- 
consistent with this act, such power shall not be exercised 
or said duty or restriction enforced during the continu- 
ance of the administration of relief as provided herein. 

9. If any clause, proviso or section of this act should 
be attacked in any court and should be declared to be 
unconstitutional and void, the clause, proviso or section 
thus declared to be unconstitutional and void shall be 
exscinded from this act, but the remainder of the act 
shall stand. 

10. This act shall take effect immediately, but shall be- 
come inoperative from and after the thirty-first day of 
January, one thousand nine hundred and thirty-three.

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CHAPTER 395. 


An Act to amend an act entitled “An act appropriating 
moneys paid or to be paid to the State of New Jersey 
from the Delaware River Joint Commission,” ap- 
proved June thirtieth, one thousand nine hundred and 
thirty-one. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section one of the act of which this act is amenda- 
tory be and the same is hereby amended to read as fol- 
lows: 

1. From the moneys paid or to be paid to the State 
by the Delaware River Joint Commission under the 
provisions of an act now pending entitled “An act pro- 
viding for joint action by Pennsylvania and New Jersey 
in the development of the ports on the lower Delaware 
River and the improvement of the facilities for trans- 
portation across the said river; authorizing the New 
Jersey Interstate Bridge Commission on behalf of the 
State of New Jersey for these purposes to enter into an 
agreement with, the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania 
creating the Delaware River Joint Commission and 
specifying the powers and duties thereof, including the 
power to finance projects by the issuance of revenue 
bonds; transferring to the new Commission all the 
powers of the Delaware River Bridge Joint Commission 
and making an appropriation,” excepting such sum as 
may be paid to the Sinking Fund Commission as re- 
quired by Article VI sub-section (g¢) of the above men- 
tioned act, there shall be appropriated the following 
amounts for the following purposes: 

First. To the State Highway Fund, the sum of two 
million two hundred thousand ($2,200,000) dollars, 
and interest at the rate of four per centum per annum 
from the time such principal sum was appropriated from 
the State Highway Fund by Chapter three hundred and 
nineteen P. L. one thousand nine hundred and twenty- 
six and Chapter fifty-eight P. L. one thousand nine hun- 
dred and twenty-seven, to the time payment is made. 
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Second. To the General Treasury Fund the sum of 
eight hundred thousand ($800,000) dollars and interest 
at the rate of four per centum per annum from the time 
such principal sum was appropriated from the General 
Treasury Fund by Chapter three hundred and nineteen 
P. L. one thousand nine hundred and twenty-six to the 
time payment is made. 

Third. To the State Director of Emergency Relief 
the sum of six million five hundred thousand 
($6,500,000) dollars from moneys received from the 
Delaware River Joint Commission, for the purpose of 
carrying out the provisions of an act entitled ‘An act 
for the relief of the unemployed and dependents in the 
several counties and municipalities of this State and 
making appropriations therefor,” passed at this special 
session of the Legislature. 

Fourth. The remainder of money received from the 
Delaware River Joint Commission is appropriated to the 
General Treasury Fund to be used for State purposes. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 396. 


A SUPPLEMENT to an act entitled “‘An act for the pun- 
ishment of crimes (Revision of 1898), approved 
June fourteenth, one thousand eight hundred and 
ninety-eight. 


Br rf ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 


1. Any person who shall knowingly or designedly, by 
means of any false statement made orally or in writing, 
obtain from any county or municipality of this State, or 
from any officer, committee, commission or body thereof, 
or from any private or charitable organization or associa- 
tion of any kind, under pretense that he is poor and 
needy or out of employment, any money, wares, merchan- 
dise, goods or chattels, or other valuable thing, shall he 
guilty of a misdemeanor and punished accordingly. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately. 

Approved October 13, 1931. | 
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CHAPTER 397. 


An Acr to amend an act entitled “An act making ap- 
propriations for the support of the State government 
and for several public purposes for the fiscal year 
ending June thirtieth, one thousand nine hundred and 
thirty-two, and regulating the disbursement thereof,” 
approved April twenty-eighth, one thousand nine hun- 
dred and thirty-one. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 


1. Section four of the act of which this act is amenda- 
tory is hereby amended to read as follows: 

4. In order that some degree of flexibility in ap- 
propriations may be had, any department or other State 
agency receiving an appropriation by any act of the 
Legislature may apply to the State House Commission 
for leave to transfer a part of any item granted to such 
department or agency to any other item in such ap- 
propriation. Such application shall only be made during 
the current year for which the appropriation was made, 
and if the State House Commission shall consent thereto, 
it shall notify the Comptroller thereof in writing, where- 
upon the Comptroller shall place the amount so trans- 
ferred to the credit of the item so designated; provided, 
however, that no sum appropriated for any permanent 
improvement shall be used for maintenance or for any 
temporary purpose; provided, further, that any money, 
or anv portion thereof, herein appropriated for a specific 
purpose or purposes to any department and not needed 
for such purpose or purposes may with like consent be 
devoted by such department to other activities of the 
department promotive of employment relief. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 398. 


An Acvr authorizing municipalities other than counties 
to issue notes or bonds for the relief of the poor dur- 
ing the present emergency of unemployment. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. The governing body of any municipality other than 
a county may issue notes or bonds for purposes of reliet 
to the poor for which no other appropriations have been 
or shall be made by said municipality, and any such notes 
or bonds issued for any of said purposes are hereby de- 
clared to be issued as an emergency. 

2. In order that any municipality may be able to 
finance its program for relief of the poor such munici- 
pality is hereby authorized to issue temporary notes or 
bonds from time to time as funds are needed. Within 
three months from the time the State has made its full 
contribution in aid of such purpose the municipality shall 
re-finance such temporary notes or bonds then unpaid 
as follows: notes or bonds shall be issued for the pay- 
ment of the temporary notes or bonds theretofore 
authorized, less, however, the amount of the aid con- 
tributed by the State. Such notes or bonds shall bear 
interest at a rate not exceeding six per centum per 
annum, and shall be payable in not more than eight 
equal annual installments commencing not more than two 
years from the date of issue. Any municipality issuing 
notes or bonds pursuant to the provisions of this act 
shall in each and every year raise by taxation a sum 
sufficient to pay the interest or interest and principal of 
any such notes or bonds when due. The amount of any 
such notes or bonds so issued to the extent of not exceed- 
ing one-half of one per centum of the assessed valuation 
of the taxable real property (including improvements ) 
of such municipality, computed upon the next preceding 
three year’s valuation thereof may be deducted from any 
annual or supplemental debt statement required by law 
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to be made or filed, and such notes or bonds may be 
issued notwithstanding any debt limitation prescribed by 
any other law, and shall be general obligations of the 
municipality. Except as otherwise provided in this act 


the mode and method of procedure for the issuance and bond 


sale of notes or bonds under this act shall conform to the 
provisions of an act entitled “An act to authorize and 
regulate the issuance of bonds and other obligations and 
the incurring of indebtedness, by county, city, borough, 
village, town, township, or any municipality governed 
by an improvement commission or any municipality 
governed by a board of commissioners,” as said title was 
amended as here given by act approved March twenty- 
second, one thousand nine hundred and twenty-six. No 
notes or bonds issued under the authority of this act 
shall be issued except for the financing of a plan or 
program approved by the State Director of Emergency 
Relief, unless such municipality shall, by resolution, un- 
dertake relief in excess of that outlined in anv program 
submitted and approved by said Director. All moneys 
received by any municipality from the Treasurer of the 
State in aid of any program of relief approved by the 
State Director shall be placed in a separate fund and 
utilized only for the payment of the principal of such 
temporary notes or bonds as shall be issued hereunder. 

3. This act shall take effect immediately, but shall 
become tnoperative on and after January first, one thou- 


sand nine hundred and thirty-three.

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CHAPTER 399. 


An Act declaring that notes or bonds issued by any mu- 
nicipality since the first day of January, nineteen 
hundred and thirty-one, for the purpose of relieving 
the poor were so issued for emergency purposes, and 
prescribing the time and method for the payment of 
the same. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. It is hereby declared that any notes or bonds issued 
by any municipality since the first day of January, nine- 
teen hundred and thirty-one, for the purpose of relieving 
the poor, were so issued for emergency purposes. All such 
notes or bonds may be funded by the issuance of notes 
or bonds maturing in not more than eight equal install- 
ments, the first of which shall be due in not more than 
two years from the date of issue. All such notes or 
bonds shall be general obligations of the municipality and 
and except as otherwise herein provided shall be issued 
and sold in the manner and mode of procedure prescribed 
by an act entitled “An act concerning municipal and 
county finances,’ approved March twenty-eighth, one 
thousand nine hundred and seventeen and the acts 
amendatory thereof and supplemental thereto. Any 
municipality issuing notes or bonds pursuant to the pro- 
visions of this act shall, in each and every year, raise by 
taxation a sum sufficient to pay the interest or interest 
and principal of any such notes or bonds when due. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately but shall 
become inoperative from and after the thirty-first day 
of January, one thousand nine hundred and thirty-three.

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CHAPTER 400. 


An Act to relieve the present emergency of unemploy- 
ment by authorizing counties and municipalities to 
undertake public works, improvements or other 
governmental activities, engage necessary clerical as- 
sistants and employees, and finance the same. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 


1. Any county or municipality of this State may, 
by resolution of the governing body thereof, or such 
board or body as is empowered by law to make ap- 
propriations for expenditures for public works, improve- 
ments, or other governmental activities, appropriate a 
sum or sums of money, not exceeding in the aggregate a 
sum equal to one-fourth of one per centum of the average 
of the assessed valuation of real property (including 
improvements) for the three next preceding years, for 
the purpose of instituting and carrying on public works, 
improvements, or other governmental activities, and in 
connection therewith furnishing employment to residents 
of such county or municipality who may be out of work 
and in need of employment (whether citizens or aliens) 
at compensation or rates of wage fixed by the governing 
body or such body or board as is empowered by law to 
make appropriations for expenditures for public works, 
improvements, or other governmental activities, and ap- 
proved by the State Director of Emergency Relief. Such 
county or municipality may also out of the aforesaid 
funds purchase or hire such horses, mules, trucks, motor 
trucks or vehicles, materials, tools and supplies as may 
be necessary to carry on such public work, and may also 
expend out of such funds such sums as will be necessary 
to pay premiums on policies of workmen’s compensation 
insurance covering such emergency employees. 

2. All persons appointed by the State Director of 
Emergency Relief and/or on his approval, by county 
directors or by State, county or municipal departments 
and agencies, to temporary emergency positions required 
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in the administration of this act shall not be subject to 
the civil service laws, rules and regulations and all ap- 
pointments by State, county and municipal departments 
and agencies of needy unemployed who would otherwise 
be eligible for and require public relief to temporary 
emergency positions in accordance with the principles 
and purposes of this act shall not be subject to any of 
the provisions of the State civil service laws, rules and 
regulations. The provisions of this section shall not 
be held to apply to or affect in any way the permanent 
forces of any department, board, commission or agency 
in the State, county or municipal governments subject to 
the civil service laws. Such temporary employment of 
any person appointed as herein provided shall in no case 
be held as entitling any such appointee to any rights, 

rivileges or preference to permanent employment or 
status. The appointing authorities in every case may 
terminate all or any such temporary emergency employ- 
ment at any time and in no case shall it extend beyond 
the period of emergency as provided in this act. The 
non application of the civil service laws, rules and regula- 
tions as provided in this section shall be interpreted as 
solely for the purpose of immediate organization of the 
State Relief Program and for the prompt placement 
of persons known to require work or other relief out of 
public funds and who are eligible therefor. 

3. In order that any county or municipality may be 
able to finance its program for employment relief such 
county or municipality is hereby authorized to issue 
temporary notes or bonds from time to time as funds 
are needed. Within the three months from the time the 
State has made its full contribution in aid of such pur- 
pose the county or municipality shall re-finance such 
temporary notes or bonds as follows: notes or bonds 
shall be issued for the payment of the temporary notes 
or bonds hereinbefore authorized, less, however, the 
amount of the aid contributed by the State. Such notes 
or bonds shall bear interest at a rate not exceeding six 
per centum per annum, and shall be payable in not more 
than eight equal annual installments commencing not 
more than two years from the date of issue. All notes 
or bonds issued pursuant to the provisions of this act 
shall be general obligations of the county or municipality, 
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as the case may be. Any municipality issuing notes or 
bonds pursuant to the provisions of this act shall in each 
and every year raise by taxation a sum sufficient to pay 
the interest and the interest and principal of any such 
notes or bonds when due. The amount of any such notes 
or bonds so issued may be deducted from any annual 
or supplemental debt statement required by law to be 
made or filed, and such notes or bonds may be issued 
notwithstanding any debt limitation prescribed by any 
other law. Except as otherwise provided in this act the 
mode and method of procedure for the issuance and sale 
of notes or bonds under this act shall conform to the 
provisions of an act entitled “An act to authorize and 
regulate the issuance of bonds and other obligations and 
the incurring of indebtedness by county, city, borough, 
village, town, township or any municipality governed by 
an improvement commission or any municipality gov- 
erned by a board of commissioners,” as said title was 
amended as here given by act approved March twenty- 
second, one thousand nine hundred and twenty-six. No 
notes or bonds issued under the authority of this act shall 
be issued except for the financing of a plan or program 
approved by the State Director of Emergency Relief. 
All moneys recetved by any municipality from the Treas- 
urer of the State in aid of any program of employment 
relief approved by the State Director shall be placed in 
a separate fund and, utilized only for the payment of the 
principal of such temporary notes or bonds as shall be 
issued hereunder. 

4. The words “public works, improvements, or other 
governmental activities” used in the title and body of 
this act shall be construed to include the engaging of 
supervisors, inspectors and all necessary clerical and 
other assistants and employees as may be required to 
carry out any work contemplated by this act. 

5. This act shall take effect immediately, but shall 
become inoperative from and after the thirty-first day of 
January, nineteen hundred and thirty-three.

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CHAPTER 401.

1. Any municipality other than a county may under- 
take any work or improvement authorized by the act 
to which this act is a supplement, or any act amendatory 
thereof or supplementary thereto, provided the program 
of said work or improvement shall first be submitted to 
and approved by the State Director of Emergency 
Relief. 

2. Any municipality undertaking any work or im- 
provement as authorized by this act, may issue notes 
or bonds for the period of time and in the same manner 
as is provided in the act to which this act is a supple- 
ment, for the work or improvement contemplated. The 
first installment of any notes or bonds issued for any 
work or improvement authorized by this act may fall 
due in three years from the date of the issuance of any 
such notes or bonds. 

3. Any municipality other than a county, issuing notes 
or bonds for any work or improvement authorized by 
this act, may deduct from any annual or supplemental 
debt statement required by law to be made the amount 
of such notes or bonds up to a sum not exceeding one 
per centum of the average of the assessed valuation of 
real property (including improvements) for the three 
next preceding years, and such notes or bonds may be 
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issued notwithstanding any debt limitation prescribed 
by any other law. 

4. This act shall take effect immediately, but shall be- 
come inoperative on and after January thirty-first, nine- 
teen hundred and thirty-three.

1. Section one of the act of which this act is an 
amendmient is hereby amended to read as follows: 

1. In the construction of any public work for the 
State, or any county, city, town, township or borough, 
or other municipal corporation within this State, or any 
board, committee, commission or officer thereof, whether 
the same be a building, excavation, sewer or drainage 
construction, road building, paving, bridge or any other 
form or kind of public work, preference in employment 
upon said public work shall be given to citizens of the 
State of New Jersey who have resided and been domiciled 
therein continuously for a period of one year. Persons 
other than citizens of the State of New Jersey may be 
employed when such citizens are not available. In each 
and every contract for the construction of public works 
a provision shall be inserted that if this act is not com- 
plied with the contract shall be voidable at the instance 
of the State, county or municipality. All boards, officers, 
agents, or employees having the power to enter into con- 
tracts which provide for the expenditure of public money 
on public work, shall file in the office of the Commis- 
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sioner of Labor the names and addresses of all con- 
tractors holding contracts with the State, or any county, 
city, town, township or borough, or other municipal cor- 
poration within this State, or with any board, committee, 
commission or officer thereof. Upon the demand of the 
Commissioner of Labor, a contractor shall furnish a list 
of the names and addresses of all his or its sub-contrac- 
tors and employees. Each contractor performing work 
for the State, or for any county, city, town, township, or 
borough or for any other municipal corporation within 
this State, or for any board, committee, commission, or 
officer thereof shall keep a list of his or its employees, 
stating whether they are native-born citizens or natural- 
ized citizens, and in case of naturalization, the date 
thereof and the name of the court in which granted, as 
well as the addresses, and the date from which they be- 
came residents and were domiciled in the State of New 
Jersey, which list shall be available at all times for in- 
spection by the Commissioner of Labor or his deputies 
or representatives. Any person, firm or corporation 
violating the provisions of this act shall be deemed and 
adjudged a disorderly person, and upon conviction there- 
of shall be punishable by a fine of not less than fifty 
dollars or more than five hundred dollars, or by impris- 
onment of not less than thirty days or more than ninety 
days, or by both fine and imprisonment.

1. Whenever a vacancy by death, resignation or other- 
wise, has happened or shall happen in the representation 
of this State in the House of Representatives, and the 
Governor shall issue a writ of election to fill such 
vacancy, the petitions for the nomination of candidates 
shall be filed in the office of the Secretary of State within 
ten days from the date of said proclamation, and the 
Secretary of State on the eleventh day following the date 
of such proclamation shall certify to the clerk and county 
boards of each county affected by such vacancy, a state- 
ment of all candidates nominated for such office so 
vacated. A primary election for the nomination of 
candidates shall be held on such day as the Governor by 
such proclamation shall fix and determine, not later than 
twenty-one days from the date of said proclamation, and 
a special election to fill any such vacancy shall be held on 
such day as the Governor by such proclamation shall fix 
and determine, not later than thirty-five days from the 
date of said proclamation. The board of county can- 
vassers Shall meet on the second day after both the 
primary and said special election for the purpose of 
checking the canvass which shall be made by the County 
Clerk from the statements of the district boards filed in 
luis office, and shall immediately deliver one of said state- 
ments to the Clerk of the county for filing in his office, 
and another copy shall be immediately delivered to the 
Secretary of State at Trenton, and the Board of State

1. For the purpose of electing members of the House 
of Representatives of the United States to serve in the 
seventy-third Congress and each subsequent Congress, 
this State shall be divided into fourteen districts as fol- 
lows, namely : 

The counties of Camden, Gloucester and Salem 
shall constitute and be called the first district ; 

Second. The counties of Atlantic, Cape May and 
Cumberland shall constitute and be called the second dis- 
trict ; 
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Third. The counties of Ocean and Monmouth and 
that part of the county of Middlesex embracing the city 
of New Brunswick, borough of Spotswood, borough of 
South River, township of South Brunswick, borough of 
Sayreville, township of Plainsboro, township of North 
Brunswick, township of Monroe, borough of Milltown, 
township of Madison, borough of Jamesburg, borough 
of Helmetta, township of East Brunswick, township ot 
Cranbury and the city of South Amboy shall constitute 
and be called the third district; 

Fourth. The counties of Burlington and Mercer shall 
constitute and be called the fourth district; 

Fifth. The counties of Somerset and Morris and that 
portion of the county of Middlesex embracing the bor- 
ough of Carteret, borough of Dunellen, borough of 
Highland Park, borough of Middlesex, city of Perth 
Amboy, township of Piscataway, township of Raritan, 
borough of South Plainfield, township of Woodbridge, 
and the borough of Metuchen, shall constitute and be 
called the fifth district; 

Sixth. The county of Union shall constitute and be 
called the sixth district; 

Seventh. The counties of Sussex, Warren and Hun- 
terdon; that portion of the county of Passaic em- 
bracing the borough of Ringwood and the township of 
West Milford; and that portion of the county of Bergen 
embracing the township of Hohokus, borough of Hoho-

ae bracing the third, sixth, seventh, thirteenth and four- 
teenth wards of the city of Newark, city of Fast Orange. 
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city of Orange, village of South Orange and the town of 
West Orange shall constitute and be called the eleventh 
district ; 

Twelfth. That portion of the county of Essex em- 
bracing the ninth, tenth, twelfth and sixteenth wards of 
the city of Newark, town of Irvington, township of 
Maplewood, township of Millburn, township of Living- 
ston, township of Caldwell, borough of Caldwell, bor- 
ough of North Caldwell, borough of West Caldwell, 
township of Cedar Grove, borough of Essex Fells, bor- 
ough:of Roseland, borough of Verona, and the town of 
Montclair shall constitute and be called the twelfth dis- 
trict ; 

Thirteenth. That portion of the county of Hudson 
embracing the city of Bayonne and the first, fourth, 
fifth, sixth, seventh, eighth and ninth wards of the city 
of Jersey City shall constitute and be called the thirteenth 
district ; 

Fourteenth. That portion of the county of Hudson 
embracing the second, third, tenth, eleventh, and twelfth 
wards of the city of Jersey City, city of Hoboken, town 
of Secaucus, city of Union City, township of Wee- 
hawken and the town of West New York shall consti- 
tute and be called the fourteenth district.

2. Whenever the State Director shall be temporarily 
absent from the State, or in case of his temporary in- 
ability to discharge the duties of his office, all the powers, 
duties and authority of said State Director shall devolve 
upon the Assistant State Director. He shall also as- 
sume such other duties as shall be assigned or delegated 
to him by the State Director. 

3. In case of the death or resignation of the State 
Director, and until such time as his successor shall be 
appointed and qualified, all the powers and duties of the 
office shall devolve upon the Assistant State Director. 

4. Whenever, in the opinion of the State Director of 
Emergency Relief, the policies established and programs 
prescribed by him for unemployment relief in this State 
and the several counties and municipalities therein will 
be more effectively and efficiently promoted by the au- 
thorization of public works and projects other than those 
contemplated by the act to which this act is a supplement, 
he is hereby authorized and empowered, in his discretion, 
to approve programs and to extend State aid, in the 
form of wages only, from the moneys appropriated by 
the act to which this act is a supplement, or from moneys 
hereafter appropriated for unemployment relief, to any 
county for the extermination of mosquitoes by the 
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County Mosquito Extermination Commission, with the 
approval of said commission, to any county for the con- 
struction, maintenance and repair of any county system 
of parks or parkways, with the approval of the commis- 
sion or board in charge thereof, to any municipality for 
the improvement or repair of any existing county park, 
parks, or parkways located therein, which said work of 
improvement or repair the municipality is hereby author- 
ized to undertake only with the consent and approval of 
the Board of Freeholders or the County Park Commis- 
sion having jurisdiction over and control of such park, 
parks, or parkways; to any municipality for the benefit 
of any school district located therein for the improve- 
ment, maintenance or repair of any school property by 
the Board of Education having the control thereof, and 
the work or projects to be undertaken by any such school 
district shall be included in and become a part of the 
program of unemployment relief of the municipality in 
which said school district is located; and the moneys, by 
way of State aid, shall be requisitioned by and paid to 
the municipality, which shall, in turn, reimburse the 
school district to the amount so requisitioned and paid; 
provided, however, that in no case shall the money 
paid to any county or municipality (including the school 
district therein), in aid of its program of unemploy- 
ment relief exceed the total amount authorized to be 
reserved to such county or municipality by the act to 
which this act is a supplement. The work or projects 
herein authorized may be submitted to the State Director 
of Emergency Relief by way of amendment to any pro- 
gram already submitted, or by a supplemental program, 
under such rules and regulations as he may prescribe. 

5. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent with the pro- 
visions of this act are hereby repealed and this act shall 
take effect immediately, but shall become inoperative on 
and after January thirty-first, nineteen hundred and 
thirty-three.

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CHAPTER 410. 


An Act relative to moneys received from the State by 
any county or municipality in aid of any approved 
program for the relief of unemployed and dependents. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. All moneys received from the State by any county 
or municipality in aid of any approved program for the 
relief of unemployed and dependents shall be entered 
in an account to be set up and known as the “Emergency 
Relief State Refund Account” and first utilized for the 
payment of the principal of such temporary notes or 
bonds as may be issued to finance the works or projects 
undertaken pursuant to such program. Any moneys re- 
maining thereafter in the Emergency Relief State Re- 
fund Account shall be set up in the county or municipal 
budget, as the case may be, as an anticipated revenue 
and used to reduce the amount appropriated therein for 
emergency relief purposes; provided, however, that any 
funds received from the State and not needed by any 
municipality for the redemption of notes or bonds 1s- 
sued for unemployment or dependency relief may be 
used by any such municipality in carrying out any pro- 
gram for unemployment or dependency relief approved 
of by the State Director of Emergency Relief. 

2. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent with the pro- 
visions of this act are hereby repealed and this act shall 
take effect immediately, but shall become inoperative on 
and after January thirty-first, nineteen hundred and 
thirty-three.

1. In order to provide further relief in the existing 
unemployment emergency, the State Highway Commis- 
sion 1s hereby authorized and empowered to execute and 
perform as an independent contractor the work of clear- 
ing, grubbing, grading and drainage incident to the 
acquisition, construction and improvement of State 
Highways, provided, however, that only such persons 
shall be employed on the foregoing work as are certified 
to the State Highway Commission by the County Direc- 
tor of Emergency Relief Administration in the several 
counties where said work may be done, and said persons 
shall only be employed for such periods of time as the 
said director shall certify. | 

2. These powers shall be in addition to and not in limi- 
tation of the powers heretofore conferred upon the State 
Highway Commission and the powers herein conferred 
shall cease on the thirty-first day of January, nineteen 
hundred and thirty-three.

devisee, caveator, widow, minor, or any other claimant 
whatsoever, that may be made against the estate of the 
decedent. 

2. Any executor, administrator, administrator pen- 
dente lite, or trustee, as set forth in section one of this 
act, is hereby further authorized and empowered to com- 
promise, settle or adjust any question or any dispute con- 
cerning the probate or construction of any writing pur- 
porting to be a last will and testament or any question or 
dispute relating to the distribution of the decedent’s es- 
tate, in order to compromise, settle or adjust any claim 
made against the estate, in which he 1s either executor, 
administrator, administrator pendente lite, or trustee. 

3. The executor, administrator, administrator pen- 
dente lite, or trustee, as set forth in this act, desiring to 
effect a compromise, settlement, or adjustment under 
section one or two of this act, shall file a petition duly 
verified, on oath or affirmation, addressed to the Or- 
phans’ Court of the county wherein letters were granted

to such executor, administrator, administrator pendente 
lite or trustee. Said petition shall set forth all the facts 
and circumstances of such claim or question proposed to 
be compromised, settled or adjusted; provided, however, 
that the executor, administrator, administrator pendente 
lite or trustee, as herein provided, has been able to effect 
and have executed, an agreement in writing, setting forth 
the terms and conditions of the proposed composition, 
settlement or adjustment with the claimant. A copy of 
said proposed agreement between the claimant and the 
executor, administrator, administrator pendente lite or 
trustee, shall be attached to the petition. The court shall 
then mark the petition filed, issue a rule to show cause 
why the prayer of the petition should not be allowed, and 
to make same returnable in open court, not less than 
thirty days from the date of its allowance.

1. Before the Commissioner of Banking and Insur- 
ance shall approve or decline the application of any bank 
or trust company to establish and maintain a branch 
office or agency, he shall designate a time and place for 
a hearing upon said application which time shall be not 
less than six weeks nor more than eight weeks after the 
date of submission of such application. Thereupon the 
applicant shall cause to be published a notice of such 
application at least once a week for four weeks previous 
to the date so fixed for hearing in at least three news- 
papers published and circulating in the State—one cir- 
culating and published in the municipality where such 
branch office or agency is proposed to be located, or 1f 
there is no newspaper published and circulating in such 
municipality then in one published and circulated in the 
nearest locality,—the other publications to be made in 
two other newspapers to be designated by the Commis- 
sioner of Banking and Insurance; which notice shall 
specify the name of the applicant, the location of the 
proposed branch office or agency, and the time and place 
so fixed for hearing as aforesaid. The application shall

otherwise it shall be declined. 

The commissioner within one month after the date 
of the aforesaid hearing shall decide either to approve 
as aforesaid or to decline the application and shall file 
forthwith a written memorandum stating the reasons 
for his decision. Such decision shall be reviewable by 
the Supreme Court by writs of certiorari and/or man- 
damus as the case may require for the purpose of deter- 
mining whether the requirements of the law have been 
observed and/or whether the discretion confided in the 
commissioner has been abused. 

Provided, however, that in any case where application 
is made to establish and maintain a branch office or 
agency at a location then occupied by any bank, savings 
bank, trust company or national banking association, in 
liquidation or in contemplation of liquidation, the com- 
missioner may act immediately thereon without the prior 
notice, publication and hearing above provided for, and 
if it shall appear to the commissioner that the establish- 
ment and maintenance of such branch office or agency 
will tend to continue an established banking business at 
said location, and that it is in the public interest that 
such established banking business should be so continued, 
the commissioner may approve such application, effective 
upon or after the discontinuance of such established 
banking business by the corporation theretofore occupy- 
ing such location. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 419. 


An Act to permit certain foreign corporations extending 
bank credits to do business in New Jersey. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. That any corporation, either of the United States 
or of any State, organized to facilitate, by extending 
bank credits where needed, the attainment of liquidity of 
assets in case of necessity for the purpose of continuing 
the existence and business of banks to which such credits 
are’ advanced, may be permitted, at the discretion of 
the Commissioner of Banking and Insurance of this 
State, to do business within this State notwithstanding 
the restrictions contained in any statute now in exist- 
ence. 

The Commissioner of Banking and Insurance shall 
have the right to revoke, with or without cause, any 
permit issued by him under this act. | 

Any permit issued by the Commissioner of Banking 
and Insurance under this act shall expire one year from 
the date such permit shall have been issued. 

The Commissioner of Banking and Insurance shall 
have authority in said permit to prescribe the terms un- 
der which such corporation shall do business in this 
State and to limit the type of business to be transacted 
under such permit.

hospital located in such city,’ approved March thir- 
tieth, one thousand nine hundred and four,” and which 
supplement was approved March twenty-second, one 
thousand nine hundred and twenty-one. 


BE If ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 


1. Section one of the act to which this act is amenda- 
tory be and the same is hereby amended to read as fol- 
lows: 

1. It shall be lawful for every city in this State which 
has heretofore adopted the provisions of an act entitled 
“An act to enable cities which have no hospitals main- 
tained by the city to enter into contracts for the purpose 
of supporting, maintaining and caring for indigent pa- 
tients in any regularly incorporated hospital located in 
such city,” approved March thirtieth, one thousand nine 
hundred and four, and which has made and entered into 
such contract or contracts, to pay to such hospital or 
hospitals during the remainder of the term of any such 
contract or contracts and all renewals thereof a sum not 
exceeding one mill on every dollar of assessable property 
returned by the assessor of said city for the purpose of 
supporting, maintaining and caring for such indigent 
patients as may be sent to such hospital by order of any 
city physician, overseer of the poor or other proper au- 
thority of such city and to annually appropriate and raise 
by tax in the same manner as other city taxes are as- 
sessed, levied and collected in said city during the exist- 
ence of such contract or contracts or renewals thereof a 
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sum not exceeding one mill on every dollar of assessable 
property returned by the assessor of said city for the 
purpose of taxation in such city. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately. 

Approved February 1, 1932. 


CHAPTER 3. 


A Further Supplement to an act entitled “An act to 
establish a thorough and efficient system of free public 
schools, and to provide for the maintenance, support 
and management thereof,’ approved October nine- 
teenth, one thousand nine hundred and three. 


BE If ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 


1. The State Treasurer is hereby authorized and di- 
rected to pay forthwith to the county treasurer of each 
county, ninety per centum (90%) of the amount of the 
State school tax, paid by any such county treasurer to the 
State Treasurer, notwithstanding that all of the State’s 
school taxes due from any such county shall not have 
been paid to the State Treasurer; that the county treas- 
urer shall pay said moneys only to the taxing districts in 
his said county which have paid their proportion of the 
said taxes. 

2. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent with the pro- 
visions of this act are hereby specifically repealed, and 
this act shall take effect immediately. 

Approved February 2, 1932. 
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CHAPTER 4. 


AN AcT to supplement an act entitled “An act to author- 
ize and regulate the issuance of bonds and other obli- 
gations and the incurring of indebtedness by county, 
city, borough, village, town, township or any mu- 
nicipality governed by an improvement commission or 
any municipality governed by a board of commis- 
sioners,’ approved March twenty-second, one thou- 
sand nine hundred and sixteen. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: | 

1. The bonds of any county or municipality authorized 
to be issued pursuant to the act entitled “An act to au- 
thorize and regulate the issuance of bonds and other 
obligations and the incurring of indebtedness by county, 
city, borough, village, town, township or any municipal- 
ity governed by an improvement commission or any mu- 
nicipality governed by a board of commissioners,” con- 
stituting chapter two hundred and fifty-two of the laws 
of one thousand nine hundred and sixteen, approved 
March twenty-second, one thousand nine hundred and 
sixteen, as amended and the acts supplemental thereto, 
may be sold in the manner hereinafter provided, and 
without regard to the provisions of said act, in any case 
where a notice of the sale of said bonds shall have been, 
or shall hereafter be, published in the manner prescribed 
by said act, and no legally acceptable bid or proposal for 
the purchase of all of said bonds shall have been received 
pursuant to such notice, and the period prescribed by 
said notice for the submission of such bids or proposals 
shall have expired, or shall hereafter expire, at any time 
after the first day of December, one thousand nine hun- 
dred and thirty-one, and before the first day of January, 
one thousand nine hundred and thirty-three. 
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2. Any bonds authorized to be sold in the manner pro- 
vided by this act shall be sold, at not less than par, either 
by the governing body of the county or municipality is- 
suing such bonds, or by a committee of such governing 
body or a financial officer of such county or municipality, 
authorized by such governing body to sell such bonds. 
Such bonds may be sold either after further competitive 
bidding or at private sale, and may be sold either all at 
one time or in installments from time to time, as may be 
determined by such governing body or by the committee 
or financial officer authorized to make such sale. No such 
sale shall, however, be made more than sixty days after 
the expiration of the period during which bids or pro- 
posals were required to be submitted pursuant to the 
notice of sale of such bonds. In the event that the gov- 
erning body shall authorize a committee or a financial 
officer to sell such bonds, said governing body shall pre- 
scribe the rate of interest, not in excess of the maximum 
rate of interest authorized in the advertisement for public 
bids, which such bonds shall bear, and shall fix the maxi- 
mum rate of interest and the price at which such bonds 
may be sold. | 

3. In the event that any such bonds shall be sold or 
delivered in installments from time to time, as provided 
in this act, the governing body, or the committee or finan- 
cial officer authorized by such governing body to sell such 
bonds, may include in any such installment any of the 
bonds authorized to be sold, irrespective of maturity, and 
without regard to any limitation with respect to the ma- 
turity of such bonds prescribed by the act to which this 
act is a supplement. 

4. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 5. 


AN Act to validate certain ordinances heretofore passed 
by municipalities. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly of 
the State of New Jersey: 

1. Any ordinance heretofore finally passed by the gov- 
erning body of any municipality shall be valid notwith- 
standing a first and a second reading shall have been 
given thereto at the meeting whereat the same was intro- 
duced; provided, however, the ordinance together with a 
notice of the introduction thereof and the time and place 
when and where such ordinance was to be considered for 
final passage, shall have been published as required by 
law prior to the consideration thereof for final passage. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately. 

Approved February 15, 1932. 


CHAPTER 6. 


A FuRTHER SUPPLEMENT to an act entitled “An act 
for the assessment and collection of taxes” (Revision 
of 1918), approved March fourth, one thousand nine 
hundred and eighteen. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Whenever the governing body of any municipality 
of this State shall by resolution so direct, the receiver 
of taxes or other officer charged with the collection of 
taxes or assessments shall receive the tax or assessment 
due or to become due for any current year at anytime 
during said year as hereinafter provided. 

Such payments may be made on the basis of taxes and 
assessments levied for the preceding year and may be 
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paid in full, or in installments in amounts of nof lesa 
than one dollar or multiples thereof. The receiver of 
taxes or other collecting officer shall issue a receipt 
therefor and credit the same to the account of any tax 
or assessment so levied or to be levied. 

2. The governing body by resolution may authorize a 
discount on all such advance payments at a rate not to 
exceed one-half of one per centum per month for each 
month for which such advance payments are made. 

Should the amount so paid for the current year be in 
excess of the tax or assessment so levied, the receiver 
of taxes or other officer charged with the collection 
thereof shall, on or before the first day of December of 
the current year, refund the amount of such excess so 
paid to the payor. 

Should the payment made be insufficient to equal the 
assessment for the current year, the difference so due 
shall be paid or collected pursuant to the provisions of 
the act to which this act is a further supplement. 

3. This act shall take effect immediately. 

Approved February 24, 1932. 


CHAPTER 7. 


An Act to amend an act entitled “An act to incorporate 

* associations not for pecuniary profit” (Revision of 
1898), approved April twenty-first, one thousand 
eight hundred and ninety-eight. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 


1. Section six of an act entitled “An act to incor- 
porate associations not for pecuniary profit’? (Revision 
of 1898), 1s hereby amended to read as follows: 

6. Associations may combine. Any two or more 
associations or corporations not for pecuniary profit 
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formed for similar objects, under this act, or any other 
act, under the laws of this State, or any other State, 
may combine under this act or under the laws of any 
other State, provided such combination is authorized by 
the laws of such other State, and provided further, the 
same be a corporation originally organized under the 
laws of this State, or of the State where either of said 
corporations may have been originally organized, or a 
new corporation under the laws of this State to be 
formed by means of such merger and consolidation; by 
majority vote of the managers, directors or trustees of 
each of the said associations ratified by vote of the 
majority of the members of each association as shall be 
present, or represented by proxy, to be not less than 
twenty-five per centum of the whole membership, at a 
separate meeting of each of said associations, to be called 
for the purpose of considering the question of combining 
as aforesaid; and ten days’ notice of the time, place and 
object of said meeting shall be mailed to the last known 
post office address of each of such members; and at the 
said meetings of members the said proposed agreement 
of such managers, directors or trustees, a vote of the 
members of each association shall be taken separately, 
for the adoption or rejection of the same, each member 
present shall be entitled to one vote, and if the votes of 
the majority of the members present and voting at each 
of the said meetings, held by the combining associations, 
respectively, shall be in favor of combining as aforesaid, 
then such combination shall be effected by certificate 
made and filed pursuant to the first section of this act, 
or in accordance with the laws of such other State, 
which certificate shall also set forth the names of the 
companies or associations combined and the terms of 
combination and the date and particulars of the approval 
thereof by the managers, directors or trustees and by 
the members, and the property of the former associations 
may be transferred and conveyed to the new one, sub- 
ject, however, to any trusts on which it may be held; 
the name of any association may be changed by authority 
of its trustees, directors or managers and a majority 
of its members present and voting at a meeting to be 
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held as aforesaid, by certificate made and filed in the 
office of the Secretary of State and county clerk setting 
forth the facts required in section one and in addition 
the former name of the company or association and the 
date of the approval of the change by the trustees, 
directors or managers and by the members; the state- 
ment of facts in such certificate of a combination or 
change of name shall be verified by oath; any and all 
former proceedings heretofore taken by any corporation 
not for pecuniary profit, for the purpose of merging, 
combining or amalgamating are hereby validated, ratified 
and confirmed, notwithstanding that the previous statute 
or statutes to which this is an amendment did not 
expressly authorize such merger, consolidation or amal- 
gamation or the steps taken thereunder to effectuate such 
merger, consolidation or amalgamation; no suit by or 
against any company shall be affected by such combi- 
nation or change of name. 

2. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent herewith 
are hereby repealed. 

3. In case for any reason, any section or part of any 
section, or any provision of this act shall be held to be 
unconstitutional or invalid, the same shall not be held 
to affect any other section or any part of any section, 
or provision of this act. 

4, This act shall take effect immediately. 

Approved February 25, 1932. 


CHAPTER 8. 


Aw Act to amend an act entitled “An act to incorporate 
the Eglington Cemetery”, approved February seven- 
teenth, one thousand eight hundred and sixty-nine. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 
1. Section two of the act to which this act is amenda- 


tory is hereby amended so that the same shall read as 
follows: 
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2. And be it enacted that the said association shall 
have power to purchase, to take and hold in fee, a tract 
or tracts of land not exceeding seventy-five acres in the 
vicinity of Clarksboro, in the township and county afore- 
said, for the use and purposes of a cemetery, and erect 
thereon such buildings and other accommodations as the 
directors may deem suitable and necessary; and may sell 
or otherwise dispose of the sub-lots or plots in the said 
cemetery to the several purchasers or owners thereof, 
by a good and sufficient deed or deeds of conveyance, 
under the corporate seal of said association, and signed 
by the president and secretary thereof, to be used only 
as a cemetery, with the privilege of the several avenues, 
walks, passages and other accommodations therein and 
thereunto belonging, subject, however, to such regula- 
tions and restrictions as have been or may be established, 
in relation thereto by any by-law or ordinance of said 
corporation; transfers of sub-lots or rights thereto may 
be made by the owner or owners thereof, by assignments 
annexed to said deed, but shall not be valid until the 
assignment is recorded on the books of said association. 

2. Section four of the act to which this is amendatory 
is amended so that the same shall read as follows: 

4. And be it enacted that the business and concerns 
of the said corporation shall be conducted and managed 
by a board of directors, consisting of three persons, who 
shall be elected annually at such times and place as the 
by-laws may direct, a majority of whom shall constitute 
a quorum for the transaction of business. And the said 
directors shall elect from their number a president and 
a secretary and treasurer, and shall appoint such other 
officers and agents as they may deem expedient, and fix 
the compensation to be paid to them; they shall have 
power to fill all vacancies in their own number, until the 
annual meeting next ensuing; and the said board of 
directors shall have power to make and establish all need- 
ful rules, regulations, ordinances and by-laws, and affix 
from time to time to the several plots and lots such 
price as they shall deem reasonable and proper; and shall 
have the sole charge, superintendence and control of 
said cemetery; and until the first election of directors 
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the persons named in the first section of this act shall be 
the directors, and in case it should happen that an elec- 
tion of directors should not be made during the day 
fixed by the by-laws, the said corporation shall not for 
that cause be deemed to be dissolved, but such election 
may be held at any other time upon due notice given 
by the secretary; and the directors, for the time being 
shall continue to hold their office until others are chosen. 
Approved February 29, 1932. 


CHAPTER 9. 


An Act to amend an act entitled “An act regulating 
fraternal beneficiary societies, orders or associations,” 
approved March eleventh, one thousand eight hun- 
dred and ninety-three. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 


1. Section one of the act of which this act is amenda- 
tory be and the same is hereby amended so that the same 
shall read as follows: 

1. A fraternal beneficiary association is hereby de- 
clared to be a corporation, society or voluntary associa- 
tion, organized and carried on for the sole benefit of its 
members and their beneficiaries, and not for profit, hav- 
ing a lodge system with a ritualistic form of work and 
a representative form of government, and making pro- 
vision for the payment of benefits in case of sickness, 
disability or death of its members, subject to their com- 
pliance with its constitution and laws, the fund from 
which the payment of such benefits shall be made and 
the fund from which the expenses of such association 
shall be defrayed being derived from assessments or 
dues collected from its members. Any beneficiary mem- 
ber may direct any benefit to be paid to his estate, or 
to such person or persons, entity or interests, as may 
be permitted by the laws of the society, order or associa- 
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tion governing beneficiaries. ach member shall have 
the right to designate his beneficiary or beneficiaries and 
from time to time to change the same in accordance 
with the laws, rules and regulations of the society, order 
or association, and no beneficiary shall have or obtain 
any vested interest in the said benefit until the same has 
become due and payable in conformity with the pro- 
visions of the contract of membership. Such associa- 
tions shall be governed by this act and shall be exempt 
from the provisions of insurance laws of this State, and 
no law hereafter passed shall apply to them unless they 
be expressly designated therein. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately. 

Approved February 29, 1932. 


CHAPTER 10. 


Aw Acrt concerning State banks and trust companies. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. The Commissioner of Banking and Insurance, or 
the receiver or receivers in charge of any State bank or 
trust company as the liquidating agent or agents thereof, 
may accept a loan or loans of money from any officer, 
board, commission or body of the Federal Government, 
and may pledge as security for such loan or loans all or 
any part of the securities or assets of any such State 
bank or trust company in the custody of said Commis- 
sioner of Banking and Insurance or of such receiver 
or receivers. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately. 

Approved February 29, 1932. 
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CHAPTER 11. 


An Act relative to past-due taxes and assessments in 
towns and townships, except towns and townships in 
counties of the first class. | 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 


1. That it shall be lawful for the governing body of 
any township or of any town in this State excepting any 
township or town in first-class counties to make such 
abatement, revision, alteration, adjustment and settle- 
ment of past-due taxes and assessments, both of prin- 
cipal and any and all interest and penalties thereon, as 
such governing body shall deem equitable and just and 
to be for the best interest of such township or town; 
provided, that the provisions of this act shall not in any 
wise affect or impair the interest or any lien of any 
purchaser other than such township or town, acquired 
under any sale made for past-due taxes or assessments. 

2. And be it enacted, That it shall be the duty of the 
township or town collector, upon receiving a certified 
statement of the amount which the governing body shall 
have agreed to accept in full satisfaction of such unpaid 
taxes and assessments, or either, to accept such sum so 
agreed to be accepted, in full satisfaction of such taxes 
and assessments, and to give a receipt for the amount 
paid in satisfaction thereof to the person paying the 
same; which receipt, accompanied by said statement, 
shall be sufficient evidence of the payment and satisfac- 
tion of such taxes and assessments, and upon presenta- 
tion thereof, with the tax bill annexed, to the clerk of 
the county, he shall satisfy the tax or assessment record 
in the office relating to unpaid taxes and assessments, or 
either or both of them, as far as relates to the payment 
of the said tax or assessment. 

3. And be it enacted, That in case a reduction of any 
tax, taxes, assessment or assessments be made by the 
governing body upon any application presented to it 
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under this act, such reduction shall be null and void 
unless the same be paid within sixty days thereafter and 
shall be approved by the Commissioner of Municipal 
Accounts who may direct the disposition and applica- 
tion of the monies received as a condition or a part of 
his approval. 

4, And be it enacted, That this act shall be deemed a 
public act, and take effect immediately. It shall be in- 
operative and of no effect after April fifteenth, one thou- 
sand nine hundred and thirty-two. 

5, All acts and parts of acts inconsistent with the 
provisions of this act be and the same are hereby re- 
pealed. 

6. This act shall take effect immediately. 

Approved March 1, 1932. 


CHAPTER 12. 


An Act to amend an act entitled “An act providing 
for the retirement of certain municipal employees in 
cities of the first class in this State, and providing a 
pension for such retired municipal employees and their 
dependents,” approved March twenty-eighth, one thou- 
sand nine hundred and twenty-seven. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section two of the act to which this act is an 
amendment be and the same is amended to read as 
follows: , | 

2. In the event that any such municipal employee who 
having paid into the fund the full amount of his or 
her annual assessments or contributions shall die as a 
result of injuries or illness received or incurred in the 
performance of his or her duties; or in the event that 
such municipal employee shall have served in the employ 
of the municipality in the aggregate of twenty years, 
and who has paid into the fund the full amount of his 
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or her annual assessments or contributions, shall die 
from causes other than injuries or illness received or 
incurred in the performance of his or her duties; or in 
the event that any such municipal employee shall have 
been retired and pensioned under the provisions of this 
act and shall have continued to pay into the fund the 
full amount of his or her annual assessments or contri- 
butions based on his or her retirement pay after his or 
her retirement and until his or her death, and shall die; 
and in each of such events, but subject to the limitations 
hereinafter provided, a pension in an amount equal to 
one-half of the salary received by such municipal 
employee at the time of his or her death, and in those 
cases where an employee shall have been retired and 
pensioned previous thereto one-half of the salary re- 
ceived by said employee at the time of his or her retire- 
ment, shall be paid to the widow, dependent husband, 
children under the age of sixteen years or dependent 
parents, as the case may be; provided, however, that the 
pension so paid shall not exceed the sum of one thousand 
dollars ($1,000) annually; and provided, further, that 
no pension shall be paid to any widow or dependent 
husband if he or she was married to her deceased hus- 
band or his deceased wife after the date of his or her 
retirement and hereafter after he or she shall have 
arrived at the age of fifty-five years. The pension as 
aforesaid shall be paid to the widow or dependent hus- 
band during his or her natural life and so long as he or 
she shall remain unmarried. In the event that there 
shall be no widow or dependent husband surviving said 
employee, or no widow or husband qualified to take 
under this act, or in the event that the said widow or 
_ husband shall subsequently die or remarry, and _ said 
employee shall have left him or her surviving minor 
children under the age of sixteen years, then and in 
such event payments to said minor children under the 
age of sixteen years shall be made as follows: If there 
be one child, the sum of twenty-five dollars ($25.00) 
shall be paid to such child monthly unti] he or she shall 
arrive at the age of sixteen years; if there are two chil- 
dren, each shall be paid twenty-five dollars ($25.00) 
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monthly until he or she shall reach the age of sixteen 
years; if there are three or more children, the aforesaid 
pension equal in amount to one-half of the salary re- 
ceived by such employee at the time of his or her death 
or retirement, but not exceeding in the aggregate one 
thousand dollars ($1,000) annually, shall be paid to such 
children who have not attained the age of sixteen years 
in equal shares, but in no event shall any one of such 
children receive more than the sum of twenty-five dol- 
lars ($25.00) monthly. In the event there is no widow, 
dependent husband and no children under the age of 
sixteen years, at the time of the death of such municipal 
employee then such pension shall be paid to the dependent 
parent or parents if any, of such deceased municipal 
employee. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately, and all acts 
or parts of acts inconsistent with this act be and the 
same are hereby repealed. 

Approved March 2, 1932. 


CHAPTER 13. 


An Act concerning the stewards of the poorhouses in 
counties of the third class. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Upon the expiration of the terms of the present 
incumbents, the stewards of the poorhouses in counties 
of the third class shall be appointed by the boards of 
chosen freeholders of said counties. 

2. The terms for which said stewards of the poor- 
houses shall be appointed and their compensation shall 
be fixed by said boards of chosen freeholders. 

3. All acts and parts of acts incompatible with the 
provisions of this act be and the same are hereby re- 
pealed. 

4. This act shall take place immediately. 

Approved March 4, 1932. 
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CHAPTER 14. 


A SUPPLEMENT to an act entitled ‘An act to provide for 
the election in incorporated towns of this State of a 
councilman-at-large, to be called mayor, and to regu- 
late his duties and terms of office,” approved April 
thirteenth, one thousand nine hundred and seven. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1, Every resolution, or ordinance, adopted by the 
common council shall, before it takes effect, be presented 
to the mayor, duly certified to by the town clerk; if he 
approve it, he shall sign it; if not, he shall return it 
with his objections, and file it with the town clerk within 
ten days after receiving it; and the common council 
shall, at its next meeting thereafter, enter the objections 
at length on the minutes of the council, and shall proceed 
to reconsider the same, and if two-thirds of all the mem- 
bers of the town council agree to pass the same, it shall 
take effect, but in every such case the vote shall be taken 
by yeas and nays and entered in full on the minutes of 
the town council; and if such resolution or ordinance 
shall not be returned within ten days as aforesaid, it 
shall take effect in like manner as if the mayor had 
signed it. 

2. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent with the pro- 
visions of this act, be and the same are hereby repealed 

3. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTERS 15 & 16, LAWS OF 1932 


CHAPTER 15. 


An act to amend an act entitled ‘An act relative to the 
Supreme and Circuit Courts” (Revision of 1900), ap- 
proved March twenty-third, one thousand nine hun- 
dred. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section forty-two of the above-entitled act is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

42. The Chief Justice of the Supreme Court shall, 
from time to time, assign and/or appoint any of said 
circuit court judges to hold such of the circuit courts as 
may be deemed expedient by him. 

2. All acts or parts of acts inconsistent herewith are 
hereby repealed, and this act shall take effect immedi- 
ately. 

Approved March 11, 1932. 


CHAPTER 16. 


An Act to amend an act entitled “An act concerning 
building and loan associations” (Revision of 1925), 
approved March twelfth, one thousand nine hundred 
and twenty-five. 


BE If ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section twenty of the act to which this act is 
amendatory be and the same is hereby amended so that 
the same shall read as follows: 

20. May borrow money. 

Any such association may borrow money from any 
source in or out of the State on the note or other evi- 
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dence of indebtedness of such association upon such 
terms and conditions as the board of directors may from 
time to time prescribe by resolution adopted by at least 
a majority of the members of such board and duly 
recorded on the minutes, and may pledge, assign or 
transfer bonds and mortgages together with the shares, 
if any, pledged as collateral therefor, held by such as- 
sociation and/or any other real or personal property as 
security for the repayment of money so borrowed; pro- 
vided, no time loan shall be made for a longer period 
than one year, except that the loan may be extended for 
a further period of not more than one year if such ex- 
tension shall be authorized by the board of directors by 
a new resolution adopted and recorded in the manner 
herein provided for the original loan; provided, further, 
the total amount of money borrowed shall at no time 
exceed thirty per centum (30%) of the amount then 
actually paid into such association as dues on installment 
shares, and every such association shall at all times 
reserve unused of such borrowing capacity an amount 
equal to five per centum (5%) of its liability to members 
for payments made to it by them, such reserve capacity 
to be availed of only for paying for shares withdrawn or 
matured. No mortgage loan shall be made by any such 
association so long as such reserve borrowing capacity 
remains impaired.

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CHAPTER 17. 


An Act authorizing counties and municipalities to make 
voluntary contributions of money to any duly in- 
corporated first aid and emergency association. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Any county or municipality of this State may make 
a voluntary contribution of not exceeding one thousand 
dollars to any duly incorporated first aid and emergency 
association of such county, or of any municipality 
therein, rendering service generally throughout the 
county, or any of the municipalities thereof. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately. | 

Approved March 14, 1932. 


CHAPTER 18. 


An Act to further amend an act entitled “An act con- 
cerning corporations” (Revision of 1896), approved 
April twenty-first, one thousand eight hundred ninety- 
six, as heretofore amended and supplemented. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1, Section twenty-nine, as heretofore amended, of the 
act to which this act is an amendment is hereby further 
amended to read as follows: 

29. The decrease of capital stock or of capital may be 
effected by retiring or reducing any class of stock or by 
drawing the necessary number of shares of any class by 
lot for retirement, or by the exchange by stockholders of 
any class of stock of the stock held by them of such class 
for a decreased number of shares of stock of said class, 
or by reducing the par value of shares of any class of 
stock having par value or the capital represented by 
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shares of any class of stock having no par value, or by the 
exchange of shares of stock of any class for the same or a 
different number of shares of stock of any other class, 
or by the purchase of shares for retirement, either pro 
rata from all holders of shares of that class of stock or 
from time to time by purchase in the open market at not 
exceeding such price or prices as are fixed or approved 
by the stockholders entitled to vote upon the decrease to 
be effected in that manner, or by retiring shares owned 
by the corporation. Upon the retirement of any stock 
with par value, not more than the par value thereof shall 
be charged against or retired out of the capital of the 
corporation, and in case the same be without par value, 
not more than the amount of capital received upon the 
issuance of such stock shall be charged against or retired 
out of the capital of the corporation. If any such de- 
crease shall result in the reduction of the capital of the 
corporation, a certificate in writing stating the fact of 
the reduction of the capital of the corporation and the 
manner of effecting the same and the terms and condi- 
tions thereof shall be published for three weeks suc- 
cessively, at least once in each week, in a newspaper 
published in the county in which the principal office of 
the corporation is located; the first publication to be 
made within fifteen days after the filing of the certificate 
of decrease in the office of the Secretary of State, and 
in default thereof the directors of the corporation shall 
be jointly and severally liable for all debts of the cor- 
poration contracted before the filing of the said cer- 
tificate, and the stockholders shall also be liable for such 
sums as they may respectively receive of the amount so 
reduced; provided, no such decrease of capital stock or 
of capital shall release the liability of any stockholder, 
whose shares have not been fully paid, for debts of the 
corporation theretofore contracted, nor effect any reduc- 
tion of the taxes that may be required to be paid by the 
charters of corporations incorporated by special acts; 
provided, further, that no such publication shall be re- 
quired if the authorized capital stock be decreased with- 
out reduction of the capital of the corporation. 
2. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 19. 


An Act authorizing the Treasurer of this State to bor- 
row the sum of one million five hundred thousand 
dollars from any fund now in his control, and to de- 
posit the sum so borrowed in the State institutional 
construction fund for the purpose of paying obliga- 
tions on contracts now in existence. 


BE If ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. The Treasurer of this State is hereby authorized 
to borrow the sum of one million five hundred thousand 
dollars from any fund now in his control, and to de- 
posit the sum so borrowed in the State institutional con- 
struction fund for the purpose of paying obligations on 
contracts now in existence. The sum so borrowed shall 
be repaid by the Treasurer to the fund from which it is 
borrowed from the proceeds of the sale of bonds author- 
ized by chapter two hundred and twenty-seven of the 
laws of one thousand nine hundred and thirty. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately. 

Approved March 16, 1932. 


CHAPTER 20, 


An Act relating to the issuance and sale of bonds or 
notes of Counties and municipalities. 


Bk IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 


1. Any county or municipality authorized to issue and 
sell its bonds or notes by any act or acts heretofore en- 
acted shall have power to sell said bonds or notes at not 
less than ninety-nine per centum of the par value of such 
bonds or notes, anything to the contrary notwithstanding 
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contained in any act heretofore enacted; provided, how- 
ever, that any such sale shall be made or confirmed by 
resolution of the governing body of such county or mu- 
nicipality adopted by a two-thirds vote of all the mem- 
bers thereof. 

2. This act shall be inoperative after December thirty- 
first, nineteen hundred and thirty-two. 

3. This act shall take effect immediately. 

Approved March 21, 1932. 


CHAPTER 21. 


An Act providing for the cancelling of record of tax 
sale certificates by order of a circuit judge or law 
judge of a county. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 


1. Any circuit judge or law judge of any county may 
by order direct the county clerk of such county, or the 
register of deeds when there is such office in such county, 
to cancel of record any tax sale certificate of record in 
such county, whenever he shall be satisfied by proof that 
the holder of such tax sale certificate has been fully paid 
all moneys expended by him for such tax sale certificate, 
including all expenses incurred by him, and lawful inter- 
est thereon, by virtue of the statute in such case made 
and provided; and any one or more of the owners, mort- 
gagees, occupants, or any other person or persons, having 
either a legal or equitable right or interest in the land 
described in such tax sale certificate, may make appli- 
cation for such order, and the judge shall order notice 
of such application to be served on the holder of record 
of such tax sale certificate, if living, and if not living, 
then upon his, her or their executor or executors, or ad- 
ministrator or administrators, if any, or if there shall 
be no executor or administrator then upon the next of 
kin of the holder of record of said tax sale certificate, if 
residents of this State, the same as a summons shall be 
served; and if any of the persons entitled to notice, as 
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aforesaid, shall be nonresidents of this State, or cannot, 
upon due inquiry, be found therein, then such notice 
shall be served by publication, once a week for four 
weeks, in a newspaper published in said county, to be 
designated by said judge, and copies thereof shall be 
mailed to such persons at their last known post office ad- 
dresses, if the same can be ascertained; provided, how- 
ever, 1f upon due inquiry, any party in interest has been 
unable to ascertain whether the holder of record of such 
tax sale certificate is living or dead, and that he has been 
unable to ascertain the names or residences of any of 
his next of kin, such notice shall be directed to the holder 
of record of stich tax sale certificate, by name, and his 
heirs, devisees and personal representatives, and shall be 
served by publication in the manner herein provided for 
nonresident holders of said tax sale certificate. 

If the holder of such certificate be a corporation, then 
the notice of such application shall be served the same as 
process may be served upon corporations, as provided 
for in suits at law or equity against corporations; and 
in case a receiver is appointed of such corporation, serv- 
ice may be made upon the receiver, or, if such corpora- 
tion be adjudged a bankrupt, service may be made upon 
the trustee in bankruptcy of such corporation, or, if dis- 
solved by proclamation of the Governor, service may be 
made upon the statutory trustees of such corporation, or 
as provided for in such cases in suits at law against cor- 
porations. And such other notice shall be given as said 
judge shall prescribe. 

2. When such order is filed with the clerk or register 
of deeds of such county, then the clerk or register of 
deeds shall discharge and cancel of record such tax sale 
certificate, and the said clerk or register of deeds shall 
enter on the margin of the registry or record of such tax 
sale certificate, and opposite thereto, the words ‘“Can- 
celled by order’, entering the date of such order and 
filing it.

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CHAPTER 22. 


A Further Supplement to an act entitled “An act con- 
cerning municipalities,’ approved March twenty-sev- 
enth, one thousand nine hundred and seventeen. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. The governing body of every municipality is hereby 
authorized and empowered to designate and shall desig- 
nate the depository or depositories wherein all public 
moneys and other funds of such municipality shall be 
kept, which said depository or depositories shall be lo- 
cated within this State. Such designation shall be by 
resolution, and thereafter the proper official officer of the 
municipality shall cause the moneys of such municipality, 
and all other funds in its custody to be deposited only in 
the depository or depositories so named, and upon so 
depositing in good faith such funds or moneys the offi- 
cial officer shall be relieved of liability for any loss of 
such funds or moneys which” may be due to the in- 
solvency, or closing of such depository or depositories. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 23. 


A Further Supplement to an act entitled “An act con- 
cerning counties,’ approved March fourth, one thou- 
sand nine hundred and eighteen. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 


1. In addition to the powers vested in the board of 
chosen freeholders of any county, pursuant to the pro- 
visions of the act to which this act is a further supple- 
ment, it shall be the duty of each board of chosen free- 
holders to designate the county depository or depositories 
wherein shall be kept all public moneys of the county, 


.which said depository or depositories shall be located 


within this State, and such designation shall be by resolu- 
tion of a majority of all of the members of the board. 
The public official charged with the custody of such 
funds shall thereafter, in accordance with the terms of 
said resolution, deposit said funds, or other moneys be- 
longing to the county, only in such depository or deposi- 
tories so named, and upon so depositing in good faith 
such funds or moneys the county official shall be relieved 
of any liability for loss of such funds or moneys which 
may be due to the insolvency or closing of such deposi-

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CHAPTER 24. 


An Act to ratify, confirm, validate and make legal and 
effectual certain affidavits, acknowledgments, proofs 
of deeds, mortgages and other papers, and certificates 
thereof. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. All affidavits, acknowledgments and proofs of 
deeds, mortgages and other writings, and the certificates 
thereof, heretofore taken or made before or by any 
woman as a notary public in and for this State, whose 
first commission was obtained while the said woman was 
single and unmarried, but who became married before 
the said commission expired and who obtained a new 
commission in her single name although married at the 
time, and the record of such affidavits, deeds, mortgages 
and other writings are hereby ratified, confirmed and 
made valid and legal and effectual to the extent that the 
same would have been valid, legal and effectual if the 
said commission was properly obtained in her married 
name, and the signature of any woman notary public 
heretofore signed to any affidavit, acknowledgment and 
proof of deeds, mortgages and other papers in the name 
in and by which she was appointed notary public, al- 
though at the time of making such signature she was 
married, and her married name does not appear thereon, 
shall not in any wise be called in question; and all such 
affidavits, acknowledgments, and proofs of deeds, mort- 
gages and other papers, and the certificates thereof, so 
executed, are hereby ratified, confirmed, validated, and 
made legal and effectual, to the same extent that ihe 
same would have been valid, legal and effectual if such 
notary public at the time of the execution of such aifi- 
davit, acknowledgment and proof of deeds, mortgages 
and other papers in the nature thereof was unmarried. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

An Act to amend an act entitled “A Supplement to an 
act entitled ‘An act prescribing the liability of an 
employer to make compensation for injuries received 
by an employee in the course of employment, estab- 
lishing an elective schedule of compensation, and regu- 
lating procedure for the determination of liability and 
compensation thereunder,’ approved April fourth, one 
thousand nine hundred and eleven,” approved Febru- . 
ary twenty-eighth, one thousand nine hundred and 
eighteen as amended by an act approved April twenty- 
seventh, one thousand nine hundred and thirty-one. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section nineteen of the above entitled act is hereby 
amended to read as follows: 

19. Fither party may appeal from the judgment of 
said commissioner, deputy commissioner, or referee, to 
the Court of Common Pleas of the county in which such 
accident occurred, by filing with the secretary of said 
bureau, and with the clerk of the county where such 
accident occurred, a notice of appeal. Such notice shall 
be filed within thirty days after such judgment has been 
rendered and shall briefly describe such judgment and 
state the intention of the party to appeal therefrom. The © 
filing of such notice shall stay the execution of the judg- 
ment until the determination or dismissal of said appeal. 
The appellant shall, within fifteen days after the filing of 
a notice of appeal, send to the clerk of the Court of Com- 
mon Pleas of the county in which such accident occurred, 
a transcript of the record and testimony in said cause, 
which transcript shall be prepared by said appellant and 
submitted to the secretary of the bureau for certification. 
Within ten days after the filing of said transcript, the 
judge of the Court of Common Pleas, upon the applica- 
tion of the appellant, shall fix a time and place for the 
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hearing of such appeal, at least ten days’ notice of which 
shall be served upon the respondent by the appellant. 
The trial of such appeal shall be based exclusively on the 
transcript of the record and testimony, and at the time 
fixed for the hearing, argument may be presented by 
each side to the said judge, who shall in a summary man- 
ner decide the merits of the controversy, and the judg- 
ments of the Court of Common Pleas, on any such ap- 
peal shall be conclusive and binding. This determination 
shall be filed in writing with the clerk of the Common 
Pleas Court, and judgment shall be entered thereon in 
the same manner as in causes tried in the Court of Com- 
mon Pleas. Subsequent proceedings thereon shall only 
be for the recovery of moneys thereby determined to be 
due; provided, that nothing herein contained shall be 
construed as limiting the jurisdiction of the Supreme 
Court to review questions of law and fact by certiorari. 
Costs may be awarded by said judge in his discretion, 
and when so awarded the same costs shall be allowed, 
taxed and collected as are allowed, taxed and collected 
for like services in the Common Pleas Courts. In case 
the respondent in said appeal is unable to pay counsel, the 
judge of the Court of Common Pleas shall assign coun- 
sel to represent such respondent. Any such appeal may 
be dismissed by the judge of the Court of Common 
Pleas if the transcript of the record and testimony is not 
transmitted, or if the appeal is not prosecuted in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of this act. 

2. All acts or parts of acts inconsistent herewith are 
hereby repealed, and this act shall take effect immediately.

the crime of which said person was convicted and the 
sentence imposed by the court.

twenty-six. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section one hundred and seventy-nine of the act of 
which this act is amendatory be and the same is hereby 
amended to read as follows: 

179. Ten per centum of the full amount of the State 
school tax annually raised shall be known as a reserve 
fund and shall on or before the fifteenth day of February 
in each year be apportioned by the State Board of Edu- 
cation in the following manner, to wit: One-tenth of 
said reserve fund, being one per centum of the said State 
school tax, shall be known as an emergency fund and 
shall be allotted and distributed according to the discre- 
tion of the board to those school districts within the 
State, which from written reports submitted by the 
county superintendents to the Commissioner of Educa- 
tion and approved by him are adjudged to contain too 
little of ratable property to afford adequate local school 
taxes. Allotments to such districts shall be made from 
the said emergency fund for school maintenance as shall 
in the opinion of the Board of Education best serve to 
provide the children resident therein with proper oppor- 
tunity of common schooling, and shall be expended by 
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such districts as directed by the county superintendent of 
schools and approved by the Commissioner of Educa- 
tion. Whenever there shall be certified to the Commis- 
sioner of Education by any school district in this State 
the names of pupils who on February first have been 
attending its public schools for at least three months and 
who are approved by the county superintendent as resi- 
dents of such school district residing on property be- 
longing to the State or county which is not taxable, or as 
residents of such school district by reason of their being 
inmates of charitable institutions located therein or by 
reason of their receiving board and maintenance in 
private residence or residences of the school district at 
the expense of any public body, organization or institu- 
tion, and whenever there shall be certified to the Com- 
missioner of Education by any school district in this 
State the names and record of attendance of pupils resid- 
ing on a United States Government Reservation for 
whom up to February first such district has been pro- 
viding free school facilities, there shall be apportioned 
to such district in all such cases from the remaining 
nine-tenths of said reserve fund, for each such pupil thus 
residing in the district and attending its public schools, 
the sum of forty-five dollars. 

The State Comptroller shall, on the order of the Com- 
missioner of Education, draw his warrant on the State 
Treasurer in favor of the custodian of each school dis- 
trict to which there has been allotted a portion of the 
emergency fund; provided, that not more shall be dis- 
tributed from this fund than one-tenth part of said re- 
serve fund; and provided, further, that should there be 
any balance remaining in said emergency fund so al- 
lotted, as above, such balances shall be distributed as a 
part of the reserve fund. The State Comptroller shall 
also, on the order of the Commissioner of Education, 
draw his warrant on the State Treasurer in favor of the 
custodian of each school district to which there has been 
allotted a portion of the reserve fund as heretofore pro-- 
vided. ‘The remainder of the reserve fund with any bal- 
ances remaining from the emergency fund, shall on or 
before the fifteenth day of February in each year be 
apportioned by the board among the several counties of 
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the State equitably and justly according to its discretion. 
The Commissioner of Education shall, on or before the 
fifteenth day of January next ensuing said apportion- 
ment, draw an order on the State Comptroller in favor 
of each county collector for ninety per centum of the 
amount of the State school tax paid by said county col- 
lector to the treasurer, and said county collector shall 
apply for and be entitled to receive the amount of said 
order as soon as said order shall be received by him. The 
Commissioner of Education shall also draw his order in 
favor of each county collector for such portion of the 
reserve fund as shall have been apportioned to his county 
as aforesaid, which order shall be payable when the total 
amount of said reserve fund shall have been received by 
the State Treasurer.

1. In case any guardian heretofore has or shall here- 
after become the purchaser of any land, tenements or 
hereditaments, at a sale upon the foreclosure of any 
mortgage held by such guardian, or whenever necessary 
to protect any such mortgage asset shall have heretofore 
or shall hereafter become such purchaser under any sale 
made upon foreclosure of any other mortgage, tax sale 
or other lien on said lands and premises, or at a sale of 
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said lands and premises on execution under any judg- 
ment, or shall have acquired title by deed from the owner 
of said lands and premises to avoid foreclosure of any 
such mortgage forming a part of the assets in the hands 
of such guardian, such lands, tenements or hereditaments 
shall be assets in his hands, and may be sold and con- 
veyed by him without any order of court, and he shall 
receive, be accountable for and pay over the proceeds of 
such sale the same as the other assets in his hands. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 32. 


An Act to authorize the conveyance to the United States 
of America of land located at Salem Church, in the 
state of Virginia, upon which battle monuments of 
the State have been erected. 


BE It ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. The Governor of this State is hereby authorized to 
make a good and sufficient conveyance to the United 
States of America for the land located at Salem Church, 
in the State of Virginia, upon which battle monuments 
are erected to commemorate the action of the Fifteenth 
and Twenty-third Regiments of New Jersey Volunteers. 

2. Such conveyance shall be made for a nominal con- 
sideration, and shall convey to the United States Govern- 
ment all the right, title and interest of the State of New 
Jersey in and to all the lands and the monuments thereon 
erected at Salem Church, in the State of Virginia. 

3. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 33. 


A Further Supplement to an act entitled “An act con- 
cerning municipal and county finances,’ approved 
March twenty-eighth, one thousand nine hundred and 
seventeen. 


By rr ENACTED by the Sendte and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. It shall be lawful for the governing body of any 
village to set up in its annua! tax budget in any year as a 
reserve fund in trust a sum not exceeding ten per centum 
of the amount to be raised ior general tax purposes in 
accordance with the previsions of the annual tax budget 
ordinance of said village. 

2. The funds so raised shall be held as a fund in trust 
and used only to purchase trom the village its tax antici- 
pation bonds or notes and its tax revenue bonds and 
notes and its tax title bonds and notes. Such notes or 
bonds may be purchased by said fund with or without 
interest, but shall be redeemed by the village treasurer 
as and when the revenues against which such notes or 
bonds were issued are received. Such funds shall be 
held as a revolving fund for the purposes herein ex- 
pressed. 

3. It is not the intent of this act to affect in any way 
existing statutes relating to temporary financing of mu- 
nicipalities of this State. 

4. Vhis aet shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 34. 


An Act to amend an act entitled “A supplement to an act 
entitled “An act relating to vital statistics concerning 
births and deaths,’ approved April sixth, one thousand 
nine hundred and twenty,” which said supplement was 
approved March twenty-ninth, one thousand nine hun- 
dred and twenty-eight. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 


1. Within thirty days after the date of the birth of 
any child born in this State with visible congenital de- 
formities, the physician, midwife, or person acting as 
midwife, who shall be in attendance upon said birth, shall 
prepare and file with the commission for the care and 
treatment of crippled children, created pursuant to the 
provisions of an act entitled “An act to create a commis- 
sion for the care and treatment of crippled children, de- 
fining its powers and duties and making an appropriation 
therefor,” approved April seventh, one thousand nine 
hundred and thirty-one, a statement setting forth such 
visible congenital deformity. The contents of such state- 
ment shall be solely for the use of the said commission 
for the care and treatment of crippled children in the 
performance of its duties under the laws of this State 
and shall not be open to public inspection nor considered 
in any wise a public record. The information in any such 
statement, as aforesaid, may be used by the said com- 
mission for the care and treatment of crippled children, 
pursuant to section two of the act creating the commis- 
sion, and for further carrying into effect the provisions 
of said act. Any person violating any of the provisions 
of this section shall be subject to a penalty of fifty 
dollars, to be recovered in an action of debt at the suit of 
the State Department of Health. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 35. 


An Act to amend an act entitled “An act to provide for 
the regulation and incorporation of insurance com- 
panies and to regulate the transaction of insurance 
business in this State,” approved April third, nineteen 
hundred and two. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section one of the act to which this act is an 
amendment is hereby amended to read as follows: 

1. Ten or more persons may become a corporation for 
the purpose of making any of the following kinds of 
insurance, to wit: 

I. Against loss or damage to property, including loss 
of use or occupancy, by fire, smoke, smudge, lightning, 
tempest on land, including windstorm, tornado and cy- 
clone, earthquake, hail, frost or snow, weather or climatic 
conditions, including excess or deficiency of moisture, 
flood, rain or drought, rising of the waters of the ocean 
or its tributaries, and against perils to property arising 
from the use of aircraft, automobiles or other motor 
vehicles, bombardment, invasion, insurrection, riot, civil 
war or commotion, military or usurped power, and by 
explosion, whether fire ensues or not, except explosion 
of steam boilers and fly wheels; also against loss of 
damage by insects or disease to farm crops or products 
and loss of rental value of land used in producing such 
crops or products. 

IJ. Against any and all kinds of loss or damage to: 

(a) Vessels, craft, aircraft, cars, automobiles and ve- 
hicles of every kind, including ali kinds of automobile 
and aircraft insurance (excepting insurance against loss 
by reason of bodily injury to the person) as well as all 
goods, freights, cargoes, merchandise, effects, disburse- 
ments, profits, money, bullion, precious stones, securities, 
choses in action, evidences of debt, valuable papers, bot- 
tomry and respondentia interests and all other kinds of 
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property and interests therein, in respect to, appertaining 
to or in connection with any and all risks of perils of 
navigation, transit, or transportation including war risks, 
on or under any seas or other waters, on Jand or in the 
air, or while being assembled, packed, crated, baled, com- 
pressed or similarly prepared for shipment or while 
awaiting the same or during any delays, storage, trans- 
shipment or reshipment incident thereto, including ma- 
rine builder’s risk and all personal property floater 
risks, and 

(b) Person or to property in connection with or ap- 
pertaining to a marine, inland marine, transit or trans- 
portation insurance, including lability for loss ot or 
damage to either, arising out of or in connection with 
the construction, repair, operation, maintenance or use 


of the subject matter of such insurance (but not includ- 


ing life insurance or surety bonds) but, except as hereim 
specified, shall not mean insurances against loss by 
reason oi bodily injury to the person; 

Il]. Upon the lives or health of persons, and every 
insurance appertaining thereto, and to grant purchase or 
dispose of annuities ; 

iV. Against bodily injury or death by accident, and 
upon ihe nealth of persons, including a funeral benefit to 
an amount not exceeding one hundred dollars ($100.00) 
or against loss or damage to automobiles or motor 
vehicles of any description, or to wagons or vehicles pro- 
pelled by a horse, horses or teams of any description, 
resulting from collision with moving or stationary ob- 
jects, or against loss by legal liability tor damage to per- 
sons or property resulting from collision of automobiles 
or motor vehicles of any description, or of wagons or 
vehicles propelled by a horse, horses, or teams of any 
description with moving or stationary objects ; 

V. Against loss or damage resulting from accident 
to or injury suffered by any person for which loss or 
damage the insured is liable; 

VI. Against damage to property of the insured or loss 
of life or damage to the person or property of others 
for which the insured is liable, caused by the explosion 
of steam boilers, pipes, engines, motors and machinery 
connected therewith or operated thereby ; 
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VII. Against loss from the defaults of persons 1n_ Dishonesty. 
position of trust, public or private, or against loss or 
damage on account of neglect or breaches of duty or 
obligations guaranteed by the insurer; and against loss 
by banks, bankers, brokers, financial or moneyed corpo- 
rations or associations, of any bills of exchange, notes, 
checks, drafts, acceptances of drafts, bonds, securities, 
evidences of debt, deeds, mortgages, documents, gold or 
silver, bullion, currency and money, except loss by ma- 
rine risk or risks of transportation or navigation ; 

VIII. Against loss or damage on account of en- Title. 
cumbrances upon or defects in titles to real property and 
against loss by reason of the nonpayment of principal 
and interest of bonds and mortgages. A company organ- 
ized under this act to transact the business authorized 
by this subdivision shall have the right in addition to the 
other powers of investment given by this act, with its 
capital and surplus, to take, buy, sell and deal in first 
mortgages on real estate and to issue bonds, debentures 
and certificates against such mortgages, and may use in 
its name the words “guaranty company” instead of the 
words “insurance company” as hereinafter required gen- 
erally for corporations formed under this act; 

IX. Against loss from bad debts, commonly known as Credit. 
credit insurance; 

X. Against loss by burglary, theft, forgery, vandalism Theft. 
or malicious mischief, the wrongful conversion, disposal 
or concealment of automobiles held under conditional 
sale contract or subject to a chattel mortgage, or any one 
or more of such hazards; 

XI. Against the breakage of glass. Glass. 

XII. Against loss or damage by water or other fluid Damage 
to any goods or premises arising from the breaking or — 
leakage of sprinklers, pumps, or other apparatus erected 
for extinguishing fires, or of other conduits or con- 
tainers, or by water entering through leaks or openings 
in buildings, and of water pipes and against accidental 
injury to such sprinklers, pumps, conduits, containers, 
water pipes and other apparatus. 

XIIl. Upon the lives of horses, cattle and other live Animals. 


stock or against loss by theft of any of such property or 
both. 
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XIV. Against loss or damage to property caused by 
smoke and/or smudge . 

XV. Against loss or damage to property by any other 
casualty which may lawfully be the subject of insurance. 

Companies may be formed upon the stock plan to 
transact any kind of insurance authorized by this section, 
or upon the mutual plan to transact the kinds of insur- 
ance described in subdivisions first, second, third, fourth, 
fifth, sixth and eleventh hereof. Any corporation which 
by its charter is authorized to make insurance against 
loss or damage to property caused by fire, lightning, or 
tempest, on land may, without amending such charter, 
transact all of the kinds of insurance described in sub- 
divisions first, second and twelfth hereof ; provided, such 
corporation shall be possessed of the amount of capital 
stock or cash premiums required by section six of 
this act. 

2. Section two of the act to which this act is an 
amendment is hereby amended to read as follows: 

2. No company shall be formed for the purpose of en- 
gaging in any other kind of insurance than that specified 
in some one of the subdivisions of the preceding section, 
or more kinds of insurance than are specified in a single 
subdivision, except that a company may be formed (1) 
for the purposes specified in subdivisions first, second, 
twelith and fifteenth; or (2) for the purposes specified 
in subdivisions third and fourth; or (3) for any or all 
of the purposes specified in subdivisions fourth to 
fifteenth, both inclusive, contracts for each of the kinds 
of insurance specified in the subdivisions of the preced- 
ing section shall be in separate and distinct policies, ex- 
cept that the same policy may embrace risks specified in 
subdivisions fourth and fifth; except also that companies 
electing to issue policies on residence and private apart- 
ments may embrace in one policy risks specified in sub- 
divisions fourth, fifth, sixth, tenth, eleventh, twelfth, 
thirteenth, and fifteenth; or any one or more of them; 
and except also that a life insurance company, whether 
incorporated under this act or under a special act, may 
provide in its policies of insurance or in separate policies 
supplementary thereto, for the payment of a larger 
amount of insurance if death is caused by accident, and 
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may incorporate therein, or in its annuity contracts, or 
in separate policies or contracts supplementary thereto, 
provisions for the waiver of premiums, and/or for the 
granting of other benefits, in the event that the insured 
becomes disabled from any cause. 

3. Section seventy-seven of the act to which this act is 
an amendment is hereby amended to read as follows: 

7/7. Standard Fire Policy. 

The commissioner of banking and insurance shall pre- 
pare a printed form in blank, of a contract or policy of 
fire insurance together with such provisions, agreements 
or conditions as may be endorsed thereon or added 
thereto, and form a part of such contract or policy, and 
file the same in the office of the department of banking 
and insurance, on or before the first day of July, one 
thousand nine hundred and thirty-one, and which form 
so filed shall be identical in respect to the conditions con- 
tained in lines one to one hundred and twelve, both in- 
clusive, of the contract or policy of fire insurance filed 
by the said commissioner, as required by law, in the office 
of the Secretary of State, on the first day of July, one 
thousand eight hundred and ninety-two, and the provi- 
sions, agreements or conditions as may be endorsed 
thereon or added thereto and form a part of such con- 
tract or policy so to be filed shall also be identical with 
the provisions, agreements or conditions forming a part 
of the contract or policy of fire insurance previously filed 
by the said commissioner in the office of the Secretary of 
State, as aforesaid, and such form when filed shall he 
known and designated as the “standard fire insurance 
policy,” which designation shall include the name of the 
State of New Jersey and may include the name of any 
other State or States in which it is used as standard and 
no fire insurance company, corporation or association, 
their officers or agents, except as hereinaiter provided 
shall make, issue, use or deliver for use, any fire insur- 
ance policy, or renewal of any fire policy on property in 
this State other than such as shall conform in all par- 
ticulars as to blanks, size of type, context, provisions, 
agreements and conditions, with such printed form of 
contract or policy filed in the office of the Secretary of 
State as aforesaid, and no other or different provisions, 
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agreement, condition or clause shall in any manner be 
made a part of said contract or policy, or be endorsed 
thereon or delivered therewith, except that appropriate 
forms of supplemental contract or contracts whereby the 
property described in such policy shall be insured against 
one or more of the risks specified in subdivision 1, XII, 
and XV of section one of this act, in addition to the risk 
of direct loss or damage by fire, may be approved by the 
Commissioner of Banking and Insurance, and their use 
in connection with the standard fire insurance policy may 
be authorized by him, and except also as follows, to wit: 

I. The name of the company, its location and place 
of business, the date of its incorporation or organiza- 
tion, whether it is a stock or mutual company, the names 
of its officers, the number and date of the policy, and if 
it be issued through a manager or agent, the words 
“this policy shall not be valid until countersigned by the 
duly authorized manager or agent of the company at 
ae er er er eo ’ may be printed on policies issued 
on property in this State; 

II. Printed or written forms of description and specti- 
fication, or schedules of the property covered by any 
particular policy, and any other matter necessary to 
clearly express all the facts and conditions of insurance 
on any particular risk (which facts or conditions shall in 
no case be inconsistent with, or a waiver of any of the 
provisions or conditions of the standard policy herein 
provided for), may be printed or written upon or at- 
tached or appended to any policy issued on property in 
this State; 

III. A company, corporation or association organized 
or incorporated under and in pursuance of the laws of 
this State or elsewhere, if entitled to do business in this 
State, may, with the approval of the Commissioner of 
Banking and Insurance, if the same is not already in- 
cluded in the standard form filed in the office of the 
Secretary of State, as aforesaid, print on its policies any 
provision which it is by law required to insert therein, 1f 
such provision is not in conflict with the laws of this 
State, or of the United States or of the provisions of 
the standard form provided for herein; but said pro- 
vision or provisions shall be printed apart from the other 
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provisions, agreements or conditions of the policy under 
a separate title as follows: “Provisions required by law 
to be stated in this policy’; provided, however, any such 
contract or policy may be printed, written or typewritten 
with any size of type or of any size or shape of paper 
which shall have the written approval of the Commis- 
sioner of Banking and Insurance. ‘The name, with the 
word “agent” or “‘agents’, and place of business of any 
insurance agent or agents, either by writing, printing, 
stamping or otherwise, may be endorsed on the outside 
of the policy. 

Any policy issued contrary to the provisions of this 
section shall nevertheless be binding upon the company 
issuing the same. 

4. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 36.

savings bank, trust company or bank by any person in 
trust for another, and no other or further notice of the 
existence and terms of a legal and valid trust shall have 
been given in writing to the savings bank, trust company 
or bank, in the event of the death of the trustee, the 
same or any part thereof, together with the dividends 
or interest thereon, shall be paid to the person in trust 
for whom the said deposit was made, or to his or her 
legal representatives and the legal representatives of the 
deceased trustee shall not be entitled to the tunds so de- 
posited nor to the dividends or interest thereon notwith- 
standing that the funds so deposited may have been the 
property of the trustee; provided, that the person for 
whom the deposit was made, 1f a minor, shall not draw 
the same during his or her minority without the written 
consent of the legal representatives of said trustee. 

2. Whenever any deposit shall have been made with 
any savings bank, trust company, or bank by any person 
in trust for another, and no other or further notice of the 
existence and terms of a legal and valid trust shall have 
been given in writing to the savings bank, trust company 
or bank, in the event of the death of the trustee, the same 
or any part thereof, together with the dividends or 
interest thereon shall be paid to the person in trust for 
whom the said deposit was made, or to his or her 
legal representatives and the legal representatives of the 
deceased trustee shall not be entitled to the funds so de- 
posited nor to the dividends or interest thereon notwith- 
standing that the funds so deposited may have been the 
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property of the trustee; provided, that the person for 
whom the deposit was made, if a minor, shall not draw 
the same during his or her minority without the written 
consent of the legal representatives of said trustee. 

3. If any part of this act is held to be unconstitutional 
it shall not affect the validity of the remainder thereof.

CHAPTER 41.

BE it ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey:

26. When a deposit shall be made by or in the name 
of any person being a minor, or a female being or there- 
after becoming a married woman, the same shall be held 
for the exclusive right and benefit of such depositor, and 
free from the control or lien of all persons whatsoever, 
except creditors, and shall be paid, together with the 
dividends or interest thereon, to the person in whose 
name the deposit shall have been made, and the receipt or 
acquittance of such minor or female shall be a valid and 
sufficient release and discharge for such deposit, or any 
part thereof, to the bank; provided, no minor shall with- 
draw any deposit in such minor’s name from any account 
in which the first deposit was actually made by any per- 
son other than such minor, without the consent in writ- 
ing of the person actually making such deposit, or his 
legal representative, if any, and if none, without the 
written consent of the natural or legal guardian of such 
minor. » 
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Whenever any deposit shall be made by any person in 
trust for another, and no other or further notice of the 
existence and terms of a legal and valid trust shall have 
been given in writing to the bank, in the event of the 
death of the trustee, the same or any part thereof, to- 
eether with the dividends or interest thereon, shall be 
paid to the person in trust for whom the said deposit was 
made or to his or her legal representatives and the legal 
representatives of the deceased trustees shall not be en- 
titled to the funds so deposited nor to the dividends or 
interest thereon notwithstanding that the funds so de- 
posited may have been the property of the trustee; pro- 
vided, that the person for whom the deposit was made, if 
a minor, shall not draw the same during his or her 
ininority without the written consent of the legal repre- 
sentatives of said trustee. 

Whenever any deposit shall have been made by any 
person in trust for another, and no other or further 
notice of the existence and terms of a legal and valid 
trust shall have been given in writing to the bank, in the 
event of the death of the trustee, the same or any part 
thereof, together with the dividends or interest thereon, 
shall be paid to the person in trust for whom the said de- 
posit was made, or to his or her legal representatives and 
the legal representatives of the deceased trustee shall not 
be entitled to the funds so deposited nor to the dividends 
or interest thereon notwithstanding that the funds so de- 
posited may have been the property of the trustee; pro- 
vided, that the person for whom the deposit was made, 
if a minor, shall not draw the same during his or her 
minority without the written consent of the legal repre- 
sentatives of said trustee. 

2. If any part of this act 1s held to be unconstitutional 
it shall not affect the validity of the remainder thereof. 

3. This act shall take effect immediately.

dred and twelve, approved March seventeenth, one 
thousand nine hundred and twenty-three,” approved 
April twenty-eighth, one thousand nine hundred and 
thirty-one. 


3h IY ENACTFD by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section one of the act of which this act is amenda- 
tory be and the same hereby 1s amended to read as fol- 
lows : 

1. Boards of chosen freeholders in counties of this 
State having over three hundred thousand inhabitants 
shall consist of nine members; in counties having be- 
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tween one hundred and fifty thousand and three hundred 
thousand inhabitants, said boards shall consist of seven 
members; in counties having between seventy thousand 
and one hundred and fifty thousand inhabitants said 
board shall consist of five members; in counties having 
less than seventy thousand inhabitants, said board shall 
consist of three members; provided, however, that where 
any county having a population of less than fifty thou- 
sand, and in addition thereto being a county of the fourth 
class, in such counties the boards of chosen freeholders 
shall consist of five members. The boards of chosen 
freeholders in counties of the fourth class, as now con- 
stituted, shall continue until the general election held in 
the year in which this act becomes operative, and at such 
election the additional members provided for in this act 
shall-be elected and shall hold office pursuant to the pro- 
visions of this act and exercise the powers provided in 
the act to which this act is amendatory. They shall be 
elected by the voters of each county at the same time that 
members of the General Assembly are elected, and shall 
hold office for three years from the first Monday in 
January next after their election and until their. suc- 
cessors are elected and qualified; provided, however, that 
at the first election in each county of this State that here- 
after adopts the provisions of this act, the members of 
the boards of chosen freeholders for such counties shall 
be elected as follows: In counties having over three 
hundred thousand inhabitants, three shall be elected for 
the term of one year, three for the term of two years, 
and three for the term of three years; in counties having 
between one hundred and fifty thousand and three hun- 
dred thousand inhabitants, two shall be elected for the 
term of one year, two for the term of two years, and 
three for the term of three years; in counties having 
between seventy thousand and one hundred and fifty 
thousand inhabitants, one shall be elected for the term 
of one year, two for the term of two years and two for 
the term of three years; in counties having less than 
seventy thousand inhabitants, one shall be elected for the 
term of one year, one for the term of two years and one 
for the term of three years; and in counties having less 
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than fifty thousand inhabitants and being counties of the 
fourth class, one shall be elected for one year, two for 
two years, and two for three years, but in no case shall 
this act be construed to vacate the term of any freeholder 
now holding office, and the ballots voted at such elections 
shall designate which are to serve for the term of one 
year, which for the term of two years and which for the 
term of three years.

BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General pen 
of the State of New Jersey: 


1. Within thirty days after the original, not ancillary, 
qualification in any probate court in this State of any 
executor of the will of, or administrator of the estate of, 
any nonresident decedent, the clerk of such probate 
court shail notify, by mail, the official or body of the 
domiciliary State charged with the administration of the 
death tax laws thereof with respect to such estate of the 
fact of the issuance of such letters testamentary or letters 
of administration. Said notice shall also state the full 
name of the decedent, date of decedent’s death, name of 
the county and State wherein the decedent resided as of 
the date of death, and the name and address of each per- 
son to whom letters testamentary or letters of adminis- 
tration have been issued. 

2. Within eighteen months after the original, not 
ancillary, qualification in any probate court in this State 
of any executor of the will of, or administrator of the 
estate of, any nonresident decedent, such executor or ad- 
ministrator shall file with such court proof that all death 
taxes, together with interest or penalties thereon, any or 
all of which taxes are due to the State of domicile of 
such decedent, or to any political subdivision thereof, 
have been paid or secured, or that no such taxes, interest 
or penalties are due, as the case may be, unless it appears 
that letters have been issued in the State of domicile. 
Such proof may be in the form of a certificate issued by 
the official or body charged with the administration of 
the death tax laws of the domiciliary State. 

3. If such proof be not filed within the time limited in 
section two of this act, the clerk of such probate court 
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shall forthwith notify by mail the official or body of the 
domiciliary State charged with the administration of the 
death tax laws thereof with respect to such estate, and 
shall state in such notice (a) the name, date of death and 
last domicile of such decedent, (b) the name and address 
of each executor or administrator, (c) a summary of the 
values of the real estate, tangible personalty, and in- 
tangible personalty, wherever situated, belonging to such 
decedent at the time of his death, if known to such clerk, 
(d) the fact that such executor or administrator has not 
filed theretofore the proof required in section two of this 
act. Such clerk shall attach to such notice a plain copy 
of the will and codicils of such decedent, if he died 
testate, or if he died intestate, a list of his heirs 
and next-of-kin, so far as 1s known to such clerk. 
Within sixty days after the mailing of such notice, 
the official or body charged with the administration 
of the death tax laws of the domiciliary State may 
file with such probate court in this State a petition 
for an accounting in such estate. Such official body 
of the domiciliary State shall, for the purposes of this 
act, be a party interested for the purpose of petitioning 
such probate court for such accounting; and if such 
petition be filed within said period of sixty days, such 
probate court shall decree such accounting, and upon such 
accounting being filed and approved shall decree the re- 
mission to the fiduciary appointed by the domiciliary 
probate court of so much of the intangible personalty 
after the payment of creditors in this State and expenses 
of administration in this State as may be sufficient to 
satisfy the claims of the State of domicile for death 
taxes, interest and penalties. | 

4. Unless the provisions of section two of this act 
shall have been complied with, no such executor or ad- 
ministrator shall be entitled to a final accounting or dis- 
charge in any probate court in this State. 

5. The provisions of this act shall apply to the estate 
of any nonresident decedent only (1) if the laws of the 
State of his domicile contain a provision, of any nature 
or however expressed, whereby this State is given 
reasonable assurance of the collection of its death taxes, 
interest and penalties, from the estates of decedents 
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dying domiciled in this State in cases where the estates 
of such decedents are being administered by the probate 
court of such other State, or (2) if the State of domicile 
does not grant letters in nonresident estates until after 
letters have been issued by the State of domicile. The 
provisions of this act shall be liberally construed in order 
to insure that the State of domicile of any decedent chal! 
receive any death taxes, together with interest and 
penalties thereon, due to it. 

6. For the purposes of this act, the word ‘‘State” 
shall be construed to include any territory of the United 
States, the District of Columbia, and any foreign 
country.

A recall petition signed by at least thirty per centum 
of the electors shall be presented by the agent or agents 
designated in the petition, to the judge of the circuit 
court holding the circuit in which the municipality is 
located, demanding the recall of the commissioner sought 
to be removed. The petition shall contain specific allega- 
tions of fraud or corruption in office. If the said judge 
of the circuit court, upon the presentation of the said 
petition, shall be satisfied as to the sufficiency of the 
charges contained therein, then the said judge shall direct 
the petitioners to establish by satisfactory evidence, the 
charges alleged in said petition. ‘The said commissioner 
sought to be removed shall have the right to present evi- 
dence in his behalf, with counsel, at said hearing to deny 
the charges alleged in said petition. If the said charges 
shall be established as aforesaid, but not otherwise, the 
said judge of the circuit court shall direct the petition to 
be filed with the municipal clerk forthwith. The petition 
shall be as follows:

An Act to amend the title and body of an act entitled 
“An act to establish a department of aviation, to pro- 
vide for the appointment of a State Aviation Com- 
mission and a State Director of Aviation, the licensing 
of aircraft and airmen and the supervision and regu- 
lation of aircraft and air traffic in and over the State,’ 
approved April twenty-first, one thousand nine hun- 
dred and thirty-one. 


BE It ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. The title of an act entitled ‘An act to establish a 
department of aviation, to provide for the appointment 
of a State Aviation Commission and a State Director of 
Aviation, the licensing of aircraft and airmen and the 
supervision and regulation of aircraft and air traffic in 
and over the State,” approved April twenty-first, one 
thousand nine hundred and thirty-one, be and the same 
is hereby changed and amended so that henceforth the 
title of said act shall read as follows: ‘An act to estab- 
lish a department of aviation; providing for the appoint- 
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ment of a State Aviation Commission and a State 
Director of Aviation; the licensing of aircrait and air- 
men; the supervision and regulation of aircraft and air 
traffic in and over the State, and fixing penalties for 
violation of the provisions hereof.”’ 

2. Section two of the act of which this act is amenda- 
tory be and the same is hereby amended so as to read as 
follows: 


2. Definition of terms. The word “aircraft” in this Definitions. 


act means any contrivance now known or hereafter 1n- 
vented, used or designed for navigation or flight in the 
air except a parachute or other contrivance designed for 
such navigation but used primarily as safety equipment. 
The word “airmen” in this act means any person who 
engages in the navigation or direction of aircraft while 
under way. The word “commission” when used in this 
act means the State Aviation Commission. The word 
“director” in this act means the State Director of 
Aviation. The word “airport” in this act means any 
locality, either of land or water which is used for the 
landing and/or taking off of aircraft and which meets 
the requirements for a rating by the United States De- 
partment of Commerce. The term “landing field” in this 
act means any locality, either of land or water, which is 
used for the landing and/or taking off of aircraft and 
which does not meet the requirements for a rating by the 
United States Department of Commerce. 

3. Section nine of the act of which this act is amenda- 
tory be and the same 1s hereby amended so as to read as 
follows: 

It shall be unlawful for any person to operate or navi- 
gate any aircraft within the State unless such aircraft has 
an appropriate effective license, issued by the Department 
of Commerce of the United States, and is registered by 
the Department of Commerce of the United States; pro- 
vided, however, that this restriction shall not apply to 
military aircraft of the United States or possessions 
thereof, public aircraft of any State or territory, or to 
aircraft licensed by a foreign country with which the 
United States has a reciprocal agreement covering the 
operation of such licensed aircraft. 
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9-A. It shall be unlawful for any person to operate or 
navigate any aircraft in this State unless such person is 
the holder of an appropriate effective pilot's license or 
permit, issued by the Department of Commerce of the 
United States for the type of flying operation in which 
such person is engaged; provided, however, that this re- 
striction shall not apply to those persons operating 
military aircraft of the United States or possessions 
thereof, or public aircraft of any State or territory, or 
operating any aircraft licensed by a foreign country with 
which the United States has a reciprocal agreement 
covering the operation of such licensed aircraft. 

9-B. A certificate of the license, herein required, shall 
be kept in the personal possession of the licensee while he 
is Operating aircraft within this State, and must be pre- 
sented for inspection upon demand of any passenger, any 
police officer of this State, any member or representative 
of the State Aviation Commission, or any official, 
manager or person in charge of any airport or landing 
field in this State upon which he shall land. 

9-C. It shall be unlawful for the owner and/or opera- 
tor of any airport or landing field in the State of New 
Jersey to permit or allow any owner or pilot of any air- 
craft to carry any passenger or passengers for hire or 
reward in aircraft or to instruct students in aircraft for 
hire or reward using such airport or landing field for 
landing and taking off unless such owner and/or opera- 
tor shall have first obtained a license or temporary letter 
of authority from the Aviation Commission of the State 
of New Jersey for such operation. 

9-D. It shall be unlawful for any landing field other 
than an airport to display the circle marker on the field. 
The circle marker shall be used by licensed airports only. 
It shall be unlawful for the owner or operator of any 
landing field to display a standard cross marker unless 
permission in writing to display such cross marker shall 
have been obtained from the Aviation Commission. 

9-F,. It shall be unlawful to conduct or operate in this 
State any air meet, air race or aerial exhibition without 
a license first had and obtained from the Aviation Com- 
mission ; provided, that this act shall not apply to the air- 
craft of the armed forces of the United States or to the 
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civil aircraft of the United States or any other State or 
territory of the United States. 

9-F. It shall be unlawful for any owner and/or pilot 
of any aircraft to carry passenger or passengers in said 
aircraft for hire or reward from any airport or landing 
field in the State of New Jersey unless such airport or 
landing field has been granted a permit or temporary 
letter of authority from the Aviation Department of the 
State of New Jersey for the type of operation to be en- 
gaged in. 

Any person, firm, association or corporation violating 
any of the provisions of this act shall be guilty of a mis- 
demeanor and punished accordingly. 

4. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 52. 


A Supplement to an act entitled “An act to incorporate 
associations not for pecuniary profit,” approved April 
twenty-first, one thousand eight hundred and ninety- 
eight. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Any association not for pecuniary benefit, hereto- 
fore incorporated under any law of this State other than 
the law to which this act 1s a supplement, the mem- 
bers of which have determined, or may hereafter de- 
termine to become reincorporated under the provisions 
of the act to which this is a supplement and to acquire 
and become vested with the powers, rights, privileges and 
duties of a corporation incorporated under the act to 
which this act is a supplement, may so become so re- 
incorporated and acquire and become vested with such 
powers, rights, duties and privileges in manner fol- 
lowing: 

The governing body, by whatever name called, shall 
pass a resolution declaring it advisable that the associa- 
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tion re-incorporate under the provisions of the act to 
which this is a supplement, and acquire and become 
vested with the powers, rights, duties and privileges of a 
corporation incorporated under the act to which this act 
is a supplement, and stating and setting forth therein 
(a) the name by which the association shall be known in 
law; (b) the nature of the activities and business to be 
carried on by it; (c) the location of its principal place of 
business and the name and address of its legal agent 
upon whom process against it may be served; (d) the 
names and titles of its officers and governing body for 
the first year of its existence next following the record- 
ing and filing of the certificate hereinafter provided for; 
(e) such provisions as it may deem advisable limiting or 
regulating its business, conduct and powers, and pre- 
scribing the qualifications of its existing and future 
members, which qualifications may be of such nature as 
to terminate the right of its then members to continue as 
such members in the event that such qualifications are 
not then possessed or thereafter acquired by them; and 
(f) calling a meeting of all of its members to take action 
thereon. Such meeting shall be held at such time and_ 
place, and upon such notice as the by-laws provide, and 
in the absence of such provision, then upon ten days’ 
notice thereof, given personally or by mail to each of its 
members addressed to them, postage prepaid, at their 
addresses appearing upon the books of said association, 
which said notice shall contain a copy or summary of 
such resolution. At such meeting, the resolution of such 
governing body shall be presented, and if two-thirds of 
all the members present at such meeting shall vote in 
favor thereof, or in favor of an amendment or amend- 
ments thereto or substitute therefor and such amend- 
ment, amendments or substitute be thereafter approved 
by such governing body, then a certificate, under the cor- 
porate seal of said association, signed by its president 
and secretary, acknowledged or proved as in the case of 
deeds of real estate, containing the resolution adopted, 
and certifying to its adoption in the manner herein pro- 
vided, shall be recorded in the office of the clerk of the 
county in which the principal business of the association

1. It shall and may be lawful for any village, borough, 
town or township of this State which has no hospital 
located therein maintained by such municipality to make 
an annual appropriation of a sum of money not exceed- 
ing an amount equal to one-tenth of one per centum of 
the total valuations of real and personal property of such 
municipality in the same manner that other appropria- 
tions for other municipal purposes are made, which sum 
so appropriated shall be included in the annual tax levy 
of such municipality and collected in the same manner 
and at the same time as other municipal taxes and shall be 
applied to the purpose of supporting and maintaining 
such indigent persons residents of such municipality as

the annual tax levy of such city and collected in the same 
manner and at the same time as other city taxes, and 
shall be applied to assist in the maintenance of such 
hospital and to the purpose of supporting and maintain- 
ing such indigent patients as may be sent by order of any 
city physician, overseer of the poor, or other proper 
authority of such city to any hospital or hospitals, sup- 
ported by private charity and located in such city or any 
other city in this State; the moneys so raised shall be 
kept as a separate fund known as the hospital fund and 
shall not be used for any other purpose whatever, and 
such city shall have power, by ordinance, to regulate the

7. No minor under the age of sixteen years shall be 
employed, permitted or suffered to work at any of the 
following occupations or in any of the following posi- 
tions: Adjusting any belt to any machinery; sewing or 
lacing machine belts in any work shop or factory; oiling, 
wiping or cleaning machinery or assisting therein; oper- 
ating or assisting in operating any of the following 
machines: circular or band saws; wood choppers, wood 
jointers, planers; sand paper or wood polishing machin- 
ery ; wood turning or boring machinery ; picker machines 
or machines used in picking wool, cotton, hair, fur or any 
other material; carding machines; paper lace machines, 
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job or cylinder printing presses operated by power other 
than foot power; boring or drill presses; stamping 
machines used in sheet metal and tinware or in paper and 
letter manufacturing, or in washer and nut factories; 
metal or paper cutting machines; corner-staying ma- 
chines in paper box factories; corrugating rolls, such as 
are used in corrugated paper, roofing or washboard fac- 
tories ; steam boilers, dough brakes or cracker machinery 
of any description; wire or iron straightening or draw- 
ing machinery; rolling mill machinery; power punches or 
shears; washing, grinding or mixing machinery; col- 
lender rolls and mixing rolls in paper and rubber manu- 
facturing ; laundering machinery; or in proximity to any 
hazardous or unguarded belting, machinery or gearing, 
which, in the judgment of the Commissioner of Labor 
is a menace to the safety of such minor. No minor 
under the age of sixteen years shall be employed, per- 
mitted or suffered to work in any capacity in, about, or 
in connection with any processes in which dangerous or 
poisonous acids are used; or in the manufacture or pack- 
ing of paints, colors, white or red lead; or in any process 
in which lead or its compounds are employed; or in 
soldering; or in occupations causing mineral, animal or 
vegetable dust in injurious quantities, including flint, 
clay, metal and tale dust; tobacco, rubber and cotton 
dust; silk, fur, wool and leather dust; or in the manu- 
facture or use of dangerous or poisonous dyes; or in 
the manufacture or prepa-ation of compositions with 
dangerous or poisonous gase or fumes; or in the manu- 
facture or use of composi ons of dye in which the 
quantity thereof is injuriou. to health; or in any trade 
process which shall offer suc’ exposure to excessive heat, 
cold, muscular exertion or o' ter physical risk as shall, in 
the judgment of the Commi: ioner of Labor, be harmful 
to the health and future ‘orking efficiency of such 
minor. No minor under th age of eighteen years shall 
be employed in any occupa’ on or trade process which 
shall in the judgment of the -ommissioner of Labor, be 
a menace to the physical saf :y or harmful to the health 
and future working efficienc of such minor.

23. May merge or consolidate. 

Any two or more such associations in any county may 
merge or consolidate into a single association by the vote 
or written assent of two-thirds of the members of each 
association present at a meeting, upon such terms as 
shall have been agreed upon by two-thirds of the board 
of directors of each association, notice of which terms 
having been given to each member of such associations 
in the calls for the meetings at which the proposed 
merger or consolidation is to be considered by the mem- 
bers of such associations, or upon such modified terms 
as may be adopted at such meetings of members of said 
associations. Before such notice shall be mailed it shall 
be approved, as to form, by the Commissioner of Bank- 
ing and Insurance. Members of such associations who 
do not attend such meetings or who do not vote at such 
meetings shall, if said merger or consolidation shall have 
been approved by the members as aforesaid, be deemed 
to assent to such merger or consolidation. Notice of 
the meetings at which the proposed merger or consoli- 
dation is to be considered shall be given by mail to the 
members of such associations at their addresses appear- 
ing upon the books of such associations, not less than 
ten nor more than twenty days prior to such meetings. 
Such terms of merger may provide that the business of 
the association into which or with which such other 
association or associations shall merge or consolidate, 
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may be carried on at the place or places where the busi- 
ness of the association or associations so merged or con- 
solidated may have been carried on prior to such merger 
or consolidation, subject to the limitations contained in 
section seventeen of this act, and for the exchange of 
shares in the association or associations so merged or 
consolidated for shares of the same or a different class 
of the association into which such association or asso- 
ciations shall be merged or consolidated and fixing the 
time or times prior to which notice of withdrawal of 
such shares so issued upon merger or consolidation in 
exchange for the shares in the association or associations 
so merged or consolidated shall not be given, and if the 
withdrawal of such shares is so postponed, such fact 
shall be printed or stamped upon the face of the certifi- 
cates and/or pass books evidencing shares so to be is- 
sued. Before any,merger or consolidation shall become 
effective a certificate under the hands of the presidents 
and the secretaries of each of such associations setting 
forth that each of such associations has complied with 
all of the requirements of this section shall be submitted 
to the commissioner who shall in writing approve or dis- 
approve of such merger or consolidation within fifteen 
days. The approval of the commissioner of any merger 
or consolidation shall be endorsed upon such certificate, 
which shall be recorded by the clerk of the county where 
such associations are located and filed with the Depart- 
ment of Banking and Insurance. Upon the recording 
and filing of such certificate endorsed with the approval 
of the commissioner as herein prescribed, the merger 
shall take effect according to its terms. Upon merger 
of any such association into another as herein provided: 

(A) Its corporate existence shall be merged into that 
of such other associations; and all and singular its 
rights, privileges and franchises, and its right, title and 
interest in and to all property of whatsoever kind, 
whether real, personal or mixed, and things in action, 
and every right, privilege, interest or asset of conceivable 
value or benefit then existing which would inure to it 
under an unmerged existence, shall be deemed fully and 
finally, and without any right of reversion, transferred 
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to and vested in the association into which it shall have 
merged, without further act or deed, and such last- 
mentioned association shall have and hold the same in 
its own right as fully as the same was possessed and 
held by the merged association from which it was, by 
operation of the provisions hereof, transferred. 

(B) Its rights, obligations and relations to any per- 
son, member, creditor, trustee or beneficiary of any 
trust, shall remain unimpaired, and the assotiation into 
which it shall have been merged shall, by such merger, 
succeed to all such relations, obligations and liabilities, 
as though it had itself assumed the relation or incurred 
the obligation or liability; and its liabilities and obliga- 
tions to creditors existing for any cause whatsoever shall 
not be impaired by such merger; nor shall any obligation 
or liability of any member in any such association which 
is a party to such merger be affected by any such merger, 
but such obligations and liabilities shall continue as fully 
and to the same extent as existed before such merger. 

(C) A pending action or other judicial proceeding to 
which any such association that shall be so merged is 
a party shall not be deemed to have abated or to have 
discontinued by reason of the merger, but may be prose- 
cuted to final judgment, order or decree in the same 
manner as if the merger had not been made; or the as- 
sociation, into which such other association shall have 
been merged, may be substituted as a party to such action 
or proceeding, and any judgment, order or decree may be 
rendered for or against it that might have been rendered 
for or against such other association if the merger had 
not occurred.

WHEREAS, The State of New Jersey is the owner of a 
triangular strip of land situate in the borough of 
Totowa, Passaic county, and hereinafter particularly 
described, which strip of land adjoins property occu- 
pied by the North Jersey Training School and which, 
owing to the misunderstanding of the surveyor, was 
inadvertently included in a deed executed by Edith 
Secor Vreeland and others to the State of New Jersey, 
which deed was dated September tenth, one thousand 
nine hundred and twenty-four, and is recorded in 
the office of the register of deeds for Passaic county, 
in book Q-31 of deeds, page nineteen, etc., and which 
said strip of land should be restored to its rightful 
owner ; now therefore, 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. The Commissioner of Institutions and Agencies is 
hereby authorized to convey, by good and sufficient deed, 
in the name of the State of New Jersey, to Edith Secor 
Vreeland, all that certain tract or parcel of land situate, 
lying and being in the borough of Totowa, county of 
Passaic and State of New Jersey and more particularly 
described as follows, to wit: 

Beginning at a point in the northeasterly line of the 
right of way of the Delaware, Lackawanna and Western 
Railroad Company nine hundred and five and four- 
tenths (905.4) feet northwesterly from the intersection 
of the former center line of the Minisink road with the 
northeasterly line of said right of way and running 
thence (1) southeast along the right of way of the 
Delaware, Lackawanna and Western Railroad Company 
one hundred and twenty-three (123) feet; thence (2)

BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section eight of the act to which this is an amend- 
ment be and the same is hereby amended so as to read as 
follows : | 

8. All grain, coal, coke, charcoal, coal briquets or 
other patent fuel, regardless of quantity, shall be sold 
by weight. No person, firm or corporation shall deliver 
or cause to be delivered any coal, coke, charcoal, coal 
briquets or other patent fuel, in amounts exceeding one 
hundred pounds, without same first being weighed 
by a certified weighmaster appointed by the State Super- 
intendent of Weights and Measures, and such sale or 
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delivery being accompanied by a delivery ticket and 
duplicate thereof; provided, however, that there shall 
be a delivery ticket and duplicate thereof delivered with 
each load or part of load of grain, coal, coke, charcoal, 
coal briquets or other patent fuel sold and delivered, in- 
cluding loads or parts of loads weighing less than one 
hundred pounds. On both tickets there shall be dis- 
tinctly and indelibly expressed, in ink or otherwise, the 
quantity or quantities in pounds of grain, coal, coke, 
charcoal, coal briquets or other patent fuel, contained in 
the cart, wagon or other vehicle or container used in 
such delivery, the name of the purchaser thereof, the 
name of the dealer from whom purchased, and, when 
the amount exceeds one hundred pounds, except in the 
case of grain, the name and official number of the 
weighmaster who performed the weighing, together 
with an impress of the official seal of the said weigh- 
master. .One of such tickets shall be delivered to the 
person receiving such grain, coal, coke, charcoal, coal 
briquets or other patent fuel, and the other ticket shall 
be retained by the seller of the grain, coal, coke, char- 
coal, coal briquets or other patent fuel; provided, how- 
ever, that the provisions of this section shall not apply 
to grain, voal, coke, charcoal, coal briquets or other 
patent fuel, sold to be delivered by the entire car or 
cargo direct from the vessels, boats or cars containing 
the same to one destination, and accepted by the pur- 
chaser on the original bill of lading or invoice as proof 
of weight; prozwtded, further, that grain,. coal, coke, 
charcoal, coal briquets or other patent fuel, sold or 
offered for sale in this State in quantities of thirty

BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section two of the act of which this act is amenda- 
tory be and the same is hereby amended so that the same 
shall read as follows: 

2. Any person desirous of obtaining a permit to carry 
a revolver, pistol or other firearm, pursuant to the pro- 
visions of this act, shall in the first instance make appli- 
cation therefor either to the chief police official of the 
municipality in which the applicant resides or to the 
sheriff of the county wherein the applicant resides. If 
such application is approved by the chief police official 
or by the sheriff, as the case may be, the applicant shall 
then present such application, so approved as aforesaid, 
to the justice of the Supreme Court presiding in the 
county, or to a Common Pleas judge of the county in 
which the applicant is resident, who, after investigation, 
and being satisfied of the sufficiency of the application, 
and of the need of such person carrying concealed upon 
his person, a revolver, pistol or other firearm, shall issue 
a permit therefore, which permit so issued shall be sub- 
ject to revocation at any time thereafter by the justice 
of the Supreme Court presiding as aforesaid, or by the 
judge of the Court of Common Pleas. A permit so is- 
sued pursuant to the provisions of this act is sufficient 
authority for the holder thereof to carry concealed upon 
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his person a revolver, pistol or other firearm in all parts 
of the State of New Jersey. All permits issued pursuant 
to the provisions of this act shall expire on the thirty- 
first day of December subsequent to the date of issue, 
and may thereafter be annually renewed in the same 
manner and subject to the same provisions by which 
the original permit was obtained. An applicant for a 
permit, pursuant to the provisions of this act, shall at 
the time of the granting of the same pay to the clerk 
of the county in which he resides, and in which the 
application is made, a license fee of one dollar. The 
prosecutor of the pleas of any county, the chief police 
official of any municipality and/or any citizen may apply 
to the justice of the Supreme Court, or a judge of the 
Court of Common Pleas of the county wherein such 
permit was issued, at any time for a revocation of a 
permit heretofore issued, and the justice of the Supreme 
Court, presiding as aforesaid, or a judge of the Court 
of Common Pleas, are authorized and empowered, after 
hearing upon notice, to revoke any permit, so as afore- 
said issued. No person whose permit has been revoked 
pursuant to the provisions hereof, shall thereafter be 
issued any permit under the provisions of this act. Any 
violation of this act shall be deemed a high misdemeanor 
and punished accordingly.

Aw Act to define, license and regulate the business of 


making loans or advancements in the amount or of 
the value of three hundred dollars ($300.00) or less, 
secured or unsecured, at a greater rate of interest than 
the lender would be permitted by law to charge if not 
licensed hereunder, prescribing the rates of interest 
and charges therefor and penalties for the violation 
thereof, regulating the assignment of wages or sal- 
aries, earned or to be earned, when given as security 
for any such loan or as consideration for a payment 
of three hundred dollars or less, providing for the 
administration of this act and the disposition of l1- 
cense fees, authorizing the making of examinations 
and investigations and the publication of reports 
thereof, and to repeal an act entitled “An act to define, 
regulate and control the business of the making of 
loans or advancements of money in sums of three 
hundred (300) dollars or less in amount, and to regu- 
late the assignment of wages when given as security 
for any such loan or advancement,” approved March 
twenty-third, one thousand nine hundred and fourteen, 
otherwise known as chapter forty-nine of the laws of 
one thousand nine hundred and fourteen of New 
Jersey; and to repeal an act entitled ‘“‘An act to amend 
an act entitled ‘An act to define, regulate and control 
the business of the making of loans or advancements 
of money in sums of three hundred (300) dollars or 
less in amount, and to regulate the assignment of 
wages when given as security for any such loan or 
advancement,’ approved March twenty-third, one 
thousand nine hundred and fourteen,” approved April 
third, one thousand nine hundred and twenty-eight, 
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otherwise known as chapter two hundred and fifty-one 
of the laws of one thousand nine hundred and twenty- 
eight of New Jersey; and to repeal an act entitled “An 
act to amend an act entitled ‘An act to define, regulate 
and control the business of the making of loans or 
advancements of money in sums of three hundred 
dollars ($300.00) or less in amount, and to regulate 
the assignment of wages when given as security for 
any such loan or advancement,’ approved March 
twenty-third, one thousand nine hundred and four- 
teen,’ approved May sixth, one thousand nine hun- 
dred and twenty-nine, otherwise known as chapter 
two hundred and ninety-three of the laws of one 
thousand nine hundred and twenty-nine of New Jer- 
sey; and to repeal all acts and parts of acts, whether 
general, special, or local, in so far as they relate to 
the same subject matter as this act. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. No person, copartnership, association, or corpora- 
tion shall engage in the business of making loans of 
money, credit, goods, or things in action in the amount 
or of the value of three hundred dollars ($300.00) or 
less and charge, contract for, or receive a greater rate 
of interest, discount, or consideration therefor than the 
lender would be permitted by law to charge if he were 
not a licensee hereunder, except as authorized by this 
act and without first obtaining a license from the Com- 
missioner of Banking and Insurance, hereinafter called 
the commissioner. 

Any person, copartnership, association or corporation 
directly or indirectly engaging in the business of solicit- 
ing or taking applications for such loans of three hun- 
dred dollars ($300.00) or less, or in the business of 
negotiating or arranging or aiding the borrower or 
lender in precuring or making such loans of three hun- 
dred dollars ($300.00) or less, or in the business of 
buying, discounting or endorsing notes or of furnishing 
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Or procuring guarantee or*security for compensation in 
amounts of three hundred dollars ($300.00) or less, 
shall be deemed to be engaging in the business of making 
loans subject to the provisions of this act. 

2. Application for such license shall be in writing, 
under oath or affirmation, and in the form prescribed 
by the commissioner, and shall contain the name and 
the address both of the residence and place of business 
of the applicant, and if the applicant is a copartnership 
or association, of every member thereof, and if a cor- 
poration, of each officer and director thereof; also the 
county and municipality with street and number, if any, 
where the business is to be conducted and such further 
information as the commissioner may require. Such 
applicant at the time of making such application shall 
pay to the commissioner the sum of fifty dollars 
($50.00) as a fee for investigating the application and 
the additional sum of two hundred dollars ($200.00) 
as an annual license fee for a period terminating on the 
last day of the current calendar year; provided, that if 
the business is to be conducted in any municipality of 
this State having a population of less than fifteen thou- 
sand (15,000) as ascertained by the Federal census of 
the year one thousand nine hundred and thirty or by the 
last Federal census subsequent thereto, such payment 
shall be one hundred dollars ($100.00) as such license 
fee in addition to the said fee for investigation; and, 
provided, further, that if the application shall be filed 
after June thirtieth in any year such license fee shall be 
one-half the sum which would otherwise be payable here- 
under. In addition to the said annual license fee every 
licensee hereunder shall pay to the commissioner the 
actual cost of each examination of his business as pro- 
vided for in section ten of this act. 

Every applicant shall, in writing, and in due form to 
be prescribed by the commissioner, file with the applica- 
tion a duly executed instrument constituting the com- 
missioner and his successors in office the true and lawful 
agent and attorney of such applicant in this State, upon 
whom all original process in any action or legal pro- 
ceeding, caused by the operation of a small loan business 
under this act, against such applicant or licensee may be 
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served, except the notices prescribed in sections six and 
nine of this act; and therein such applicant shall agree 
that any original process or legal proceeding, except as 
above stated, against such applicant or licensee shall be 
of the same force and effect as if served on such ap- 
plicant or licensee personally. The service of such proc- 
ess shall be made in duplicate by leaving two copies of 
the same in the office of the commissioner, with a service 
fee of five dollars ($5.00) to be taxed on the plaintiff’s 
cost of suit. The commissioner shall forthwith trans- 
mit one copy thereof by registered mail directed to the 
applicant or licensee, at the applicant’s or licensee’s latest 
principal business address as the same shall appear on 
the commissioner’s records. ‘The commissioner shall 
keep a record of such process, showing the date and the 
hour of such service. 

Every applicant shall also prove, in form satisfactory 
to the commissioner, that said applicant has a net worth 
of at least twenty-five thousand dollars ($25,000.00) 
and has available for.the purpose of making loans under 
this act, at the location specified in the application, liquid 
assets of at least twenty-five thousand dollars ($25,- 
000.00). 

3. The applicant shall also at the same time file with 
the commissioner a bond to be approved by him in which 
the applicant shall be the obligor, in the sum of five 
thousand dollars ($5,000.00). Such bond shall be ex- 
ecuted by a surety company authorized by the laws of 
New Jersey to transact business within the State. The 
said bond shall run to the State of New Jersey for the 
use of the State and of any person or persons who may 
have a cause of action against the obligor of said bond 
under the provisions of this act. Such bond shall be condi- 
tioned that said obligor will faithfully conform to and 
abide by the provisions of this act and of all rules and 
regulations lawfully made by the commissioner here- 
under, and will pay to the State and to any such person 
- or persons any and all moneys that may become due 
or owing to the State or to such person or persons from 
said obligor under and by virtue of the provisions of 
this act, and shall be further conditioned that the obligor 
shall pay to the State of New Jersey the sum of one 
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‘thousand dollars ($1,000.00) as liquidated damages to 


the State of New Jersey in respect of each conviction for 
a violation of this act. 

4. Upon the filing of such application and the approval 
of such bond and the payment of such fees, 1f the com- 
missioner shall find that the financial responsibility, ex- 
perience, character, and general fitness of the applicant, 
and of the members thereof if the applicant be a co- 
partnership or association, and of the officers and di- 
rectors thereof if the applicant be a corporation, are such 
as to command the confidence of the community and to 
warrant belief that the business will be operated honestly, 
fairly, and efficiently within the purposes of this act, and 
if the commissioner shall find that allowing such applicant 
to engage in business will promote the convenience and 
advantage of the community in which the business of 
the applicant is to be conducted, and if the commissioner 
shall find that the applicant has a net worth of at least 
twenty-five thousand dollars ($25,000.00) and _ has 
available for the purpose of making loans under this 
act at the specified location liquid assets of at least 
twenty-five thousand dollars ($25,000.00), he shall 
thereupon issue and deliver a Jicense to the applicant to 
make loans in accordance with the provisions of this act 
at the location specified in the said application, which 
license shall remain in full force and effect until it is 
surrendered by the licensee or revoked or suspended as 
hereinafter provided; if the commissioner shall not so 
find he shall not issue such license and he shall notify the 
applicant of the denial and return to the applicant the 
bond and the appointment for service of process and the 
sum paid by the applicant as a license fee, retaining the 
fifty dollars investigation fee to cover the costs of in- 
vestigating the application. The commissioner shall ap- 
prove or deny every application for license hereunder 
within sixty days from the filing thereof with the said 
fees and the said approved appointment and bond. 

5. Such license shall state the address at which the 
business is to be conducted and shall state fully the name 
of the licensee, and if the licensee is a copartnership or 
association, the names of the members thereof, and if a 
corporation, the date and place of its incorporation and 
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the names of its directors. Such license shall be kept 
conspicuously posted in the place of business of the 
licensee and shall not be transferable or assignable. 

6. If the commissioner shall find at any time that the 
bond is insecure or exhausted or otherwise doubtful, an 
additional bond to be approved by him, with one or more 
sureties and of the character specified in section three 
of this act, in the sum of not more than five thousand 
dollars ($5,000.00), shall be filed by the licensee within 
ten days after written demand upon the licensee by the 
commissioner. 

Every licensee shall have at all times a net worth of 
at least twenty-five thousand dollars ($25,000.00) and 
shall maintain at all times assets of at least twenty-five 
thousand dollars ($25,000.00) either in liquid form 
available for or actually used in the making of loans 
under this act at the location specified in the license. 

7. Not more than one place of business shall be main- 
tained under the same license, but the commissioner may 
issue more than one license to the same licensee upon 
compliance with all the provisions of this act governing 
an original issuance of a license, for each such new 
license. 

Whenever a licensee shall desire to change his place 
of business to another location within the same munici- 
pality the commissioner, on application, if he finds that 
the interests of the community will be served thereby, 
shall indorse on the license a transfer to the new place 
of business, with the date of transfer, which indorsement 
shall be authority for the operation of such business 
under such license at such new location. No change in 
the place of business of a licensee to a location outside 
of the original municipality shall be permitted under 
the same license. 

8. Ivvery licensee shall, on or before the twentieth 
day of each December, pay to the commissioner the sum 
of two hundred dollars ($200.00) as an annual license 
fee for the next succeeding calendar year ; provided, that 
if the place of business licensed hereunder shall he lo- 
cated in any municipality of this State having a popula- 
tion of less than fifteen thousand (15,000) as ascer- 
tained by the Federal census of the year one thousand

nine hundred and thirty or by the last Federal census 
subsequent thereto, such payment shall be one hundred 
dollars ($100.00) as such annual license fee for the next 
succeeding calendar year, and the licensee shall in either 
event at the same time file with the commissioner a bond 
in the same amount and of the same character as re- 
quired by section three of this act. 

9. The commissioner shall, upon ten days’ notice to 
the licensee stating the contemplated action and in gen- 
eral the grounds therefor, and upon reasonable oppor- 
tunity to be heard, revoke any license issued hereunder 
if he shall find that: | | 

(a) The licensee has failed to pay the annual license 
fee or to maintain in effect the bond or bonds required 
under the provisions of this act or to comply with any 
demand, ruling, or requirement of the commissioner 
lawfully made pursuant to and within the authority of 
this act. 

(b) The licensee has violated any provision of this 
act or any rule or regulation lawfully made by the com- 
missioner under and within the authority of this act. 

(c) Any fact or condition exists which, if it had 
existed at the time of the original application for such 
license, clearly would have warranted the commissioner 
in refusing originally to issue such license. 

The commissioner may, without notice or hearing, 
suspend any license for a period not exceeding thirtv 
days, pending investigation. 

The commissioner may revoke or suspend only the 
particular license with respect to which grounds for 
revocation or suspension may occur or exist, or, if he 
shall find that such grounds for revocation or suspensicn 
are of general application to all offices, or to more than 
one office, operated by such licensee, he shall revoke or 
suspend all of the licenses issued to such licensee or such 
number of licenses as such grounds apply to, as the case 
may be. 

Any licensee may surrender any license by delivering 
to the commissioner written notice that he thereby sur- 
renders such license, but such surrender shall not affect 
such licensee’s civil or criminal liability for acts com- 
mitted prior to such surrender. 
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No revocation or suspension or surrender of any li- 
cense shall impair or affect the obligation of any pre: 
existing lawful contract between the licensee and any 
borrower. 

Every license issued hereunder shall remain in force 
and effect until the same shall have been surrendered, 
revoked, or suspended in accordance with the provisions 
of this act, but the commissioner shall have authority on 
his own motion to reinstate suspended licenses or to 
issue new licenses to a licensee whose license or licenses 
shall have been revoked if no fact or condition then 
exists which clearly would have warranted the commis- 
sioner in refusing originally to issue such license under 
this act. 

10. For the purpose of discovering violations of this 
act or securing information lawfu'ly required by him 
hereunder, the commissioner may at any time, either 
personally or by a person or persons duly designated by 
him, investigate the loans and business and examine the 
books, accounts, records, and files used therein, of every 
licensee and of every person, copartnership, association, 
and corporation who or which shall be engaged in the 
business described in section one of this act, whether 
such person, copartnership, association or corporation 
shall act or claim to act as principal or agent, or under 
or without the authority of this act. For that purpose 
the commissioner and his duly designated representatives 
shall have free access to the offices and places of business, 
books, accounts, papers, records, files, safes, and vaults 
of all such persons, copartnerships, associations, and 
corporations. ‘The commissioner and all persons duly 
designated by him shall have authority to require the 
attendance of and to examine under oath or affirmation 
all persons whomsoever whose testimony he may require 
relative to such loans or such business. 

The commissioner shall make such an examination of 
the affairs, business, office, and records of each licensee 
at least once each year. The actual cost of every ex- 
amination shall be paid to the commissioner by every 
licensee so examined. 

11. The licensee shall keep and use in his business, in 
form satisfactory to the commissioner, such books, ac-

counts, and records as will enable the commissioner to 
determine whether such licensee is complying with the 
provisions of this act and with the rules and regulations 
lawfully made by the commissioner hereunder. Every 
licensee shall preserve such books, accounts, and records, 
including cards used in the card system, if any, for at 
least two years after making the final entry on any loan 
recorded therein. 

Fach licensee shall annually on or before the first day 
of February file a report with the commissioner giving 
such information as the commissioner may require con- 
cerning the business and operations during the preceding 
calendar year of each licensed place of business con- 
ducted by such licensee within New Jersey. Such report 
shall be made under oath or affirmation and shall be in 
the form prescribed by the commissioner who shall make 
and publish annually an analysis and recapitulation of 
such reports. 

12. No licensee shall advertise, print, display, publish, 
distribute, or broadcast, or permit to be advertised, 
printed, displayed, published, distributed, or broadcast, 
any statement or representation which refers to the su- 
pervision by the State of New Jersey of the business 
licensed hereunder. Nor shall any licensee or any other 
person knowingly in any such manner make or permit 
to be made any statement or representation with regard 
to the rates, terms, or conditions for making loans in 
the sum of three hundred dollars ($300.00) or less, 
which is false, misleading, or deceptive. 

No licensee shall take a hen upon real estate as se- 
curity for any loan under the provisions of this act, 
except such lien as is created by law upon the recording 
of a judgment. 

No licensee shall conduct the business of making loans 
under the provisions of this act within any office, room, 
or place of business in which any other business is so- 
licited or engaged in, or in association or conjunction 
therewith, except as may be authorized in writing by 
the commissioner. 

No licensee shall transact such business or make any 
loan provided for by this act under any other name or 
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at any other place of business than that named in the 
license. 

No licensee which is a corporation shall publicly sell 
or offer for sale within this State any of its capital stock 
without the written approval of the commissioner first 
obtained. 

13. Every licensee hereunder may loan any sum of 
money not exceeding three hundred dollars ($300.00) 
in amount and may charge, contract for, and receive 
thereon interest at a rate not exceeding two and one-half 
per centum (212%) for each calendar month in any 
interest period and at a rate not exceeding one thirty- 
first of two and one-half per centum (1/31 of 242%) 
thereof for each elapsed day when the actual number of 
days in any interest period is less than any full calendar 
month. 

No amount whatsoever shall be paid, deducted, ot 
received in advance. Interest shall not be compounded 
and shall be computed only on unpaid principal balances. 

In addition to the interest herein provided for no 
further or other charge or amount whatsoever for any 
examination, service, brokerage, commission, expense, 
fee, or bonus or other thing or otherwise shall be directly 
or indirectly charged, contracted for, or received, except 
on actual sale of the security in foreclosure proceedings 
or upon the entry of judgment. If any interest, con- 
sideration or charges in excess of those permitted by 
this act are charged, contracted for, or received the 
contract of loan shall be void and the licensee shall have 
no right to collect or receive any principal, interest, or 
charges whatsoever, and the borrower shall be entitled to 
recover from the lender any or all sums paid or returned 
to the lender by the borrower on account of or in con- 
nection with such loan. 

14. Every licensee shall : 

Deliver to the borrower at the time any loan is made 
a statement (upon which there shall be printed a copy of 
section thirteen of this act) in the English language 
showing in clear and distinct terms the amount and date 
of the loan and of its maturity, the nature of the se- 
curity, 1f any, for the loan, the name and address of the

borrower and of the licensee, and the agreed rate of 
charge; 

Give to the borrower a plain and complete receipt 
for all payments made on account of any such loan at 
the time such payments are made, specifying the amount 
applied to interest and the amount, if any, applied to 
principal, and stating the unpaid balance, if any, of such 
loan; 

Permit payment to be made in advance in any amount 
on any contract of loan at any time, but the licensee may 
apply such payment first to all interest in full at the 
agreed rate up to the date of such payment; 

Upon repayment of the loan in full, mark indelibly 
every obligation and security signed by the borrower 
with the word “paid” or “cancelled,” and release any 
mortgage, restore any pledge, cancel and return any 
note, and cancel and return any assignment given to 
the licensee by the borrower. 

No licensee shall take any confession of judgment or 
any power of attorney. No licensee shall take any note, 
promise to pay, or security that does not accurately dis- 
close the actual amount of the loan, the time for which 
it is made, and the agreed rate of interest, nor any in- 
strument in which blanks are left to be filled in after 
execution. 

15. No licensee shall directly or indirectly charge, 
contract for, or receive any interest, discount, or con- 
sideration greater than he would be permitted by law to 
charge if he were not a licensee hereunder upon the loan, 
use, or forebearance of money, goods, or things in ac- 
tion, or upon the loan, use, or sale of credit, of the 
amount or value of more than three hundred dollars 
($300.00). The foregoing prohibition shall also apply 
to any licensee who permits any person, as borrower or 
as endorser, guarantor, or surety for any borrower, or 
otherwise, to owe directly or contingently or both to the 
licensee at any time the sum of more than three hundred 
dollars ($300.00) for principal. 

16. The payment of three hundred dollars ($300.00) 
or less in money, credit, goods, or things in action, as 
consideration for any sale, assignment, or order for the 
payment of wages, salary, commissions, or other com- 
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pensation for services, whether earned or to be earned, 
shall for the purposes of this act be deemed a loan se- 
cured by such assignment, and the amount by which 
such assigned compensation exceeds the amount of such 
consideration actually paid shall be deemed interest or 


charges upon such loan from the date of such payment 4 


to the date such compensation is payable. Such trans- 
action shall be governed by and subject to the provisions 
of this act. 

17. No assignment of or order for payment of any 
salary, wages, commissions, or other compensation for 
services, earned or to be earned, given to secure any loan 
made by any licensee under this act, shall be valid unless 
the amount of such loan 1s paid to the borrower simul- 
taneously with its execution; nor shall any such assign- 
ment or order, or any chattel mortgage or other lien on 
household furniture then in the possession and use of 
the borrower, be valid unless it is in writing, signed in 
person by the borrower, nor if the borrower is married 
unless it is signed in person by both husband and wife; 
provided, that written assent of a spouse shall not be 
required when husband and wife have been living sep- 
arate and apart for a period of at least five months prior 
to the making of such assignment, order, mortgage, or 
lien. | 

Under any such assignment or order for the payment 
of future salary, wages, commissions, or other compen- 
sation for services, given as security for a loan made by 
any licensee under this act a sum equal to ten per centum 
(10%) of the borrower’s salary, wages, commissions, 
or other compensation for services shall be collectible 
from the employer of the borrower by the licensee at the 
time of each payment to the borrower of such salary, 
wages, commissions, or other compensation for services, 
from the time that a copy of such assignment, verified 
by the oath of the licensee or his agent, together with a 
similarly verified statement of the amount unpaid upon 
such loan, is served upon the employer. 

18. No person, copartnership, association, or corpora- 
tion, except as authorized by this act, shall directly or 
indirectly charge, contract for, or receive any interest, 
discount, or consideration greater than the lender would 
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be permitted by law to charge if he were not a licensee 
hereunder upon the loan, use, or forbearance of money, 
goods, or things in action, or upon the loan, use, or sale 
of credit of the amount or value of three hundred dol- 
lars ($300.00) or less. 

The foregoing prohibition shall apply to any person, 
copartnership, association, or corporation who or which, 
by any device, subterfuge, or pretense whatsoever, shall 
charge, contract for, or receive greater interest, consid- 
eration, or charges than is authorized by this act for any 
such loan, use, or forbearance of money, goods, or things 
in action or for any such loan, use, or sale of credit. 

No loan of the amount or value of three hundred dol- 
lars ($300.00) or less for which a greater rate of in- 
terest, consideration, or charge than is permitted by this 
act has been charged, contracted for, or received, 
wherever made, shall be enforced in this State and every 
person, copartnership, association, or corporation in any 
wise participating therein in this State shall be subject 
to the provisions of this act, provided that the foregoing 
shall not apply to loans legally made in any State which 
then has in effect a regulatory small loan law similar in 
principal to this act. 

19. Any person, copartnership, association, or cor- 
poration and the several members, officers, directors, 
agents, and employees thereof, who shall violate or 
participate in the violation of any of the provisions of 
sections one, eleven, twelve, thirteen, fourteen, or eight- 
een of this act, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor. 

Any contract of loan not invalid for any other reason, 
in the making or collection of which any act shall have 
been done which constitutes a misdemeanor under this 
section, shall be void and the lender shall have no right 
to collect or receive any principal, interest, or charges 
whatsoever. 

20. This act shall not apply to any person, copartner- 
ship, association, or corporation doing business under 
and as permitted by any law of this State or of the 
United States relating to banks, savings banks, trust 
companies, private banks, building and loan associations, 
insurance companies, credit unions, or pawnbrokers 
operating under chapter one hundred and forty-two of 
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the laws of one thousand nine hundred and thirty, or 
provident loan associations authorized to do business by 
chapter ninety-six of the laws of one thousand nine hun- 
dred and four, or to persons doing business under chap- 
ter three hundred and sixty-eight of the laws of one 
thousand eight hundred and ninety-five. 

21. The Commissioner of Banking and Insurance 1s 
hereby authorized and empowered to make such general 
rules and regulations and such specific rulings, demands, 
and findings as may be necessary for the proper conduct 
of such business and the enforcement of this act, in addi- 
tion hereto and not inconsistent herewith. 

22, This act or any part thereof may be modified, 
amended, or repealed so as to effect a cancellation or 
alteration of any license or right of a licensee hereunder, 
provided that such cancellation or alteration shall not 
impair or affect the obligation of any pre-existing lawful 
contract between any licensee and any borrower. 

23. Any person, copartnership, association, or cor- 
poration having a license under the said chapter forty- 
nine of the laws of one thousand nine hundred and four- 
teen as amended, in force when this act becomes effec- 
tive, shall notwithstanding the repeal of the said chap- 
ter forty-nine be deemed to have a license under this act 
for a period expiring six months after the said effective 
date, if not sooner revoked; provided, that such person, 
copartnership, association, or corporation shall have paid 
or shall pay to the commissioner as an annual license fee 
for such six months period a sum equal to one-half of 
the annual license fee prescribed by this act for doing 
business at the location specified in such license, and shall 
keep on file with the commissioner during such six 
months period the bond required either by this act or by 
the said chapter forty-nine. Any such license so con- 
tinued in effect under the provisions of this act shall be 
subject to revocation during such six months period as 
provided in section nine of this act except that it may 
not be revoked during such six months period either 
upon the ground that such licensee has not the minimum 
amount of assets required in section six of this act or 
upon the ground that the convenience and advantage of 
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such community will not be promoted by the operation 
therein of such business. 

24. The payment of three hundred dollars ($300.00) 
or less in money, credit, goods, or things in action as 
consideration for any sale of personal property which is 
made on condition that such property be sold back at a 
greater price shall, for the purposes of this act, be 
deemed to be a loan secured by such property and the 
amount by which the repurchase price exceeds such 
original payment actually paid shall be deemed interest 
or charges upon such loan from the date such original 
payment is made until the date such repurchase price is 
paid. Such transaction shall be governed by and subject 
to the provisions of this act. 

25. An act entitled “An act to define, regulate and 
control the business of the making of loans or advance- 
ments of money in sums of three hundred (300) dol- 


lars or less in amount, and to regulate the assignment 


of wages when given as security for any such loan or 
advancement,” approved March twenty-third, one thou- 
sand nine hundred and fourteen, otherwise known as 
chapter forty-nine of the laws of one thousand nine 
hundred and fourteen of New Jersey, and an act entitled 
‘“‘An act to amend an act entitled ‘An act to define, regu- 
late and control the business of the making of loans or 
advancements of money in sums of three hundred (300) 
dollars or less in amount, and to regulate the assignment 
of wages when given as security for any such loan or 
advancement,’ approved March twenty-third, one thou- 
sand nine hundred and fourteen,” approved April third, 
one thousand nine hundred and twenty-eight, otherwise 
known as chapter two hundred fifty-one of the laws of 
one thousand nine hundred and twenty-eight of New 
Jersey, and an act entitled “An act to amend an act en- 
titled ‘An act to define, regulate and control the business 
of the making of loans, or advancements of money in 
sums of three hundred dollars ($300.00) or less in 
amount, and to regulate the assignment of wages when 
given as security for any such loan or advancement,’ ap- 
proved March twenty-third, one thousand nine hundred 
and fourteen,” approved May sixth, one thousand nine 
hundred and twenty-nine, otherwise known as chapter 
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two hundred and ninety-three of the laws of one thou- 
sand nine hundred and twenty-nine of New Jersey, and 
all acts and parts of acts, whether general, special, or 
local, in so far as they relate to the same subject matter 
as this act are hereby repealed. 

Nothing herein contained shall be so construed as to 
impair or affect the obligation of any contract of loan 
between any licensee under the said chapter forty-nine 
of the laws of one thousand nine hundred and fourteen 
as amended and any borrower, which was lawfully en- 
tered into prior to the effective date of this act. 

26. If any clause, sentence, section, provision or part 
of this act shall be adjudged to be unconstitutional or 
invalid for any reason by any court of competent juris- 
diction, such judgment shall not impair, affect, or in- 
validate the remainder of this act, which shall remain in 
full force and effect thereafter. 

27. All moneys received in accordance with the pro- 
visions of this act, whether from fines, penalties, regis- 
tration fees, license fees or otherwise shall be accounted 
for and forwarded to the commissioner, and by him paid 
over to the Treasurer of the State of New Jersey. 

28. This act shall be known as the “‘small loan act.” 

29. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 63. 


An Act providing for the appointment of interpreter 
of Greek in the courts of this State and defining the 
powers and duties of such interpreter. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. When the transaction of the public business of the 
court of common pleas, the circuit court, the court of 
general quarter sessions of the peace, the orphans’ 
court, the court of special sessions, and the business 
connected with said courts in the offices of the prosecutor 
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of the pleas, the sheriff, the county clerk, the surrogate 
and of the grand jury, in any county of this State, may 
be expedited or improved thereby, the presiding judge 
of the court of common pleas in said county may appoint 
an interpreter of the Greek language to serve during the 
pleasure of the appointing power. The said interpreter 
shall be in daily attendance during the several terms of 
the courts, upon the judges of the county and circuit 
courts, the supreme court justice and the officers charged 
with the public business of the said courts, for the inter- 
pretation of the Greek language and dialects in the trans- 
action of the public business thereof. | 

2. The compensation of court interpreter interpreting 
in the Greek language shall be fixed by the county judge 
where there is only one judge presiding in said county, 
and by all of the judges where there is more than one 
judge presiding, and shall be as follows: 

In counties having a population exceeding five hun- 
dred thousand, a salary of not more than twenty-five 
hundred dollars ($2,500.00) per year; in counties hav- 
ing a population between three hundred thousand and 
five hundred thousand, not more than eighteen hundred 
dollars ($1,800.00) per year; in counties bordering 
upon the Atlantic Ocean having a population of more 
than eighty thousand, not more than twelve hundred dol- 
lars ($1,200.00) per year. 

3. Said interpreter shall be appointed by the county 
judge or judges in case there be more than one, and he 
shall attend in person such court and the sessions of the 
grand jury and at chambers whenever requested so to do 
and perform any duties required by them connected with 
the business of the said courts and the office of the pros- 
ecutor of the pleas, the sheriffs and the clerks of said 
courts in the interpretation of the particular language 
or languages for which he is appointed. 

4, Such salary shall be paid by the treasurer of each 
county semi-monthly out of the funds of the said county. 
Wherever the salary is fixed as hereinbefore set forth, 
such salary shall be in lieu of all other fees or compen- 
sation whatsoever. 

5. This act shall take effect immediately. 

Approved April 13, 1932. 
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CHAPTER 64. 


A FurtHer SUPPLEMENT to an act entitled “An act 
prescribing the liability of an employer to make com- 
pensation for injuries received by an employee in the 
course of employment, establishing an elective sched- 
ule of compensation, and regulating procedure for the 
determination of liability and compensation there- 
under,” approved April fourth, one thousand nine 
hundred and eleven. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 


1. The term “employee” as used in the act to which 
this act is a further supplement, and all acts amendatory 
thereof or supplemental thereto, shall in all cases be so 
construed to exclude from the operation thereof any 
person engaged in the vending, selling or offering for 
sale, or delivering directly to the general public, any 
newspaper, magazine or periodical, or acting as sales 
agent or distributor as an independent contractor of or 
for any such newspaper, magazine or periodical.

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CHAPTER 65. 


An Act to amend an act entitled “An act concerning 
tuberculosis,’ approved April ninth, one thousand 
nine hundred and ten. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 


1. Section three of the act to which this is an amend- 
ment be and the same is hereby amended so as to read 
as follows: 

3. It shall be the duty of every local board of health, 
or representative thereof, of a city, borough, town or 
other municipality in this State to cause all reports made 
in accordance with the provisions of the first section of 
this act, and also all results of examinations showing the 
presence of the bacilli of tuberculosis, made in accord- 
ance with the provisions of the second section of this 
act, to be recorded in a register of which it shall be the 
custodian. Such register shall not be open to inspection 
by any person other than the health authorities of the 
State and of the said city, borough, town or other mu- 
nicipality in this State and to any duly constituted health 
society recognized by the State Board of Health and 
engaged in the relief and prevention of tuberculosis, and 
said health authorities shall not permit any such report 
or record to be divulged so as to disclose the identity of 
the persons to whom it relates, except as may be neces- 
sary to carry into effect the provisions of this act. 

Approved April 13, 1932. 
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CHAPTER 66. 


An Act to amend an act entitled “An act to amend an 
act entitled ‘An act defining motor vehicles and pro- 
viding for the registration of the same and the licensing 
of the drivers thereof; fixing rules regulating the use 
and speed of motor vehicles; fixing the amount of h- 
cense and registration fees; prescribing and regulating 
process and the service thereof and proceedings for 
the violation of the provisions of the act and penalties 
for said violations,’ approved April twenty-first, one 
thousand nine hundred and thirty-one.” 


Br IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

I. Section ten of the act entitled “An act defining mo- 
tor vehicles and providing for the registration of the 
same and the licensing of the drivers thereof; fixing 
rules regulating the use and speed of motor vehicles ; fix- 
ing the amount of license and registration fees; pre- 
scribing and regulating process and the service thereof 
and proceedings for the violation of the provisions of 
the act and penalties for said violations,’ approved April 
eighth, one thousand nine hundred and twenty-one, be 
and the same is hereby amended so that the same shall 
read as follows: 

10. (1) No person shall hereafter drive an automo- 
bile or motorcycle upon any public highway in this State 
unless licensed to do so in accordance with the provisions 
of this act. No person under the age of seventeen years 
shall be licensed to drive automobiles or motorcycles, 
nor shall any person be licensed to drive automobiles or 
motorcycles until said person shall have passed a satis- 
factory examination as to his ability as an operator, 
which examination shall include a test of the knowledge 
on the part of said person of such portions of the me- 
chanism of automobiles or motorcycles as is necessary 
in order to insure the safe operation of a vehicle of the 
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kind or kinds indicated by the applicant. Driver’s license 
certificates shall expire on the thirty-first of December 
of each year. Said licensee shall be entitled to drive 
any registered automobile or motorcycle. The annual 
license fee to be charged shall be three dollars for driv- 
ers of motor vehicles and one dollar for operators of 
motorcycles. 

(2) It shall be lawful for the Commissioner of Mo- 
tor Vehicles, at his discretion, to issue to any person 
over seventeen years of.age a written permit, under the 
hand and seal of said commissioner, allowing the said 
person, for the purpose of fitting himself to become a 
motor vehicle driver, or a motorcycle operator, to oper- 
ate a motor vehicle or motorcycle for a specified period 
of not more than three weeks, while in the company and 
under the supervision of a licensed motor vehicle driver ; 
and such a permit, under the hand and seal of the Com- 
missioner of Motor Vehicles, shall be: sufficient license 
for the said person to operate a motor vehicle or motor- 
cycle in the State during the period specified, while in 
the company of and under the control of a licensed motor 
vehicle driver of this State; and provided, further, that 
the said person, as well as such licensed motor vehicle 
driver, shall be held accountable for all violations of this 
act committed by the said person while in the presence 
of such hcensed motor vehicle driver. No such written 
permit shall be issued unless the person applying there- 
for shall pay the sum of fifty cents to any agent of the 
Motor Vehicle Department, such sum to be turned over 
by the said agent to the Commissioner of Motor Vehicles, 
and by him remitted with the other funds collected in 
his department to the State Treasurer, in accordance 
with the provisions of this act; and no examination for 
a driver’s license shall be given unless the applicant 
therefor has first secured a learner’s permit. 

No applicant for a driver’s license shall employ or 
procure the employment of another person to take the 
license examination for said applicant and every person 
is forbidden to take a driver’s license examination in the 
name of, or in the place of the applicant for the said 
driver’s license. Every person guilty of violating this 
provision shall be subject to a fine of not less than two 
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hundred dollars ($200.00) or more than five hundred 
dollars ($500.00), or imprisonment for not less than 
thirty days or more than ninety days or both, at the 
discretion of the court. 

Any person who attempts to, or procures a driver's 
license without taking the examination for a driver’s 
license as hereinabove provided, or any person who at- 
tempts to or procures a driver’s license for another who 
has not taken an examination therefor shall be subject 
to a fine of not less than two hundred dollars ($200.00) 
or more than five hundred dollars ($500.00), or im- 
prisonment for not less than thirty days or more than 
ninety days, or both, at the discretion of the court. 

(3) Each license to drive an automobile shall have 
endorsed thereon in the proper handwriting of the said 
licensee, the name of the said licensee. And the said 
license and the registration certificate of the motor veh- 
icle must be in the possession of the driver or operator at 
all times when the said driver or operator is in charge 
of a motor vehicle or motorcycle on the highways of this 
State. And said licensee when thereupon requested by 
any motor vehicle inspector, police officer or magistrate 
while in the performance of the duties of his office under 
this act shall exhibit said license and motor vehicle regis- 
tration certificate to said officer and write his name in 
the presence of said officer to the end that he may thereby 
determine the identity of said licensee, and at the same 
time determine the correctness of the registration certifi- 
cate as provided in section nine, subdivision three, of 
the act to which this act is an amendment. 

(4) Any motor vehicle or motorcycle belonging to 
any person who is a nonresident of this State, and who 
has registered such motor vehicle or motorcycle in and 
has complied with all the laws of the State, territory, 
federal district of the United States, or of any province 
of the Dominion of Canada, in which he resides, with 
respect to the registration of motor vehicles and the dis- 
play of registration numbers, and who shall conspicu- 
ously display such registration number as required 
thereby, may be driven in this State, without complying 
with, or being subject to the provisions of this act as the 
same applies to the registration of motor vehicles and 
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licensing of the operators thereof; provided, that the 
provisions of this section shall be operative as to any 
such motor vehicle by nonresidents of this State, only 
to the extent that under the laws of the State, territory, 
federal district or province of his residence, substantially 
similar exemptions and privileges are granted to motor 
vehicles and motorcycles duly registered under the laws 
of this State; and provided, further, that the Commis- 
sioner of Motor Vehicles shall have power to suspend, 
for cause, the touring privileges in this act allowed in so . 
far as it may apply to any licensed motor vehicle licensed 
by any State, federal district, territory or of the province 
of the Dominion of Canada to which such privilege is 
granted under the provisions of this act. The Commis- 
sioner of Motor Vehicles in suspending such privilege, 
shall give seven days’ notice of such action, citing in-such 
notice the number of the motor vehicle or motorcycle in 
reference to which such privilege 1s suspended, and shall 
forward such notice to the department which issued the 
license against which such privilege is suspended. ‘lhe 
Commissioner of Motor Vehicles when suspending such 
privilege shall give public notice of the same, and cause 
all police departments or other police authorities to be 
notified of such action. If such motor vehicle against 
which such privilege has been suspended shall be driven 
thereafter in the State of New Jersey, during the period 
in which its license is in force, the driver and owner 
thereof shall be subject to a fine of not exceeding two 
hundred dollars ($200.00). 

(5) The touring privilege as hereinbefore provided is 
also extended to any nonresident chauffeur or driver; 
provided, that the said chauffeur or driver has complied 
with the law of his resident State with respect to the 
licensing of drivers or chauffeurs; and provided, that 
said nonresident shall not operate a motor vehicle regis- 
tered under the laws of this State unless he is seventeen 
years of age or over; and provided, further, that no non- 
resident shall be permitted to avail himself of the right 
of driving a New Jersey registered vehicle under his 
reciprocity privilege unless he is a holder of a driver’s 
license from the State in which he resides; and provided, 
however, that he shall at all times while operating a mo- 
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tor vehicle in New Jersey under his reciprocity privilege 
have in his possession the registration certificate of the 
car which he shall be then operating and his driver’s li- 
cense, and shall exhibit said registration certificate and 
driver’s license to any motor vehicle inspector, police 
officer or magistrate, who, in the performance of the 
duties of his office shall request the same.

such cemetery or to any trust company, bank or banking 
company of this State, or to any bank or banking com- 
pany organized under the laws of the United States and 
doing business in this State, and for such corporation, 
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association, trust company, bank or banking company to 
hold the title thereto in perpetuity or for any shorter time 
for the use and benefit of the owners of said lot or plot 
and for the protection of the bodies theretofore interred 
therein or which may thereafter be interred therein, pur- 
suant to the terms of said deed of trust; provided, how- 
ever, that before any such conveyance shall be made to a 
corporation or association owning or conducting the 
cemetery in which such lot or plot is located, its board 
of managers or directors shall authorize said conveyance 
by a vote of at least three-fifths of the members of such 
board at a regular meeting of such board. 

2. All acts or parts of acts inconsistent herewith be 
and the same are hereby repealed. 

3. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 79; 


An Act to amend an act entitled “An act to regulate the 
practice of optometry, to license optometrists and to 
punish persons violating the provisions thereof,” ap- 
proved April seventeenth, one thousand nine hundred 
fourteen, and the acts amendatory thereof and supple- 
mental thereto. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section one of the act of which this act is amenda- 
tory be and the same is hereby amended so that it shall 
read as follows: 

1. The practice of optometry is defined to be the em- 
ployment of objective and/or subjective means tor the 
examination of the human eye for the purpose of as- 
certaining any departure from the normal, measuring its 
powers of vision and adapting lenses and/or prisms for 
the aid thereof. Any person shall be deemed to be prac- 
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ticing optometry within the meaning of this act who in 
any way advertises himself as an optometrist, or who 
shall employ any means for the measurement of the 
powers of vision or the adaptation of lenses or prisms 
for the aid thereof, practice offer or attempt to practice 
optometry as herein defined, either on his own behalf or 
as an employee or student of another, whether under 
the personal supervision of his employer or perceptor or 
not, or to use testing appliances for the purpose of 
the measurement of the powers of vision or diagnose 
any ocular deficiency or deformity, visual or muscular 
anomaly of the human eye or prescribe lenses, prisms or 
ocular exercise for the correction or the relief of same 
or who holds himself out as qualified to practice op- 
tometry. Nothing in this act shall be construed to apply 
to the sale of toy glasses or goggles consisting of plano- 
white or plano-colored lenses or ordinary colored glasses, 
nor shall it apply to duly licensed physicians and sur- 
geons authorized to practice medicine under the laws of 
the State of New Jersey. 

2. Section six of the act of which this act is amenda- 
tory be and the same is hereby amended so that it shall 
read as follows: 

6. Every person desiring to commence the practice of 
optometry hereafter shall file with the secretary of the 
New Jersey State Board of Optometrists, upon blanks to 
be furnished by said secretary, an application, verified by 
oath of such applicant, stating therein that such applicant 
is more than twenty-one years of age, of good moral 
character, has a preliminary education equivalent to a 


course of at least four years in an approved public or 


private high school and has been graduated from a school 
or college of optometry maintaining a standard satis- 
factory to said board and which was in good standing in 
the opinion of said board at the date of such graduation, 
and said applicant shall have received a diploma con- 
ferring upon him the degree of doctor of optometry, or 
what in the opinion of the New Jersey State Board of 
Optometrists may be considered the equivalent thereof, 
and shall have taken an examination before said board to 
determine his qualifications therefor. If the examination 
of any applicant for registration shall be satisfactory to 
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the majority of the board, he shall receive from said 
board a certificate of registration authorizing him to 
practice optometry. All examination papers shall be 
deposited in the New Jersey State Library, (in the 
Capitol building) and they shall remain there for a 
period of one year, at the expiration of which time they 
shall be destroyed, and they shall be prima facie evidence 
of all matters therein contained. Any applicant for 
license to practice optometry, upon proving to the satis- 
faction of said board that he is of good moral character 
and that he has been examined and licensed by the exam- 
ining and licensing board of another state of the United 
States, and that at the time of the granting of such 
license the standard of requirements for the license to 
practice optometry in the state where such license was 
granted was at least substantially equal to the standard 
of requirements for such license established by this act, 
and upon filing with the secretary of said board a copy 
of his license or certificate, verified as a true copy by the 
affidavit of the secretary of the board granting such 
license, may, in the discretion of the said board, be 
granted a license to practice optometry without further 
examination upon the payment to the treasurer of said 
board of a license fee of fifty dollars, and in such ap- 
plication for a license without examination all questions 
of academic requirements of other states shall be de- 


‘termined by the Commissioner of Education of this 


State. 

3. Section ten of the act of which this act 1s amenda- 
tory be and the same is hereby amended so that it shall 
read as follows: 

10. Every person practicing optometry must display 
his certificate, together with his renewal certificate, in a 
conspicuous place in the principal offce wherein he 
practices optometry, and, whenever required, exhibit 
such certificate to said board or its authorized representa- 
tives. Every office or place of business where any 
optometrist is practicing must have displayed on a sign 
so as to be read on the outside of said office or place of 
business the name of each optometrist practicing therein. 
And whenever practicing said profession of optometry 
outside of or away from said office or place of business,

he shall deliver to each patient, customer or person so 
examined, fitted with glasses and/or prisms, a bill of 
purchase which shall contain his full name, home post- 
office address and the address of his principal office in the 
State of New Jersey, the number of his certificate and 
his signature. , 

4. Section eleven of the act of which this act is 
amendatory be and the same is hereby amended so that 
it shall read as follows: 

11. The board shall have power to revoke any cer- 
tificate of registration or suspend the right to practice of 
any person who has been convicted of any violation of 
this act or of any criminal offense or who is found by 
the board to be grossly incompetent, afflicted with con- 
tagious disease, an habitual drunkard or guilty of un- 
professional conduct. ‘“‘Unprofessional conduct” shall be 
defined to mean any conduct of a character likely to 
deceive or defraud the public, the loaning of his license 
or certificate by any licensed optometrist to any person, 
the employment of ‘‘cappers,” “‘steerers,” “chasers” or 
solicitors for the purpose of obtaining business or per- 
sonally acting in that capacity for the aforesaid purpose; 
the obtaining of any fee or compensation by fraud or 
misrepresentation; the employing either directly or in- 
directly any suspended or unlicensed optometrists to 
practice optometry as defined in this act; the wilful ad- 
vertising or publishing of grossly false, fraudulent or 
misleading statements of his art, skill or knowledge or 
of his methods of treatment or practice. Proceedings 
for the revocation of a certificate or suspension of the 
right to practice shall be begun by filing with the New 
Jersey State Board of Optometrists a written charge or 
charges against the accused. These charges may be pre- 
ferred by any person or corporation, or the board may on 
its own motion direct its secretary to prefer said charges. 

5. Section thirteen of the act of which this act is 
amendatory be and the same is hereby amended so that it 
shall read as follows: 

13. The said board shall reduce its findings to writing, 
to be signed by all the members who have heard said 
charges. If the board shall unanimously find that said 
_charges, or any of them, are sustained, the board may 
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thereupon, 1n its discretion, revoke or suspend said cer- 
tificate of registration. 

6. Section fifteen of the act of which this act is 
amendatory be and the same is hereby amended so that 
it shall read as follows: 

15. No person shall practice optometry after his cer- 
tificate of registration shall have been revoked or sus- 
pended in accordance with the provisions of this act or 
any supplement hereto. 

7. Section sixteen of the act of which this act 1s 
amendatory be and the same is hereby amended so that 
it shall read as follows: 

16. Any person whose certificate shall be refused, re- 
voked or suspended by said board shall have the right to 
appeal by certiorari to the Supreme Court for a review 
of such action, and the Supreme Court is hereby author- 
ized and empowered to review and correct the action of 
said board, and the said board shall forthwith carry out 
the judgment of the Supreme Court on such review. 

8. Section twenty-two of the act of which this act is 
amendatory be and the same is hereby amended so that 
it shall read as follows: 

22. Any person violating any of the provisions of this 
act, and any person who shall obstruct or interfere with 
any duly authorized agent of the New Jersey State Board 
of Optometrists in the performance of any duty under 
this act, and any person, company or association who 
shall employ for a stated salary or otherwise, or give aid 
or assist, any person not authorized under this act to 
practice optometry within the meaning of this act, to 
practice optometry in this State, shall be subject to a 
penalty of two hundred dollars for the first offense and 
shall be subject to a penalty of five hundred dollars for 


the second offense and a like amount for each subsequent 


offense, which penalty or penalties shall be sued for and 
recovered by and in the name of the New Jersey State 
Board of Optometrists. Every District Court in any 
city or judicial district in any county, and every Court 
of Common Pleas in any county is hereby empowered, 
upon the filing of a complaint in writing, duly verified, 
which said verification, when made by any member of 
the said New Jersey State Board of Optometrists or by 
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any member of any incorporated optometrical society of 
this State or of any county of this State, may be made 
upon information and belief that any person has violated 
any provision of this act to issue process at the suit of 
the New Jersey State Board of Optometrists as plaintiff ; 
such process shall be either in the nature of a summons 
or warrant, which warrant may issue without any order 
of the court or judge first being obtained against the 
person or persons so charged, which process, when in 
the nature of a warrant shall be returnable forthwith, 
and when in the nature of a summons shall be returnable 
in not less than five nor more than fifteen entire days; 
such process shall state what provision or provisions of 
the law is alleged to have been violated by the defendant 
or detendants, and on the return of such process, or at 
any time to which the trial shall be adjourned, the said 
court shall proceed summarily without a jury to hear the 
testimony and to determine and give judgment in the 
matter without the filing of any pleadings for the plain- 
tiff for the recovery of such penalty, with costs, or for 
the defendant, and the said court shall, if judgment be 
rendered for the plaintiff, cause any such defendant, who 
may refuse or neglect to forthwith pay the amount of 
the judgment rendered against him and all the costs and 
charges incident thereto, to be committed to the county 
jail in the case of a first offense for any period not less 
than thirty days and not more than sixty days, in the 
discretion of the judge of said court, and in the case of 
a second offense or subsequent offenses to be committed 
to the county jail for any period not less than sixty days 
and not more than one hundred and twenty days for each 
of said subsequent offenses in the discretion of the judge 
of said court; the officers to serve and execute all process 
under this act shall be the officers authorized to serve and 
execute process in said courts; that said District Court 
or Court of Common Pleas shall have power to adjourn 
the hearing or trial in any case from time to time and in 
such case except in cases in which the first process was a 
summons, it shall be the duty of the judge of the District 
Court or the Court of Common Pleas to detain the de- 
fendant in safe custody, unless he shall enter into bond 
to the said New Jersey State Board of Optometrists with 
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at least one sufficient surety in double the amount of the 
penalty claimed conditioned for his appearance on the 
day to which the hearing shall be adjourned, and thence 
from day to day until the case is disposed of, and then to 
abide by the judgment of the said court, and such bond, 
it forfeited, may be prosecuted by the said board.

Wherefore the said court doth hereby give judgment 
that the plaintiff recover of the defendant 
dollars penalty and dollars costs of this 
proceeding. 

B. ‘The conviction shall be signed by the judge of the 
District Court or Court of Common Pleas before whom 
the conviction is had. In case the defendant is com- 
mitted to jail in default of payment of the penalty, a 
commitment in the following form shall be added, be- 
neath the judge’s signature, to the conviction: 

“And the said C. D., neglecting and refusing to pay 
the amount of the penalty above mentioned, with costs, 
it is hereby ordered that the said C. D. be and he hereby 
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is committed to the common jail of the county of 
for the period of days, unless 
the said penalty and costs are sooner paid.” 

This commitment shall also be signed by the judge and 
in case of commitment of any defendant to jail, the con- 
viction and the commitment shall be signed in duplicate, 
and one of the duplicate copies shall serve the purposes 
of a warrant of commitment. 

C. The clerk of any District Court or of any Court 
of Common Pleas may sign and seal any process re- 
quired to be 1ssued under this act, except a warrant of 
commitment. The costs recoverable in any such pro- 
ceeding shall be the same as costs taxed in actions in said 
courts, and shall be recovered by the said board in the 
event of the conviction of the defendant. Any judgment 
recovered for a penalty under the provisions of this act 
in any District Court may be docketed in the same man- 
ner as judgments in said court are docketed under the 
provisions of an act entitled “An act concerning district 
courts,” approved June fourteenth, one thousand eight 
hundred and ninety-eight, and the acts amendatory 
thereof and supplemental thereto. Execution may issue 
for the collection of any judgment obtained under this

9. Section twenty-three of which this act is amenda-

10. Wherever the person is indicated to be of mascu- 
line gender, it shall also apply to the feminine gender. 

11. In case, for any reason, any provision of this act 
shall be held to be unconstitutional or invalid, the same 
shall not be held to affect any other provision of this act 
but shall be exscinded therefrom. 

12. All acts or parts of acts inconsistent with the pro- 
visions of this act be and the same are hereby repealed. 

13. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 76. 


An Act concerning milk and/or cream sold, offered for 
sale or distributed within this State, and providing 
penalties for violations hereof. 


BE It ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Milk sold, offered for sale, or distributed in this 
State, which is subject to the process of pasteurization, 
shall be pasteurized within forty-eight hours from the 
time of production; cream sold, offered for sale or dis- 
tributed within this State, which is subject to the process 
of pasteurization, shall be pasteurized within ninety-six 
hours from the time of production. 

2. Milk or cream produced in the afternoon of one 
day and delivered to the distributor during the morning 
of the following day shail for the purpose of this act be 
considered as having been produced on the day of such 
delivery. 

3. Any person, firm, association or corporation who 
shall violate any of the provisions of this act shall be 
liable for the first offense to a penalty of not less than 
twenty-five dollars nor more than one hundred dollars, 
and for the second offense and for any subsequent 
offense to a penalty of not less than one hundred nor 
more than two hundred dollars, which penalty shall be 
sued for and recovered by the Department of Health of 
the State of New Jersey in an action of debt in any court 
of competent jurisdiction, and the State Department of 
Health is further empowered to bar from this State milk 
or cream owned or possessed by any person, firm, as- 
sociation or corporation violating any of the provisions 
of this act. 

4. Every District Court in any city or judicial district 
in any county, and every Court of Common Pleas of any 
county is hereby empowered upon the filing of the com- 
plaint, in writing, duly verified, which verification when 
made by the Director of Health of the State Department 
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of Health, may be made upon information and belief, 
that any person, firm, association, partnership or corpo- 
ration has violated any of the provisions of this act, to 
issue process at the suit of the said Department of 
Health of the State of New Jersey as plaintiff; such 
process shall be in the nature of a summons or warrant, 
which warrant may issue without any order of the court 
or judge first being obtained against the person, firm, 
association, partnership or corporation; which process 
when in the nature of a summons shall be returnable in 
not less than five nor more than fifteen entire days; and 
when in the nature of a warrant shall be returnable forth- 
with. Such process shall state what provision of the 
law is alleged to have been violated, and on the return of 
such process at any time to which the trial shall be ad- 
journed, the said court shall proceed in a suinmary way, 
without a jury, to hear the testimony and to determine 
and give judgment in the matter without the filing of 
any pleadings for the plaintiff for the recovery of the 
penalty, with costs, or for the defendant; and the said 
court shall, if judgment be rendered for the plaintiff, 
cause any such defendant who may refuse or neglect to 
forthwith pay the amount of judgment rendered against 
him, and all costs and charges incident thereto, to be 
committed to the county jail for a period of not less than 
five nor more than ninety days in the case of a first 
offense, and not less than ten nor more than two hundred 
days for a second and each subsequent offense. Any 
judgment recovered for a penalty under the provisions 
of this act against a corporation in any District Court 
may be docketed under the provisions of an act entitled 
‘“Anact concerning District Courts” (Revision of 1898), 
approved June fourteenth, one thousand eight hundred 
and ninety-eight, and the acts amendatory thereof and 
supplemental thereto, and execution may issue for the 
collection of any judgment obtained under this act 
against the goods and chattels of such corporation with- 
out any order first obtained for such purpose. 

5. The officers to serve and execute all process under 
this act shall be the officers authorized to serve and 
execute process in said courts. The said District Court 
or Court of Common Pleas shall have power to adjourn 
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the hearing or trial in any case from time to time, but 
any such case, except in cases in which the first process 
is a summons, it shall be the duty of the judge of the 
District Court, or the Court of Common Pleas to detain 
the defendant in said custody, unless he shall enter into 
a bond to the Department of Health of the State of New 
Jersey with at least one sufficient surety in double the 
amount of the penalty claimed, conditioned for his ap- 
pearance on the day to which the hearing shall be ad- 
journed, and thence from day to day, until the case 1s 
disposed of, and then to abide by the judgment of said 
court, and such bond if forfeited may be prosecuted by 
the Department of Health of the State of New Jersey. 

6. All penalties collected under the provisions of this 
act shall be paid to the Treasurer of the State of New 
Jersey for the general use of the State. 

7. Whenever it is established by sufficient proof to the 
satisfaction of the State Department of Health that a 
shortage of milk or cream has occurred or is imminent 
by reason of the enforcement of the provisions of this 
act, said Department of Health may suspend the enforce- 
ment of this act during such shortage; provided, that 
any one suspension shall not extend beyond a period of 
thirty successive days and shall not be continued except 
upon satisfactory proot that sufficient milk or cream can- 
not be supplied within the time or times herein provided. 

8. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 77. 


An Act to amend an act entitled “An act to amend a 
supplement to an act entitled ‘An act relating to courts 
having criminal jurisdiction and regulating proceed- 
ings in criminal cases’ (Revision of 1898), approved 
June fourteenth, one thousand eight hundred and 
ninety-eight, approved March nineteenth, one thou- 
sand nine hundred and twenty-seven.”’ 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 


1. Section five of the act of which this act is amenda- 
tory, be and the same is hereby amended to read as fol- 
lows: 

5. Pending the prosecution of a writ of error the de- 
fendant shall not be admitted to bail unless, upon applica- 
tion for the purpose made either to the court in which 
the conviction was had, or to any justice of the Supreme 
Court, he shall receive from that court or justice a cer- 
tificate setting forth that there is reasonable doubt as to 
the validity of the conviction. Application may be made 
to the justice of the Supreme Court presiding in the 
county in which the conviction was had notwithstanding 
that an application for bail has theretofore been made to 
and denied by the judge of the court in which the con- 
viction was had, provided, that in any such application 
to the presiding justice of the Supreme Court, the ap- 
plication shall state that a similar application has been 
made to the judge of the court in which the conviction 
was had and the reasons given by said judge for the 
denial of said application. Upon the allowance of such 
certificate it shall be the duty of the trial court to admit 
the defendant to reasonable bail, and not otherwise. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 78. 


A Supplement to an act entitled “An act respecting the 
orphans’ court and relating to the powers and duties 
of the ordinary and the orphans’ court and surrogates”’ 
(Revision of 1898), approved June fourteenth, one 
thousand eight hundred and ninety-eight. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Whenever the orphans’ court shall refer to any 
master in Chancery, pursuant to the provisions of the 
act to which this is a supplement, the hearing of excep- 
tions to the accounts of any executor, administrator, 
guardian or trustee and the taking of testimony thereon, 
the judge of the orphans’ court shall by order of said 
court fix the compensation to be paid to such master in 
Chancery for his services, which said compensation shall 
be paid to such master by the county collector on the 
certificate of the judge of the orphans’ court, or the 
judge of the orphans’ court may order and direct that 
the compensation to be paid to such master for such 
services shall be paid from the assets of the estate ir 
which such accounting is had. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

1. Where any company incorporated under the provi- 
sions of the act to which this is a supplement has, under 
any of the provisions thereof, heretofore purchased, ob- 
tained or invested in bonds secured by mortgages which 
are first liens upon the properties in said mortgages 
described and such company has sold or assigned with a 
guaranty of payment of principal and interest or shall 
hereafter sell or assign with such guaranty a primary 
part or portion of any ot such bonds and mortgages to a 
purchaser thereof, retaining the balance of any such bond 
and mortgage itself behind and subordinate to the len 
of such purchaser, such company may continue to hold 
such interest in such bonds and mortgages and thereafter 
acquire any other interest in such bonds and mortgages 
and in each case any such interest shall be considered a 
proper authorized and legal investment under the terms 
of thts act and of the act to which this is a supplement. 

2. Nothing herein contained shall be construed to 
authorize the retention of subordinate interests in bonds 
and mortgages hereafter purchased, obtained or in- 
vested in. 

3. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 80, LAWS OF 1932 


CHAPTER 80; 


An Act to amend chapter one hundred and seventy-nine 
of the laws of nineteen hundred and twelve, being an 
act entitled “An act concerning fertilizers,” approved 
March twenty-seventh, nineteen hundred and twelve. 


BE Ir ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 


1. Section one of the act of which this act is amenda- 
tory is hereby amended to read as follows: 

1. All corporations, firms or persons before selling or 
offering for sale any commercial fertilizer, in the State 
of New Jersey, shall brand or attach to each bag, barrel 
or package in a conspicuous place on the outside thereof 
a plainly printed statement giving the following par- 
ticulars and no others: 

(1) The number of pounds of fertilizer contained in 
the package. 

(2) The name, brand or trade mark with the grade 
of the fertilizer under which the fertilizer is sold. 

(3) The name and principal address of the manufac- 
turer, importer or other person putting the fertilizer on 
the market in this State. . 

(4) The minimum percentages of each of the follow- 
ing constituents which the mixed fertilizer may contain 
and which must be stated in whole numbers, (a) nitro- 
gen; (b) available phosphoric acid; (c) potash soluble 
in distilled water. The minimum percentage of each con- 
stituent in fertilizer materials when sold unmixed with 
any other substance may be stated in whole numbers and 
fractional parts of whole numbers. The potash may be 
claimed “derived from” or “equivalent to” sulphate of 
potash if there is not a sufficient amount of chlorine 
present to unite with one-half (1%) of one per centum 
(1%) of actual potash (K,O). In the case of undis- 
solved bone, tankage, phosphate rock and similar ma- 
terials in their natural and untreated conditions when 
sold unmixed with other substances, the minimum per- 
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centage of the total phosphoric acid therein may be stated 
instead of the percentage of total and available phos- 
phoric acid. But in the case of basic phosphatic slag, 
and available phosphoric acid shall be stated on the basis 
of the results of an analysis by the Wagner method, so 
called, until such time as the Association of Official Agri- 
cultural Chemists of North America shall adopt an 
official method of analysis for basic slag, after which the 
available phosphoric acid shall be stated on the basis of 
an analysis by the method of said association. 

(5) No claim or guarantee for less than one per 
centum (1%) of nitrogen, or for less than one per 
centum (1%) of phosphoric acid, or for less than one 
per centum (1%) of potash shall be allowed in any com- 
mercial fertilizer.

An Act to amend an act entitled “An act defining motor 
vehicles and providing for the registration of the same 
and the licensing of the drivers thereof; fixing rules 
regulating the use and speed of motor vehicles; fixing 
the amount of license and registration fees; prescrib- 
ing and regulating process and the service thereof and 
proceedings for the violation of the provisions of the 
act and penalties for said violations,’ approved April 
eighth, one thousand nine hundred and twenty-one. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section twenty-five of the act to which this act is 
amendatory is hereby amended to read as follows: 

25. (1). Jurisdiction of Offenses; Hearing; Process. 
A complaint having been made by any person in writing, 
and duly verified, that any person has violated any of 
the provisions of this act, which complaint may be made 
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to any magistrate, as defined in this act, any such 
magistrate may within thirty days after the commission 
of said offense, issue either a summons or a warrant 
directed to any constable, police officer, an inspector of 
motor vehicles, or the Commissioner of Motor Vehicles 
of this State for the appearance or arrest of the person 
so charged, and the complaint and process shall state 
what section or provision of this act has been violated 
by the defendant, and the time, place, and nature of said 
violation, and upon return of said summons or warrant, 
the magistrate or such person as shall sit for him, shall 
proceed to hear and determine, or may adjourn said hear- 
ing to a subsequent date, and upon the trial thereof shall 
proceed to hear and determine the innocence or guilt of 
such defendant, and upon conviction may impose the 
penalty by this act prescribed, together with the costs of 
prosecution for such offense; provided, however, that a 
complaint may be made to any magistrate for a violation 
of sub-section four or sub-section fourteen or sub-section 
seventeen of section fourteen of this act at any time 
within one year after the commission of any such 
offense. 

All acts, whether in connection with the taking of com- 
plaints, the issuing of process, the return thereof, the 
taking of bail for appearance, and all proceedings pre- 
liminary to trial, including the arraignment, taking of 
plea and postponement of trial, and all ministerial acts 
and proceedings subsequent to trial may be performed 
by the clerk or deputy clerk of any magistrate, police 
justice, police judge, police magistrate, recorder, mayor 
or other officer, and the jurisdiction so to do with respect 
to any violation of any provision of this act is hereby 
conferred. 

In any proceeding instituted pursuant to the provisions 
of this act, except where a mandatory penalty is fixed 
herein, the magistrate is authorized and empowered, 
after conviction or after a plea of guilty or non-vult, to 
suspend the imposition or execution of sentence, and also 
to place the defendant on probation under the super- 
vision of the chief probation officer of the county for a 
period of not less than six (6) months nor more than 
one year, which said probation shall be effected and ad- 
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ministered pursuant to the provisions of an act entitled 
“An act authorizing and regulating the use of probation 
and the suspension of sentence in certain courts and pro- 
viding for the appointment of probation officers and de- 
fining their powers and duties’ (Revision of 1929), 
approved April twenty-second, one thousand nine hun- 
dred and twenty-nine. 

(2) Service of summons upon a corporation shall be 
made by serving the said summons upon any officer of 
said corporation or upon its registered agent, or upon 
the person in charge of its place of business in this State, 
and at least five days before the time of appearance 
mentioned therein; if a corporation shall fail to enter an 
appearance in response to such summons the magistrate 
shall nevertheless hear the evidence offered in support of 
the complaint and shall enter judgment thereon. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 82. 


An Act to amend an act entitled “An act defining motor 
vehicles and providing for the registration of the same 
and the licensing of the drivers thereof; fixing rules 
regulating the use and speed of motor vehicles; fixing 
the amount of license and registration fees; prescrib- 
ing and regulating process and the service thereof and 
proceedings for the violation of the provisions of the 
act and penalties for said violations,” approved April 
eighth, one thousand nine hundred and twenty-one. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section eleven of the act to which this act is 
amendatory is hereby amended to read as follows: 

11. (1) Every manufacturer of automobiles residing 
and having his principal place of business within this 
State, instead of registering each automobile owned or 
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controlled by him, may make application as hereinbefore 
provided in this act for a registration number, and the 
written statement, in addition to the matters hereinbefore 
contained, shall state that he is a manufacturer; that he 
desires to use a single number on automobiles owned or 
controlled by him while being used for demonstration 
purposes or for shop purposes. ‘The Commissioner of 
Motor Vehicles may thereupon, if satisfied of the facts 
stated in the application, issue a certificate as herein set 
forth assigning the same a number, which certificate shall 
contain a statement that the same is issued to the ap- 
plicant as a manufacturer. One certificate shall cover 
and be valid for the use of not more than five auto- 
mobiles of said manufacturer at one time while under 
his control. The Commissioner of Motor Vehicles shall 
provide five sets of identification marks of the general 
style and kind provided for motor vehicle registration in 
this act, and such identification marks shall not be used 
on any vehicle not actually owned by said manufacturer 
or operated either by him or his duly authorized agent. 

All such automobiles shall be regarded as registered 
under such general number, and in addition to the regis- 
tration number displayed on the front and rear of the 
car, as hereafter provided, there shall be added the letter 
“D” of equal size and prominence. The annual fee for 
such manufacturer’s registration shall be five dollars 
($5.00) for each car so authorized to be operated under 
each registration number, and the Commissioner of 
Motor Vehicles shall issue registration certificates in 
duplicate equal to the number of cars not exceeding five 
authorized to be operated under the said registration 
number. 

(2) Every dealer in automobiles or motorcycles doing 
business in this State, instead of registering each auto- 
mobile or motorcycle owned or controlled by him, may 
make application as hereinbefore provided in this act for 
a registration number, and the written statement, in addi- 
tion to the matters hereinbefore contained, shall state 
that he is a dealer; that he desires to use a single number 
on automobiles or motorcycles owned or controlled by 
him while being operated for purposes of his business as 
a dealer and not for hire. The Commissioner of Motor 
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Vehicles may thereupon, if satisfied of the facts stated 
in said application, issue certificate as herein set forth, 
assigning the same a number, which certificate shall con- 
tain a statement that the same was issued to the applicant 
as a dealer. One certificate shall cover and be valid for 
the use of not more than five automobiles or motorcycles 
of said dealer at one time while under his control. The 
Commissioner of Motor Vehicles shall provide five sets 
of identification marks of the general style provided for 
motor vehicle registration in this act, and such identifica- 
tion marks shall not be used on any vehicle not actually 
owned by said dealer or operated either by him or his 
duly authorized agent. AI! such automobiles or motor- 
cycles shall be regarded as registered under such general 
number and in addition to the registration number dis- 
played on the front and rear of the car or motorcycle as 
hereafter provided, there shall be added the letter ‘“D” 
of equal size and prominence. The annual fee for such 
dealer’s registration shall be five dollars for each car or 
motorcycle so authorized to be operated under such 
registration number, and the Commissioner of Motor 
Vehicles shall issue registration certificates in duplicate 
equal to the number of cars or motorcycles not less than 
five sets for automobile dealers nor less than three sets 
for motorcycle dealers authorized to be operated under 
said registration number. 

Dealers’ plates shall be issued to bona fide dealers 
only, and said plates shall be used only on motor vehicles 
owned by such dealers; nor shall any dealer lend dealers’ 


plates to any person or persons whatsoever for display- 


upon any motor vehicle not exclusively owned by said 
dealer. 

Dealers’ plates marked “in transit” and corresponding 
in number to the numerals displayed on the dealers’ 
registration may be issued by the Commissioner of 
Motor Vehicles on application from any dealer. Such 
plates shall be used solely in the transportation of motor 
vehicles from the factory to the place of business of the 
dealer within this State and for no other purpose what- 
soever. The cost of such dealers’ plates shall be two 
dollars ($2.00) for each set. 
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(3) For each vehicle used as an omnibus for the 
transportation of passengers for hire, the applicant shall 
pay an annual fee of fifteen dollars ($15.00) for vehicles 
having a carrying capacity of five passengers or less; for 
each such vehicle having a carrying capacity for passen- 
gers of not less than six nor more than eight passengers, 
the annual fee shall be seventeen dollars and fifty cents 
($17.50); for each such vehicle having a carrying 
capacity for passengers of not less than nine nor more 
than twelve passengers, the annual fee shall be twenty 
dollars ($20.00); for each such vehicle having a carry- 
ing capacity for passengers of not less than thirteen nor 
more than seventeen passengers, the annual fee shall be 
twenty-five dollars ($25.00) ; for each such vehicle hav- 
ing a carrying capacity for passengers of not less than 
eighteen nor more than twenty-two passengers, the 
annual fee shall be thirty dollars ($30.00) ; for each such 
vehicle having a carrying capacity for passengers of not 
less than twenty-three nor more than twenty-six pas- 
sengers, the fee shall be thirty-five dollars ($35.00) ; for 
each such vehicle having a carrying capacity of not less 
than twenty-seven nor more than thirty passengers, the 
fee shall be forty dollars ($40.00) ; for each such vehicle 
having a carrying capacity for passengers in excess of 
thirty passengers, the applicant shall pay an annual fee 
of forty dollars ($40.00), and an additional fee of two 
dollars ($2.00) for each passenger, measured by carry- 
ing capacity, in excess of thirty passengers. 

‘he Commissioner of Motor Vehicles shall provide 


‘identification marks of the general style and kind pro- 


vided for motor vehicle registrations, assigning a number 
to each identification mark, and before each number the 
letter “O”’ shall be placed. 

Every such applicant for omnibus registration shall 
make application, setting forth the fact that he is in busi- 
ness of transporting passengers for hire, and the Com- 
missioner of Motor Vehicles, if satisfied of the correct- 
ness of the statements made in such application, may 
issue a registration certificate for omnibus license. 

Nothing in this section shall prohibit the use by an 
omnibus operator of any automobile duly licensed by him 
as owner. 
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(+) Commercial motor vehicles, trailers, semi-trailers, 
tractors. The applicant for registration for automobile, 
commercial vehicles, trailers, semi-trailers and tractors 
shall pay to the Commissioner of Motor Vehicles a fee 
based upon the gross weight of such vehicle and load, 
when loaded to its carrying capacity. When the gross 
weight of the vehicle and load exceeds the gross weight 
allowed by law for the particular size of tires set forth 
in the application for registration, then such gross weight 
of vehicle and load shall be determined according to law 
upon the size of tires given in such application. The 
plates to be used for the commercial motor vehicles shall 
display the word “commercial,” and the numerals shall 
be prefixed by the letter ““X’’; the trailer plates shall have 
the letter “T’.”

Provided, that no automobile, commercial vehicle, 
trailer, semi-trailer or tractor shall be registered by the 
Commissioner of Motor Vehicles unless the same is 
equipped with rubber tires on all wheels; and provided, 
further, that the owner of any commercial motor vehicle, 
tractor, trailer, or semi-trailer, whose vehicle shall be 
found overloaded on a public highway or operated with 
a load beyond the gross weight shown in the registration 
certificate for said vehicle, shall be fined not less than

for the first offense, and for any subsequent offense not 
less than one hundred dollars ($100.00) nor more than 
two hundred dollars ($200.00) ; and provided, further, 
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that tractors used for agricultural purposes may be 
operated over the highways of this State without being 
equipped with rubber tires under such regulations as 
shall from time to time be adopted by the Commissioner 
of Motor Vehicles. 

(53) Passenger vehicles. he applicant for registra- 
tion for motor vehicles shall pay to the Commissioner of 
Motor Vehicles for each registration a fee of forty cents 
($.40) per horsepower for the rated horsepower of such 
motor vehicle or the major fraction thereof for the rated 
horsepower of such motor vehicle up to and including 
vehicles of a twenty-nine horsepower rating; and all pas- 
senger motor vehicles having a rating of thirty horse- 
power or more shall pay a fee of fifty. cents ($.50) per 
horsepower or the major fraction thereof. 

(6) Motorcycles. The applicant for registration for 
a motorcycle shall pay to the Commissioner of Motor 
Vehicles for each registration a fee of two dollars 
($2.00). 

(7) Reduction in fee on and after August first. It 
application shall be made for registration of a motor 
vehicle, commercial motor vehicle, trailer, semi-trailer, 
tractor or omnibus on and after the first day of August 
in any vear, the applicant shall be required to pay but 
one-half the registration fee herein provided for in the 
class to which said vehicle belongs. 

(8) Refusal of registration. The Commissioner of 
Motor Vehicles may refuse registration in the case of 
any automobile, commercial motor vehicle, tratler, semmi- 
trailer, tractor, or omnibus, that shall not comply with 
the requirements of this act or that shall seem to him un- 
suitable for use on the roads and highways of this State. 

(9) Certificate issued. The Commissioner of Motor 
Vehicles shall issue for each automobile so registered a 
certificate, properly numbered, stating that such motor 
vehicle or motorcycle is registered in accordance with 
the law, and shall cause the name of such owner, with 
his address and the number of his certificate and descrip- 
tion of such automobile, to be entered on the records of 
his department in alphabetical and numerical order. 
And the holder of said certificate, when requested by any 
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while in the performance of the duties of his office, 
shall exhibit said certificate, to the end that the said 
motor vehicle inspector, police officer, or magistrate may 
thereby determine the correctness of said certificate as 
the same relates to the registration number plates of the 
motor vehicle for which the said certificate was issued. 

(10) Duplicate certificates. The Commissioner of 
Motor Vehicles, upon presentation of a statement duly 
sworn to, setting forth that the original registration cer- 
tificate or driver’s license has been destroyed, lost or 
stolen, may, if he is satisfied that the facts as set forth 
in the statement are substantially true, issue a duplicate 
registration certificate or driver’s license to the original 
holder thereof, upon the payment to the Commissioner 
of Motor Vehicles of a fee of one dollar for each dupli- 
cate registration certificate or driver’s license so issued. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

same procedure shall be had and the question of resum- 
ing the former form of government may be submitted to 
vote in the same manner herein prescribed and with the 
same force and effect. 

2. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent with the pro- 
visions of this act are hereby repealed. 

3. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 87. 


An Act to amend an act entitled “An act concerning mu- 
nicipalities,’ approved March twenty-seventh, one 
thousand nine hundred and seventeen. : 


BE rv ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section one of article fourteen of the act to which 
this act is amendatory be and the same is hereby amended 
so that henceforth it shall read as follows: 


ArtIcLE XIV. 
GENERAL REGULATIONS. 


1. The governing body of every municipality shall 
have power to make, publish, enforce, amend or repeal 
ordinances for the following purposes : 

(a) To manage, regulate and control the finances and 
property, real and personal, of the municipality. 

(b) To prescribe the manner in which all contracts 
for performing work or furnishing materials for the 
municipality shall be made and executed, and the form 
and manner of execution and approval of all guarantee, 
indemnity, fidelity and other bonds to be given to the 
municipality. 

(c) To provide for the employment and compensa- 
tion of such officials and employees, in addition to those 
provided for by statute, as may be deemed necessary for 
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the proper and efficient conduct of the affairs of the 
municipality. | 

(d) To prescribe and define, except as otherwise may 
be provided by statute, the duties and terms of office of 
all officers, clerks and employees of the municipality. 

(e) To fix the fees to be paid to any officer, clerk, or 
employee of the municipality for any service rendered to 
any person or persons in connection with his office or 
position, for which no specific fee or compensation is 
provided. Such fee in the case of salaried officers shall 
be paid into the treasury of the municipality. 

(f{) To provide that any officer, official or employee 
of the municipality who receives compensation for his 
services as such officer, official or employee, in whole or 
in part by fees, whether such fees are paid by the mu- 
nicipality or otherwise, shall thereafter be paid a salary 
to be fixed as therein stated. All fees thereafter received 
by such officer, employee or official, shall be paid into the 
treasury of the municipality. 

(g) To prevent vice, drunkenness and immorality ; to 
preserve public peace and good order; to prevent and 
quell riots, disturbances and disorderly assemblages. 

(h) To restrain and punish drunkards, vagrants, 
mendicants and street beggars; to prevent loitering, 
lounging or sleeping in the streets, parks or public places. 

(1) To regulate the ringing of bells and the crying of 
goods and other commodities for sale at auction or 
otherwise, and to prevent disturbing noises. 

(j) To regulate or prohibit swimming or bathing in 
the waters of, in or bounding the municipality, and to 
regulate and prohibit persons from appearing in any or 
all of the public streets and places clad in bathing robes 
or other costumes of a similar character. 

(k) To regulate or prohibit any practice having a 
tendency to frighten animals or to annoy persons in the 
streets or on the sidewalks in such municipality. 

(1) To establish and regulate one or more pounds, 
and to prohibit, restrain and regulate the running at large 
of horses, cattle, dogs, swine, goats and other animals, 
and to authorize the impounding and sale of the same for 
the penalty incurred and the costs of keeping, impound- 
ing and sale; and to regulate or prohibit the keeping of 
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swine, goats or cattle in any part of such municipality ; 
and to authorize the destruction of dogs running at large. 

(m) To prescribe and regulate the place of vending 
or exposing for sale articles of merchandise from 
wagons or other vehicles. 

(n) To regulate and control the construction, erec- 
tion, alteration and repair of buildings and structures of 
every kind in such municipality. 

(0) To prohibit within certain limits the building, 
erection or alteration of any building or structure of 
wood or other combustible materials. 

(p) To regulate the use, storage, sale and disposal 
of inflammable or combustible materials, and to provide 
for the protection of life and property from fire, ex- 
plosions and other dangers; and to provide for inspec- 
tions of buildings, docks, wharves, warehouses and other 
places, and any goods and materials therein contained, to 
secure the proper enforcement of such ordinances. 

(q) To provide for the removal or destruction of any 


building, wall or structure which is or may become 56 


dangerous to life or health, or which might tend to ex- 
tend a conflagration; and to assess the cost thereof as a 
municipal lien against said premises. Any such assess- 
ment shall be made on notice by the assessment commis- 
sioners in the same manner as other improvement assess- 
ments are now made. 

Before any proceeding is taken pursuant to the pro- 
visions hereof, it shall be the duty of the governing body 
of any such municipality to cause notice of the contem- 
plated removal or destruction of any such building, wall 
or structure, to be given to the owner or owners of any 
land affected thereby; such notice shall contain a descrip- 
tion of the property affected, sufficiently definite in terms 
to identify the same as well as a description of the man- 
ner in which such removal or destruction is to be carried

leaving the same at their usual place of residence with a 
member of their family above the age of fourteen years; 
in case any such owner shall not reside in any such mu- 
nicipality, notice may be served upon him personally or 
mailed to his last known postoffice address, or it may be 
served upon the occupant of the property or upon the 
agent of the owner in charge thereof; in case the owner 
of any such property is unknown or service cannot for 
any reason be made as above directed, notice thereof 
shall be published at least once, not less than thirty days 
before the proposed removal or destruction, in a news- 
paper circulating in such municipality; there may be in- 
serted in said advertisement notice to the owner or own- 
ers of several different parcels of land. Notice to infant 
owners, Or Owner or Owners of unsound mind, shall be 
served upon their guardians. Where lands are held in 
trust service shall be made upon the trustee. Where 
lands are held by two or more joint tenants, tenants in 
common or tenants by the entirety, service upon one of 
such owners shall be sufficient and shall be deemed and 
taken as notice to all. Proof of service of such notices 
shall be filed within ten days thereafter with the officer 
having charge of the record of tax liens in such city, but 
failure to file the same shall not invalidate the proceed- 
ings if service has actually been made as herein provided. 

When any such removal or destruction shall have been 
undertaken and completed by any such municipality, an 
accurate account of the cost and expense thereof shall 
be kept, and a true statement under oath or affirmation, 
shall be filed by the officer of such municipality in charge 
of such removal or destruction, with the clerk of the 
governing body. ‘The said governing body shall exam- 
ine the same and if the same is properly made, shall con- 
firm it and file such report with the clerk of the munici- 
pality who shall record the same in a book to be kept for 
that purpose. 

(r) To regulate the construction and setting up of 
chimneys, furnaces, stoves, boilers, ovens or other con- 
trivances in which fire is used. 

(s) To regulate, in conformity with the statutes of 
this State, the manufacture, sale, storage, keeping or 
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conveying of gunpowder, nitroglycerine, dynamite or 
other explosive material. 

(t) To regulate and prohibit the sale and use of guns, 
pistols, firearms and fireworks of all descriptions. 

(u) To regulate the use of soft coal in locomotives, 
factories, power houses and other places. 

(v) To regulate the use of and the exits from public 
halls, schools, churches and other public places where 
numbers of people assemble, so that escape therefrom 
may be easily and safely made in case of fire or panic. 

(w) To regulate the use of all places of public amuse- 
ment, and the machinery, scenery, lights, wires and all 
other apparatus, equipment and appliances used therein. 

(x) To regulate excavations below the established 
erade or curb line of any street in any such municipality, 
not greater than eight feet, which the owner of any land 
may make, in the erection of any building upon his own 
property; and to provide for the giving of notice, in 
writing, of such intended excavation to any adjoining 
owner or owners, and that they will be required to pro- 
tect and care for their several foundation walls that may 
be endangered by such excavation; and to provide that 
in case of the neglect or refusal, for ten days, of such 
adjoining owner or owners to take proper action to se- 
cure and protect the foundations of any adjacent build- 
ing or other structure, that the party or parties giving 
such notice, or their agents, contractors or employees, 
may enter into and upon such adjoining property and do 
all necessary work to make such foundations secure, and 
may recover the cost of such work and labor in so pro- 
tecting such adjacent property; and to make such further 
and other provisions in relation to the proper conduct 
and performance of said work as the governing body or 
board of the municipality may deem necessary and 
proper. 

(y) To regulate and prohibit the distribution, deposit- 
ing or leaving on the public streets or highways, public 
places or private property, or at any private place or 
places within any such municipality, any medicine, medic- 
inal preparation or preparation represented to cure ail- 
ments or diseases of the body or mind, or any samples 
thereof, or any advertisements or circulars relating 
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thereto; provided, however, that no ordinance shall pro- 
hibit a delivery of any such article to any person above 
the age of twelve years willing to receive the same. 

(z) To regulate the use of motor and other boats 
upon waters within or bounding the municipality. 

(aa) To provide for the erection of fire-escapes on 
buildings in the municipality and to provide rules and 
regulations concerning the construction and maintenance 
of the same, and for the prevention of any obstruction 
thereof. 

(bb) To provide for the payment of compensation 
and for medical attendance to any officer or employee of 
the municipality injured in the performance of his duty. 

(cc) To fix and determine the lines of bulkheads or 
other works or structures to be erected, constructed or 
maintained by the owners of lands facing upon any 
navigable water in front of their lands, and in front of 
or along any highway or public lands of said municipal- 
ity, and to designate the materials to be used, and the 
type, height and dimensions thereof. 

(dd) To establish, maintain, regulate and control a 
life guard upon any beach within or bordering on the 
municipality. 

(ee) To regulate the size, height and dimensions of 
any and all division or partition fences between the lands 
of any two or more adjoining owners, whether built or 
erected as division or partition fences between such 
lands, and whether the same exist or be erected entirely 
or only partly upon the lands of any such adjoining own- 
ers, or along or immediately adjacent to any division or 
partition line of such lands; and may provide, in such 
ordinance, for the manner of securing, fastening or 
shoring the same; and, in the case of fences thereafter

ary in each year, and shall state therein the amount of 
the capital stock of such corporation issued and out- 
standing, on the first day of January preceding the mak- 
ing of said return, together with such other information 
as may be required by said commissioner to carry out the 
provisions of this act and shall pay an annual license fee 
or franchise tax of one-tenth of one per centum on all 
amounts of capital stock issued and outstanding up to 
and including the sum of three million dollars; on all 
sums of capital stock issued and outstanding in excess of 
three million dollars and not exceeding five million dol- 
lars, an annual license fee or franchise tax of one- 
twentieth of one per centum, and the further sum of fifty 
dollars per annum per one million dollars, or any part

shares of such stock in excess of thirty thousand shares 
and not exceeding forty thousand shares, the sum of one 
cent per share; on all shares of such stock in excess of 
forty thousand shares and not exceeding fifty thousand 
shares, the sum of five mills per share, and the further 
sum of two and one-half mills per share on all shares 
of such stock issued and outstanding in excess of fifty 
thousand shares; a corporation taxable hereunder having 
capital stock with par value issued and outstanding and 
having capital stock without nominal or par value issued 
and outstanding shall pay an annual license fee or 
franchise tax ascertained by applying the statutory rates 
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herein prescribed for par value stock to the amount of 
such issued par value stock and by applying the statutory 
rates herein prescribed for stock without nominal or par 
value to the shares of such issued stock without nominal 
or par value and adding the sums thus ascertained; pro- 
vided, however, that every corporation subject to tax 
under this act shall pay a minimum annual license fee or 
franchise tax of not less than five dollars; and provided, 
further, that this act shall not apply to railway, canal or 
banking corporations, or to savings banks, cemeteries or 
religious corporations, or purely charitable or purely 
educational associations not conducted for profit, or 
manufacturing, or mining, or agricultural, or horticul- 
tural corporations at least fifty per centum of whose 
capital stock issued and outstanding is invested in mining, 
or manufacturing, or agricultural, or horticultural pur- 
suits carried on within this State, and which mining, or 
mantiacturing, or agricultural, or horticultural corpora- 
tion shall have stated in its return to the State Tax 
Commissioner where the mining, or manufacturing 
establishment. or the agricultural, or horticultural pur- 
suits of such corporation or corporations is or are 
located, the character of the ores mined or the goods 
mantutactured, or the agricultural or horticultural pur- 
suits engaged in, the total amount of its capital stock 
embarked in the business of mining or manufacturing or 
in agricultural, or horticultural pursuits, and the amount 
of capital stock actually employed in New Jersey in 
carrying on such mining, or manufacturing business, or 
agricultural, or horticultural pursuits. If any manufac- 
turing, or mining, or agricultural, or horticultural cor- 
poration carrying on business in this State shall have less 
than fifty per centum of its capital stock issued and out- 
standing, invested in business carried on within this 
State, such corporation shall pay the annual license fee or 
franchise tax herein provided for corporations not carry- 
ing on business in this State, but shall be entitled, in the 
computation oi such tax, to a deduction from the amount 
of its capital stock issued and outstanding of the assessed 
value of its real and personal estate so used in manu- 
facturing, or mining, or agricultural or horticultural 
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pursuits. In the case of a corporation engaged in the 
business of manufacturing, or mining, or in agricultural, 
or horticultural pursuits in this State as aforesaid, which 
has all or a part of its shares issued without nominal or 
par value, the location of the investment of the capital 
represented by such shares without nominal or par value, 
shall be used in determining the applicability of this act 
or the deduction to be made as aforesaid. Provided, 
also, that where the issued and outstanding stock of a 
corporation represents corporate wealth invested, in part, 
in a manufacturing, a mining, an agricultural or a horti- 
cultural pursuit and, in part, in other pursuits, it is the 
intent of this act that, within the aforesaid exemption 
and deduction provisos, such a corporation shall be a 
manufacturing, a mining, an agricultural or a horti- 
cultural corporation respectively, only to the extent that 
its said stock represents an investment of corporate 
wealth in a manufacturing, a mining, an agricultural or 
a horticultural pursuit, to the end that such a corporation 
shall be subject hereunder to a tax measured by that part 
ot its issued and outstanding stock which represents an 
investment of corporate wealth in pursuits other than 
manufacturing, mining, agricultural or horticultural. 

2. This act shall take effect on the thirty-first day of 
December, nineteen hundred and thirty-two.

1. Section four of the act of which this act is amenda- 
tory be and the same is hereby amended so that the same 
shall read as follows: 

4. Authentication, etc., certificate. 
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The certificate of incorporation shall be proved or 


_acknowledged as required for deeds of lands and re- 


corded in the office of the clerk of the county where the 
association is to be located, and after being so recorded 
shall be filed in the Department of Banking and Insur- 
ance; provided, however, that before the certificate of 
incorporation shall be recorded or filed, as aforesaid, it 
shall be submitted to the Commissioner of Banking and 
Insurance, who, if he shall approve the form thereof, 
shall designate a time and place for a hearing upon the 
application for said charter, which time shall be not less 
than six weeks nor more than eight weeks after the date 
of such submission. Thereupon the incorporators shall 
cause to be published a notice of such application at least 
once before the time for such hearing in a financial 
magazine published and circulating in this State, to be 
designated by the commissioner and, at least once a week 
for four weeks previous to the date so fixed for hearing, 
in at least one newspaper published and circulating in the 
municipality where it is proposed that such building and 
loan association be located, but if there be no newspaper 
published in such municipality, then in one circulating in 
such municipality to be designated by the commissioner ; 
which notice shall specify the names and addresses of the 
proposed incorporators, the names of the proposed 
building and loan association, the proposed location of 
such building and loan association and the time and place 
so fixed for hearing as aforesaid. The incorporators 
shall also cause to be mailed, at least three weeks before 
the date fixed for hearing, a copy of said notice of ap- 
plication to every building and loan association within 
the county where the building and loan association is 
proposed to be located. The commissioner shall conduct 
the hearing at the time and place so fixed and afford an 
opportunity to be heard to those desiring same. Nothing 
herein contained shall operate in anywise to prevent or 
relieve the commissioner from making or causing to be 
made an independent examination and investigation of 
the application. If, as the result of the hearing and ex- 
amination and investigation independently conducted by 
him, it shall appear to him that the establishment of such 
an association is warranted by the conditions and will be 
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of public service, he shall endorse upon or annex to, the 
said certificate of incorporation, his approval, and such 
certificate shall not be recorded or filed without his ap- 
proval endorsed thereon or annexed thereto; and said 
certificate or a copy thereof, duly certified by the com- 
missioner, shall be evidence in all courts and places. 
Upon making and recording and filing such certificate, 
the persons so associated and their successors and as- 
signs, shall, from the date of such filing, constitute a 
body corporate by the name set forth in such certificate, 
with all the powers mentioned in the act entitled “An act 
concerning corporations” (Revision of 1896), and the 
acts which now or may in the future be amendatory 
thereof or supplemental thereto, except such powers as 
may be inconsistent with the provisions of this act; pro- 
vided, however, that in any case where such application 
for a charter shows that the place where the affairs of 
such proposed association are to be conducted is a place 
then occupied by any office of any building and loan as- 
sociation in liquidation or in contemplation of liquida- 
tion, the commissioner may act immediately thereon 
without the prior notice, publication and hearing above 
provided for, and may approve such application and such 
approval may be by its terms effective upon the happen- 
ing of such events or the performance of such conditions 
as may be specified in such approval. When a hearing, 
as herein provided for, is held, the commissioner shall, 
within one month:after the date of such hearing, either 
approve or disapprove the application for a charter and 
file in his office a written memorandum stating the 
reasons for his decision. If any such association shall 
fail to organize and commence business within six 
months from the date of the filing of the said certificate 
of incorporation, such association shall ipso facto be dis- 
solved and its certificate of incorporation shall be null 
and void.

Withdrawals from any such association shall be paid 
in the order in which the notices thereof shall have been 
received, but not more than one-half of the total receipts 
of any such association in any month, as income on in- 
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vestments authorized by section twenty-six hereof, dues 
on shares pledged with such association to secure loans 
authorized by paragraphs II and V of section twenty-six 
hereof and repayment of loans authorized by paragraphs 
II and V of section twenty-six hereof shall be required 
to be used for the payment of withdrawals without the 
consent of the board of directors; provided, however, 
that if, in any one month the funds of the association re- 
quired to be available for the payment of withdrawals 
together with any other funds made available for such 
purpose by its board of directors, are at any time in- 
sufficient for the payment of all withdrawals which have 
been requested, then the right of any withdrawing mem- 
ber to priority of payment of the withdrawal value of his 
shares in the aforesaid order, shall be only to the extent 
of five hundred dollars in any one month and if all with- 
drawing members have received payments in full or on 
account of their withdrawals to the extent of five hun- 
dred dollars in any one month and there is then a balance 
of such funds available for the payment of withdrawals 
then said order of priority of payment, to the extent of 
five hundred dollars shall continue to apply until such 
balance is exhausted ; and no withdrawals shall be paid if 
the funds available for the payment of matured shares 
are insufficient to pay all matured shares, the payment 
of which has been requested within thirty days after 
maturity; and members who have thus requested pay- 
ment of their matured shares shall have a right to such 
payment prior to the rights of members who have re- 
quested payment of the withdrawal value of their shares.

A Supplement to an act entitled “An act for the pun- 
ishment of crimes” (Revision of 1898), approved 
June fourteenth, eighteen hundred and ninety-eight.

1. All monies which are the proceeds of any mortgage 
on real estate or leasehold or other interest therein, paid 
to any mortgagor by the mortgagee while a building 
shall be erected, constructed, completed, altered, repaired 
or having an addition made thereto, are hereby declared 
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to constitute trust funds in the hands of said mortgagor 
for the purpose of paying the cost of the said erection, 
construction or completion of the building or any altera- 
tion, repair or addition thereto, and for the payment of 
liens or encumbrances on said mortgaged property prior 
to said mortgage, the cost of procuring and financing 
said mortgage and any other reasonable and necessary 
charge in connection with the carrying on and comple- 
tion of the said work on said building, and any mort- 
gagor or any officer, director or agent of said mortgagor 
who pays or consents to the application of such funds 
for any other purpose prior to paying the cost of the 
erection, construction or completion of a building, or 
any alteration, repair or addition thereto, and for the 
payment of liens or encumbrances on said mortgaged 
property prior to said mortgage, the cost of procuring 
and financing said mortgage and any other reasonable 
and necessary charge in connection with the carrying on 
and completion of the said work on said building, shall 
be guilty of a misdemeanor, and punishable by a fine 
not exceeding one thousand dollars ($1,000.00) or by 
imprisonment with or without hard labor, as the court 
may direct, for any term not exceeding three years, or 
both. 7 

2. All funds recetved by a contractor from the owner 
or mortgagee of lands or any leasehold or other interest 
therein, while a building is being erected, constructed, 
completed, altered, repaired or having an addition made 
thereto, are hereby declared to be trust funds in the 
hands of said contractor, to be applied to the amount of 
all claims due or to become due and owing from the said 
contractor to all persons furnishing labor or materials 
to said contractor for the erection, construction or com- 
pletion of the building, or any alteration, repair or addi- 
tion thereto, and any other reasonable and necessary 
charge in connection with the carrying on and completion 
of the said work on said building, and any contractor or 
any officer, director or agent of any contractor who pays 
or consents to the appropriation of such funds for any 
other purpose prior to paying claims of persons furnish- 
ing labor or materials for said contractor for the erec- 
tion, construction or completion of the building or any 
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alteration, repair or addition thereto, and any other rea- 
sonable and necessary charge in connection with the car- 
rying on and completion of the said work on said build- 
ing, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and punishable 
by a fine not exceeding one thousand dollars ($1,- 
000.00), or by imprisonment with or without hard labor, 
as the court may direct, for any term not exceeding 
three years, or both. 

3. All monies received by a sub-contractor from the 
owner or mortgagee of lands or any leasehold or other 
interest therein, or from a contractor, while a building 
is being erected, constructed, completed, altered, repaired, 
or having an addition made thereto, are hereby declared 
to be trust funds in the hands of the said sub-contractor 
to be applied to the amount of all claims due and owing 
from said sub-contractor to all persons furnishing labor 
or materials to said sub-contractor for the erection, con- 
struction or completion of a building or any alteration, 
repair or addition thereto, and any other reasonable and 
necessary charge in connection with the carrying on and 
completion of the said work on said building, and any 
sub-contractor or any officer, director or agent of any 
sub-contractor who pays or consents to the appropriation 
of such funds for any other purpose prior to paying 
claims of persons furnishing labor or materials for said 
sub-contractor for the erection, construction, or com- 
pletion of the building or any alteration, repair or addi- 
tion thereto, and any other reasonable and necessary 
charge in connection with the carrying on and com- 
pletion of the said work on said building, shall be guilty 
of a misdemeanor, and punishable by a fine not exceed- 
ing one thousand dollars ($1,000.00), or by imprison- 
ment with or without hard labor, as the court may direct, 
for any term not exceeding three years, or both.

An Act to grant and release the title and interest of the 
people of the State of New Jersey in and to certain real 
estate in the City of Union City, in the County of 
Hudson, and to vest the same in Emil Arena. 


WHuHereEas, Gustave Adolph Kehtel, of the town of 
Union, in the county of Hudson and State of New 
Jersey, died seized of certain lands and premises, 
whereby the lands in question escheated to the State 
of New Jersey; and 

Wuereas, Emil Arena purchased the property in this 
act described from a chain of title and on the assump- 
tion that he was the owner thereof; and 

WHEREAS, Proper notice of intention to apply for the 
passage of this act has been given; now therefore, 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

]. All the estate, right, title and interest of every kind 
and nature of which it is alleged the State of New Jersey 
is seized, in and to certain real estate particularly de- 
scribed as follows: 

All that certain lot, tract or parcel of land and prem- 
ises, hereinafter particularly described, situate, lying and 


being in the city of Union City (formerly town of 


Union), in the county of Hudson and State of New 
Jersey, which on the official assessment map of the said 
town of Union is known as lot number twenty in block 
number fifty, and being also more particularly described 
as follows: 

Beginning at a point in the southwesterly corner of 
Forty-second (formerly Liberty) street and Hudson 
avenue, running thence southerly along the westerly line 
of Hudson avenue 100 feet ; thence westerly parallel with 
Forty-second (formerly Liberty) street, 25 feet; thence 
northerly parallel with Hudson avenue 100 feet to the 
southerly line of Forty-second (formerly Liberty) 
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street; thence easterly along Forty-second (formerly 
Liberty) street 25 feet to the point or place of beginning, 
are hereby transferred to and vested in the said Emil 
Arena, his heirs and assigns forever.

ing and regulating process and the service thereof and 
proceedings for the violation of the provisions of the 
act and penalties for said violations,” approved April 
eighth, one thousand nine hundred and twenty-one. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 


1. Section twenty-seven of the act to which this act 
is amendatory is hereby amended to read as follows: 

27. Right of appeal; stay of execution; bond. ‘The 
defendant in any proceeding instituted under this act 
may appeal from the judgment or sentence of the magis- 
trate to the Court of Common Pleas of the county in 
which such proceeding shall have taken place; provided, 
the said defendant shall, within ten days after the date 
of said judgment, deliver to the magistrate a bond to the 
State of New Jersey with at least one sufficient surety, 
or make a cash deposit with him of such amount as the 
magistrate shall direct not exceeding the amount of five 
hundred dollars ($500.00) conditioned to stand to and 
abide by such further order or judgment as may there- 
after be made against him; and provided, further, that 
if the said magistrate shall impose a sentence of impris- 
onment, the defendant, if he does not duly appeal, shall 
be imprisoned forthwith upon the imposing of said sen- 
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tence; but that an appeal, properly taken in accordance 
with the provisions of this act, shall be a stay of sentence 
of imprisonment, whether the execution of such sentence 
shall have been entered upon or not, as well as of other 
such judgment as may be pronounced. | 

The said defendant shall serve upon the prosecutor of 
the pleas of the county wherein the offense was com- 
nitted, and upon the magistrate imposing such sentence 
or the clerk or deputy clerk of such magistrate, a written 
notice of appeal within ten days from the rendering of 
judgment and in cases where the complaint is made by 
a motor vehicle inspector or by a member of the State 
police, the aforementioned notice of appeal must within 
the same period of time be served upon the Attorney- 
General of the State, either personally or by registered 
mail instead of the prosecutor of the pleas; the recog- 
nizance so taken under this section shall by the magis- 
trate or clerk be duly recorded in the office of the clerk 
of the county, or the cash deposited be turned over to 
the said clerk of the county by the magistrate or his 
clerk, and the magistrate shall promptly notify the pros- 
ecutor or the Attorney-General, as the case may be, of 
the service of the said notice of appeal made upon said 
magistrate; and provided further, that if said defendant 
shall, after the rendition of said judgment or sentence, 
announce to said magistrate his intention to appeal there- 
from and either give the bond, or make the deposit, he

1. Section five of article XV of the act to which this 
act is amendatory is hereby amended to read as follows: 

5. Defendant may appeal. The defendant in any 
proceeding instituted under this act may appeal from 
the judgment or sentence of the magistrate to the court 
of common pleas of the county in which proceedings 
shall have taken place; provided, the said defendant 
shall, within ten days after the date of judgment, deliver 
to the magistrate a bond to the State of New Jersey, 
with at least one sufficient surety, or make a cash deposit 
with him of such amount as the magistrate shall direct, 
not exceeding the amount of five hundred dollars (unless 
said defendant can himself qualify and justify in real 
estate security in this State in twice said amount), con- 
ditioned to stand to and abide by such further order or 
judgment as may thereafter be made against the said 
party; and provided, further, that if the said magistrate 
shall have imposed a sentence of imprisonment, the de- 
fendant, if he does not duly appeal, shall be imprisoned 
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forthwith upon the imposing of said sentence; but that

a motor vehicle inspector or by a member of the State

the county in which such conviction shall take place 
must make out, sign and deliver to the sheriff of the 
county, a warrant directed to the principal keeper of the 
State Prison, stating the conviction and sentence, and 
appointing a week within which such sentence must be 
executed, commanding said principal keeper of the State 
Prison, to execute the sentence upon some day within 
the week so appointed. If the execution of the sentence 
within the time appointed shall be prevented by, or in 
consequence of, proceedings instituted to test the validity 
of the conviction, then, on termination of such proceed- 
ings, 1f the conviction be not set aside, it shall be the 
duty of such judge to make out, sign and deliver another 
warrant as aforesaid. If the execution of the sentence 
within the time appointed be prevented by any other 
course, it shall be the duty of such judge as soon as such 
course ceases to exist, to make out, sign and deliver an- 
other warrant as aforesaid. ‘The week so appointed 
must begin not less than four weeks, and not more than 
eight weeks, after the issuing of the warrant. The time 
of execution within said week shall be left to the dis- 
cretion of the said principal keeper to whom the warrant 
is directed. No previous announcement of the day or 
hour of the execution shall be made, except to persons 
who shall be invited or permitted to be present at said 
execution, as hereinafter provided.

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CHAPTER 109. 


An Act concerning funds in the custody of the State 
Treasurer, and authorizing and empowering the State 
Treasurer to borrow from such funds in his custody 
a sum sufficient to pay the principal and interest on 
any debt or other obligation of the State; and further 
providing for the repayment of any sum or sums so 
borrowed. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. From any fund in the custody of the State Treas- 
urer, which fund is deposited with him pursuant to any 
law of this State, the treasurer is authorized and em- 
powered to borrow from any such fund a sum sufficient 
to pay the principal and interest on any State debt or 
other obligation due and owing, and to repay the sum or 
sums so borrowed out of the first taxes or other revenue 
received into the treasury of this State, and dedicated to 
the payment of any such principal or interest; provided, 
however, that it shall not be competent for the treasurer 
to borrow, appropriate or use any part of the fund for 
the support of free schools or any money which may be 
appropriated for that purpose, or received into the treas- 
ury of the State under the provisions of any law here- 
tofore passed to augment said fund. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 110. 


A Further Supplement to an act entitled “An act 
making appropriations for the support of the State 
government, and for several public purposes for the 
fiscal year ending June thirtieth, one thousand nine 
hundred and thirty-two, and regulating the disburse- 
ment thereof,’ approved April twenty-eighth, one 
thousand nine hundred and thirty-one. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey:

23. All expenses incurred by the board in carrying 
out the provisions of this act, including the compensation 
of officers and employees in the Forest Fire Service, shall 
be paid by the State Treasurer on warrant of the Comp- 
troller, upon vouchers duly approved by the board; pro- 
vided, however, such sums shall not exceed the amount 
annually appropriated therefor by the Legislature with 
the amount available from co-operative forest fire funds 
received from the Federal Government and/or any coun- 
ty, municipality, corporation, or person. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 112. 


A Supplement to an act entitled ‘““An act to provide for 
the regulation and incorporation of insurance com- 
panies and to regulate the transaction of insurance 
business in this State,’ approved April third, one thou- 
sand nine hundred and two.

CHAPTER 113. 


An Act relating to the powers of the members of the 
police force appointed by the Port of New York Au- 
thority. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Members of the police force appointed by the Port 
of New York Authority (hereinafter called the Port 
Authority) shall have the power to arrest on view, and 
without warrant, and conduct before the nearest magis- 
trate of the municipality in which said arrest is made, or 
a magistrate of any neighboring municipality, any per- 
son violating, within the jurisdiction of this State, any 
order, rule or regulation of the Port Authority for the 
regulation and control of highway traffic on any bridge 
or in any tunnel owned or operated by it or under its 
jurisdiction or control or on any of the entrance or exit 
plazas or approaches adjacent or appurtenant thereto, in- 
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cluding, but not limited to, rules and regulations regard- 
ing the payment of tolls, and in addition shall have all 
the powers conferred by law on police officers or con- 
stables in the enforcement of laws of this State and the 
apprehension of violators thereof. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately. 

Approved April 26, 1932. 
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An Act relative to the disposition of corn stalks, stubble 
and weeds in connection with the suppression of the 
European corn borer. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Whenever the State Board of Agriculture shall 
find that the European corn borer exists in any political 
subdivision of New Jersey, it may, in any political sub- 
division or part thereof which is infested by the Eur- 
opean corn borer, order that every person, persons, firm, 
association, partnership or corporation in possession of 
land on which corn of any kind has been grown, shall, 
not later than December first of the year of its growth, 
plow, or cause to be plowed the field in which it was 
grown, so as to bury the stubble to a depth of at least 
six inches, or pull up said stubble or cause it to be pulled 
up and destroy it, or cause it to be destroyed, by burning, | 
and it may order that every person having in his posses- 
sion corn stalks which are suspected by the State Board 
of Agriculture of being infested by the European corn 
borer shall, not later than April tenth of the year follow- 
ing that of their growth, completely dispose of such corn 
stalks by using them as fodder, and if used as fodder 
must be shredded, or by burning them, and it may order 
the destruction or cause to be destroyed, on or before 
April tenth of each year, all weeds in such areas as may 
be infested by the European corn borer. 
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Any person, persons, firm, association, partnership 
Or petite who shall violate any of the provisions 
of this act shall be liable to a penalty of fifty dollars 
($50.00) for the first offense and one hundred dollars 
($100.00) for the second and each subsequent offense, 
which penalty shall be sued for and recovered by and 
in the name of the Secretary for Agriculture of the State 
of New Jersey. 

3. Every district court in any city or judicial district 
in any county and every Court of Common Pleas of any 
county is hereby empowered, upon the filing of a com- 
plaint in writing, duly verified, which said verification 
when made by the secretary may be made upon informa- 
tion and belief, that any person, persons, firm, associa- 
tion, partnership or corporation has violated any of the 
provisions of this act, to issue process at the suit of the 
Secretary for Agriculture of the State of New Jersey, 
as plaintiff; such process shall be in the nature of a sum- 
mons or warrant, which warrant may issue without any 
order of the court or judge first being obtained against 
the person, persons, firm, association or partnership; 
which process when in the nature of a summons shall be 
returnable in not less than five nor more than fifteen 
entire days; and when in the nature of a warrant shall 
be returnable forthwith; such process shall state what 
provision of the law is alleged to have been violated and 
on the return of such process at any time to which the 
tria! shall be adjourned, the said court shall proceed in a 
summary way, without a jury, to hear the testimony and 
to determine and vive judgment in the matter without 
the filing of any pleadings for the plaintiff for the re- 
covery of the penalty, with costs, or for the defendant ; 
and the said court shall, if judgment be rendered for 
the plaintiff, cause any such defendant who may refuse 
or neglect to forthwith pay the amount of the judgment 
rendered against him, and all costs and charges incident 
thereto, to be committed to the county jail for a period 
of not less than five nor more than ninety days in the 
case of a first offense, and not less than ten nor more 
than two hundred days for a second and each subsequent 
offense. Any judgment recovered for a penalty under 
the provisions of this act against a corporation in any 
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district court may be docketed in the same manner as 
judgments in said court are docketed under the pro- 
visions of an act entitled “An act concerning district 
courts’ (Revision of 1898), approved June fourteenth, 
one thousand eight hundred and ninety-eight, and the 
acts amendatory thereof and supplemental thereto, and 
execution may issue for the collection of any judgment 
obtained under this act against the goods and chattels of 
such corporation without any order first obtained for 
such purpose. 


4. The officers to serve and execute all process under 
this act shall be the officers authorized to serve and ex- 
ecute process in said courts; the said District Court or 
Court of Common Pleas shall have power to adjourn the 
hearing or trial in any case from time to time, but in 
such case, except in cases in which the first process 1s a 
summons, it shall be the duty of the judge of the District 
Court or the Court of Common Pleas to detain the de- 
fendant in safe custody, unless he shall enter into bond 
to the said Secretary for Agriculture of the State of 
New Jersey, with at least one sufficient surety in double 
the amount of the penalty claimed, conditioned for his 
appearance on the day to which the hearing shall be ad- 
journed, and thence from day to day until the case is dis- 
posed of, and then to abide by the judgment of said 
court, and such bond, if forfeited, may be prosecuted 
by said secretary.

WueEreas, The State owns a tract of land in the town- 
ship of Ewing in the county of Mercer, occupied by 
the State School for the Deaf and under the manage- 
ment and control of the State Board of Education, 
which land is bounded on the southeasterly side there- 
of by a public road known as the Lower Ferry road, 
which road is under the jurisdiction of the township 
committee of said township of Ewing; and 

WuEREAS, The said township committee desires to 
straighten and improve said public road and relocate 
the same upon land of the State and has filed with 
the State Board of Education a petition wherein the 
said township committee agrees to erect a fence along 
said road of the character therein described in case 
said road is relocated in accordance with the prayer of 
said petition; now therefore, 
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BE If ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: | 

1. That the Governor, upon receiving from the State 
Board of Education a certificate in writing to the effect 
that said township of Ewing in the county of Mercer 
has straightened and improved said road, and has erected 
a fence along the same, in full compliance with the agree- 
ment contained in said petition, be, and he hereby 1s au- 
thorized to execute a deed to the township of Ewing in 
the county of Mercer, for the nominal consideration of 
one dollar, dedicating to public use as a street or road the 
following described land and premises of the State, 
situate, lying and being in said township of Ewing in 
the county of Mercer, viz.: Beginning at a point in 
the original northerly line of the Lower Ferry road and 
in the southwesterly line of land formerly of Mary L. 
Crozer, and running thence (1) south fifty degrees fifty- 
four minutes west along the original northerly line of the 
Lower Ferry road one hundred and nine and twenty- 
erght hundredths feet to a point in the proposed new 
southerly line of the Lower Ferry road; thence (2) 
south sixty-five degrees fifty-three minutes west along 
the proposed new southerly line of the Lower Ferry road 
nine hundred and seventy-six and six hundredths feet 
to a point in the original northerly line of the Lower 
Ferry road; thence (3) south seventy-five degrees forty-

Wuereas, Walter C. Slack, of Trenton, New Jersey, is 
the owner on the southeast side of said public road of 
a tract of land contiguous to said small plot of land, 
and through the said township committee will con- 
tribute toward the erection of said fence upon the 
understanding that said small plot be conveyed to him 
by the State—and said township committee has re- 
quested that such conveyance be made to said Walter 
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C. Slack upon the performance by the township com- 
mittee of the aforesaid agreement contained in said 
petition; now therefore, 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 


1. That the Governor, upon receiving from the State 
Board of Education a certificate in writing to the effect 
that said township of Ewing in the county of Mercer 
has straightened and improved said road and erected a 
fence along the same in full compliance with the terms 
of the agreement contained in said petition, be and he 
hereby is authorized to execute for the nominal consid- 
eration of one dollar, a deed of conveyance to Waiter 
C. Slack of Trenton, New Jersey, of the following de- 
scribed land and premises of the State, situate in the 
township of Ewing in the county of Mercer, viz. : 

Beginning at a point in the original northerly line of 
the lower Ferry road distant one hundred and nine and 
twenty-eight hundredths feet southwesterly from the 
southwesterly line of land formerly of Mary L. Crozer, 
said beginning point being also in the proposed new 
southerly line of the Lower Ferry road, and running 
thence (1) south fifty degrees fifty-four minutes west 
along the original northerly line of the Lower Ferry 
road two hundred and fifty-five and nine tenths feet to 
a point; thence (2) south sixty-two degrees forty-nine 
minutes thirtv seconds west still along the original north-

such loan or Joans all or any part of the securities or as- 
sets of any such State bank in the custody of said Com- 
nussioner of Banking and Insurance or of such recetver 
or receivers.

CHAPTER 120. 


An Act to amend an act entitled “An act concerning 
fertilizers,” approved March twenty-seventh, nineteen 
hundred and twelve, approved April fourteenth, nine- 
teen hundred and thirty-one. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section seven of the act of which this act is amend- 
atory be and the same hereby is amended to read as 
follows: 
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7. If any corporation, firm or person has sold any 
quantity of a commercial fertilizer for which the re- 
quired statement of tonnage sold has not been made nor 
the fees paid; has rendered a false statement; or has 
rendered a false statement and paid fees in accordance 
therewith; or has not allowed the State Tax Commis- 
sioner to verify the statement of tonnage sold; or has 
sold fertilizer found by analysis, made by or under the 
direction of the State chemist, not to contain substantial- 
ly the guaranteed percentage of any one of the ingre- 
dients mentioned in the guaranteed analysis in accord- 
ance with section one of this act, or has labeled any 
fertilizer with a false or inaccurate guarantee; or if any 
corporation, firm or person has opposed the entrance of 
the State chemist,or his deputy to any building or in any 
way interfered with the discharge of his duty, such cor- 
poration, firm or person shall be guilty of a violation of 
this act and upon conviction thereof shall be liable to a 
penalty of one hundred dollars ($100) for the first of- 
fense, and of not less than one hundred dollars ($100), 
nor more than one thousand dollars ($1,000) for each 
subsequent offense. Any such penalty shall be sued for 
and recovered by and in the name of the Director of the 
New Jersey State Agricltural Experiment Station. Such 
penalty, when recovered, shall be paid by said director 
into the treasury of the State of New Jersey. When 
judgment is obtained for any penalty under this act in 
any court of this State, against any person, execution 
may issue against the goods, chattels and body of such 
person; provided, that nothing in this act be so con- 
strued as to prevent a farmer mixing fertiltzer materials 
for his own use, which have been sold under the pro- 
visions of this act, or to prevent manufacturers who 
have complied with sections one and two of this act 
having in stock raw or manufactured materials, or to 
prevent the New Jersey State Agricultural Experiment 
Station or any person or persons deputized by said New 
Jersey State Agricultural Experiment Station making 
experiments with agricultural chemicals for the advance- 
ment of the science of agriculture. LEvery district court 
in any city or judicial district in any county and every 
court of common pleas in any county is hereby empow- 
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ered upon the filing of a complaint, in writing, duly 
verified, which said verification when made by the direc- 
tor of the New Jersey State Agricultural Experiment 
Station may be made upon information and belief that 
any person has violated any of the provisions of this 
act, to issue process at the suit of the director of the 
New Jersey State Agricultural Experiment Station as 
plaintiff ; such process shall be in the nature of a sum- 
mons and shall be returnable in not less than five nor 
more than fifteen days; such process shall state what 
provision of the law is alleged to have been violated by 
the defendant or defendants, and on the return of such 
process or at any time to which the trial shall be ad- 
journed, the said court shall proceed in a summary man- 
ner, without a jury, to hear testimony and to determine 
and give judgment in the matter without the filing of 
any pleadings, either for the plaintiff for the recovery of 
such penalty, with costs, or for the defendant, and the 
said court shall, if judgment be rendered for the plain- 
tiff, cause any such defendant, who may refuse or neg- 
lect to forthwith pay the amount of the judgment ren- 
dered against him and all costs and charges incident 
thereto, to be committed to the county jail for any period 
not exceeding one hundred days; that the officers to 
serve and execute all process under this act shall be the 
officers authorized to serve and execute process in said 
courts.

An Act to further amend an act entitled “An act regu- 
lating the employment, tenure and discharge of certain 
officers and employees of this State, and of the various 
counties and municipalities, and providing for a Civil 
Service Commission and defining its powers and 
duties,’ approved April tenth, one thousand nine hun- 
dred and eight. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 


1. Section twelve of the act of which this is an amend- 
ment be and the same is hereby further amended to read 
as follows: 

12. The offices, positions and employments in the 
classified service of the State, and of the municipalities 
thereof that may adopt the provisions of this act, shall 
be arranged by the Civil Service Commission in four 
classes, to be designated as the exempt class, the com- 
petitive class, the noncompetitive class, and the labor 
class, which classification may be changed from time to 
time as the commission may deem proper. 

Whenever any veteran shall be an applicant in a 
competitive examination or test for entrance into the 
public service held under the provisions of this act, and 
obtains in each part of the examination or test the mini- 
mum ratings required, and in the complete examination 
or test at least the minimum earned average rating re- 
quired, he shall receive for fifteen or more months of 
war service, as hereinafter set forth, in addition to such 
earned rating, service credits of not less than three and 
not more than ten points as may be determined by said 
Civil Service Commission under such regulations as it 
may adopt, taking into consideration the probable value 
of such war service as tending to fit applicants for the 
positions in question. Veterans who have served less than 
fifteen months shall receive pro rata credits for such 
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shorter period of war service. Veterans who have an 
official record of being wounded, gassed or otherwise 
injured or disabled while in such war service and are not 
held to have a record of disability incurred in line of duty 
as hereinafter defined, and veterans with a record of dis- 
ability incurred in line of duty as hereinafter defined 
shall be given the maximum service credits as fixed for 
the examination or examinations or tests in which they 
may be competitors regardless of the length or character 
of such war service. The names of veterans with a 
record of disability incurred in line of duty as herein- 
after defined and who receive a passing rating in com- 
petitive examinations or tests as herein provided for en- 
trance into the public service, shall be placed at the top 
of the employment list in the order of their respective 
final ratings. 

2. Section twenty-one of the act of which this is an 
amendment be and the same is hereby further amended 
to read as follows: 

21. The head of the department, office or institution 
in which a position classified under this act is to be filled 
shall notify said commission of that fact, stating the title 
or name of the position to be filled, duties to be per- 
formed and compensation to be paid, and said commis- 
sion shall certify to the appointing officer the names and 
addresses of three candidates standing highest upon the 
register for the class or grade in which the said position 
belongs, and the head of such department, office or in- 
stitution, or other appointing authority shall select one 
of the three so certified; provided, however, that when- 
ever the name or names of a veteran or veterans accepted 
and designated as having a record of disability incurred 
in line of duty as hereinafter defined shall be certified to 
an appointing authority, such appointing authority in 
filling a vacancy in any existing position or making ap- 
pointment to a newly created position shall appoint the 
veteran with a record of disability incurred in line duty 
as hereinafter defined whose name is certified as first in 
line for appointment. Whenever a certification of an 
employment list as a result of a competitive test or ex- 
amination for entrance into the public service has been 
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made and such certification does not contain the name 
or names of a veteran or veterans with a record of dis- 
ability incurred in line of duty as hereinafter defined 
but does contain the name or names of a veteran or 
veterans, the choice of the appointing authority shall be 
limited to the veteran or veterans whose name or names 
are included in the certification, regardless of position 
on the list. The fact that a veteran with a record of 
disability incurred in line of duty as hereinafter defined 
has successfully passed the prescribed test or examina- 
tion and that his name has been placed upon an employ- 
ment list and certified.as eligible for appointment shall 
be regarded as evidence that he possesses the business 
capacity and is qualified to perform the duties of the 
position and as entitling him to appointment. 

After a candidate, other than a veteran, has been 
certified three times by the commission, and shall not 
be accepted by a head of a department, office or institu- 
tion, or other appointing authority, his name shall not 
again be certified to the.said head of department, office 
or institution, or other appointing authority, except at 
the request of such head of department, office or institu- 
tion, or other appointing authority. 

In making such certification sex shall be disregarded, 
except when some statute, the rules of the commission 
or the appointing authority shall specify; provided, that 
nothing in this act shall apply to promotion. 

3. The following additional sections shall be and are 
hereby enacted as part oi said act: 

Section 29a. The term ‘‘veteran” as used in this act 
is hereby declared to mean any honorably discharged 
soldier, sailor, marine, nurse, or army field clerk, who 
has served in the military or naval service of the United 
States in any war, uprising, insurrection or expedition 
in which this country has been engaged; that is to say, 
in Indian wars and uprisings during any of the periods 
recognized by the War Department of the United States 
as periods of active hostility; the Spanish-American 
War between April twentieth, one thousand eight hun- 
dred and ninety-eight, and April eleventh, one thousand 
eight hundred and ninety-nine; the Philippine Insurrec-

trons and [Expeditions during the periods recognized by 
the War Department of the United States as of active 
hostility from February fourth, one thousand eight hun- 
dred and ninety-nine, to the end of one thousand nine 
hundred and thirteen; the Peking Relief Expedition be- 
tween June twentieth, one thousand nine hundred, and 
May twenty-seventh, one thousand nine liundred and 
two; in the Army of Cuban Occupation between July 
eighteenth, one thousand eight hundred and ninety-eight, 
and May twentieth, one thousand nine hundred and two; 
in the Army of Cuban Pacification between October 
sixth, one thousand nine hundred and six, and April 
first, one thousand nine hundred and nine; the Mexican 
Punttive Expedition between March fourteenth, one 
thousand nine hundred and sixteen, and February sev- 
enth, one thousand nine hundre:d and seventeen; in the 
Mexican Border Patrol, having actually participated in 
engagements against Mexicans between April twelfth, 
one thousand nine hundred and eleven, and June six- 
teenth, one thousand nine hundred and nieteen; the 
World War between April sixth, one thousand nme hun- 
dred and seventeen, and November eleventh, one thou- 
sand nine hundred and eighteen, and any honorably dis- 
charged soldier, sailor, marine or nurse having served 
in any of the armies or navies of the allies of the United 
States in the World War, between July fourteen, nine- 
teen hundred and fourteen and November eleven, nine- 
teen hundred and eighteen, who was inducted into such 
service through voluntary enlistment, who was a citizen 
of the United States at the time of such enlistment and 
who did not, during or by reason of such military or 
naval service, renounce or lose his or her United States 
citizenship. 

The term “war service” as used in this act is hereby 
declared to mean service by a veteran as above defined in 
any war, uprising, insurrection or expedition as above 
set forth during the periods so specified. 

The term “‘veteran with a record of disability incurred 
in line of duty” as used in this act is hereby declared to 
mean any veteran as herein defined who is eligible under 
the United States Veterans Bureau qualifications for 
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compensation for service connected disability from 
Werld War service, cr who is receiving or who is en- 
titled to receive equivalent compensation for service con- 
nected disability arising out of such other military or 
naval service hereinabove defined. 

Section 29b. The Civil Service Commission shall have 
the power and authority, and it shall be its duty, to en- 
force the provisions of this act relating to veterans, to 
investigate, inquire into and correct violations of the 
terms, intent and spirit of such provisions herein con- 
tained and contained in all amendments hereof and sup- 
piements hereto relating to veterans by all means and 
methods as are provided and are available under the pro- 
visions hereof or of any amendment hereof or supple- 
ment hereto for the enforcement ot any of the other 
provisions thereot, and in addition shall have the power, 
and it shall be its duty, upon the written request of any 
veteran to said commission and when said commission 
shall have reasonable cause to believe that the rights of 
such veteran have been infringed by any violation of or 
neglect to perform or follow the terms, intent and spirit 
of this act and all amendments thereof and supplements 
thereto, to institute and prosecute to a conclusion any 
and all legal process or proceedings, in the name of the 
commission or in the name and on behalf of such vet- 
eran, wich are appropriate to the said commission in 
its official capacity or appropriate and available to said 
veteran as an individual for the purpose of enforcing 
the said rights of the said veteran. 

4. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent herewith 
are hereby repealed. 

5. This act shall take effect immediately.

J. Whenever the governing body of any municipality 
shall, by ordinance, determine that a specified part of the 
cost of any improvement or property shal! not be spe- 
cially assessed against property specially benefited, perma- 
nent or definite bonds of such municipality may be issued 
to meet such part of the cost of such improvement or 
property notwithstanding assessments shall not have 
been confirmed as required by section one of the act to 
which this act is a supplement. In the event that any 
municipality shall issue its bonds to pay the part of the 
cost of an improvement or property which the govern- 
ing body shall have determined shall not be specially 
assessed, the portion of the cost of such improvement or 
property which may thereafter be specially assessed 
against property specially benefited shall, anything in 
any other act to the contrary notwithstanding, not ex- 
ceed the amount stated in the ordinance as the amount 
to be specially assessed against property specially bene- 
fited.

1. very borough ordinance and also every local bud- 
get of a borough heretofore passed or adopted by the 
votes oi three councilmen and one or more acting coun- 
cilmen designated by the mayor to serve in the absence 
of any councilman or councilmen shall be valid; pro- 
wided, that every such ordinance and every such local 
budget, together with a notice of the introduction or ap- 
proval thereof and of the time and place when and where 
such ordinance or local budget would be considered for 
final passage or adoption, shall have been published as 
required by law prior to the consideration thereof for 
final passage or adoption; and provided, further, that 
every such ordinance and every such local budget shall 
have been approved by the mayor after final passage or 
adoption. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 125. 


An Act to amend an act entitled “An act concerning the 
government of certain cities in this State and consti- 
tuting a municipal board of police commissioners 
therein and defining the powers and duties of such 
board, and vesting in such board certain powers of 
management and appointment now vested in other 
departments or offices in such cities and providing for 
the maintenance of such board,” approved April four- 
teenth, one thousand nine hundred and nine. 


BE If ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section one of the act to which this act is an amend- 
ment 1s hereby amended to read as follows: 

1. In all cities in this State, now or hereafter having 
within their territorial limits a population of not less 
than fifty thousand nor more than one hundred thirty 
thousand inhabitants, according to the United States or 
State census, there shall be established a board of police 
commissioners, which shall be invested with the powers 
and duties hereinafter set forth. In all cities now or 
hereafter having such population the mayor thereof shall 
appoint within one month after the adoption of this act, 
as hereinafter provided, four suitable persons, residents 
of such city, to be known as the board of police com- 
missioners, not more than two of whom shail be mem- 
bers of the same political party, two of whom shall be 
appointed to serve until the first day of January next 
following such appointment, and two of whom shall be 
appointed to serve until the first day of January secondly 
following such appointment. On the first day of Janu- 
ary next following such appointment, and on each suc- 
ceeding first day of January thereafter, the said mayor 
shall appoint two suitable persons, residents of such city, 
for the term of two years, to take the place of those 
members whose term shall then expire; not more than 
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two of said board shall at any time be members of the 
same political party. The members of said board shall 
receive an annual salary not exceeding one thousand 
dollars, to be fixed and determined by the common coun- 
cil of such cities, to be paid monthly in the same manner 
as provided by law for other city officers. Any vacancy 
in such board of police commissioners shall be forthwith 
reported by the clerk thereof to said mayor, who shall, 
within thirty days thereafter, appoint a person to fill such 
vacancy for the unexpired term only. Each of the mem- 
bers of said board shall devote such time and attention to 
the faithful performance of the duties of his office as the 
affairs under the government, control and management 
of such board may require. ‘The members of such board 
so appointed as aforesaid shall constitute and be called 
“The Board of Police Commissioners of the City of 
ee ee ee ee ” (name of the city in and for 
which they are appointed). Each member of such board 
shall within ten days after his appointment qualify by 
taking and subscribing before some person authorized 
to administer oaths, an oath or affirmation to faithfully 
discharge the duties of his office to the best of his skill 
and understanding, and also give bond to such city in 
the sum of five thousand dollars, to be approved as to 
form thereof bv the city council of such city and as to 
sufficiency thereot by the mayor of such city, for the 
faithful discharge of his official duties, which bend shall 
be filed in the office of the clerk of such city. 

2. All acts or parts of acts inconsistent with the pro- 
visions of this act be and the same are hereby repealed. 

3. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 126. 


A Further Supplement to an act entitled “An act to regu. 
late the practice of pharmacy in this State,” approved 
March nineteenth, one thousand nine hundred and one. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. From and after the passage of this act it shall be 
unlawful for any person, partnership, or corporation to 
carry on, conduct, or transact business under a name 
which contains as a part thereof the words “pharmacist”, 
“pharmacy”, “apothecary”, “apothecary shop’, “chem- 
ist’s shop’, “drug store’, “druggist”, ‘drugs’, or any 
word or words of similar or like import, or in any man- 
ner by advertisement, circular, poster, sign, or otherwise 
describe or refer to the place of business conducted by 
such person, partnership, or corporation by the terms 
“pharmacy”, ‘apothecary’, “apothecary shop’, “chem- 
ist’s shop’, “drug store’, “drugs’’, or any word or words 
of similar or like import, unless the place of business so 
conducted is a drug store or pharmacy operated or man- 
aged at all times by a registered pharmacist. 

2. Nothing in this act shall be so construed to apply 
to or In any manner interfere with the ownership of any 
pharmacy or store, in whole or in part, by any person not 
a registered pharmacist; provided, such pharmacy or 
store be at all times in charge of a registered pharmacist. 

3. The Board of Pharmacy of the State of New Jer- 
sey shall have power to enforce this act and any person, 
partnership or corporation violating this act shall forfeit 
and pay a penalty of not less than twenty-five dollars 
($25.00) nor more than fifty dollars ($50.00) for the 
first offense, not less than fifty dollars ($50.00) uor 
more than one hundred dollars ($100.00) for the sec- 
ond offense, and not less than one hundred dollars 
($100.00) for the third and each subsequent offense, 
which penalty shall be sued for and recovered by and in 
the name of the Board of Pharmacy of the State of 
New Jersey. 
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4. Every district court in any city or judicial district 
of any county, and every court of common pleas in any 
county, is hereby empowered upon filing of a complaint 
in writing, duly verified, which said verification when 
made by the president or secretary of the Board of 
Pharmacy of the State of New Jersey may be made upon 
information and belief, that any person has violated any 
provision of this act, to issue process at the suit of the 
Board of Pharmacy of the State of New Jersey as 
plaintiff; such process shall be either in the nature of a 
summons or warrant, which warrant may issue without 
any order of the court or judge first being obtained 
against the person or persons so charged, which process, 
when in the nature of a warrant, shall be returnable 
forthwith, and when in the nature of a summons shall 
be returnable in not less than five or more than fifteen 
entire days; such process shall state what provision of 
the law is alleged to have been violated by the defendant 
or defendants; and on the return of such process or at 
any time to which the trial shall be adjourned, the said 
court shall proceed in a summary manner, without a 
jury, to hear testimony and to determine and give judg- 
ment ia the matter without the filing of any pleadings 
for tl.2 plaintiff for the recovery of such penalty, with 
costs, or for the defendant, and the said court shall, if 
judgment be rendered for the plaintiff, cause any such 
defendant, who may retuse or neglect to forthwith pay 
the amount of the judgment rendered against him and 
all the costs and charges incident thereto, to be com- 
mitted to the county jail for any period not exceeding 
one hundred days; that the officers to serve and execute 
all process under this act shall be the officers authorized 
to serve and execute process in said courts; that said 
district court or court of common pleas shall have power 
to adjourn the hearing or trial in any case from time to 
time, but in such case, except in cases in which the first 
process was a summons, it shall be the duty of the judges 
of the district court or the court of common pleas to 
detain the defendant in safe custody, unless he shall en- 
ter into bond to the Board of Pharmacy of the State of 
New Jersey, with at least one sufficient surety in double 
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the amount of the penalty claimed, conditioned for his 
appearance on the day to which the hearing shall be ad- 
journed, and thence from day to day until the case 1s dis- 
posed of, and then to abide by the judgment of the said 
court, and such bond, 1f forfeited, may be prosecuted by 
the said board.

1. Summer schools and extension courses for the 
purpose of training and educating persons in the science 
of education and in the art of teaching elementary agri- 
culture, manual training, household economics and such 
other subjects as may be prescribed shall be established 
and maintained in such places as shall be designated by 
the Commissioner of Education and approved by the 
State Board of Education. The curricula for such sum- 
mer schools and extension courses shall be prepared by 
said Commissioner of Education and approved by the 
State Board of Education.

establish a thorough and efficient system of free public

1. Section one of the act to which this act is an 
amendmen? ts hereby amended to read as follows: 
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1. Any taxing district in any county of the first class 
in this State in which there has been located any State 
or county institution or institutions other than a park 
conunission or lands owned or occupied by any park 
commission occupying more than two hundred acres and 
not in excess of four hundred acres of land, in the ag- 
eregate, shall have remitted: or rebated by the county 
collector a sum equal to one-half of the county tax rate 
applied to the entire amount of ratables remaining sub- 
ject to taxation. Any taxing district in any county of 
the first class in this State in which there has been lo- 
cated any State or county institution or institutions other 
than a park commission or lands owned or oecupted by 
any park commission occupving in excess of four hun- 
dred acres of land, in the aggregate, shall have remitted 
or rebated by the county collector a sum equal to three- 
fourths of the county tax rate applied to the entire 
amount of ratables remaining subject to taxation. 

2. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent herewith be 
and the same are herebv repealed. 

3. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 129. 


A Supplement to an act entitled ‘“An act to create a sew- 
erage district to be called Hackensack Valley sewerage 
district, to authorize the appointment and define the 
powers and duties of the commisstoners therefor, to 
provide a plan for the prevention of the pollution of 
the Hackensack river and its tributaries and to au- 
thorize the raising and expenditure and payment of 
moneys necessary for this purpose,’ approved April 
fifteenth, one thousand nine hundred and thirty. 


WreEreAS, The commission appointed in pursuance of 
the act to which this is a supplement has made and 
submitted to the boards of chosen freeholders of the 
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counties of Bergen and Hudson and the governing 
bodies of each of the municipalities in the counties of 
Bergen and Hudson being wholly or partly within 
tiie drainage area of the Hackensack river and its 
tributaries a report and recommendations as to the 
most feasible plans or methods for the relief and pre- 
vention of the pollution of the Hackensack river and 
its tributaries, together with an estimate of the cost of 
carrying out such plan or plans, and with suggestions 
as to the proper and most advisable manner of financ- 
ing the same and as to the advisability of the construc- 
tion of a trunk sewer, with appurtenances, for the 
area affected, as directed by the act to which this act 
is a supplement; and 

WHEREAS, It is desirable that further investigations 
should be made and that negotiations should be had 
between the counties and the municipalities affected 
with respect to the carrying out and financing of the 
proposed plan, with such modifications as may seem 
desirable ; 


BE It ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. The commission heretofore appointed in accord- 
ance with the act to which this is a supplement shall con- 
tinue for the purpose of making further investigations, 
recommendations and the preparation of proposed con- 
tract or contracts to carry out the plans heretofore pre- 
pared and submitted as provided in the act to which this 
is a supplement or any modifications thereof, and the 
means and methods of financing the acquisition, con- 
struction, operation and maintenance of the work deter- 
mined to be necessary and proper for the relief and pre- 
vention of the pollution of the Hackensack river and its 
tributaries, and if so directed by the boards of chosen 
freeholders of the counties of Bergen and Hudson nego- 
tiate with the several municipalities in the sewerage dis- 
trict for the execution thereof. 

2. No suit, proceeding or action of any kind shall be 
instituted or brought to enforce the terms and provisions 
of the act entitled “An act to provide for the purification 
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of the waters of the Hackensack river,’ approved March 
twenty-sixth, one thousand nine hundred and twenty- 
six, until after May first, one thousand nine hundred and 
thirty-three. 

3. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 131. 


A Supplement to an act entitled “An act to secure the 
purity of foods, beverages, confectionery, condiments, 
drugs and medicines and to prevent deception in the 
distribution and sales thereof’? (Revision of 1907), 
approved May twentieth, one thousand nine hundred 
and seven. 


Br If ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Definitions. For the purpose of this act the fol- 
iowing definitions are set up: 

(a) Milk. Mulk is hereby defined to be the lacteal 
secretion obtained by the complete milking of one or 
more healthy cows properly fed and kept, excluding that 
obtained within fifteen days before and five days after 
calving, or such longer period as may be necessary to 
render the milk practically colostrum free; which con- 
tains not less than eleven and one-half per centum 
(11!?4%) of milk solids, and not more than eighty-eight 
and one-half per centum (88'4%) of watery fluids, or 
less than three per centum (3%) of milk fats. 

(b) Cream. Cream is a portion of milk which con- 
tains not less than sixteen per centum (16%) of milk 
fat and: shall not contain any foreign fat or oils. 

(c) Milk Fat. Milk fat or butterfat is the fat of 
milk. 

(d) Ice Cream. Ice cream is hereby defined as the 
frozen product made from cream with the addition of 
milk or milk products or eggs, fruit, fruit juices, or 
nuts, with or without sugar or harmless artificial flavor- 
ing, or colors certified by the United States Department 
of Agriculture and containing not more than one-half of 
one per centum (% of 1%) by weight of stabilizers, 
improvers or similar substances, approved by the De- 
partment of Health of the State of New Jerscy. 
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(e) Ice Cream Mix. Ice cream mix is an unfrozen 
mixture containing in whole or in part, the ingredients 
enumerated under the definition for ice cream. 

(f) Milk Products. Milk products is hereby de- 
fined as cream, butter, cheese, ice cream, ice cream mix 
or other food for human consumption made from milk 
and/or cream. 

(g) Dairy. A dairy or dairy farm is any place or 
premises where one or more cows are kept, a part or 
all of the milk or milk products from which is sold or 
delivered to any person. 

(h) Creamery. Creamery is hereby defined as any 
establishment where milk or cream is received or stored 
for sale or distribution by wholesale, or for manufacture 
of the same into butter, cheese, condensed milk, ice 
cream or other food for human consumption. 

(1) Milk Plant. A milk plant is any place, or prem- 
ises, or establishment where milk or milk products are 
collected, handled, processed, manufactured, stored, bot- 
tled, pasteurized, or prepared for distribution. 

(}) Pasteurization. Pasteurization is the process of 
heating every particle of milk or milk products to a tem- 
perature of not less than one hundred and forty-two 
(142) degrees Fahrenheit and holding same at that 
temperature for thirty (30) consecutive minutes in ap- 
proved pasteurizing apparatus or equipment, or by such 
other method demonstrated to accomplish the same re- 
sults and which method is approved by the Department 
of Health of the State of New Jersey. 

2. On and after July one, one thousand nine hundred 
and thirty-two, no milk or cream shall be shipped, trans- 
ported or imported into this State for the purpose of use 
within this State, from any other State or other jurisdic- 
tion unless the person shipping, transporting or import- 
ing said milk or cream into this State shall first have 
obtained a permit from the Department of Health of 
the State of New Jersey to engage in such business, in 
the manner hereinafter set forth; all such permits shall 
expire on June thirtieth following. 

3. The Department of Health of the State of New 
Jersey is hereby authorized and directed to collect a fee 
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of ten dollars ($10.00) from the applicant for each per- 
mit issued under the provisions of this act. 

4. The Department of Health of the State of New 
Jersey before it issues any permit for the shipment, 
transportation or importation into this State of any 
milk or cream for use within this State, shall be satisfied 
of the following facts: 

(a) That said milk and cream are of the standard 
and quality required by and 

(b) Are produced, handled, processed and/or trans- 
ported in accordance with the rules and regulations estab- 
lished by the Department of Health of the State of New 
Jersey as well as the statutes of New Jersey, with rela- 
tion thereto. 

>. All milk and cream shipped, transported or 1m- 
ported into this State under permit issued as aforesaid, 
shall until the same reaches the place at which the same 1s 
prepared for distribution to the consumer (if intended 
for consumption as fluid milk or cream) or the place at 
which the same 1s used in the manufacture of ice cream, 
sherbets, ice cream mix or other milk products, have at- 
tached to the container or affixed thereon, printed in 
legible type, a tag, label or cap bearing a permit number 
and such other identification mark as may be designated 
by the Department of Health of the State of New Jersey. 

5%. All milk and cream shipped, transported or 1m- 
ported into this State under permit issued as aforesaid, 
shall until the same reaches the place at which the same 
is bottled or canned, or the place at which the same 1s 
used in the manufacture of ice cream, ice cream mix, or 
other milk products, have attached to the container or 
affixed thereon, printed in legible type, a tag or label 
bearing the name of the State and date where and when 
same was produced. 

6. The Department of Health of the State of New 
Jersey is hereby authorized and directed to establish 
such form or forms as in its judgment may be necessary 
to ascertain the fact that said milk or cream 1s of the 
standard and quality required by and was produced, han- 
dled, processed and transported in accordance with the 
rules, regulations or statutes set forth in section four 
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hereof, and such other forms as may be necessary to the 
proper administration of this act. 

7. Upon evidence duly ascertained by the Department 
of Health of the State of New Jersey, or furnished to 
said department by any local board of health, or other 
body exercising the powers thereof, that the person au- 
thorized under the permit provided for by this act to en- 
gage in the shipping, transporting or importing of milk 
and cream into this State for use within this State is vio- 
lating any of the rules, regulations or statutes as herein- 
betore provided governing the standard, quality, pro- 
duction, handling, processing or transporting of milk 
and cream, is guilty of said violation, then it shall be the 
duty of the Department of Health of the State of New 
Jersey, upon hearing, to revoke said permit; provided, 
however, that the Department of Health of the State of 
New Jersey when in its judgment the protection of the 
public health warrants may, before hearing, suspend 
said permit pending said hearing and in the event that 
said permit is suspended, it shall be unlawful for said 
person to engage in shipping, transporting or importing 
any milk or cream into this State, for use within this 
State during such period of suspension. 

8. All milk, cream, ice crear, sherbets, ice cream mix, 
or similar products and all milk and cream used in said 
milk products produced within this State, and when in- 
tended for use within this State, all milk, cream, ice 
cream, sherbets, ice cream mix, or similar products and 
all milk and cream used in said milk products produced 
outside thereof shall be subject to inspection at its source 
of supply and all dairies, milk plants and transportation 
equipment wherein such milk, cream, ice cream, sherbets, 
ice cream mix, or similar products and all milk and 
cream used in said milk products was produced, handled, 
processed, manufactured or transported shall likewise be 
subject to inspection to determine if it, or they, meet 
the following minimum requirements, and on and aiter 
July first, one thousand nine hundred and thirty-two, 
any milk or cream which fails to meet satd requirements 
shall not be sold, offered or exposed for sale, distributed 
or held in possession with intent to sell or distribute or 
for manufacturing into food for human consumption. 
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(A) STANDARDS, PRODUCTION AND HANDLING 


(1) Miulk shall not contain less than eleven and one- 
half per centum (1114%) of milk solids, or more than 
eighty-eight and one-half per centum (8814 % ) of watery 
fluids, or less than three per centum (3%) of milk fat. 

(2) Cream. Cream shall not contain less than six- 
teen per centum (16%) of milk fat. 

(3) Milk or cream. Milk or cream shall not contain 
any water, drug, chemical, preservative, or coloring mat- 
ter, which has been added thereto or mixed therewith. 

(4) Milk or Cream. Milk or cream produced with- 
out this State and shipped, transported or imported into 
this State for use within this State shall be pasteurized, 
excepting that produced by cows which have successfully 
passed a tuberculin test within one year, made by a li- 
censed veterinarian of the State or other jurisdiction 
where the cows are maintained, and a certificate showing 
results of such examination shall be placed and kept on 
file for a period of one year at the milk plant to which 
the milk is delivered by the producer except milk and 
cream shipped, transported or imported into this State 
under certification as provided in section twelve and pas- 
teurized as provided in section fourteen of this act; 
provided, however, that local boards of health or other 
bodies exercising the powers thereof may adopt and en- 
force ordinances requiring the pasteurization of mulk 
and cream. 

(5) Health of Workers. No person affected with 
typhoid fever, scarlet fever, diphtheria, sore throat, 
diarrhcea or superative process or infectious skin erup- 
tion or communicable disease or condition which may be 
transmitted through milk, or who is a carrier of the 
causative agent of any such disease, shall handle or be 
employed in the handling of milk or milk products. 
Persons conducting the business of shipping, transport- 
ing or importing milk or milk products into this State by 
virtue of permits issued under the provisions of this act 
shall notify the Department of Health of the State of 
New Jersey immediately when any case of contagious, 
infectious or communicable disease occurs or when a 
carrier of the causative agent of any such disease 1s 
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found on any dairy or in any milk plant where their 
supplies of milk or milk products are produced, handled, 
processed or manufactured. 

(6) Health of Cows. Cows that from any cause as 
determined and proved by a licensed veterinarian recog- 
nized and approved by the Department of Health of the 
State of New Jersey to be a menace to the health of the 
consumers of the milk shall not be used in the produc- 
tion of milk for human consumption and shall be isolated 
immediately from the milking herd. Cows shall be 
physically examined by a licensed veterinarian of the 
State or other jurisdiction where the cows are main- 
tained at least once a year and a certificate showing 
results of such examination shall be placed and kept on 
file for a period of one year at the milk plant to which 
the milk is delivered by the producer, and said records 
shall at all times be open to inspection by the State and 
local departments of health or other bodies exercising 
the powers thereof. | 

(7) Cows. The udders and teats of all milking cows 
shall be clean at the time of milking. The flanks of all 
milking cows shall be free from visible dirt at the time 
of milking. 

(8) Milkers’ Hands. The hands of the milkers must 
be washed clean just prior to milking and kept clean 
during the process of milking. 

(9) Clothing. Milkers and milk handlers shall wear 
clean washable outer garments while engaged in han- 
dling milk. 

(10) Cow Stables. Cow stables shall be well venti- 
lated. At least two square feet of window light shall be 
provided in cow stables to each five hundred cubic feet 
of air space. The floors and gutters of all barns in 
which cows are kept and milked shall be constructed of 


concrete or other impervious material which can be 


easily cleaned and shall be graded properly, to be com- 
pleted by January first, one thousand nine hundred and 
thirty-three. ‘The floors and gutters shall be kept in 
good repair and in clean condition. Manure shall be 
removed from the stable at least daily to a point at least 
fifty feet away from the stable and shall be made inac- 
cessible to the cows. Liquid matter must be absorbed and 
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removed with the manure or conveyed at least fifty feet 
from the stable by means of an approved drainage sys- 
tem and disposed of in a manner that will not create a 
nuisance. The keeping of horses, pigs, fowl or animals 
other than dairy animals in the immediate parts of the 
stable used for dairy purposes is prohibited. Manure 
or bedding from horse stalls shall not be taken into the 
cow stable for any purpose. Cow beds shall be of proper 
dimension for sanitary stabling of cattle. 

(11) Walls and Ceilings of Cow Stables. The side 
walls and ceilings of cow stables shall be so constructed 
that they can be kept reasonably free from accumulations 
of dust and dirt and shall be maintained in a clean con- 
dition. 

(12) Cow Yards. Cow yards shall be graded and 
drained so that liquid wastes will not accumulate and 
shall be kept reasonably clean. | 

(13) Milk House. A suitable milk house or milk 
room shall be provided for the cooling, handling, bot- 
tling and storage of milk or milk products and for the 
Operations incident thereto and shall not be used for 
other purposes. Milk house or milk room should be 
separate and apart from barns and other buildings. In 
those cases in which milk houses or milk rooms have 
been constructed in connection with stables, there shall 
be no direct opening between the milk rooms and the 
stables. The milk house or milk room shall be well lighted 
and ventilated and all openings shall be effectively 
screened to prevent the entrance of flies. Milk house or 
milk room shall be provided with self-closing doors. 
The milk house or milk room shall be provided with a 
tight floor, constructed of concrete or some other im- 
pervious material, and shall be properly drained and kept 
clean. The walls and ceiling of the milk house or milk 
room shall be constructed of smooth material tightly 
joined with no beams or studs exposed so as to permit 
easy cleaning and shall be kept clean. The immediate 
surroundings of the milk house or milk room shall be 
free from accumulations of liquid or solid waste ma- 
terials, which are subject to decomposition. Approved 
refrigerating facilities or a storage vat of sufficient 
capacity to hold all cans of milk to be cooled or stored 
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and of sufficient depth to bring the water to the neck of 
the cans must be provided. It must be provided with a 
suitable drain so as to facilitate changing the water and 
cleaning. The water in such vat must be kept clean and 
fresh, and a plentiful supply of uncontaminated water 
shall be provided. 

(14) The local boards or departments of health, or 
other bodies exercising the powers thereof, of the mu- 
nicipalities where the milk and/or cream is distributed 
shall have power by ordinance, or code, to fix the maxi- 
mum temperature at which the milk shall be delivered to 
the receiving station or milk plant. 

(15) Bottling. If milk is bottled a mechanical filling 
and capping device shall be used. Hand capping is 
prohibited. 

(16) Utensils. Miulking pails, cans, and other uten- 
sils used in the handling or storage of milk or milk 
products shall not be used for any other purpose and 
shall be made of smooth well finished metal or other ap- 
proved material and of such construction as to be easily 
cleaned and shall be kept in good repair. Joints and 
seams shall be flush. Metal receptacles or utensils which 
are rusted on the surfaces which come in contact with 
milk or milk products shall not be used in the handling 
of milk or milk products. Mulking stools shall be kept 
in a clean condition and shall be constructed of 1m- 
pervious material. Strainers shall be so constructed that 
they can be readily cleansed after being used. Suitable 
single service strainer cloths shall be used and destroyed 
after one service. No milk containers shall be collected 
from any premises where there exists a case of infec- 
tious, contagious or communicable disease except under 
such conditions and regulations as are specified by the 
board of health or other bodies exercising the powers 
thereof having jurisdiction. 

(17) Cleaning of Utensils. All containers, milking 
machines and other utensils used in the handling, stor- 
age or transportation of milk and milk products shall be 
thoroughly cleansed after each use and shall be scalded 
with hot water, or by some other method which will 
result in the same degree of cleanliness, before milk or 
milk products are again allowed to come in contact with 
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them. All containers and other utensils used in the 
handling, storage or transportation of milk or milk prod- 
ucts shall be stored so as not to become contaminated be- 
fore again being used. Non-rusting racks for the drain- 
ing and storage of containers and utensils shall be pro- 
vided. 

(18) Water Supply. There shall be an adequate sup- 
ply of water which shall be free from contamination. 

(19) Privies. No person shall maintain, use or per- 
mit to be used, any privy or other receptacle for human 
excrement, unless such privy or other receptacle is so 
constructed and maintained that flies cannot gain access 
to the excremental matter contained therein, and unless 
such excremental matter shall at all times be prevented 
from flowing over or upon the surface of the ground. 
Every privy or other receptacle for human excrement 
located within one hundred feet of any stream the waters 
of which are used for drinking or domestic purposes, 
shall be provided with a water-tight vault. The general 
sanitary conditions of any place wherein milk or milk 
products.are produced, stored or handled and its imme- 
diate surroundings, shall be such as to insure a safe sup- 
ply of milk or milk products. 


(B) MILK PLANTS, CREAMERIES AND MILK 
PASTEURIZING PLANTS 


(1) No person affected with a disease which may be 
transmitted through milk or its products, or who shall 
care for or come in contact with any person so affected, 
shall handle milk or its products. 

(2) Milk, cream and other milk products when han- 
dled or stored in any creamery or milk plant shall be 
securely protected at all times from flies, dust and all 
other foreign or injurious contamination. 

(3) No part of any building occupied as a creamery 
or milk plant shall be used as a dwelling or kitchen. 

(4) No part of any building occupied as a creamery 
or milk plant shall be used as a stable. 

(5) The floors of all rooms where milk or its prod- 
ucts are handled shall be constructed of concrete or other 
impervious material and shall be so graded that waste 
liquids will be readily removed. 
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(6) Waste liquid shall be conducted to a point outside 
the building and disposed of in such a manner as will 
not create a nuisance. 

(7) The side walls and ceilings of all rooms where 
milk or its products are handled shall have smooth sur- 
faces and shall be kept clean. Painting with a light 
colored paint shall be done when necessary. 

(8) Rooms in which milk or its products are pas- 
teurized or otherwise handled and rooms in which uten- 
sils, apparatus and containers are washed shall be well 
lighted and ventilated. Vent pipes or other outlets of 
adequate size for the removal of steam should be pro- 
vided. 

(9) The washing of containers or utensils should 
be avoided if possible in rooms in which milk or its 
products are handled. If such washing is done in such 
rooms it shall not be carried on during the time of milk 
handling. 

(10) All openings to the outside air shall be so 
screened as to exclude flies from the creamery, milk 
plant or pasteurizing plant. 

(11) All milk plants, creameries and milk pasteuriz- 
ing plants shall be provided with an abundant supply of 
pure hot and cold water, and steam. 

(12) Apparatus, containers, equipment and utensils 
used in the handling, storage, processing or transporting 
of milk or its products shall not be used for any other 
purpose and shall be of such material and construction 
as to enable them to be readily cleaned. 

(13) Receiving and holding vats, storage tanks and 
bottle fillers shall be built of metal or other suitable ma- 
terial and shall be provided with close-fitting metal 
covers. 

(14) Milk pipes and pipe fitting shall be constructed 
of approved metal with smooth interior surfaces and of 
a type which can be easily cleaned with a brush and 
shall be so connected that leakage will not occur. The 
amount of milk piping in use should be reduced to a 
minimum. All pipes shall be disconnected and cleaned 
daily. 

(15) All apparatus shall be cleaned each day. Such 
apparatus shall after use be washed with cold water then 
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scrubbed with a warm alkali solution and finally rinsed 
with scalding water or steamed or thoroughly cleaned by 
such other method as is approved by the Department of 
Health of the State of New Jersey. Immediately before 
use all apparatus shall again be subjected to scalding 
water or steam, or by such other method demonstrated 
to accomplish the same results and which method is ap- 
proved by the Department of Health of the State of 
New Jersey. 

(16) Cans or receptacles which are badly worn or 
rusted on the inside surface, or in such a condition that 
they cannot be readily cleaned, shall not be used to con- 
tain milk or its products. 

(17) Milk plants must cool all milk as soon as re- 
ceived from the producer to a temperature not over 
fifty degrees Fahrenheit (50° F.) and this temperature 
must be maintained during storage and transportation. 

(18) No milk or cream shall be offered for sale or 
distribution in this State as pasteurized unless same con- 
forms to pasteurization as defined in this act. 

(19) Milk or cream, after pasteurization, shall be 
rapidly cooled to a temperature of fifty degrees Fahren- 
heit (50° F.) or below and maintained at that tem- 
perature until distributed or shipped. 

(20) Pasteurized milk shall not be held, kept, offered 
for sale, sold or distributed in bottles unless such milk has 
been bottled at the place of pasteurization and imme- 
diately following pasteurization. 

(21) No milk or cream shall pasteurized a second 
time. 

(22) Pasteurized milk or cream shall not be per- 
mitted to come into contact with equipment with which 
unpasteurized milk has been in contact. 

(23) Overflow milk or cream shall not be sold for 
human consumption. 

(24) Every person connected with a milk plant whose 
work brings him in contact with the handling, process- 
ing, storage or transportation of milk, or milk products, 
or with containers, utensils or equipment, shall have 
within twelve months or less, as required by the board 
of health or other body exercising the powers thereof 
having jurisdiction in the municipality wherein the milk 
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or mulk products are sold or distributed or the Depart- 
ment of Health of the State of New Jersey, passed a 
medical examination made by a licensed physician and 
shall submit such specimens of bodily discharges as any 
of the aforementioned agencies may require. Certifi- 
cates showing the result of such examination shall be 
placed and kept on file for a period of one year at the 
milk plant where said person is employed. Such records 
shall be open to inspection by any authorized representa- 
tive of the Department of Health of the State of New 
Jersey, or the authorized representative of any local 
board or department of health, or other bodies exercis- 
ing the powers thereof. 

(25) Every pasteurizing apparatus shall be equipped 
with a recording thermometer so arranged as to show 
the temperature to which the milk has been heated, and 
the time which it has been held. Accurate indicating 
thermometers shall be installed on pasteurizing equip- 
ment to indicate the temperature of the milk. 

(26) Recording thermometer charts shall be clear and 
intelligible and shall show the dates of pasteurization of 
milk and cream. Such charts shall be kept on file at 
the pasteurization plant for not less than ninety days 
and shall be open to inspection by representatives of the 
Department of Health of the State of New Jersey and 
local boards of health of this State or other bodies exer- 
cising the powers thereof. 

(27) Surtace coolers shall be provided with suitable 
covers of smooth metal or glass, except when such cool- 
ers are maintained in a separate room used for no other 
purpose. 

(28) Containers in which pasteurized milk or cream 
is shipped or delivered shall be plainly tagged, capped or 
labelled “pasteurized” and the said tags, caps, or labels 
shall be marked with the location of the pasteurization 
plant, name of proprietor of the business which is con- 
ducted at the said pasteurizing plant and the day on 
which the milk was pasteurized. 

(29) Bottle caps shall be stored in a clean place and 
protected from contamination. 

(30) Bottles, cans or other receptacles used as con- 
tainers for milk and its products shall be cleaned by 
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washing with a solution of at least one per centum 
(1%) alkali scrubbed inside and out with suitable 
brushes, then rinsed with warm water, then scalded with 
hot water or steam. If any other method is used, such 
method shall result in the same degree of cleanliness as 
the method described, and shall be approved by the De- 
partment of Health of the State of New Jersey. 

(31) Bottles, after washing, shall be so stored or 
conveyed as to protect the milk or milk products against 
contamination when placed therein. 

(32) Cans, immediately after washing, unless cov- 
ered, shall be stored in an inverted position upon racks 
constructed of non-rusting metal. The lids of all milk 
cans shall be stored in like manner. Cans and lids shall 
be protected from contamination and maintained in con- 
dition to protect milk and milk products against con- 
tamination when placed therein. 

(33) Clean washable outer garments shall be worn 
by employees while handling milk or its products. 

(34) No person shall smoke or expectorate anywhere 
in any room in which milk or its products are handled. 

(35) Toilet facilities shall be provided for use of 
employees, but no water closet or privy shall communi- 
cate directly with any room used for handling milk or 
its products, or with any room in which utensils are 
washed or stored. If privies are provided they shall be 
so constructed and maintained that flies cannot gain 
access to the excremental matter contained therein, and 
such excremental matter shall be prevented from flow- 
ing over or upon the surface of the ground. Every privy 
or other receptacle for human excrement located within 
one hundred feet of any stream, the waters of which 
are used for drinking or domestic purposes shall be pro- 
vided with a water-tight vault. Toilet rooms and privies 
shall be kept clean, well ventilated, in good repair and 
shall have self-closing doors. 

(36) All milk plants, creameries and pasteurizing 
plants shall be provided with suitable sinks at which 
employees may wash their hands and soap and clean 
individual towels shall be provided convenient to wash 
sinks. Employees must wash their hands before be- 
ginning work and after visiting toilet, and shall keep 
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their hands clean at all times while engaged in the han- 
dling of milk or its products. 

(37) The general sanitary conditions of all milk 
plants or creameries, pasteurization plants and their im- 
mediate surroundings shall be such as to insure a safe 
supply of milk or its products. 

9, The inspections provided for in this act may be 
made either by the Department of Health of the State of 
New Jersey or by any local board of health or other body 
exercising the powers thereof of any municipality in 
this State; provided, however, that in the case of milk 
or cream intended for consumption as fluid milk or 
cream, said inspection shall be made by either of the 
official agencies aforementioned. 

10. In the event that any municipality within this 
State is unable for any reason to conduct a thorough 
and efficient system of inspection, it shall be the duty of 
the governing body of said municipality within ninety 
days after passage of this act and annually thereafter 
within sixty days prior to the end of each calendar year 
to certify by resolution its inability so to do, and shall 
state in said resolution in detail the reasons for such 
inability, a certified copy of which shall be forwarded to 
the Department of Health of the State of New Jersey, 
which is hereby authorized and empowered to investigate 
said reasons and determine for itself the sufficiency 
thereof, and, upon being satisfied that the reasons set 
forth in said municipal resolution are correct, it shall 
thereupon become the duty of the Department of Health 
of the State of New Jersey to take over, supersede, and 
conduct said inspections on behalf of said municipality, 
said inspections, however, to terminate at the end of 
the calendar year unless the said municipality shall again 
call upon the Department of Health of the State of New 
Jersey, in the manner herein set forth, to again renew 
said service. 

11. Within ninety (90) days after passage of this 
act and annually thereafter, within sixty (60) days 
prior to the end of each calendar year alt local boards of 
health or other bodies exercising the powers thereof shall 
file a statement with the Department of Health of the 
State of New Jersey of all sources of milk and/or cream 
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which is distributed to the consumer within their several 
municipalities and which of said sources of milk and 
cream supplies are under inspection by or for said local 
boards of health or other bodies exercising the powers 
thereof. 

12. On and after July first, nineteen hundred and 
thirty-two, no person shall ship, transport or import, 
into this State from any other State or other jurisdic- 
tion any milk or cream for the purpose of manufactur- 
ing it in this State into ice cream, sherbets, ice cream 
mix, or similar products unless there shall first have 
been filed with the Department of Health of the State 
of New Jersey, on forms approved by said department, 
a certificate containing a statement, under oath or af- 
firmation, by the official governmental agency of the 
State or other jurisdiction having supervision over the 
production, handling, processing, and distribution of 
milk or cream that the standard, quality, methods and 
conditions of production, handling, processing and pas- 
teurization (when same are pasteurized before ship- 
ment) and the dairies, milk plants where said milk or 
cream 1s produced, handled or processed meet the mini- 
mum requirements as set up in section eight of this act 
for all milk or cream; provided, however, that this sec- 
tion shail not apply where milk or cream is used by or 
has been purchased from a dealer whose sources of sup- 
ply have been duly inspected and approved by the local 
or State health authorities of this State. 

13. Certificates filed with the Department of Health 
of this State under provisions of section twelve of this 
act shall expire on June thirtieth following, unless sooner 
revoked; provided, however, the Department of Health 
of the State of New Jersey may require additional cer- 
tificates at any time. 

14. Milk or cream shipped, transported or imported 
into this State under certification as provided for in 
section twelve of this act shall be pasteurized either be- 
fore shipment or at the place of manufacture. 

15. Milk or cream shipped, transported or imported 
into this State under certification as provided for in 
section twelve of this act shall be used for manufactur- 
ing purposes only, and there shall be kept on file at the 
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manufacturing plant or plants for six months, open to 
inspection by State and municipal officials in this State 
charged with the supervision of milk and milk products, 
complete records of receipts and disposition of all milk 
or cream, 

16. On and after July first, one thousand nine hun- 

dred and thirty-two, no person shall engage in the busi- 
ness of shipping, transporting or importing from any 
other State or other jurisdiction, any ice cream, sherbet, 
ice cream mix or similar products, which products shall 
be for use within this State, unless said person shall 
apply for and obtain from the Department of Health of 
the State of New Jersey a permit to engage in the busi- 
ness of shipping, transporting or importing said ice 
cream, sherbets, ice cream mix or similar products. Such 
permit shall expire on the thirtieth day of June of each 
year. Such permit shall be subject to suspension and 
revocation in such manner and by such procedure as set 
tip in section seven of this act for suspension and revoca- 
tion of permits for shipping, transporting or importing 
milk or cream. 
17. The Department of Health of the State of New 
Jersey shall not issue a permit for the business of ship- 
ping, transporting or importing ice cream, sherbets, ice 
cream mix or similar products, as aforesaid, unless the 
milk, cream, ice cream, sherbets, ice cream mix or simi- 
lar products are produced, handled, transported and/or 
manufactured in accordance with the rules and regula- 
tions established by the Department of Health of the 
State of New Jersey as well as the statutes of New Jer- 
sey, with relation thereto and unless there be filed with 
said department the following: 

a. A certificate containing a statement under oath or 
affirmation by the official governmental agency having 
jurisdiction over ice cream manufacturing within the 
State or other jurisdiction wherein the said ice cream, 
sherbets, ice cream mix or similar product is manu fac- 
tured, that the manufacturing plant, appurtenances 
thereof and processes therein, meet the minimum re- 
quirements as set up in section eight of this act. 

b. A statement under oath or affirmation by the 
owner or owners of any plant manufacturing ice cream, 
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sherbets, ice cream mix or similar products for use 
within this State setting forth a complete list of the 
sources of all milk or cream used in the manufacture of 
the said ice cream sherbets, ice cream mix or similar 
products. 

c. A certificate containing a statement under oath or 
affirmation by the official governmental agency of the 
State or other jurisdiction, having supervision over the 
production, handling, processing and distribution of milk 
or cream that the standard, quality, methods and condi- 
tions of production and pasteurization (when same are 
pasteurized before shipment) and the dairies and milk 
plants where said milk or cream is produced, handled or 
processed meet the minimum requirements as set up in 
section eight of this act for all milk or cream. 

18. Each application shall be made upon the forms 
supplied by the Department of Health of the State of 
New Jersey. 

19. All ice cream, sherbets, ice cream mix or similar 
products shipped, transported or imported into this State 
under permit issued as aforesaid, shall have attached to 
or printed or impressed upon the container, printed in 
legible type, a tag or label bearing a permit number and 
such other identification mark as may be designated by 
the Department of Health of the State of New Jersey 
together with the name of the State and the date where 
and when the same was manufactured. 

20. No ice cream, sherbets, ice cream mix or similar 
product shall be shipped, transported or imported into 
this State for use within this State unless the milk and 
cream used in the manufacture of said ice cream, sher- 
bets, ice cream mix or similar products are pasteurized 
either before shipment or at the place of manufacture 
into ice cream, sherbets, ice cream mix or similar 
product. 

21. The Department of Health of the State of New 
Jersey shall satisfy itself that the provisions of this act 
are enforced throughout this State and shall call to the 
attention of local health authorities any failure on their 
part to enforce the provisions of this act, and afford 
them an opportunity to explain their failure. If, after a 
hearing, it finds that no good reason exists for the fail- 
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ure of the local health authorities to enforce the pro- 
visions of this act, it shall issue an order directing them 
to do so. If the local health authorities fail to comply 
with such order within the time specified, the Depart- 
ment of Health of the State of New Jersey shall itself 
take such action as may be necessary to perform the act 
specified in the order. Any expenditures and the amount 
of all obligations incurred by the Department of Health 
of the State of New Jersey to perform such act may be 
recovered in an action of debt, in its name in any 
court of competent jurisdiction from the municipality, 
the health authorities of which fail to comply with the 
order. Such sum when recovered shall be paid into the 
treasury of this State. In all legal proceedings, such 
order of the Department of Health of the State of New 
Jersey shall be prima facie evidence of compliance with 
the provisions of this act and conclusive evidence of the 
violation recited in it. 

22. The Department of Health of the State of New 
Jersey shall within thirty days after passage of this act 
notify all local boards of health in the State as to the 
provisions of this act. 

23. Any person by violating any of the provisions of 
sections two, twelve, thirteen, fourteen, fifteen, sixteen, 
or twenty of this act shall be liable to a penalty of two 
hundred dollars ($200.00) and any person violating any 
of the provisions of sections five, eight, or nineteen of 
this act shall be liable to penalty of from twenty-five 
($25.00) to one hundred ($100.00) dollars to be recov- 
ered in an action of debt in the name of the Department 
of Health of the State of New Jersey or local board of 
health or other body exercising the powers thereof as the 
case may be. Such action may be maintained in the dis- 
trict court of any city or judicial district or the small 
cause court of any county, and jurisdiction is conferred 
upon said courts to hear and determine actions brought 
hereunder. The practice and procedure in all such ac- 
tions shall conform to the practice and procedure pre- 
vailing in the court in which the action 1s instituted, and 
the penalties, when recovered shall be paid to the State 
Treasurer or to the treasurer of the municipality as the 
case may be.

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CHAPTER 133: 


An Act to permit of the payment of a pension to the 
widow of any clerk in the office of county treasurers, 
who shall have died in active service, after twenty-five 
or more years of actual employment. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 


1. The board of chosen freeholders of every county 
in this State may, in its discretion, adopt a resolution 
providing for the payment of a pension to the widow of 
any clerk in a county treasurer’s office, who having been 
actively employed in such office for a continuous period 
of at least twenty-five years, and being a member of a 
county pension fund, and whose death resulted from an 
illness contracted while actively performing his duties. 

2. Said widow of such clerk shall be entitled to re- 
ceive from such county, during the term of her natural 
life, or as long as she remains unmarried, an annual 
pension, not in excess of an amount equal to one-half of 
the annual salary being paid to the deceased husband at 
the time of his death; said pension to be paid to said 
widow in equal monthly installments by the county 
treasurer, out of county funds, when so directed by the 
board of chosen freeholders of said county. 

3. Any such widow entitled to a pension under this 
act may make an application therefor to the board of 
chosen freeholders of such county, and upon proof satis- 
factory to such board of the facts entitling such widow 
to such pension, such board may fix the amount of the 
pension to be so paid, as well as the date when the same 
shall become effective. 

4. This act shall take effect immediately.

provements to land’ (Revision of 1898), approved June 
fourteenth, one thousand eight hundred and ninety-eight, 
which amendment was approved April eighteenth, one 
thousand nine hundred and thirty,” and said claim for 
which the mechanics notice of intention has been filed 
shall have been paid, satisfied or settled by the parties, or 
abandoned by the party filing said mechanics notice of 
intention, the person, firm or corporation who filed said 
mechanics notice of intention shall file a certificate duly 
acknowledged or proved with the county clerk, in whose 
county the mechanics notice of intention has been filed, 
which certificate shall contain: 

1. The date of filing the mechanics notice of intention. 

2. The file number endorsed upon the mechanics 
notice of intention. 

3. The name of the owner of the land named in said 
mechanics notice of intention. 

4. The name of the one for whom the labor was per- 
formed or materials were furnished. 

Said certificate shall also direct the county clerk to 
discharge the mechanics notice of intention of record. 

2. The county clerk shall thereupon attach the said 
certificate to the original mechanics notice of intention 
on file, and shall note on the record of said mechanics 
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notice of intention “Discharged by Certificate’ and for 
so doing, the county clerk shall be entitled to a fee of 
twenty-five cents (25 c.) for each certificate so filed and 
noted. 

3. ‘This act shall take effect immediately.

An Act to amend an act entitled “An act to establish a 
uniform standard of weights and measures in this 
State, to establish a Department of Weights and 
Measures and to provide penalties for the use of other 
than standard or legal weights and measures,” ap- 
proved April twenty-fourth, one thousand nine hun- 
dred and eleven. 


BE If ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section one, article one, of the act to which this 
act is amendatory be and the same is hereby amended to 
read as follows: 

1. The words “weight and measure” or “weights and 
measures,’ as used in this act, shall be deemed to mean 
and to include any weight, measure, scale beam, patent 
balance, spring scale, person weighing machine operated 
for profit, steel-yard, tape, counter measure, receptacle 
or any kind or any other instrument or apparatus and 
accessories connected therewith used in weighing or 
measuring any commodity, fluid or article of merchan- 
dise, or person. 

The word “superintendent,” as used in this act, shall 
be deemed to mean in all instances superintendents of 
weights and measures. 

The word “assistant” shall be deemed to mean as- 
sistant superintendent of weights and measures. 
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2. Section twenty-five, article five, of the act to which 
this act is amendatory be and the same is hereby amend- 
ed to read as follows: 

25. After one year from the passage of this act it shall 
be unlawful for any person to buy or sell goods or serv- 
ice based on weight or measurement by the use of any 
weight or measure which has not been tested and sealed 
according to the provisions of this act under penalty of 
twenty-five dollars; provided, that no contract shall be 
declared void unless one of the contracting parties has 
not been injured by the use of the weight or measure not 
tested and sealed. 

3. Section thirty-seven, article five, of the act to which 
this act is amendatory be and the same is hereby amended 
to read as follows: 

37. Whenever any weight or measure is sold or leased 
or delivered after sale to any person within this State 
for the purpose of use in the purchase of or in the sale of 
commodities or service, such weight or measure, shall 
be of the legal or true standard as heretofore provided 
in this act, and all persons, firms, copartnerships, or 
corporations shall furnish the local superintendent of 
weights and measures of the county or municipality in 
which any weights or measures are installed, a list in 
writing of the sale or lease and location of such weights 
Or measures, and any person, firm, copartnership, or 
corporation selling or leasing a false weight or measure 


or a weight or measure that has not been approved as to 


type, construction and operation, by the State Superin- 
tendent of Weights and Measures, for the purpose of 
weighing or measuring commodities or service, or who 
fails to notify the local county or municipal superintend- 
ent of weights and measures of the locations of any 
weights or measures sold and installed in their respective 
jurisdictions, shall be lable to a penalty of fifty dollars. 

4, All acts or parts of acts inconsistent herewith are 
hereby repealed. 

5. This act shall take effect immediately.

making loans to or extending credit to building and loan 
associations, and, to that end, to purchase stock in or 
securities of or deposit money with such corporation, 
association or agency and/or to comply with any other 
condition of membership or credit; provided, that the 
Commissioner of Banking and Insurance shall, in writ- 
ing, consent to such membership and such investment 
or the performance of any condition of membership or 
credit. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

BE If ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section four of Article XIV of the act to which 
this act is an amendment and supplement is hereby 
amended to read as follows and is hereby supplemented 
by the addition of new subsections to be known as sub- 
section (c) and subsection (d). 

(a) The driver of any vehicles upon a highway, be- 
fore starting, stopping, backing or turning from a direct 
line, shall first see that such movement can be made in 
safety, and if any pedestrian may be affected by such 
movement, shall give a clearly audible signal by sounding 
the horn, and whenever the operation of any other 
vehicles may be affected by such movement, shall give a 
signal, as required in this section, plainly visible to the 
driver of such other vehicle or pedestrian of the inten- 
tion to make such movement. 

(b) The signal herein required shall be given either 
by means of the hand and arm in the manner herein 
specified, or by ai approved signal device which shall be 
lighted during the period from one-half hour after sun- 
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set and one-half hour before sunrise, and at such other 
times that substantial objects are not clearly discernible 
from a distance of three hundred (300) feet, except that 
when a vehicle 1s so constructed or loaded as to prevent 
the hand and arm signal from being visible, to the extent 
of fifteen (15) inches thereof, both to the front and 
rear, the signals shall be given by some such device as 
above set forth which has been approved of by the de- 
partment. 

(c) For the purpose of complying with the last fore- 
going sections (a) and (b) every commercial vehicle 
operated in the State of New Jersey, including vehicles 
used for the transportation of passengers shall be 
equipped with the signal device set out in section (b) 
herein, unless said vehicle has been examined by the 
Commissioner ‘of Motor Vehicles of the State of New 
Jersey and has been specifically exempted from the pro- 
vision of this section. 

(d) The provisions of the foregoing sections’ shall 
not take effect until January first, one thousand nine hun- 
dred and thirty-three, and on and after said date the 
Commissioner of Motor Vehicles shall not issue a license 
for any vehicles until after the provisions of the fore- 
going sections have been complied with.

shall be specifically made subject to the lien of said 
mortgage in the full principal sum then due thereon and 
interest on said principal sum from the date of said 
decree. 

2. That whenever, under the terms of any mortgage 
now in force, or hereafter executed and delivered, it is 
provided that there shall be paid on account of the prin- 
cipal sum secured thereby, a payment or payments on 
account of the principal sum due at any time or times 
therein specified, and the owner of the mortgaged prem- 
ises shall fail, neglect or refuse to pay to the holder 
thereof any such payment on account of the principal 
sum, at the time when it has become due, or within such 
period of grace as may be designated in said mortgage, 
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or m the evidence or evidences of debt to secure which 
it has been given, then the holder of said mortgage may 
elect to institute proceedings to foreclose said mortgage 
only to the extent that there is due and unpaid there- 
under, any payment required to be made on account of 
the principal, either by the terms thereof or of the evi- 
dence or evidences of debt to secure which it is given; 
and the proceedings for foreclosure in such case shall be 
the same as though the holder of said mortgage had 
elected to declare the full principal sum, and interest, 
due, because of such default, except that the decree en- 
tered in such case shall be only for the amount of the 
principal which would have been due as of the date of 
the filing of the bill, had there been no default, together 
with all interest accrued as of the date of said decree, 
and costs, and shall adjudge that the mortgage shall not 
be deemed to have merged in the decree, but shall re- 
main in full force and effect as security for the principal 
sum remaining due thereon, after deducting the principal 
stum decreed to be paid by virtue of the default as afore- 
said, and interest upon said principal sum to grow due 
thereon from the date of said decree; and the sale of 
said premises under said decree shall be specifically made 
subject to the lien of said mortgage in the principal sum 
remaining due thereon as specified in said decree, and 
interest on said principal sum from the date of said 
decree. 

3. That whenever, under the terms of any mortgage 
now in force, or hereafter executed and delivered or in 
any evidence or evidences of debt secured by said mort- 
gage, it is provided that the mortgagee may claim a de- 
fault for the nonpayment of any municipal lien or liens 
which shall have remained unpaid for the specified time, 
then when such municipal lien or liens shall not have been 
paid within the specified time the mortgagee shall have 
the right to pay the same or purchase the municipal lien 
or liens, taking an assignment thereof, and foreclose 
said mortgage for the amount due for such municipal 
lien or liens; and the proceedings in foreclosure in such 
case shall be the same as though the holder of said mort- 
gage had elected to declare the full principal sum, and 
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interest, due, because of such default, except that the 
decree entered in such case shall be only for the amount 
of the municipal lien or liens so paid or purchased as 
aforesaid together with interest from the date of such 
payment and shall adjudge that the mortgage shall be 
deemed not to have merged in the decree but shall re- 
main in full force and effect as security for the principal 
sum due thereon together with accrued interest. 

4. That in the event there shall be a municipal lien 
or liens, due and unpaid upon the mortgaged premises, 
at the time of the commencement of the said foreclosure 
for the nonpayment of interest, or principal according 
to the provisions of this act, then the mortgagee may 
pay such municipal lien or liens and secure a decree 
under such foreclosure not only for the unpaid interest 
or defaulted portion of the principal, but also for the 
amount so paid for municipal lien or liens together with 
interest thereon from the date of payment thereot. 

5. That whenever, under the terms of any mortgage 
now in force, or hereafter executed and delivered, it is 
provided that the owner of the mortgaged premises shall 
keep the same insured for the benefit of the mortgagee, 
and in default thereof or upon the failure, neglect or re- 
fusal of the owner to pay any premium for such insur- 
ance protection, the mortgagee may procure such insur- 
ance or pay such defaulted premium or premiums in or- 
der to preserve the protection of such insurance to such 
mortgagee; and where the mortgagee upon the payment 
of the cost of such insurance is authorized to add the 
sum thus paid for insurance premium or premiums to 
the principal sum due under said mortgage, to be recov- 
ered upon demand or otherwise with interest from the 
date of such payment, or whenever the mortgagee has 
the option to declare the principal sum due on said mort- 
eage whenever the owner fails to furnish proper insur- 
ance protection and the mortgagee has so protected the 
mortgage by paying for or securing such insurance, the 
mortgagee may waive the demand for payment of the 
principal sum due on said mortgage and may foreclose 
only for the insurance premium or premiums so paid 
together with interest thereon. The holder of said mort- 
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vage may elect to institute proceedings to foreclose said 
mortgage only to the extent that there is due and unpaid 
thereunder the amount paid for such insurance premium 
or premiums and interest on said sum and the decree in 
such case shall adjudge that the mortgage shall not be 
deemed to have merged in the decree but shall remain 
in full force and effect as security for the principal sum 
due thereon and accrued interest. 

6. There shall be no merger of the fee and the mort- 
gage interest resulting from the purchase of the land 
sold by the holder of the mortgage or of any interest 
therein, but that, in such case the lands may be held or 
conveyed subject to the lien of the remainder of the 
mortgage debt and the mortgage may be assigned as a 
valid and subsisting lien upon the lands therein described 
nor shall there exist any right to a deficiency judgment 
in a case of any such foreclosure. 

7. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent with the pro- 
visions of this act be and the same are hereby specifically 
repealed; provided, however, that nothing herein con- 
tained shall in any wise be construed to affect any fore- 
closure proceedings instituted prior to the time that this 
act takes effect. 

8. This act shall take effect immediately.

CH Ar TER 130: 


An Act providing for the payment of a pension to the 
widow of any person who, as President of the Senate, 
administered the government of this State for a period 
ot more than seven months. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. The widow of any person who, as President of the 
Senate of this State, administered the government there- 
of for a period of more than seven months, shall, upon 
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application to the Treasurer of the State of New Jersey, 
be entitled to receive, during the term of her natural 
life, so long as she remain unmarried, an annual pension 
of eighteen hundred dollars, to be paid in equal monthly 
payments by the Treasurer of this State, upon the war- 
rant of the Comptroller of the Treasury. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 140. 


An Act to amend an act entitled ““An act to tax the trans- 
fer of property, of resident and nonresident decedents, 
by devise, bequest, descent, distribution by statute, 
gift, deed, grant, bargain and sale, in certain cases,” 
approved April twentieth, one thousand nine hundred 
and nine. 


BE If ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section twenty-four of the act of which this act is 
amendatory be and the sare is hereby amended so that 
the same shall read as follows: 

24. Whenever a resident or a nonresident of this State 
has died or shall hereafter die, testate or intestate, seized 
or possessed of any property liable to the payment of a 
tax under the provisions of this act, or whenever there 1s 
property, real or personal, liable to the payment of a tax 
under the provisions of this act as a tax upon the trans- 
fer of property by such decedent and such decedent has 
been deceased for a period of four years without notice 
of his or her death or without information of the trans- 
fer of the property so liable to a tax having been received 
by the State Tax Department, it shall be lawful for the 
State Tax Commissioner to enter into an agreement in 
writing with the person first giving him information of 
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the existence of property so liable to a tax, to pay to such 
person an amount computed as follows: on that portion 
of the tax and penalty collected not exceeding three hun- 
dred thousand dollars ($300,000.00), ten per centum; if 
over three hundred thousand dollars ($300,000.00) and 
not exceeding two million dollars ($2,000,000.00), five 
per centum on such excess; if over two million dollars 
($2,000,000.00), two per centum on such excess. 

Upon the collection of such tax, and penalties, if any, 
thereon, it shall be lawful for the Comptroller of the 
Treasury, on satisfactory proof of the agreement and the 
amount of tax and penalties, if any, paid into the State 
Treasury, duly certified to him by the State Tax Com- 
missioner, to draw his warrant on the State Treasurer 
in favor of the person giving the information for the 
amount called for by the terms of the agreement. All 
amounts becoming due under the provisions of this act 
shall be paid from the same fund provided in the annual 
appropriation bill for the payment of refunds to estates 
pursuant to section fifteen, chapter two hundred and 
twenty-eight, laws of one thousand nine hundred and 
nine, as amended, and refunds to counties pursuant to 
chapter two hundred and thirty-eight, laws of one thou- 
sand nine hundred and nine. Provided, however, that 
the agreements herein provided for shall have application 
only to the tax and penalty accruing and collected as a 
result of the information disclosed by the informant. 
Provided further, however, that compensation will not 
be made to any informant who has wilfully or otherwise 
permitted or caused the delay in the filing of a full and 
complete record of the decedent’s estate, including trans- 
fers made in contemplation of or to take effect at or 
after death. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 141. 


A Supplement to an act entitled “An Act for the punish- 
ment of crimes” (Revision of 1898), approved June 
fourteenth, eighteen hundred and ninety-eight. 


BE If ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Any person who, by false representations with 
respect to the ability of such person to pay the usual and 
reasonable cost of medical and/or surgical treatment for 
such person, or another, shall secure such medical and/or 
surgical treatment from any State, county, municipal or 
charitable hospital, or institution, free or at reduced rates 
or who shall by false representations as to his or her 
financial situation obtain from any department of public 
welfare or overseer of the poor of any county or munici- 
pality, financial or other assistance in any form, shall be 
guilty of a misdemeanor. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 142. 


An Act to amend the title and also the body of an act en- 
titled ‘“‘An act to protect persons performing labor or 
furnishing materials for the construction, alteration or 
repair of public works,” approved February sixteenth, 
one thousand nine hundred and eighteen. 


BE If ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. The title of the act mentioned in the title of this act 
is hereby amended to read as follows: 

An act to protect persons performing labor or em- 
ployed upon public works, and to secure claims of per- 
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sons who furnish materials, supplies, teams, implements 
or machinery used or consumed in and about the per- 
iormance of such works. ‘ 

2. Section one of the act mentioned in the title hereof 
is hereby amended so as to read as follows: 

1. When public buildings or other public works or 1m- 
provements are about to be constructed, erected, altered 
or repaired under contract, at the expense of the State or 
any county, city, town, township, village, borough, mu- 
nicipality governed by a board of commissioners, or im- 
provement commission, or school district thereof, it shail 
be the duty of the board, officer or agent, contracting on 
behalf of the State or any county, city, town, township, 
village, borough, municipality governed by a board of 
commissioners, or improvement commission or school 
district, to require the usual bond, as provided for in the 
statute, with good and sufficient sureties, with an addt- 
tional obligation for the payment by the contractor, and 
by all subcontractors, for all labor performed or ma- 
terials, provisions, provender or other supplies, teams, 
fuels, oils, implements or machinery used or consumed 
in, upon, for or about the construction, erection, altera- 
tion, or repair of such building, works or improvements. 

3. Section two of the act mentioned in the title hereof 
is hereby amended so as to read as follows: 

2. Such bond shall be executed by such contractor 
with such sureties as shall be approved by the board, 
officer or agent acting on behalf of the State or any 
county, city, town, township, village, borough, munici- 
pality governed by a board of commissioners, or im- 
provement commission, or school district aforesaid, in 
an amount equal to at least one hundred per centum 
(100%) of the contract price, and conditioned for the 
payment by the contractor, and by all subcontractors, or 
his or its sub-contractor, of all indebtedness which may 
accrue to any person, firm or corporation, in an amount 
not exceeding the sum specified in the bond, on account 
of any labor performed or materials, provisions, prov- 
ender or other supplies, or teams, fuels, oils, implements 
or machinery used or consumed in, upon, for or about 
the construction, erection, alteration or repair to such 
building, works or improvements. Such bond shatl be 
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deposited with, and held by, such board, officer or agent 
for the use of any party interested therein. 

4. Section three of the act mentioned in the title 
hereof 1s hereby amended so as to read as follows: 

3. Any person, firm or corporation to whom any 
money shail be due on account of having performed any 
labor or furnished any materials, provisions, provender 
or other supplies, teams, fuel, oils, implements or machin- 
ery, in, upon, for or about the construction, erection, 
alteration or repair of any such building, work or 1m- 
provement, at any time betore the acceptance thereof by 
the duly authorized board or officer, or within eighty 
(SQ) days thereafter, shall furnish the sureties on said 
bond a statement of the amount due to any such person, 
firin or corporation. No suit shall be brought against 
any said sureties on said bond until the expiration of 
eighty (80) days after the acceptance thereof by the duly 
authorized board or officer. [i said indebtedness shall 
net be paid in full at the expiration of said eighty (SO) 
days, said person, firm or corporation may bring an ac- 
tion in his or its own name upon such bond, said action 
to be commenced within one year from the date of the 
acceptance of said building, work or improvemeit. An] 
upon the trial of any such action the court shall award 
to the prevailing party a reasonable attorney's fee to be 
taxed as costs, and to be included in the judement therein 
rendered. 

5. Section four of the act mentioned in the title 
hereof is hereby amended so as to read as follows: 

4. The bond hereinbefore provided for shall be sub- 
stantially the folowing form, and recovery of any claim- 
ant thereunder shall be subject to the conditions and 
provisions of this act to the same extent as 1f such cond1- 
tions and provisions were fully incorporated in said bond 
form.

A Supplement to an act entitled “An act concerning rail- 
roads” (Revision of 1903), approved April four- 
teenth, one thousand nine hundred and three. 


BE Ir ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. every railroad company, in addition to the powers 
conferred on it by this act or by its charter, or by the act 
or certificate under which it is or shall be incorporated, 
and notwithstanding any limitation expressly or 1m- 
pliedly imposed by any general or special law, or by the 
act or certificate under which it is incorporated, shall 
have power: 

(a) To purchase, hold, sell, assign, transfer, mort- 
gage, pledge or otherwise dispose of any shares of the 
capital stock of, or any bonds, securities, or evidences of 
indebtedness created by any other corporation or cor- 
porations of this or any other State, and while owner 
of such stock to exercise all the rights, powers and 
privileges of ownership, including the right to vote 
thereon; provided, that nothing herein contained shall 
authorize any acquisition or disposal of any shares of 
stock or other securities, or any transfer thereof to be 
made upon the books of the corporation, requiring the 
approval of the Board of Public Utility Commissioners 
without the approval of such board. 

(b) To acquire, purchase, lease and hold any of the 
property, franchises, privileges or rights of any other 
corporation or corporations of this or any other State, 
and while owner or lessee of such property, franchises, 
privileges or rights to exercise all the rights, powers and 
privileges of ownership, including the right to operate 
any line of railroad or other means of transportation; 
provided, that nothing herein contained shall authorize 
the acquisition of any property or the exercise of any 
franchises, privileges or rights requiring the approval 
ef the Board of Public Utility Commissioners without 
the approval of such board; and provided further, that 
the exercise of any such franchises, privileges or rights 
including the operation of any line of ratlroad or other 
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means of transportation acquired, purchased, leased or 
held under the provisions of this act, shall be subject to 
all of the provisions of the act entitled “An act concern- 
ing public utilities; to create a board of public utility 
commissioners and to prescribe its duties and powers”, 
approved April twenty-first, nineteen hundred and 
eleven, and all the acts supplemental thereto and amenda- 
tory thereof. 

(c) To sell or otherwise dispose of any of its prop- 
erty, franchises, privileges or rights or any part thereof ; 
provided, that nothing herein contained shall authorize 
the sale or other disposal of any property, franchises, 
privileges or rights requiring the approval of the Board 
of Public Utility Commissioners without the approval of 
such board. | 

2. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent with this act 
are hereby repealed, and this act shall take effect im- 
medcately.

CHAPTER 144. 


An Act to repeal an act entitled “an act relating to the 
issuance, sale and delivery of stock and securities by 
corporations of this State which have acquired or may 
hereafter acquire authority, permission or a franchise 
from the State or any municipality thereof, to use or 
occupy any street, highway, road, land or public place 
within this State,” approved August fourteenth, one 
thousand nine hundred and six, and the amendments 
thereof and supplements thereto. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. An act entitled “An act relating to the issuance, 
sale and delivery of stock and securities by corporations 
of this State which have acquired or may hereafter ac- 
quire authority, permission or a franchise from the State 
or any municipality thereof, to use or occupy any street. 
highway road, land, or public place within this State.” 
approved August fourteenth, one thousand nine hundre: 
and six, and the amendment thereof, approved February 
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thirteenth, one thousand nine hundred and eight, the 
amendment thereof March thirteenth, one thousand nine 
hundred and twenty-two, and the supplement thereto ap- 
proved April twenty-first, one thousand nine hundred 
and twenty, be and the same are hereby repealed.

CHAPTER 145. 


An Act to amend an act entitled “An act to establish a 
thorough and efficient system of free public schools, 
and to provide for the maintenance, support, and 
management thereof,” approved October nineteenth, 
one thousand nine hundred and three. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section two hundred and thirty of said act be and 
the same is hereby amended to read as follows: 

230. Every board of education shall procure a United 
States flag, flag staff and necessary appliances therefor 
for each school in the district and shall display said flag 
upon or near the public school building during school 
hours, and shall also procure a United States flag, flag 
staff and necessary appliances or standard therefor for 
each assembly room in each school or where there 1s no 
assembly room, then for each class room in such school, 
and shail display said flag in the assembly room or where 
there 1s no assembly room in the school, then in each class 
room during school hours and at such other time as the 
board of education may deem proper, and the board of 
education shall require the pupils in each school in the 
district to salute the flag of the United States and repeat 
the oath of allegiance on every school day; provided, 
however, that nothing herein contained shall require the 
child or children of accredited representatives of foreign 
governments to whom the United States extends diplo- 
matic immunity, to salute the flag and repeat the said 
oath of allegiance. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 146. - 


An Act establishing rules and regulations for the control 
of traffic on the inter-state bridges and tunnels oper- 
ated by the Port of New York Authority and prescrib- 
ing proceedings and penalties for their violations. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 


1. To the end that the inter-state vehicular crossings 
operated by the Port of New York Authority (herein- 
after called the “Port Authority’) may be efficiently and 
safely operated in the interests of the public of the States 
of New York and New Jersey and of the Nation, and 
pursuant to Articles XVIII and XIX of the Compact 
of April thirtieth, one thousand nine hundred and 
twenty-one, between the States of New York and New 
Jersey creating the Port Authority, the following rules 
and regulations, which have been adopted by the Port 
Authority governing traffic on vehicular crossings oper- 
ated by the Port Authority, are hereby concurred in by 
the Legislature of this State, and are declared to be bind- 
ing upon all persons and corporations affected thereby, 
and violations thereof shall be punishable as hereinafter 
provided, 

(a) No traffic shall be permitted in or upon vehicular 
crossings except upon the payment of such tolls and 
other charges as may from time to time-be prescribed by 
the Port Authority. It is hereby declared to be unlawful 
for any person to refuse to pay, or to evade or to attempt 
to evade the payment of such tolls or other charges. 

(b) No vehicle shall be operated carelessly or negli- 
eently, or in disregard of the rights or safety of others, 
or without due caution and circumspection, or at a speed 
or in a manner so as to endanger or to be likely to en- 
danger persons or property, or while the operator thereof 
is under the influence of intoxicating liquors or any 
narcotic or habit-forming drug, nor shall any vehicle he 
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so constructed, equipped or loaded as to endanger or to 
he likely to endanger persons or property. 

(c) All persons in or upon vehicular crossings must 
at all times comply with any lawful order, signal or 
direction by voice or hand of any member of the Port 
Authority police force. When traffic is controlled by 
traffic lights, signs or by mechanical or electrical signals, 
such lights, signs and signals shali be obeyed uniess a 
Port Authority police officer directs otherwise. 

(d) Unless otherwise directed, vehicles shall at all 
times stay to the right of the center of all roadways ex- 
cept in the case of one-way roadways; slow-moving 
vehicles shall remain as close as possible to the right- 
hand edge or curb of the roadway; and where a roadway 
is marked with traffic lanes vehicles shall not cross mark- 
Ings. 

(e) No person shall operate a motor vehicle in or 
upon any part of a vehicular crossing unless he is duly 
authorized to operate motor vehicles in the State in 
which such part of the vehicular crossing is located. No 
motor vehicle shall be permitted in or upon any part of a 
vehicular crossing which 1s not registered in accordance 
with the provisions of the law of the State in which such 
part of the vehicular crossing ts located. 

(i) The operator of any vehicle involved in an ac- 
cident resulting in injury or death to any person or dam- 
age to any property shall immediately stop such vehicle 
at the scene of the accident, render such assistance as 
may be needed, and give his name, address, and opera- 
tor’s license and registration number to the person in- 
jured or to any. officer or witness of the injury. ‘The 
operator of such vehicle shall make a report of such 
accident in accordance with the law of the State in which 
such accident occurred. 

2. The violation within the State of any of the fore- ~ 
eoing rules and regulations, including but not limited to 
those regarding the payment of tolls, shall be punishable 
as follows: 

(a) If such a violation would have been a violation of 
law or ordinance 1f committed on any public road, street, 
highway or turnpike in the municipality in which such 
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violation occurred, it shall be tried and punished in the 
same manner as if it had been committed on such public 
road, street, highway er turnpike. 

(b) All other violations shall be punishable by a fine 
not exceeding fifty ($50.00) dollars or in default 
thereof by imprisonment not exceeding five (5) days or 
by both such fine and imprisonment. 

3. Any magistrate of the county, or recorder, or police 
magistrate of any municipality, or any judge of any 
criminal judicial district court of any county within 
whose jurisdiction a violation of the rules and regula- 
tions specified in subdivision (b) of section two in this 
act is alleged to have occurred, is hereby authorized and 
empowered in a summary way, to hear and determine the 
guilt or innocence of such person, and upon conviction 
may impose upon the person so convicted the penalty 
herein prescribed. The proceedings for the violation of 
such rules and regulations shall be in the same manner 
prescribed by chapter two hundred and eighty-one, laws 
of New Jersey, one thousand nine hundred and twenty- 
eight, for the violation of the provisions thereof. ‘The 
word “magistrate” as used in this act shall be deemed 
and understood to mean and include all officers enumer- 
ated in section thirteen of Article XV of chapter two 
hundred and eighty-one, laws of New Jersey, one thou- 
sand nine hundred and twenty-eight. 

4. The penalties herein prescribed shall not preclude 
the Port Authority from excluding from vehicular cross- 
ings permanently or for a specified time, all vehicles 
violating any of the foregoing rules and regulations, as 
well as other vehicles owned or operated by the owner 
and/or operator of such vehicle. 

5. The following terms as used herein shall have the 
indicated meanings: 

“Vehicular crossings” shall include not only bridges 
and tunnels operated by the Port Authority, but also 
their plazas and approaches, but shall not include any 
lands granted by the Port Authority to the States of New 
York or New Jersey or to a municipality for street or 
highway purposes even though such street or highway 
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constitutes a means of access or egress from such vehicu- 
lar crossing. 

“Traffic’ shall include pedestrians, ridden animals, 
herded animals and vehicles whether moved by human 
power or otherwise. | 

6. The provisions of this act shall be regarded as in 
aid of and supplemental to and in no case as a limitation 
upon any of the powers vested in the Port Authority by 
the States of New York and New Jersey and/or by 
Congress. 

7. If any term or provision of this act shail be de- 
clared unconstitutional or ineffective in whole or in part 
by a court of competent jurisdiction, then to the extent 
that it is not unconstitutional or ineffective, such term or 
provision shall be enforced and effectuated, nor shall 
such determination be deemed to invalidate the remain- 
ing terms or provisions thereof. 

8. This act shall take effect upon the enactment into 
law by the State of New York of legislation having a 
similar effect in New York to this.

BE If ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section eight of the act to which this act 1s amenda- 
tory be and is hereby amended so as to read as follows: 

8. It shall he unlawful to capture, kill, injure, destroy 
or have in possession any quail, rabbit, hare, gray, black 
or fox squirrel, raccoon, English or ring-neck pheasant,

ruffed grouse, prairie chicken, wild turkey, Hungarian 
partridge, reed bird, wild swans, wood duck, wild geese, 
brant, wild ducks, ile or farsi hens, gallinules, coot 
(commonly known as crow-duck), upland plover, black- 
bellied plover, golden plover, greater or lesser yellowlegs, 
willets, sandpipers, dowitchers or robin snipe, brown 
backs, curlews, turnstones or calico backs, godwits or 
marlin, tattlers, Wilson snipe or jacksnipe, woodcock or 
any other birds commonly known as shore birds, suri 
snipe or bay snipe, except and unless an open season 1s 
prescribed therefor, and then only during the respective 
open seasons fixed by this section. 

The open season for wild geese, brant, wild ducks 
(except wood duck), coot and Wilson snipe or jack- 
snipe, shall be from October sixteenth to January thirty- 
first following, both days inclusive. 

The open season for gallinules, sora, marsh hen or 
mudhen and other rails (other than coot ) shall be from 
September first to November thirtieth following, both 
days inclusive. 

The open season for woodcock shall be from October 
fifteenth to November fourteenth following, both days 
inclusive. 

The open season for quail, rabbit, hare, gray, black or 
fox squirrel, English or ring- -neck pheasant, ruffed 
grouse, pratrie chicken, wild turkey, or Hungarian par- 
tridge shall be from November tenth to December 
fifteenth, both days inclusive. 

The open season for raccoon shall be from November 
first to December thirty-first, both days inclusive except 
during the open season for deer. 

The birds and animals for which an open season is 
prescribed by this section may be possessed during the 
respective open seasons therefor and for the additional 
period of ten days immediately succeeding such open 
seasons. 

Any person violating any of the provisions of this 
section shall be liable to a penalty of twenty dollars for 
each bird or animal or part thereof unlawfully captured, 
killed, injured, destroyed or had in possession. 

2. Section nine of the act to which this act is amenda- 
tory be and is hereby amended so as to read as follows 
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9. It shail be unlawful to capture, kul, injure, destroy 
or have in possession in any one day more than ten quail, 
two English or ring-neck pheasants, three Hungarian par- 
tridge, four woodcock, three ruffed grouse, twenty-five 
in the aggregate ot all kinds of duck (except wood 
duck), eight geese, eight brant, twenty-five sora, twenty- 
five coots (commonly known as crow duck), twenty-five 
in the aggregate of all kinds of rails (except sora), in- 
cluding marsh hens and gallinules, but not more than 
fifteen of any one species, twenty Wilson snipe or jack- 
snipe, six gray squirrels, or six rabbits; it shall also be 
unlawful for any person to capture, kill, j injure, destroy 
or have in possession during the open season theretor 
more than thirty English or ring-neck pheasants, or more 
than fitteen raccoons, under a penalty of twenty dollars 
for each bird, squirrel, raccoon, or rabbit captured, killed, 
injured, destroyed or had in possession in excess of the 
number permitted by this section; provided, that nothing 
in this section contained shall apply to any proprietor of 
a hotel, restaurant or cafe having in possession at his or 
her hotel, restaurant or cafe at any time any game raised 
on licensed game preserves tagged or marked in accord- 
ance with law, or to any rabbit during the open season 
permitted by law, and for a period of ten days ummedi- 
ately succeeding such open season. 

3. Section twenty-four of the act to which this act is 
amendatory be and hereby is amended so as to read as 
follows: 

24. If any dog is found running at large in the woods 
or fields except during the open season now or hereafter 
provided for killing of quail, rabbit, squirrel, English or 
ring-necked pheasant, ruffed grouse, prairie chicken, 
wild turkey or Hungarian partridge, the owner, lessee 
or custodian of such dog shall be liable to a penalty of 
twenty dollars for each offense. {t shall be unlawful for 
any person to go into the woods or fields with a hound 
or firearm, except only during the open season now or 
hereafter provided for killing the above mentioned game 
birds or game animals, under a penalty of twenty doll ars 
for each offense; provided, that the occupant of a farm 
may permit his dog to run at large on the land which he 
occupies, except during the open season for deer; and 
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provided, that the owner, lessee or custodian of any dog 
may go into the woods or fields with such dog without 
firearms for the purpose of exercising or training saicl 
dog in daylight at any time except during the open 
season for deer, or may hunt foxes with hounds and fire- 
arms in daylight from November tenth to Apru thirtieth, 
both dates inclusive, except during the open season for 
deer. Any person hunting foxes who shall kill, injure, 
destroy or have in possession any bird or animal the kill- 
ing of which is prohibited shall be liable to a penalty of 
one hundred dollars for each bird or animal kille<!, in- 
jured, destroyed or had in possession. Any person who 
shall kill a fox and fail to report the same within forty- 
eight hours to a fish and game warden of the county in 
which such fox was killed or to the Board of Fish and 
Game Commissioners at T'renton, shall be liable to a 
penalty of five dollars; and further provided, that this 
act shall not apply to hunting deer, woodcock, snipe, rail, 
mudhen and waterfowl at the time and in the manner 
provided by law; or to hunting raccoon with dogs and 
firearms between sunset and sunrise from the first day 
of November to the thirty-first day of December, both 
dates inclusive, of each year, except during the open 
season for deer; or to the killing of crows, hawks, wood- 
chucks and vermin at any time of year when in the act of 
destroying poultry, crops or property.

BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 


1. Section four of the act of which this act is an 
amendment is hereby amended to read as follows: 

4, Whenever any work to be performed or materials 
to be furnished may involve an expenditure of any sum 
exceeding one thousand dollars, the said commission 
shall designate the time when they will meet at the usual 
place of meeting to receive proposals in writing for do- 
ing such work or furnishing such materials, as the case 
may be, and shall thereupon order that the notice shall 
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be given by advertising the samie in one or more news- 
papers circulating in one or more of the municipalities 
represented by the commission, at least ten days before 
the time of such meeting, which advertisement shall 
specify the dimensions and quality of the work to be 
done or materials to be turnished. All such proposals 
shall be publicly opened in the presence of those who 
choose to attend, and said commission shall be em- 
powered to reject any or all of said proposals, and to 
advertise for new proposals, and the contract for such 
work and materials, when awarded, shall be awarded to 
the lowest responsible bidder; prowided, that this section 
shall not be construed to apply to the compensation of 
specially retained advisers; and provided, further, that 
when the exigency of the service of an emergency 
threatening the continuity of the water supply shall by 
resolution passed by the unanimous vote of the members 
of the said commission, which resolution shall set forth 
the nature of such exigency or emergency, and shall state 
the approximate cost of the work in excess of one thou- 
sand dollars necessary to be done to meet such exigency 
or emergency, then and in such case the necessity for 
advertising and receiving proposals provided for in this 
section shall not apply. 

2. Section eight of the act of which this act is an 
amendment is hereby amended to read as follows: 

8. All engineers, surveyors, officers, agents, employees 
or committeemen appointed for the purposes herein pro- 
vided are hereby authorized and empowered to enter 
upon any land or water for the purpose of making any 
and all surveys and examinations necessary, and at all 
reasonable hours to enter any dwelling or other place 
where the water so furnished is taken or used, and where 
unnecessary waste thereof is known or suspected, and 
examine and inquire into the cause thereof; and the said 
engineers, surveyors, officers, agents, employees or com- 
mitteemen, shall have full power to examine all service 
pipes, stopcocks and other apparatus connected with the 
water supply or drainage works, for the purpose of as- 
certaining whether the same are of the character and 
dimensions, and fixed in the manner by the rules of the 
said commission regulating the same; and 1f any per- 
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son or persons shall refuse to permit such examination, 
or oppose or obstruct any such engineers, surveyors, 
officers, agents, employees or committeemen in the per- 
formance of such duties, he, she or they so offending 
shall have the supply of water shut off until the required 
examination 1s made and such alteration and repairs as 
may be necessary shall be completed, 

The owner of any house, tenement, building or lot 
shali each be liable for the payment of the price or rent 
as fixed by the said commission for the use of water by 
such owner or by the occupier, and for the installation, 
purchase price, repair and testing of any water meter or 
water meters, waters service, water Services, connections, 
appliances or parts, and renewals thereof, heretofore or 
hereafter furnished or made by such commission, in or 
upon such house, tenement, building or lot, or connecting 
with such house, tenement, building or lot, and the 
interest and penalties charged; and such price or rent so 
fixed, and the other costs, expenses, interest and penalties 
aforesaid, shall be a lien upon said house, tenement, 
building or lot, until the same shall be paid and satisfied, 
and shall be enforceable by an action in debt 1n any com- 
petent court. ‘The commission shall notify the officers or 
board having charge of the collection of taxes in each 
municipality in which the commission shall supply water 
to any of the inhabitants of such municipality, that said 
commission is supplying water to such inhabitants, and 
requesting said officials or board to notify all persons 
applying for a certificate showing municipal or other 
liens against property in such municipality, that the ap- 
plicant must apply to the said commission to ascertain 
the amount of water rents or other charges due to said 
commission, which are by law made a lien upon the 
premises covered by said certificate. Satd commission 
shall have authority to require payment in advance for 
the use or rent of water furnished by said commission 
and for any work to be done or materials to be fur- 
nished. 

In case prompt payment of any water rent or rents, or 
for work done or materials furnished, 1s not made when 
the same shall become due, the water may be shut off 
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from such houses. tenemezts, buildings, or lots, and shall 
not be agai supplied thereto until such arrears with 
interest and penalties shail be fully paid. 

3. This act shall take effect immediately.

16. This act shall not apply to any corporation, society 
or association carrying on the business of life, health, 
casualty or accident insurance for profit or gain, but it 
shall apply to fraternal beneficiary associations only, as 
defined in section one of this act; this act shall not affect 
or apply to any grand or subordinate lodges of the 
Ancient Order of Free and Accepted Masons, Independ- 
ent Order of Odd Fellows, Improved order of Red Men, 
Junior Order of American Mechanics, as they now exist, 
nor of the Knights of Pythias (exclusive of the endow- 
ment rank) nor to similar orders, nor to any association 
not working on the lodge system, or which admits to 
membership persons of a particular class, or to the em- 
ployees of a particular town or city, designated firm, busi- 
ness house or corporation.

1. Any association incorporated under the act to 
which this is a supplement may provide in the certificate 
of incorporation filed by it that such association 1s to be 
a state organization having subordinate or local branches 
located within this State, and that it desires to exercise 
the powers granted under this supplement. 

2. Any association heretofore incorporated under the 
act to which this is a supplement may file an amended 
certificate of incorporation, setting forth that such as- 
sociation is a State organization having subordinate or 
local bodies located within this State, and that it desires 
to exercise the powers granted under this supplement. 

3. Any association filing a certificate or amended cer- 
tifeate under the above sections shall have power to 
erant charters to local or subordinate branches, to make 
rules and regulations for the government of such 
branches, and to amend and change the same and to re- 
voke the charter of any such branch for violations of 
such rules and regulations or for other cause. 

4. Any subordinate branch of such State organization, 
if not already incorporated, may with the permission of 
such State association become incorporated under the act 
to which this is a supplement, but upon the revocation of 
its charter such subordinate branch shall cease to func- 
tion as a corporation, and a copy of the resolution revok- 
ing such charter duly proved in the same manner as the 
original certificate of incorporation of such branch shall 
he filed in the office of the Secretary of State and re- 
corded in the office of the county clerk where such cer- 
tificate of incorporation was recorded.

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shall be paid for recording and filing such resolution as 
are required for filing a certificate of incorporation under 
the act to which this 1s a supplement.

1. In addition to the powers conferred by the provi- 
sions of the act to which this act is a further supplement, 
the governing body of each municipality and of each 
county, is authorized and empowered to issue and sell its 
“tax anticipation notes,” “tax anticipation bonds,” “tax 
revenue notes,” “tax revenue bonds” and other evidence 
of indebtedness in denominations of ten, twenty-five, 
fifty, one hundred, two hundred and fifty, five hundred 
and one thousand dollars each. 
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2. Such “tax anticipation notes,” “tax anticipation 
bonds,” “tax revenue notes,” “tax revenue bonds” and 
other evidence of indebtedness may be issued and sold 
from time to time and in such manner and under such 
conditions as the municipality or the county shall by 
resolution provide, and shall bear interest at a rate not 
to exceed six per centum (6%) per annum. . 

3. The said “tax anticipation notes,” “tax anticipation 
bonds,” “tax revenue notes,” “tax revenue bonds” and 
other evidence of indebtedness issued hereunder, or pur- 
suant to the provisions of the act to which this act is a 
further supplement, may be accepted by the municipality 
or the county issuing the same in payment and discharge 
of taxes, assessments and other charges, which may be 
due to the municipality or the county issuing the same. 

4+. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 153. 


An Act to authorize boards of education of munici- 
palities of this State to provide for the organization of 
school safety patrols in said municipalities.

1. The respective boards of education of the towns, 
townships, boroughs, cities or counties in this State, in 
the making, amending and repealing of rules, regulations 
and by-laws for the government and management of the 
public schools in their respective districts, are hereby 
authorized and empowered to provide for the organiza- 
tion of school safety patrols and for the appointment, 
with the permission of the parents, of pupils as members 
thereof, for the purpose of influencing and encouraging 
other pupils to refrain from crossing public highways at 
points other than at regular crossings, and for the pur- 
pose of directing pupils not to cross highways at times 
when the presence of traffic would render such crossing 
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unsafe; provided, no liability shall attach either to the 
board of education or any individual director, superin- 
tendent, teacher, or other school authority by virtue of 
the organization, maintenance or operation of a school 
safety patrol organized, maintained, and operated under 
the authority of this act. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

1. It shall be the duty of the clerks of the several dis- 
trict courts, whenever any judge of any district court 
shall have reserved decision in any cause tried before 
such judge, or upon any application, rule to show cause, 
motion or final hearing of any proceedings instituted by 
virtue of this act, to notify the attorneys of the respective 
parties, or if there be no attorneys, the parties them- 
selves, of the court’s determination, when same shall 
have been made, forthwith, by registered mail; the 
signed returned receipt therefor shall be accepted as 
proof of such notification, and shall be filed by the clerk 
with the papers in said cause and the fact and date of its 
receipt shall be recorded by the clerk in the docket con- 
taining the entries of the said cause. 

2. In the event of the failure of the clerk to comply 
with the requirements of section one, then the judge of 
said court, on application being made to him by any per- 
son aggrieved by such failure, shall direct the clerk of 
said court to enter said judgment or determination as of 
such date as shall be fixed by said judge, which said date 
shall be a date subsequent to such application and shall be 
the date of final judgment or determination to all intents 
and purposes as though the judge had not reserved 
decision in said cause.

1. Section thirteen of the act of which this act ts 
amendatory be and the same is hereby amended to read 
as toliows: 

13. Report to banking department quarterly ; publica- 
tion; penalty for failure to report. 

Every bank shall make to the Commissioner of Bank- 
ing and Insurance not less than two reports during each 
year, according to the form which may be prescribed by 
him, verified by the oaths or affirmations of the president 
or vice president and cashier of such bank, and attested 
by the signatures of at least three directors; every such 
report shall exhibit, in detail and under appropriate 
heads, the resources and habilities of the bank at the 
close of business on any day past specified by the com- 
missioner, and shall be transmitted to the commissioner 
within ten days after the receipt of a request or requisi- 
tion therefor from him, and an extract or summary of 
every such report in such form as shall be prescribed by 
the Commissioner of Banking and Insurance shall be 
published by the bank once in a newspaper published in 
the municipality where such bank is established, or, if 
there is no newspaper in the municipality, then in one 
published nearest such municipality in the same county; 
and such proof of publication shall be furnished as may 
be required by the commissioner ; such publication shall 
be made within two weeks after the filing of such report, 
the expense thereof to be borne by the bank ; the commis- 
sioner shall also have power to call for special reports 
from any bank whenever, in his judgment, the same are 
necessary to a full and complete knowledge of its condi- 
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tion; every bank which fails to make and transniut any 
report required under this section shall be subject to a 
penalty of one hundred dollars for each day after the 
period herein specified that it delays to make and trans- 
mit its report, to be sued for and collected by the Com- 
missioner of Banking and Insurance in the name and for 
the benefit of the State.

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CHAPTER 172. 


An Act respecting the salaries or compensation of officers 
and employees of and persons holding positions under 
the government of this State. 


Br ir ENACTED. by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: | 

1. The Treasurer of this State is hereby authorized 
and directed to deduct from the salary or compensation 
to be paid to any officer or employee of or person holding 
a position under the government of this State, except 
when forbidden by the Constitution of this State, begin- 
ning with the first day of July, one thousand nine hun- 
dred and thirty-two, and ending on the thirtieth day of 
June, one thousand nine hundred and thirty-three, the 
following sums, any act of the Legislature, general or 
special, to the contrary notwithstanding, to wit: 

One per centum on any amount up to and including 
twelve hundred dollars; 

‘'wo per centum where the salary or compensation 
exceeds twelve hundred dollars but does not exceed 
eighteen hundred dollars; 

Three per centum where the salary or compensation 
exceeds eighteen hundred dollars but does not exceed 
twenty-four hundred dollars; 

Five per centum where the salary or compensation 
exceeds twenty-four hundred dollars but does not exceed 
three thousand dollars; 

Seven per centum where the salary or compensation 
exceeds three thousand dollars but does not exceed thirty- 
six hundred dollars; 

Nine per centum where the salary or compensation 
exceeds thirty-six hundred dollars but does not exceed 
forty-five hundred dollars; 

Ten per centum where the salary or compensation 
exceeds forty-five hundred dollars. 

2. The moneys thus deducted from salaries or com- 
pensation shall form part of the State emergency relief 
fund, and shall be utilized for such purposes. 
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3. No salary or compensation of any officer or em- 
ployee of or person holding a position under the govern- 
ment of this State shall be increased from the first day 


ot July, one thousand nine hundred and thirty-two, to. 


the thirtieth day of June, one thousand nine hundred 
and thirty-three. 

4. If any officer or employee of or person holding a 
position under the government of this State shall receive 
two or more salaries or compensation, such salaries or 
compensation shall be added together and the total there- 
of shall be considered and treated as one sum, and the 
deductions herein authorized shall be made from such 
total sum, as constituting the salary or compensation 
recetved by such officer or employee or of person holding 
a position under the government of this State. 

>. Notwithstanding the passage and approval of this 
act the amount to be deducted from the salary or com- 
pensation of any officer or employee of or person holding 
a position under the government of this State, by reason 
of membership in the State Employees Retirement Sys- 
tem of this State, shall be from the total salary or com- 
pensation due such officer or employee of or person hold- 
ing a position under the government of this State, with- 
out regard to the amount deducted from such salary or 
compensation pursuant to the provisions of this act. 

6. In all cases where a person who is an_ officer, 
emplovee or person holding position under the govern- 
ment of this State receives his annual’ compensation by 
way of salarv and maintenance, such maintenance shall 
be valued at its fair worth to be determined by the State 
Civil Service Commission, and such maintenance shall 
be considered as a part of the total sal ry or compensa- 
tion for the purposes of this act. 

7. Any officer, employee or person holding position 
under the government of this State, who is the head of 
a family and receives an annual salary or compensation 
of not more than eighteen hundred dollars per year, shall 
be exempt under the provisions of this act, and any 
officer, employee or person holding position under the 
government of this State who 1s the head of a family 
and receives an-annual salary or compensation of not 
more than twenty-four hundred dollars per year, shall be 
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taxed only at the rate of two per centum upon such 
salary or compensation. The term “head of a family,” 
as used in this act, shall be construed as‘a person who 
is married and living with husband or wife, or a person 
who is responsible for and actually supports one or more 
persons, whether bound to such person by blood relation- 
ship or otherwise. 

8. The deductions as provided for in this act shall 
be made from the salary or compensation of all officers, 
employees or persons holding office positions or employ- 
ment under the government of this State notwithstanding 
such officers, employees or persons holding positions may 
not be paid directly from the Treasury of this State but 
may be paid from proceeds derived from appropriations, 
license fees or from other sources. The moneys thus 
deducted from the salary or compensation of any such 
officer, employee or person holding position under the 
government of this State, shall be held by the Treasurer 
of this State and shall be placed by him in the State 
emergency relief fund and utilized for such purposes. 

9. This act shall take effect immediately.

1, All laborers or workmen and mechanics employed 
by any agency, board or commission on behalf of the

Pleas of any other county to perform the duties of such 
office: upon filimg such designation and request in th 
office of the clerk of the county in which he shall have 
been so requested to preside; and in case of a vacancy 
in the office of the judge of the Court of Common Pleas 
in and for any county, the judge of the Court of Com- 
mon Pleas of any other county may be in like manner 
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HeStenates aud requested to perform the duties of such 
office during the continuance of such vacancy or for any 
less tirne. Upon fling of any such request and designa- 
tion by said Chiet Justice or Associate Justice, the said

1. Section tour hundred and one (401), paragraph 
one (1) of the act to which this act is amendatory be 
and the same is hereby amended to read as follows: 

401. (1) The assessor shall ascertain the names of the 
owners of all real property situated in his taxing district, 
and shall, after examination and inquiry, determine the 
full and tair value of each parcel of real property situated 
in the taxing district at such price as, in his judgment, 
such parcel would sell for at a fair and bona fide sale by 
private contract on the first day of October next preced- 
ing the date on which the assessor shall complete his as- 
sessinents, as hereinafter requuire:l, and said assessor shall 
make a list in tabular form of the names ot the owners, 
and set down in proper column opposite each name the 
description and area of each parcel sufficient to ascertain 
its location and extent and the value of each parcel as 
determined by the assessor. Property held in trust shall 
be assessed in the name ot one or more of the trustees 
as such, separately, from his individual assessment. Ti 
the name of the owner of any parcel shall be unknown, it 
shall be so entered in the list of names, and where an 
owner is not known to reside in the taxing district, the 
list shall describe him as non-resident. When the line 
between taxing districts divides a tract of land, each part 
shall be assessed in the taxing district where located, 
unless the governing body of one of the said taxing dis- 
tricts shall by resolution request that the entire tract be 
assessed by the adjoining taxing district, in which a 
portion of the same 1s located. In listing the names of 
owners and properties the assessors shall follow such 
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forms and methods as may be prescribed by the State 
Board of Taxes and Assessment, and said board may by 
rule direct the assessor in any taxing district to deter- 
mine the true value of each parcel of real estate assessed 
by him without the building and improvements and to 
note the same on the list, and to determine and note 
separately the true value of every building and other 
structure on each parcel, and add and carry out the same 
as the assessed value of the parcel, and in such case the 
receipt given for the payment of the tax shall contain 
such separate valuations. ‘Said board may also by rule 
cirect the assessor in any taxing district to enter on his 
list separately the number of acres of arable land, of 
meadow pasture land, of woodland, and of uncultivated 
upland and swamp land in each parcel as near as can be. 
The assessor shall enter in a separate list a description 
of all cemeteries, churches, public buildings and other real 
property exempt from taxation, and all exempted per- 
sonal property, with the name of the owner, and shall 
value such land and buildings and personal property at 
their true value in the same manner as other real and per- 
sonal property, and in each case, he shall state the ground 
of exemption, and where the compensation of the asses- 
sor is a fixed sum per name, he shall receive the same 
compensation per name for such exemption; provided, 
however, that assessors shall not list motor vehicles which 
are exempt.

An Act relative to the extension of mortgages upon real 
estate.

1. Whenever ‘there shall come into the custody and 
control of a receiver appointed by any court of com- 
petent jurisdiction, or under authority of any statute of 
this State, or into the custody and control of any official 
of this State acting under authority of the order or de- 
cree of any court or by virtue of any existing statute, 
mortgages or mortgage securities constituting a part of 
the assets or liabilities of any corporation organized un- 
der the laws of this State and subject to the supervision 
and control of the Department of Banking and Insur- 
ance, or any superseding department or departments of 
this State government; and such receiver or official is 
charged with the duty of collecting such mortgages or 
mortgage securit.es; and it shall be deemed by such re- 
ceiver or official to be for the best interest of the creditors 
and stockholders of any such corporation to extend the 
tune tor the payment of any such mortgage or mortgage 
security. then it shall be lawful for any such receiver or 
official to extend the time for the payment of said mort- 
gage or mortgage security upon such terms and for such 
a period of time as will be a reasonable exercise of his 
discretion, or for such period of time as may be approved 
of by any court of competent jurisdiction by a general 
order or by the Commissioner of Banking and Insurance 
where the corporation is not under control of any court. 

2. This act shall be deemed to be remedial in its pur- 
pose and to have been enacted to enable a liquidating offi- 
cer to use such discretion as will enable him to dispose 
of mortgages and mortgage securities to better advan- 
tage than they can be disposed of under existing condi- 
tions. The words “receiver” and “‘official” as used in the

An Act to amend an act entitled “A further supplement 
to an act entitled ‘An act to provide for the regulation 
and incorporation of insurance companies and to regu- 
late the transaction of insurance business in this State,’ 
approved April third, one thousand nine hundred and 
two,” approved April ninth, ore thousand nine hun- 
dred and thirteen. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

I. Section one of the act to which this is an amend- 
ment be and the same is hereby amended so as to read 
as follows: 

1. All bonds or other evidences of debt held by any 
insurance corporation authorized to do business in this 
State may, if amply secured and if not in default as to 
principal or interest, be valued as follows: If purchased 
at par, at the par value; if purchased above or below 
par, on the basis of the purchase price adjusted so as to 
bring the value to par at maturity and so as to yield 
meantime the effective rate of interest at which the pur- 
chase was made; provided, that the purchase price shall 
in no case be taken at a higher figure than the actual 
market value at the time of purchase; and provided, fur- 
ther, that the Commissioner of Banking and Insurance 
shall have full discretion in determining the method of 
calculating values according to the foregoing rule, and 
the values found by him tn accordance with such method 
shall be final and binding; provided, also, that any such 
corporation may return such bonds or other evidences 
of debt at their market value or their book value, but in 
no event at an aggregate value exceeding the aggregate 
of the values calculated according to the foregoing rule. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

the said river; authorizing the New Jersey Interstate 
Bridge Commission on behalf of the State of New Jersey 
for these purposes to enter into an agreement with the 
Commonwealth of Pennsylvania creating the Delaware 
River Joint Commission and specifying the powers and 
duties thereof, including the power to finance projects by 
the issuance of revenue bonds; transferring to the new 
Conimussion all the powers of the Delaware River Bridge

1. In view of the present condition of unemployment 
and financial stress, in addition to the powers conferred 
by the act to which this act is a supplement, it shall be 
lawful for the Governor, in the interests of economy, by 
writing addressed to the State Treasurer, to direct that 
the expenditure of an appropriation, or a part thereof, 
made to a spending agency as defined in the act to which 
this act is a supplement, including dedicated revenues

CHAPTER 190. 


A Supplement to an act entitled “An act regulating the 
employment, tenure and discharge of certain officers 
and employees of this State, and of the various coun- 
ties and municipalities thereof, and providing for a 
civil service commission, and defining its powers and 
duties,’ approved April tenth, one thousand nine 
hundred and eight. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. For the purpose of economy, during the present 
emergency, the Governor shall have power, after investi- 
gation, to order in writing, the temporary reduction of 
the personnel or the staggering of time of employment 
of the employees of any department, office or division of 
the government of the State that he shall deem to be 
advisable or necessary. All such persons so temporarily 
relieved of duty and now coming under the protective 
features of the act of which this act 1s a supplement 
shall be held to be in the employ of such department, 
office or division of the government of the State, but 
shall not be entitled to compensation for time which he 
or she is not actually rendering service. No order issued 
under the authority of this act shall operate to deprive or 
in any way affect any employee in their status under Civil 
Service or any pension fund of which they are a mem- 
ber. Any order made by the Governor under this act 
shall be operative from the date of the making of the 
same. In order to fully enable the Governor to fully 
carry out the provisions of this act, it shall be the duty 
of the heads of all departments, offices or divisions of 
the State government to furnish the Governor, at his 
request, all data concerning the employees in their de- 
partments, offices or divisions of the government of the 
State. Nothing in this act shall be deemed to refer to 
the head of any department or the executive head there- 
of or to any State official whose term is fixed by law. 
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2. This act shall take effect immediately and_ shall 
expire on June thirtieth, nineteen hundred and thirty- 
three.

CHAPTER 191. 


A Supplement to an act entitled ‘An act for the taxation 
of the gross receipts of street railway, traction, gas 
and electric, heat and power corporations using or 
occupying public streets, highways, roads or other 
public places in lieu of taxation of certain property of 
such corporations,’ approved April first, one thousand 
nine hundred and nineteen. 


BE If ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. The State ‘Tax Commissioner sha!l make the appor- 
tionment of the taxes for the year one thousand nine 
hundred and thirty-two imposed under and by virtue of 
the act of which this act is a supplement, and known as 
the gross receipts tax, on the basis of the valuations as 
reported by the several local assessors or assessing bodies, 
without equalization or reviston thereof. 

2. The collector or other officer having power to collect 
taxes shall accept payment of the first half of such taxes 
for the year one thousand nine hundred and thirty-two, 
without penalty for delay in payment thereof, 1f tendered 
within fifteen days after this act takes effect. 

3. This act shall take effect immediately.

An Act to amend an act entitled ‘An act concerning the 
corporations of this State and the participation of their 
employees and those actively engaged in the conduct 
of their business in their stock, profits, welfare work 
or management,’ approved April fifteenth, one thou- 
sand nine hundred and twenty. 


BE vr ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 


1. Section one of the act to which this act is an 
amendment 1s hereby amended to read as follows: 

1. Any stock corporation formed under any law of 
this State may, upon such terms and conditions as may 
be determined in the manner hereinafter designated, 
provide and carry out a plan or plans for any or all of 
the following purposes: 

(a} The issue or the purchase and sale of its capital 
stock to any or all of its employees and those actively 
engaged in the conduct of its business or to trustees on 
their “behalf, and the payment for such stock in install- 
ments or at one time with or without the right to vote 
thereon pending payment therefor in full, and for aiding 
any such employees and said other persons in paying for 
such stock by contributicns, compensation for services, 
or otherwise. 

(b) The participation by all or any of its employees 
and those actively engaged in the conduct of its busi- 
ness in the profits of the corporate enterprise or any 
branch or division thereof. The participation may be 
based upon length or nature of service, amount of com- 
pensation paid or shares owned, or upon such other basis 
as may be selected for the purpose and may be in cash 
or by the delivery of shares of its capital stock held by 
it, or issued or purchased by it for the purpose. Any 
such share in the profits shall be regarded as part of the 
legitimate expenses of the corporation. 

(c) The furnishing to its employees wholly or in part 
at the expense of such corporation of medical services, 
insurance against accident, sickness or death, pensions

kousing, social services, recreation or other similar aids 
for their relief or general welfare. 

(d) The nomination and election by its employees of 
one or more thereof as a member or members of its 
board of directors, such member or members to have the 
same rights and authority and be subject to the same 
duties and responsibilities as the directors to be elected 
by the stockholders. Every such corporation may deter- 
mine and provide the manner of making any such nom- 
inations and calling and conducting any such election, the 
time or times, the place or places where it shall be held, 
what number of years of service or other qualifications 
shall entitle its employees to one or more votes, whether 
said votes shall be cast personally or by proxy, what 
number of votes shall be required to elect, and such other 
restrictions and conditions as may be deemed expedient 
and proper; provided, however, that the voting at all 
such elections shall be by secret ballot, and that if less 
than a majority of employees entitled to vote participate 
in the election, such election shall be inoperative and void. 
Any vacancy occurring in any such office by reason of a 
failure to elect or otherwise, shall be filled in the manner 
provided for in the plan, and in the absence of such pro- 
visions such vacancy shall be filled from among the em- 
pioyees or stockholders by the board of directors. 

2. Section two of the act to which this act is an 
amendment is hereby amended to read as follows: 

2. Any of the privileges and powers hereinbefore 
granted may be exercised in the manner following: 

(a) By including appropriate clauses therefor in the 
original articles of incorporation or by-laws at the time 
of organizing the corporation. 

(b) Where the corporation has been formed without 
the said charter or by-law provisions the board of direc- 
tors shall first formulate such plan or plans and pass a 
resolution declaring that in its opinion the adoption 
thereof is advisable, and shall call a meeting of the stock- 
holders to take action thereon. The stockholders’ meet- 
ing shall be held upon such notice as the by-laws provide, 
and in the absence of such provisions upon ten days’ 
notice given personally or by mail. If two-thirds in 
interest of each class of stockholders present at said 
meeting and voting shall vote in favor of any such plan 
or any modification thereof, the said plan shall thereupon 
become operative. 
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(c) In case any corporation shall hereafter adopt a 
plan providing for the issue of new stock under sub- 
divisions (a) and (b) of section one of this act, or any 
plan provided for in subdivision (d) of such section 
one, any stockholder holding stock issued by such cor- 
poration before the enactment of this law, not voting in 
favor of such plan, may, within thirty days after the 
adoption thereof, file with the secretary of the company 
a dissent in writing therefrom. The person so dissent- 
ing shall, within ten days after the filing of such dissent, 
and upon five days’ notice to the corporation, apply by 
petition to the Circuit Court of the county in which the 
corporation has its principal office for the appointment 
of three disinterested appraisers to appraise the fair value 
of the stock by such stockhoider in said corporation and 
issued prior to the enactment of this law without regard 
to any depreciation or appreciation thereof in conse- 
quence of the adoption of such plan, whose award (or 
that of a majority of them) when confirmed by the said 
court, shall be final and conclusive on all parties, and 
said corporation shall pay to such stockholder the value 
of such stock as aforesaid. On receiving such payment, 
or on a tender thereof, or im case of any legal disability 
or absence from the State, on the payment of such award 
into said court, said stock shall be transferred to the 
said corporation, to be disposed of by the directors there- 
of or to be retained for the benefit of the remaining 
stockholders; and in case the said award is not paid 
within thirty days from the filing of said award and 
confirmation by said court and notice thereof to be given 
in the manner aforesaid unto such corporation, the 
amount of the award shall be a judgment against said 
corporation, and may be collected as other judgments in 
said court are by law collected. Such court may fill any 
vacancy in the board of appraisers occurring by refusal 
or neglect to serve or otherwise. The charges and ex- 
penses of the appraisers and appraisal as approved by 
the court shall be paid by the corporation; provided, 
however, that the corporation may at any time before the 
proceedings hereinbefore mentioned are instituted or 
completed elect to permit such dissenting stockholder to 
subscribe for his proportionate share of such new stock 
issued under section one, subdivisions (a) and (b), in 
which event the said proceedings shall not be instituted, 
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or, if instituted, shall be terminated upon the payment 
of the appraisal expenses as aforesaid by the corporation. 

3. Section four of the act to which this act 1s an 
amendment is hereby amended to read as follows: 

4+. The privileges and powers conferred by this act 
shall be deemed to be in addition to and independent of 
any and all powers and authority conferred by any other 
law or laws, and not in restriction or limitation of any 
of the powers now permitted to corporations of this 
State.

9. The Comptroller of the Treasury may, upon appli- 
cation therefor, allot from appropriations made to any 
official, department, commission or board a sum, not in 
excess of three hundred dollars, to establish a petty cash 


fund, for the payment of expenses not in excess of five 
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dollars. ‘The allotment thus made by the Comptroller 
shall be paid to such person as shall be designated as the 
custodian thereof by the official, department, commission 
or board making request therefor, and the money thus 
allotted shail be disbursed by such custodian, who shall 
require from all persons obtaining money from said 
fund a receipt theretor. Such receipts shall by such 
custodian be forwarded monthly to the Comptroller of 
the Treasury for audit, and the Comptroller of the 
Treasury shall likewise make regulations governing dis- 
bursements from petty cash tunds. 

10. The Comptroller of the Treasury is hereby em- 
powered, and it shall be his duty in the disbursement of

CHAPTER 194. 


An Act to repeal sundry acts concerning beverages. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. The following acts are hereby repealed : 

2. An act to repeal an act entitled “An act to prohibit 
the manufacture, sale or transportation within the State 
of New Jersey of intoxicating liquors for beverage pur- 
poses, defining the term ‘intoxicating liquors,’ and pro- 
viding for the punishment of violations hereof,” ap- 
proved March second, one thousand nine hundred and 
twenty, which repealing act was approved February 
seventh, one thousand nine hundred and twenty-one, be 
and the same is hereby repealed. 
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3. “An act concerning intoxicating liquor used or to 
be used for beverage purposes,’ passed March twenty- 
ninth, one thousand nine hundred and twenty-one, be 
and the same is hereby repealed. 

4. “An act concerning intoxicating liquors used or to 
be used for non-beverage purposes,” passed April sixth, 
one thousand nine hundred and twenty-one, be and the 
same is hereby repealed. 

5. This act shall take effect immediately. 

Approved June 14, 1932. 


CHAPTER 195. 


A Supplement to an act entitled “An act concerning 
unpaid taxes, assessments and other municipal charges 
on real property, and providing for the collection 
thereof by the creation and enforcement of liens there- 
on” (Revision of 1918), approved March fourth, one 
thousand nine hundred and eighteen. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: | 

1. Any municipality holding a tax sale lien may pro- 
vide, by resolution, either general, or special, as to any 
one or more specific parcels of property, for the redemp- 
tion of such lien by installment payments. Any such 
resolution may be amended, altered or supplemented 
from time to time. 

2. Such resolution may provide for the suspension 
pending such redemption of any action by the munici- 
pality to cut off or foreclose the right of redemption, 
or to assign, transfer or alienate the tax title held by 
the said municipality, providing the installment payments 
are regularly and promptly made in accordance with the 
schedule provided in such resolution. 
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3. Such resolution may provide for payment of the 
estimated total sum due the municipality on any one 
parcel in substantially equal monthly installments, over 
a period not exceeding one year for each year’s taxes 
comprised in the tax lien, and not exceeding three years 
in all. 

4. Such resolution may provide for the use of a 
special form of certificate or receipt so arranged as to 
provide a space for entering the payment of each install- 
ment, with a statement of the respective dates when the 
installments are to fall due, and the amount of such 
installments as estimated by the collecting officer, in- 
cluding all municipal charges estimated to be payable 
prior to the date for final payment, and including interest 
calculated to such date, and any other particulars the 
municipality may desire to include. 

5. The final payment must be sufficient to include all 
amounts due the municipality and secured by such tax 
sale lien, except the current year’s taxes, and shall include 
interest properly chargeable on the respective unpaid 
balances. 

6. Such resolution may provide that in making calcu- 
lation of interest, it may be compounded annually, and 
that fractions of a month may be disregarded by the 
collector in giving credit in the computation of interest 
for payments made at trregular dates. 

7. In case any special installment certificate is used, 
the collecting officer shall keep a duplicate of each certifi- 
cate appropriately indexed, and open to inspection of all 
interested persons during reasonable business hours, and 
shall enter each installment payment on such duplicate, 
as well as on the original certificate. 

8. The collecting officer, upon payment of a fee of 
hifty cents, and upon application in form substantially 
as required for tax searches, shall furnish to any inter- 
ested party, a certified copy of the duplicate certificate 
of installment payments, if any; and if none, shall fur- 
nish a certified statement of such installment payments 
as have been made; or 1f no installment redemption is 
in progress, shall so certify. Any such certificate or 
certified copy shall bind the municipality in the same 
manner as a tax search certificate. 
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9. The amounts paid on account of any such tax sale 
lien shall be credited thereon by the collecting officer, and 
in case more than one item of charge is included in the 
lien, may be applied by him to such items as may be 
most convenient, or as may be directed by the governing 
body; and in case any installment is not paid when due, 
or in case redemption is not completed within the time 
fixed in the resolution, the municipality, in any subse- 
quent proceedings to enforce or foreclose the tax sale 
lien, or sell, assign, transfer or alienate the same, shall 
proceed only for the unpaid balance after proper credit 
of such installment payments as were made. 

10. The collecting officer shall keep proper cash book 
and other records in such form and with such spaces as 
to facilitate the correct keeping, in detail, of records of 
payment hereunder, subject to the directions of the 
governing body of said municipality and the Commis- 
sioner of Municipal Accounts. Said records shall be 
provided at the expense of the municipality and shall be 


. the property thereof and be open at all reasonable times 


for public inspection. 

11. Such resolution may provide for distribution of 
any appropriate statement of the privilege of redemption 
in installments, either by publication, by endorsement on 
current tax bills, by slips enclosed with tax bills, or in 
such other manner as may be deemed proper.

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CHAPTER 196. 


A Further Supplement to an act entitled “An act creat- 
ine a department to be known as the Board of Com- 
merce and Navigation. and vesting therein all the 
powers and duties now devolved, by law, upon the 
Board of Riparian Commissioners, the Department 
of Inland Waterways, the Inspectors of Power Ves-

sels, and the New Jersey Harbor Commission,’ ap- 
proved April eighth, one thousand nine hundred and 
fifteen. 


BE rv ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. In addition to the powers conferred by the pro- 
visions of the act to which this act is a further supple- 
ment, the Board of Commerce and Navigation is author- 
ized and empowered to provide for the dredging of the 
channels of Shark river, in the county of Monmouth, and 
to do all things necessary in connection therewith for 
effectuating this act. 

2. There is hereby appropriated from the treasury of 
this State the sum of thirty thousand dollars ($30,000), 
when included in any appropriation bill; prozided, how- 
ever, that such appropriation shall not be available until 
such times as the boroughs of Avon-by-the-Sea and 
Belmar, both located in the county of Monmouth, shall 
each have appropriated the sum of ten thousand dollars 
($10,000) for such purpose. 

When the boroughs of Avon-by-the-Sea and Belmar 
have signified to the Board of Commerce and Naviga- 
tion that said moneys are available the sum hereby ap- 
propriated shall become forthwith available.

State on any such package or device. The form of the 
application and the license shall be determined by such 
Secretary of Agriculture. 

3. The license thus issued by the Secretary of Agri- 
culture may be revoked by him at any time for good 
cause shown, after notice and an opportunity to be 
heard, subject, however, to the right of appeal to the 
State Board of Agriculture. 

4. The word ‘‘person” as used in this act shall include 
individuals, partnerships, associations and corporations. 

5. The words “farm products” as used in this act 
shall be construed to mean and include any agricultural, 
dairy, poultry or horticultural product, or any product 
designed for food purposes, manufactured, derived or 
prepared principally from any agricultural, dairy, poultry 
or horticultural product or products. 
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6. Any person violating the provisions of this act 
shall be liable to a penalty of fifty dollars to be recovered 
in an action of debt by the Department of Agriculture; 
said penalty, when recovered, to be paid into the Treas- 
ury of this State, for the use of this State. 

7. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent with the 
provisions of this act are hereby repealed, and this act 
shall take effect on the first day of June, one thousand 
nine hundred and thirty-two.

county or the State, or any political subdivision thereof, 
any public hospital supported either in whole or in part 
by grants of public moneys; any company, corporation, 
firm, association or partnership engaged in any legal 
enterprise within the State, or any group, or association 
of companies, corporations, firms, associations or part- 
nerships which may singly or severally maintain its own 
or their own privately maintained “clinic,” “infirmary” 
or “hospital” for the dental care of their employees, 
provided in such cases the establishment of such privately 
maintained “‘clinic,” “infirmary” or “hospital’’ whether 
single or several shall be approved by the State Board 
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of Registration and Examination in Dentistry; any in- 
dividual, corporation or association, devoted to philan- 
thropic or charitable aims, which may establish any 
“clinic,” “infirmary” or “hospital” for the free treat- 
ment of indigent persons, or persons physically or men- 
tally handicapped, provided, that such “clinic,” “infirm- 
ary” or “hospital” in which dental treatment or services 
may be rendered to such persons, shall be approved by 
the State Board of Institutions and Agencies in this 
State, 

2. The words “college,” “school” or “university” 
when used in connection with any place where the science 
of dentistry in any of its branches may be practiced, 
demonstrated or taught shall be defined and construed 
to mean, any educational institution which may now or 
hereafter be authorized by the Legislature of this State 
to teach the science of medicine or dentistry, provided, 
that said educational institutions be approved by the 
State Board of Education and by the State Board of 
Registration and Examination in Dentistry. 

3. The word “institute” when used in connection with 
any place where the science of dentistry in any of its 
branches may be practiced, demonstrated or taught shall 
be defined and construed to mean, any institution which 
may now or hereafter be authorized by the Legislature 
of this State to engage 1n medical or dental research. 

4. No person, corporation, firm, company, association 
or partnership shall use the words “clinic,” “infirmary,”’ 
“hospital,” “school,” “‘college,” “university” or “insti- 
tute,” in English or any other language in connection 
with any place where dentistry in any of its branches 
may be practiced, demonstrated or taught, except as 
herein defined and construed and upon conviction there- 
of, shall pay a penalty of five hundred dollars ($500.00) 
which shall be sued for and recovered by and in the 
name of the State Board of Registration and Examina- 
tion in Dentistry under the provisions of the act to 
which this act 1s supplemental and the acts amendatory 
thereof and supplemental thereto. 

5. This act shall take effect immediately.

An Act to validate and confirm conveyances of land 
made in the corporate names of corporations which 
had expired by their own limitation or been annulled 
by the Legislature or otherwise dissolved prior to the 
execution and delivery of such conveyances, and the 
record thereot. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Every conveyance of lands of any corporation, 
heretofore executed and delivered in the corporate name, 
after such corporation had expired by its own limitation 
or been annulled by the Legislature or otherwise dis- 
solved; provided, such conveyance was executed by the 
person who was the president, or a vice-president thereof, 
at the date of dissolution, and such deed has been of 
record for at least one year, is hereby validated and con- 
firmed; and any and all such conveyances, and the record 
thereot, shail be as valid and effectual in law and in 
equity as if executed and delivered by the directors of 
such corporation as trustees on dissolution.

An Act to validate the appointment of administrators 
cum testamenta annexo, administrators de bonis non 
cum testamenta annexo, and substituted administra- 
tors cum testamenta annexo, and sales and convey- 
ances made by them. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate-and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. The appointment of every administrator cum testa- 
menta annexo, administrator de bonis non cum testa- 
menta annexo, and substituted administrator cum 
testamenta annexo, heretofore made by the Prerogative 
Court or by the Orphans’ Court of any county in this 
State, shall be valid and effective, and 1s hereby validated 
and made effective accordingly, notwithstanding that 
notice of the application for such appointment was not 
given and the renunciations of the next of kin or others 
having interests in the estate of the decedent were not 
filed or recorded as provided by statute and the rules of 
said courts, or the same cannot be found in the files or 
of record therein; provided, such administrator cum 
testamenta annexo, administrator de bonis non cum testa- 
menta annexo, or substituted administrator cum testa- 
menta annexo, has in all other respects duly qualified, 
and that a period of at least fifteen years has elapsed 
since such appointment was so made, and that no pro- 
ceeding directly attacking or objecting to such appoint- 
ment has been made nor is now pending in the court 
which made such appointment. 

2. Every sale or conveyance of real, personal or other 
property heretofore made or hereafter to be made in 
pursuance of this act by any such administrator cum 
testamenta annexo, administrator de bonis non cum 
testamenta annexo or substituted administrator cum 
testamenta annexo, in accordance with the provisions of 
the probated will of a decedent, shall be valid and effec- 
tive in law and equity, and is hereby validated and made 
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effective accordingly, whether or not such sale or con- 
veyance was confirmed by order of the court, and every 
sale or conveyance of such property by the grantee 
thereof and all subsequent grantees is likewise hereby 
validated and made effective; provided, that the deed 
or other instrument of sale or conveyance shall have been 
duly recorded in the manner provided by law for the 
recording of deeds, and that no suit or proceeding at law 
or in equity has been instituted nor is now pending in 
any court in this State directly attacking the validity of 
such sale or conveyance, or the deed or other instrument 
of conveyance or sale of such property, or the title or 
interest purporting to be sold or conveyed thereby.

1. Section two of the act entitled “A further supple- 
ment to an act regulating fisheries in the Mullica river,” 
approved April third, one thousand eight hundred and 
sixty-seven, is hereby amended to read as follows: 

2. It shall be lawful to use set-nets of any kind, with 
meshes not less than three inches in size and not exceed- 
ing in Jength or breadth forty feet; provided, it shall not 
be lawful to use any such set-net within two hundred 
feet of any other set-net, nor within one-eighth of a 
mile of any fishery on said river on which the owner 
pays tax, nor to obstruct the free navigation of satd river. 

3. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 207. 


An Act to amend an act entitled “A general act relating 
to boroughs” (Revision 1897), approved April 
twenty-fourth, eighteen hundred and ninety-seven. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 


1. Section two of the act to which this act is amenda- 
tory be and the same is hereby amended to read as fol- 
lows: 

2. The elective officers of every borough shall be a 
mayor, six councilmen, an assessor, a collector, one or 
more justices of the peace, and in boroughs having a 
population of not less than twenty-five hundred inhabi- 
tants, or which embrace a whole township within their 
limits, one member of the county board of chosen free- 
holders, to be elected by the people; provided, however, 
that any borough of this State, having a population in 
excess of ten thousand inhabitants as determined by any 
federal census, may by ordinance adopted by vote of at 
least two-thirds of the borough council divide the bor- 
ough into wards. Such ordinance shall become effective 
ten days after the first publication thereof after its final 
passage, unless within such ten days a protest, or pro- 
tests, shall be filed in the office of the clerk of such bor- 
ough signed by at least ten per centum of the legal voters 
of such borough who were entitled to vote at the last 
preceding general election, in which case such ordinance 
shall remain inoperative until a proposition for the ratifh- 
cation thereof shall be adopted at a general or special 
election by a majority of the qualified voters of such 
borough voting on such proposition. The certificate of 
the clerk of the borough filed in his office-as to the filing 
or sufficiency of any protest or protests shall be conclu- 
sive for the purposes of this section. At least ten days 
before any such election at which such proposition 1s to 
be submitted for ratification, notice thereof shall be 
published once in a newspaper published in such borough 
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or if no newspaper is published therein then in a news- 
paper published in the county and circulating in such 
borough. In case any such protest or protests shall be 
filed the proposition for ratification must be submitted 
at a general or special election held within four months 
from the date of the filing thereof. The proposition 
shall be stated on the ballots in substantially the following 
form: “Shall the borough be divided into wards as 
provided in an ordinance adopted (date of adoption) ?” 
“Yes.” “No.” Such election shall be held in accordance 
with the general laws of the State. After any such 
ordinance shall have become effective and the wards 
therein provided for established in the manner provided 
by Article IX of Chapter 152 of the Laws of 1917 en- 
titled “An act concerning municipalities,’ approved 
March 27th, 1917, all councilmen thereafter elected shall 
be elected by wards so that each ward shall have one 
councilman; provided, however, that in the event that 
two wards are established, then each ward shall have 
three councilmen; prozided, however, that in the event 
that three wards are established, each ward shall have 
two councilmen; provided, however, that if four wards 
are established, each ward shall have one councilman and 
two councilmen shall be elected at large; provided, how- 
ever, that if five wards are established, each ward shall 
have one councilman and one councilman shall be elected 
at large; provided, however, that the terms of office of 
the councilmen in office at the time of the establishment 
of such wards shall not be affected. Immediately after 
such wards are established the councilmen then in office 
shall, by lot 1f they cannot unanimously agree, be as- 
signed to represent the respective wards, or as council- 
men at large, and as their respective terms shall expire 
their respective successors shall be elected by the legal 
voters of the ward to which they shall have been assigned 
or by the voters at large in the event that they have been 
designated as councilmen at large. 
2. This act shall take effect immediately.

An Act vesting in the commission created by an act en- 


titled “An act to create a commission to acquire and 
mark historic sites; to prescribe its powers and duties;

and thirty-one, all the powers and duties heretofore 
exercised and performed by the boards and commis- 
sions created by the following acts: “An act appoint- 
ing a commission to purchase the Hancock House at 
Hancock's Bridge, in the township of Lower Alloways 
Creek, Salem County, making an appropriation for 
the purchase of the same and providing for the care 
and management thereof,” approved April twenty- 
seventh, one thousand nine hundred and thirty-one, 
being Chapter 230 of the Laws of 1931; “An act to 
appropriate funds for the care, maintenance, heating, 
repair and perpetuation of the headquarters of Gen- 
eral George Washington in 1778-1779 known as the

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priations available July first, one thousand nine hundred 
and thirty-two, or thereafter made, to the Washington 
Association of New Jersey, created by Chapter 309 of 
the Laws of 1874, and to the Walt Whitman House, cre- 
ated by Joint Resolution No. 6 of the Laws of 1925, as 
well as all appropriations hereafter made to any historic 
site or monument association hereafter created, shall be 
transferred to and expended only under the direction of 
the Historic Sites Commission. 

5. The Historic Sites Commission is hereby charged 
with the duty and responsibility for the care and preser- 
vation of all property belonging to, or held by any of the 
boards or commissions enumerated in section one hereof. 

6. All books, papers, records and property of whatso- 
ever nature shall be delivered by the several boards or 
commissions enumerated in section one hereof to the 
Historic Sites Commission. 

7, All persons in the employ of any of the boards and 
commissions mentioned in this act shall, at the expiration 
of ninety days from the time this act becomes a law, 
cease to hold their employment, notwithstanding any law 
of this State to the contrary, unless at or before that 
time they shall be reappointed or re-employed by the 
said Historic Sites Commission. If any such employee 
shall be reappointed or re-employed such emplovee shall 
retain all his rights and privileges, if any, under the Civil 
Service Law, or any pension law or retirement system 
of this State. 

8. This act shall take effect July first, one thousand 
nine hundred and thirty-two.

tenth, one thousand nine hundred and nineteen, and 
appropriating the same to the State Director of Emer- 
gency Relief for the relief of the unemployed and de- 
pendents in the several counties and municipalities of 
this State. : 


BE If ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. The Treasurer of the State of New Jersey is hereby 
directed to deduct the sum of four million, one hundred 
twenty-one thousand, five hundred and sixty-six dollars 
($4,121,566.00) from the moneys to be paid to the 
Teachers’ Pension and Annuity Fund pursuant to the 
provisions of an act entitled “An act to amend ‘An 
act to establish a thorough and efficient system of free 
public schools, and to provide for the maintenance, sup- 
port and management thereof,’ approved October nine- 
teenth, one thousand nine hundred and three,” approved 
April tenth, one thousand nine hundred and nineteen, 
and the same is hereby appropriated to the State Director 
of Emergency Relief for the relief of the unemployed 
and dependents in the several counties and municipalities 
of this State.

3. Nothing herein contained shall be construed to re- 
lieve the State from its obligation to make payment to 
the Teachers’ Pension and Annuity Fund pursuant to 
the requirements of the statute, and in the event that 
the act authorizing the creation of a debt in the sum of 
twenty million dollars for the relief of the unemployed 
and dependents in the several counties and municipalities 
of this State shall not be approved by the people, the 
moneys so as aforesaid deducted shall be returned to the

An Act to amend an act entitled “An act to regulate hunt- 
ing with firearms for wild animals and fowl and 
angling for fish in fresh waters, and providing for the 
issuance of licenses for such hunting and angling,”’ 
approved April ninth, one thousand nine hundred and 
fourteen. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section one of the act to which this act is amenda- 
tory be and the same is hereby amended so as read as 
follows: 

1. No person shall at any time hunt for, take, kill or 
pursue, with a gun or any firearm of any kind or char- 
acter, any wild bird, animal or fowl, and no male person 
above the age of fourteen years shall at any time take 
or attempt to take fish in any of the fresh waters of 
this State by the method commonly known as angling, 
with hand line or rod and line, unless he first shall have 
procured a proper license and button therefor as herein- 
after provided, and unless at the time of such hunting 
or fishing he shall have such license and button on his 
person and shall exhibit the same for inspection to any 
fish and game warden or deputy fish and game warden 
of this State or to any police officer or other person 
requesting to see the same; provided, however, that noth- 
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ing in this act contained shall prevent the occupant of 
any farm in this State, who actually resides thereon, or 
the immediate members of the family of such occupant 
who also reside on said farm, from hunting for, taking, 
killing or pursuing with a gun, or firearm, on said farm, 
any wild bird, animal or fowl, or from taking fish on 
said farm with hand line, or rod and line, in the manner 
provided by law at any time when it 1s lawful so to do, 
without being licensed hereunder; provided, however, 
that the exemption contained in the foregoing provision 
shall not apply to any person residing on said farm or 
in any tenant house thereon who is not a member of the 
family of such occupant, nor to any servant of such 
occupant. 

2. Section two of the act to which this act is amenda- 
tory be and the same is hereby amended so as to read as 
follows : 

2. The licenses issued under this act shall be of the 
following kinds: 

First. A license issued to persons who are citizens 
of the United States above the age of fourteen years and 
who actually and bona fide reside in this State at the time 
of the application for such license and who have actually 
and bona fide resided in this State for at least one year 
immediately prior thereto. This license shall be desig- 
nated as the residents’ hunting and fishing license and 
shall authorize the holder thereof to hunt and fish. The 
fee for this license shall be three dollars, together with 
an issuance fee of fifteen cents. This license shall be 
invalid from the date of its issue when issued to any per- 
son not entitled thereto hereunder. 

Second. A license issued to persons who are citizens 
of the United States above the age of fourteen years and 
who actually and bona fide reside in this State at the 
time of the application for such license and who have 
actually and bona fide resided in this State for at least 
one year immediately prior thereto. This license shall 
be designated as the residents’ hunting license and shall 
authorize the holder thereof to hunt only. The fee for 
this license shall be two dollars, together with an issuance 
fee of fifteen cents. This license shall be invalid from 
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the date of its issue when issued to any person not en- 
titled thereto hereunder. 

Third. A license issued to persons who are citizens 
of the United States above the age of fourteen years and 
who actually and bona fide reside in this State at the time 
of the application for such license and who have actually 
and bona fide resided in this State for at least one year 
immediately prior thereto. This license shall be desig- 
nated as the residents’ fishing license and shall authorize 
the holder thereof to fish only. The fee for this license 
shall be two dollars, together with an issuance fee of 
fifteen cents. This license shall be invalid from the date 
of its issue when issued to any person not entitled thereto 
hereunder. 

Fourth. A license issued to persons above the age of 
fourteen years, not entitled to a resident’s license, author- 
izing such person to hunt and fish. This license shall be 
designated as the non-residents’ and aliens’ hunting and 
fishing license. The fee for this license shall be ten dol- 
lars, together with an issuance fee of fifty cents. 

Fifth. A license issued to any person above the age 
of fourteen years not entitled to a resident’s license, au- 
thorizing such person to fish only. This license shall be 
designated as the non-residents’ and aliens’ fishing l1- 
cense. The fee for this license shall be five dollars, to- 
gether with an issuance fee of fifty cents. 

The licensee shall also wear in a conspicuous place on 
his outer clothing, a button to be furnished by the person 
issuing the license, such button shall bear a number cor- 
responding to the number of the license delivered to the 
applicant and such other matter as may be determined 
by the Board of Fish and Game Commissioners. 

Every license issued under this act shall be void after 
the thirty-first day of December next succeeding its 1s- 
suance. 

Every non-residents’ fishing license issued under this 
act shall be valid and operative only on such days of the 
week in the open season for angling in the State of New 
Jersey, as any fishing license issued to residents of the 
State of New Jersey by the State of residence of the 
applicant for the New Jersey non-residents’ fishing li- 
cense shall be valid and operative. 
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3. Section seven of the act to which this act is amenda- 
tory be and the same is hereby amended so as to read as 
follows: 

7. Forty-five cents of every resident hunting license 
fee and forty-five cents of every resident fishing license 
fee and ninety cents of every resident hunting and fish- 
ing license fee remitted to the State Treasurer shall be 
placed to the credit of a fund to be known as the ‘‘Public 
Shooting and Fishing Grounds Fund,” which fund shall 
be used exclusively for the acquisition by purchase, lease 
or otherwise, and the development, maintenance and 
stocking of game, birds, animals and fish of areas of 
land, water, or land and water for use as public hunting 
and fishing grounds and game reiuges, and which fund 
shall be kept separate and apart from the receipts of the 
Board of Fish and Game Commissioners and all other 
State moneys and shall be disbursed by the State Treas- 
urer on vouchers certified to by the Board of Fish and 
Game Commissioners, and the balance of all fees re- 
mitted shall be placed to the credit of a fund to be known 
as the “Hunters’ and Anglers’ License Fund,’ which 
fund shall be kept separate and apart from the receipts 
of the Board of Fish and Game Commissioners and all 
other State moneys, and shall be disbursed by the State 
Treasurer on vouchers certified to by the Board of Fish 
and Game Commissioners. 

4. This act shall take effect January first, one thou- 
sand nine hundred and thirty-three.

An Act to amend an act entitled “An act for the relief of 
the unemployed and dependents in the several counties 
and municipalities of this State and making appropria- 
tions therefor,’ approved October thirteenth, one 
thousand nine hundred and thirty-one. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: | 

1. Section six of this act is hereby amended to read 
as follows: 

6. The funds appropriated to the Director of Emer- 
gency Relief are to be employed by him and expended 
for the relief of the unemployed and dependents of this 
State and shall be distributed to such municipalities as 
the Director of Emergency Relief shall deem advisable. 
The Director of Emergency Relief may prescribe the 
conditions for the distribution and use of such funds 
allotted to any municipality. The Director of Emer- 
gency Relief, in his discretion, may require any munici- 
pality to furnish a portion of the cost of relief as a 
condition for granting State aid or may assume the en- 
tire cost of the relief of unemployed and dependents in 
such municipality. Where any State funds are granted 
the Director of Emergency Relief is hereby granted full 
power and authority to prescribe all rules and conditions 
under which any emergency relief program for the relief 
of the unemployed and dependents shall be administered. 

2. Section seven 1s amended to read as follows: 

7. The Director of Emergency Relief is hereby au- 
thorized to negotiate with and grant emergency relief 
funds to any private fund or agency for the purpose of 
relieving the unemployed and dependents in any munici- 
pality. Where any funds or where any portion of a 
fund for the relief program are furnished by the State, 
the Director of Emergency Relief may prescribe the 
conditions under which such fund, together with the 
funds furnished from such private sources, shall be 
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administered and expended and may require such reports 
to him of the disposition of the administering of the 
program for the relief. 

3. This act shall take effect July first, one thousand 
nine hundred and thirty-two.

CHAPTER 216. 


A Supplement to an act entitled “An act creating a 
Department of State Police, providing for the appoint- 
ment of a superintendent thereof, together with the 
officers and men who shall constitute the force, defin- 
ing their powers and duties, and making an appropria- 
tion for the expenses connected therewith,’’ passed 
March twenty-ninth, one thousand nine hundred and 
twenty-one. 


BE If ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. The Superintendent of the State Police is hereby 
directed to reduce the personnel of his force to conform 
to the appropriations made for salaries, maintenance and 
expenses, or otherwise, of said State Police. In making 
said reduction said superintendent may, as far as prac- 
ticable, consistent with existing appropriations, stagger 
said personnel. 

2. The Superintendent of State Police shall keep a 
register of the persons whose services have been discon- 
tinued, and if in the future an appropriation shall be 
made which shall warrant the increase of the personnel 
of said force, the said superintendent may re-employ 
said persons so laid off without further examination. 

3. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 217. 


An Act to amend an act entitled “An act to establish a 
thorough and efficient system of free public schools 
and to provide for the maintenance, support and man- 
agement thereof,’ approved October nineteenth, one 
thousand nine hundred and three. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Amend section one hundred ninety of the act to 
which this act is an amendment so that it shall read as 
follows: 

190. State normal schools and State teachers’ colleges 
shall be maintained for the purpose of training and edu- 
cating persons in the science of education and art of 
teaching. ‘The names and titles of such schools shall be 
designated by the Commissioner of Education with the 
consent of the State Board of Education. Pupils in 
each normal school and in each teachers’ college who are 
residents of New Jersey shall be required to pay each 
year a minimum tuition fee of fifty dollars, and shall 
sign an agreement to teach for a period of two years 
immediately after graduation. Residents of New Jersey 
who do not sign such agreement and non-residents of 
the State shall pay an additional fee. Such fees and any 
increase of the minimum tuition fee shail be determined 
by the Commissioner of Education with the approval of 
the State Board of Education. Any moneys so received 
from pupils enrolled in such normal schools and teachers’ 
colleges and paid into the State treasury pursuant to the 
provisions of an act entitled “An act regulating the re- 
ceipt and disbursement of State moneys in certain cases, ” 
approved October thirty-first, one thousand nine hun- 
dred and seven, and the supplements thereto and the 
amendments thereof, shall be held in trust by the State 
Treasurer, no part thereof to lapse into the general fund 
of the State at the close of the fiscal year, and shall be 
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paid out by the State Treasurer on the warrant of the 
State Comptroller for the maintenance of such normal 
schools or teachers’ colleges upon bills duly certified and 
audited by the Commissioner of Education. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 218. 


A Supplement to an act entitled “An act for the relief 
of the unemployed and dependents in the several coun- 
ties and municipalities of this State and making ap- 
propriations therefor,” approved October thirteenth, 
one thousand nine hundred and thirty-one. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Notwithstanding any limitation as to time within Moneys may 
which money appropriated by the act to which this act 2oneet her 
is a supplement may be used, or the use to which said ‘“°™ 
money may be put, the State Director of Emergency Re- 
lief may utilize any of the moneys so appropriated for 
general relief purposes set forth in said act.

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CHAPTER 219. 


An Act to amend an act entitled “An act concerning 
savings banks,’ approved May second, one thousand 
nine hundred and six. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section fifty-two of the act of which this act is an 
amendment is hereby amended to read as follows: 

52. When it shall appear to the Commissioner of 
Banking and Insurance from any examination made un- 
der this act, or from the report made by any savings 
bank pursuant to the requirements of this act, that any 
such bank has committed any violation of its charter or 
law, or is conducting its business and affairs in an unsafe 
or unauthorized manner, the said commissioner shall by 
an order, under his hand, direct the discontinuance of 
such illegal and unsafe or unauthorized practices, and 
shall insist upon a strict conformity with the require- 
ments of the law, and with the safety and security of its 
transactions ; and whenever any savings bank shall refuse 
or neglect to make any report, as hereinbefore required, 
or to comply with any such order, as aforesaid, or when- 
ever it shall appear to the said commissioner, that it is 
unsafe or inexpedient for any savings bank to continue 
to transact business, he shall communicate the facts to 
the Attorney-General, who shall thereupon institute such 
proceedings as the nature of the case may require; the 
proceedings instituted by the Attorney-General may be 
for the removal of one or more of the managers, or for 
such other or further relief or correction as the particular 
facts communicated to him shall seem to require; the 
court before which such proceedings shall be instituted, 
shall have power to grant such orders, and in its discre- 
tion, from time to time to modify or revoke the same, as 
the evidence in the case, the situation of the parties, and 
the interests involved shall seem to require. 
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The Commissioner of Banking and Insurance in ap- 
plying any of the provisions of this act or in arriving 
at a determination as to whether or not it is unsafe or 
inexpedient for any savings bank to continue to transact 
business, may in his discretion, consider as worth their 
face amount or the cost thereof to such savings bank 
whichever is lower, bonds and other investments owned 
by such savings bank; provided, such bonds and other 
investments were at the time of purchase thereof, of the 
nature or kind authorized by this act as investments for 
savings banks ; and may likewise, in determining whether 
or not it is unsafe or inexpedient for any savings bank 
to continue to transact business, in his discretion, con- 
sider all other assets of such savings bank as worth such 
values as the Commissioner of Banking and Insurance 
may deem proper. 

The Commissioner of Banking and Insurance shall 
not be subject to any civil liability or penalty nor to any 
criminal prosecution for any error in judgment or dis- 
cretion in any action taken or omitted by him under the 
provisions of Section fifty-two of this act. 

2. Section fifty-eight of the act of which this act is 
an amendment is hereby amended to read as follows: 

58. In case it shall be represented to the Court of 
Chancery by any savings bank, or by a majority of the 
board of managers of any such bank, or by any three or 
nore depositors in the same, whose deposits together 
shall make up the sum of five thousand dollars or more, 
by petition filed by said bank, or by bill of complaint, to 
which said bank shall be a party defendant, that such 
bank is not able to pay the interest on its deposits, or is 
in danger of not being able to return all its deposits in 
full, without sacrifice of its assets, the Chancellor shall 
inform himself by personal examination, or through that 
of some competent person by him selected, or by the 
statement, under oath, of the officers, or at least three 
of the managers, of the financial condition of such bank, 
and make order, in his discretion, restraining the mana- 
gers of such bank, until his further order, from paying 
to any one depositor more than the Chancellor shall 
direct, of his deposit or from paying or allowing interest 
on such deposits, or otherwise regulating the conduct of 
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said managers in relation to said bank, and with or with- 
out enjoining said managers from continuing to exercise 
the franchise of the same. 

The Chancellor in ascertaining the financial condition 
of such bank may in his discretion consider as worth 
their face amount or the cost thereof to such bank which- 
ever is lower, bonds and other investments owned by 
such bank, provided, such bonds and other investments 
were at the time of purchase thereof of the nature or 
kind authorized by this act as investments for savings 
banks: and may likewise in ascertaining such financial 
condition of such ha ink in his discretion consider all other 
assets of such savings bank as worth such values as he 
may deem proper. 

3. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 220. 


An Act to protect pensions of members of the Teachers’ 
Pension and Annuity TPund. 


BE If ENACTED by the ree and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Any deduction from salary of members of the 
Teachers’ Pension and Annuity Fund for the fiscal year 
beginning July first, one thousand nine hundred and 
thirty- wo, shall not be held to affect the contributions 
or pensions of such members on the basis of the salary 
prior to the deduction.

crued, or if such plaintiff shall appear to owe, or to be 
indebted to the defendant, then judgment shall be given 
against him for the debt, or damages and costs, as the 
case may require, and in any case, in which judgment 
is given against the plaintiff or in favor of the defendant, 
there may be allowed to the attorney of the defendant, a 
fee not to exceed ten dollars, to be fixed by the court, 
which shall be taxed by the clerk 1n the costs against the 
defendant and which shall be in addition to the costs 
now allowed by statute. 

2. All acts or parts thereof inconsistent with this act 
are hereby repealed and this act shall take effect imme- 
diately.

attendance before the criminal courts and grand juries 
of the county, and the preparation of indictments and 
the trial of indictments for crimes and misdemeanors, in 
accordance with the provisions of an act entitled “An act 
to amend an act entitled “A further supplement to an act 
entitled ““An act to define the duties and fix the salary 
of the Attorney-General,” approved February twenty- 
fourth, one thousand eight hundred and fifty-four,’ 
which supplement was approved April twentieth, one

1. In the construction of any public work for the 
State, or any county, city, town, township or borough, 
or other municipal corporation within this State, or any 
board, committee, commission or officer thereof, whether 
the same be a building, excavation, sewer or drainage 
construction, road building, paving, bridge or any other 
form or kind of public work, preference in employment 
upon said public work shall be given to citizens of the 
state of New Jersey who have resided and been domi- 
ciled therein continuously for a period of one year. Per- 
sons other than citizens of the State of New Jersey may 
be emploved when such citizens are not available. In 
each and every contract for the construction of public 
works a provision shall be inserted that if this act is not 
complied with the contract shall be voidable at the in- 
stance of the State, county or municipality. All boards, 
officers, agents, or employees having the power to enter 
into contracts which provide for the expenditure of pub- 
lic money on public works shall file in the office of the 
Commissioner of Labor the names and addresses of all 
contractors holding contracts with the State, or any coun- 
ty, city, town, township or borough, or other municipal 
corporation within this State, or with any board, commit- 
tee, commission or officer thereof. Upon the demand of 
the Commissioner of Labor a contractor and every sub- 
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contractor shall furnish a list of the names and addresses 
of all his or its sub-contractors. Each contractor and sub- 
contractor performing work for the State, or for any 
county, city, town, township, or borough or for any other 
municipal corporation within this State, or for any board, 
committee, commission, or officer thereof shall, upon the 
demand of the Commissioner of Labor, furnish a list of 
the names and addresses of all his or its employees, and 
shall also keep a list of his or its employees, stating whether 
they are native-born citizens or naturalized citizens, and 
in. case otf naturalization the date thereof and the name 
of the court in which granted, as well as the addresses, 
and the date from which they became residents and were 
domiciled in the State of New Jersey, which list shall be 
available at all times for inspection by the Commissioner 
of Labor or his deputies or representatives. Any person, 
firm or corporation violating the provisions of this act 
shall be deemed and adjudged a disorderly person, and 
upon conviction thereof shall be punishable by a fine of 
not less than fifty dollars or more than five hundred 
dollars, or by imprisonment of not less than thirty days 
or more than ninety days, or by both fine and imprison- 
ment.

1. The clerk of the Supreme Court of this State, and 
the clerks of the several counties of this State, are hereby 
authorized and directed to record, in suitable books to be 
provided for that purpose, properly indexed, any assign- 
ment of any judgment recovered or docketed in said 
Supreme Court, or in the courts of record of the several 
counties respectively, the same being in writing with the 
execution thereof, proved or acknowledged as the execu- 
tion of deeds is or shall be required to be proved to au- 
thorize the same to be recorded and said clerks shall note 
in the margin of the record of said judgment and oppo- 
site thereto, that the same was assigned and the book and 
page in which such assignment is recorded; and such 
recording shall be notice, from the time such assign- 
ment is left for that purpose to all persons concerned, 
that said judgment is so assigned; provided always, that 
any sheriff, or other officer, who has an execution placed 
in his hands, upon any judgment by the owner or own- 
ers of such judgment at that time, shall not be liable to 
the assignee of such judgment, without actual notice of 
such assignment, unless he fail to return such execution 
to the term to which it is returnable. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

An Act concerning leases ot wharves, docks, piers, mu- 
nicipal terminals and/or harbor structures, or parts 
thereof, by municipalities of this State.

1, Whenever any municipality of this State has here- 
tofore invited proposals to lease any wharf, dock, pier, 
municipal terminal and/or harbor structure, or any part 
thereof, for a definite term, said term not exceeding 
twenty vears, and has accepted the most favorable pro- 
posal submitted in response thereto and authorized the 
execution of a lease of any such wharf, dock, pier, mu- 
nicipal terminal and/or harbor structure, or part thereof, 
for said term, any such lease which may have been exe- 
cuted pursuant thereto between such municipality and 
the person, natural or artificial, submitting the most 
favorable bid, shall be valid and effectual in law; pro- 
vided, that said invitation for proposals was given by 
such municipality by public notice of the time and place 
when and where proposals would be received published 
in two newspapers circulating in such municipality at 
least twice a week for two successive weeks prior to 
the time fixed for receiving such proposals, and the term 
of such proposed lease and the general terms, conditions 
and covenants thereof were set forth in such notice; 
provided, further, that this act shall not apply to any 
lease which may heretofore have been set aside as invalid 
in any proceeding in any court of this State, or to any 
lease involved in any proceeding now pending in any 
court of this State to review the validity thereof. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

An Act to amend chapter two hundred and fifty-three 
of the laws of one thousand nine hundred and thir- 
teen, being an act entitled “An act constituting eight 
hours a day’s work for all laborers or workmen and 
mechanics employed by contractors or sub-contractors 
doing work or furnishing material for the State of 
New Jersey, or any county, city, township or other 
municipality thereof, and providing penalties for vi- 
olation of the provisions of this act,” approved April 
three, one thousand nine hundred and thirteen. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section one of an act entitled “An act constituting 
eight hours a day’s work for all laborers or workmen 
and mechanics employed by contractors or subcontractors 
doing work or furnishing material for the State of New 
Jersey, or any county, city, township or other municipal- 
ity thereof, and providing penalties for violation of the 
provisions of this act,” approved April three, one thou- 
sand nine hundred and thirteen, be and the same is hereby 
amended so as to read as follows: 

1. All contracts hereafter made by or on behalf of 
the State of New Jersey or by or on behalf of any 
county, city, township, or other municipality of said 
State, with any corporation, person or persons, for the 
performance of any kind of work or the furnishing of 
any material shall contain a provision that the laborers, 
workers and mechanics engaged in said work shall work 
not more than eight hours in any one day while so en- 
gaged, and it shall be unlawful for any officer or officers 
of the State of New Jersey or of any county, city, 
_township, or other municipality of said State to make 
any such contract without such provision; and it shall 
be unlawful for any person, firm, association or corpora- 
tion, or agent, manager, superintendent, or officer there- 
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of to require or permit any laborer or workman and 
mechanic to work more than eight hours per calendar 
day in doing such work or furnishing or manufacturing 
said material; provided, that in cases where it may be 
necessary to work more than eight hours per calendar 
day for the protection of property or human life such 
laborer or workman and mechanic may be employed for 
longer periods per calendar day 1f paid on the basis of 
eight hours constituting a day’s work; and provided, 
further, that not less than the prevailing rate of per diem 


wages in the locality where the work is performed shall 


be paid to such laborers, or workmen and mechanics so 
employed by such contractors or subcontractors by or 
on behalf of the State of New Jersey, or by or on behalf 
of any county, city, township or other municipality of 
said State; and provided, further, that the prevailing rate 
of wage is understood to be the rate paid by the con- 
tractors and employers, employing a majority of the 
workers of any craft in the county, city, township, or 
other municipality in which the work is being done; and 
provided, further, that in case of a dispute as to the pre- 
vatling rate of wage the matter shall be referred to the 
Commissioner of Labor for determination, and his de- 
cision thereon shall be conclusive as to the prevailing 
rate of wage. 

2. Any ofncer of the State of New Jersey or of any 
county, city, township or other municipality of said State, 
or any person acting under or for such officer, or any 
contractor with the State of New Jersey, or any county, 
city, township, or other municipality thereof, or any sub- 
contractor under any such contractor, or the agent, man- 
ager or superintendent of any contractor or subcontrac- 
tor violating any of the provisions of this act shall be 
deemed and adjudged a disorderly person, and shall for 
each offense be punished by a fine of not less than fifty 
dollars nor more than one hundred and seventy-five dol- 
lars, or by imprisonment not more than six months, or 
both fine and imprisonment in the discretion of the 
court; provided, complaint of violation of this act be 
made to a court of competent jurisdiction within six 
months from the date such violation occurred; and pro- 
vided, further, that complaint of violation of this act 
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shall be made by the Commissioner of Labor or his rep- 
resentative within the Department of Labor, authorized 


by him to act in this matter.

CHAPTER 231.

2. In all cases where a bond and mortgage has or may 
hereafter be given for the same debt, all proceedings to 
collect said debt shall be, first, to foreclose the said mort- 
gage, and if at the sale of the mortgaged premises under 
said foreclosure proceedings the said premises should not 
sell for a sum sufficient to satisfy said debt, interest and 
costs, then and in such case it shall be lawful to pro- 
ceed on the bond for the deficiency, and that all suits on 
said bond shall be commenced within six months from 
the date of the sale of said mortgaged premises, and 
judgment shall be rendered and execution issue only for 
the balance of debt and costs of suit; provided, however, 
that no action shall be instituted against any party an- 
swerable on the bond unless such party is joined in the 
proceedings to foreclose the said mortgage. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

default thereof the said account, demand, or cause of 


action shall not be considered on the trial of the said 


cause; but if the said warrant shall not have been exe- 
cuted three days prior to the day of hearing, then the said 
defendant, if he have any account, demand, or cause of 
action to set off or counter-claim, and will enter into 
recognizance, as directed by the fifty-first section of this 
act, he shall be allowed further time, not exceeding three 
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days, to deliver to the said clerk such copy of his ac- 
count, demand or cause of action as aforesaid. 

2. This act shall take effect April first, one thousand 
nine hundred and thirty-two.

CHAPTER 234. 


An Act to authorize municipalities of this State gov- 
erned by an improvement commission, to build and 
construct, operate, equip, maintain or lease a railroad 
or a railroad siding running through, upon, along and 
over the streets, roads and public highways of said 
municipality and through and over such property as 
may be necessary to be acquired for that purpose by 
said municipality; authorizing said municipality to ac- 
quire property where necessary therefor, to lay out, 
open, widen, alter, extend, improve and vacate any 
new or existing public road, street or highway, and 
authorizing the issuance of bonds to pay for the cost 
of acquiring such property, constructing such railroad 
or railroad siding, equipping and maintaining the same, 
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power and authority to build, lay and construct, lease 
and operate a single track railroad, or a railroad siding, 
through, over and upon public streets, roads and high- 
ways of said municipality and through, over and upon 
such private property as may be necessary therefor, but 
no such railroad or siding shall be constructed at grade 
through, over, and upon any public road without the con- 
sent of the Board of Public Utility Commissioners. 

2. It shall also be lawful for said municipality, when 
said railroad or siding shail be constructed, to equip the 
same with cars, locomotives and other necessary means 
for transportation of goods, wares and merchandise. 

3. Every such railroad or siding when so constructed 
may be operated either by steam locomotives or electric 
power, or by such other means as may be necessary or 
convenient in the judgment or discretion of the govern- 
ing body of said municipality. 

4. It shail be lawtul for the governing body of said 
municipality atter said ratlroad or siding shall have been 
constructed, to lease the same or any part thereof with 
or without equipment to any person, firm or corporation, 
to use or operate or maintain the same upon such terms 
and for such period of time as shall seem most advan- 
tageous to the said governing body of said municipality. 
Before any such lease shall be effective it must be ap- 
proved by the Board of Public Utility Commissioners. 
And it shall likewise be lawful for said municipality to 
incorporate in such lease a provision that the rates 
charged or to be charged by said lessee for transportation 
of goods, wares and merchandise upon and along such 
railroad or siding shall be subject to the revision and 
control of the said governing body and the approval of 
the Board of Public Utility Commissioners. Such other 
provisions as are not inconsistent with the laws of this 
State or the express provisions of this act may be incor- 
porated in and made a part of such lease. 

5. It shall be lawful for said municipality to acquire 
any and all property, which in the opinion of the govern- 
ing body of said municipality it shall be necessary or 
expedient to acquire for the purpose of constructing, 
equipping, or operating said railroad or siding or any 
portion thereof, including the purchase of the fee simple 
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wherever deemed necessary or the acquisition of ease- 
ments. Said right to acquire property shall also include 
the right to acquire by condemnation or otherwise the 
rights of owners of lands abutting upon the public roads, 
street and highways through which said railroad or sid- 
ing shall run. In the event of it being necessary to ac- 
quire such rights or any property by condemnation the 
same shall be conducted under the provisions of the act 
entitled ““An act to regulate the ascertainment and pay- 
ment of compensation for property condemned or taken 
for public use” (Revision of one thousand nine hun- 
dred), approved March twentieth, one thousand nine 
hundred, and the supplements thereto and amendments 
thereof. 

6. The authority conferred under the provisions of 
this act shall include the right to lay out, open, widen, 
alter, extend, improve and vacate any new or existing 
public road, street or highway wherever deemed neces- 
sary by the governing body of said municipality. It shall 
also be lawful for said municipality to acquire, where 
necessary, the lands of any public park situated in said 
municipality where the same are not actually under de- 
velopment for park purposes, and also to acquire the 
lands of any cemetery where the same are not actually 
used for burial purposes. 

7. For the purpose of providing the necessary means 
for the construction or equipment, or both, as the case 
may be, or acquiring of such railroad or siding, and for 
the acquiring by condemnation or purchase of any lands, 
property, rights, privileges and easements, whether of 
owners, abutting owners or others, and the necessary 
means to pav awards for damages for change of grade 
of the streets and to pay the expenses of proceedings to 
determine such damages, and to pay tor the cost of lay- 
ing out, opening, widening, altering, extending or im- 
proving any new or existing public road, street or high- 
way and the acquisition of land necessary therefor, it 
shall be lawful for said municipality to issue bonds for 
any amount not exceeding in any one year the sum of 
fifty thousand dollars ($50,000). All bonds so issued 
shall bear interest at the rate not exceeding six per cen- 
tum per annum, payable semi-annually, and shall be made 
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payable at such time and place, not exceeding thirty years 
from the date of their issue, as the governing body of 
said munictpalitv shall determine. Said board may au- 
thorize the issue of said bonds by resolution, and specify 
therein the character of the bonds to be issued. Said 
bonds shail be issued in aceordance with the provisions 
of the act entitled “An act to authorize and regulate the 
isstiance of bonds and other obligations and the incurring 
of indebtedness, by county, city, borough, village, town, 
township, or any municipality governed by an improve- 
ment commission,’ approved March twenty-second, one 
thousand nine hundred and sixteen, and the supplements 
thereto and amendments thereof. 

8. ‘The revenues and expenses in connection with the 
use or operation or lease of said railroad or siding and 
its equipment shall be governed by the provisions of the 
act entitled “An act concerning municipal and county 
finances,” approved March twenty-eight, one thousand 
nine hundred and seventeen, and the supplements thereto 
and amendments thereof. 

9. Said municipality shall be in the location of the 
route of said railroad or siding, and in its manner of 
construction and operation, be subject to control by the 
Board of Public Utility Conimissioners in this State, and 
any lessee thereof shall be likewise subject in the opera- 
tion of said railroad or siding to the control of such 
board in the sare manner as general railroads are now 
subject to the control and direction of such board. 

10. ‘The power to lease such ratlroad or siding shall 
include the right to lease the same to one or more railroad 
companies separately or jointly, or to any individual, 
firm, copartnership or other corporation. 

11. Incident to the authority given by this act said 
municipality shall likewise have the power to lay and 
construct and maintain and operate stich sidings, switches 
and spurs as are found necessary or expedient or con- 
venient for the use and operation of said railroad or 
siding, and may extend or enlarge such railroad or sid- 
ing and its appurtenances. In the event of any such 
railroad or siding, when completed, being operated, con- 
ducted or maintained by the municipality constructing 
the same, such municipality may charge and collect

charges for transportation of goods, wares and merchan- 
dise; said charges to be fixed from time to time by the 
governing body of such municipality. 

12. The municipality constructing, operating or con- 
structing and leasing said railroad or siding and the 
lessee of said railroad or siding, if there be a lessee, 1s 
hereby declared to be a public. utility in relation to its said 
railroad and shali comply with and be subject to all the 
provisicns of the act entitled “An act concerning public 
utilities, to create a Board of Public Utility Commis- 
sioners and to prescribe its duties and powers,” approved 
April twenty-first, one thousand nine hundred and eleven, 
and the supplements thereto and amendments thereof, 
and all the rights and privileges granted to public utili- 
ties by said act and its amendments and supplements, are 
hereby granted to and conferred upon such municipality 
and such lessee.

governing body of the municipality or the lessee is hereby 
graried power to enter into contract or agreement in 
relation thereto. 

14. The governing body of such municipality is hereby 
authorized and empowered to employ engineers, survey- 
ors, and such other help, professional or otherwise, as may 
be required from time to time in the laying out of the 
route for said railroad or siding, in the preliminary work 
incident thereto, and in the construction thereof, and the 
power hereinbefore granted to said governing body to 
issue bonds for the cost and construction of such rail- 
road or siding shall include the power to issue bonds for 
the employment of such services ; and the governing body 
of said municipality is hereby vested with all the powers 
requisite to effectuate and carry out the full intent and 
purpose of this act. 
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15. No proceeding to review or set aside the or- 
dinance authorizing any improvement to be made pursu- 
ant to this act or to review, set aside or modify the report 
made by the commissioners aforesaid, shall be main- 
tained unless the proceeding to review or set aside said 
ordinance, and the proceeding to review, set aside or 
modify the said report shail be commenced by application 
duly made therefor within thirty days from the time ot 
the final passage of said ordinance or within thirty days 
from the confirmation of said report by the court as 
herein provided.

205, Excepting resolutions determining or altering the 
form of notes or bonds and resolutions amendatory 
thereof or supplemental thereto, such resolutions shall 
be published in a newspaper circulating in the municipal- 
ity and shall take effect immediately upon such publica- 
tion. Resolutions determining or altering the form of 
notes or bonds and resolutions amendatory thereof or 
supplemental thereto shall take effect immediately upon 
adoption by the proper officials of sttch municipality. 
Thirty days after taking effect all resolutions shall be

206. Subject only to the limitations of this act, such 
resolution or resolutions supplemental thereto shall de- 
termine the terms and the form of notes or bonds to be 
issued thereunder, and provide for their sale or exchange 
and their execution and delivery, by such officers of the 
municipality as shall be therein designated, and it shall be 
mandatory upon such officers to sell or exchange and 
execute and deliver such notes or bonds as so determined 
and provided. 

6. Article I], section two hundred and seven of the 
act of which this act is an amendment be and the same 
is hereby amended to read as tollows: 

207. All such notes or bonds shall be sold at not less 
than par at public sale after notice setting forth the terms 
and conditions of sale, published in such newspaper cir- 
culating in the municipality, and in such financial news- 
paper, as shail be designated by resolution, except in the 
following cases: 

(a) If no bids are received at such public sale, or if 
all bids are rejected, any notes or bonds or part thereof 
may with the written assent of the commission be sold 
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without further notice at private sale at any time within 
six months. 

(b) With the approval in writing of the commission, 
any notes or bonds or part thereof may be exchanged for 
any notes or bonds, including interest thereon, of the mu- 
nicipality issued under this or any other act. The rate of 
interest borne by any such notes or bonds may be higher 
or lower than the rate of interest borne by the notes or 
bonds surrendered. 

(c) With the approval in writing of the commission, 
any notes or bonds may be issued directly to any creditor 
of the municipality in absolute and unconditional pay- 
ment of the indebtedness and interest thereon of such 
municipality to such creditor, provided that notes or 
bonds shall not be so issued unless and until the amount 
due such creditor has been determined by the governing 
body of the municipality and by the commission, nor 
unless and until the municipality receives from such 
creditor a release running to the municipality and if 
such creditor is a party plantiff in any suit, action or 
proceeding pending against the municipality relative to 
such indebtedness, a stipulation of dismissal of such sutt, 
action or proceeding. Such release and such stipulation 
shall be approved as to form by the counsel to the mu- 
nicipality and by counsel to the commission. 

(d) Any notes or bonds, or any part thereof, may be 
sold without any previous public offering to, and be pur- 
chased by, the sinking fund commission or the insurance 
or pension fund commissioners of the municipality offer- 
ing the bonds, or be sold to any board, commission or 
officers of the State, authorized by law to purchase such 
notes or bonds. 

(e) Any notes or bonds payable not more than seven 
years from their date may be sold at private sale with 
the written assent of the commission. 

7. Article Ii, section two hundred and nine, of the act 
to which this act is an amendment be and the same is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

209. In order to conserve the financial resources of 
the municipality, its governing body without the assent 
in writing of said commission shall pass no ordinances or 
resolutions authorizing the issuance of notes or bonds of 
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any kind or character or creating any obligation or in- 
debtedness of the municipality, except tax anticipation 
or tax revenue notes or bonds for the current year. Nor 
shall such governing body, without like consent, include 
in any annual budget or tax ordinance amounts for local 
expenditures for the first year more than ten per centum 
in excess of the tke amounts tor the preceding budget, 
exclusive of appropriations for the purpose of raising the 
principal and interest on the public debt, and for subse- 
quent years more than ten per centum in excess of the 
maximum of the amounts which were permissible for 
the preceding year under the terms of this act. After an 
appropriation has been approved by the commission, the 
actual expenditure thereunder shall be made by the mu- 
nicipal authorities; provided, however, that no claims 
shail be passed for payment by the officers of such mu- 
nicipality until the auditor shall have certified that the 
same have been examined by him and found to be within 
appropriations theretofore duly made by the municipality. 

&. Article [1, of the act of which this act is an amend- 
ment be and the same is hereby amended by inserting a 
new section to be numbered two hundred and ten to read 
as follows: 

210. All notes or bonds issued under this act may be 
made payable in gold coin of the United States of 
America of or equal to the standard of weight and fine- 
ness existing when such notes or bonds are issued. Such 
notes or bonds may be made payable to bearer with cou- 
pons attached for payment of interest and be regis- 
terable as to principal only or as to both principal and 
incerest, or may be issued in whole or in part as fully 
registered bonds. Such coupon notes or bonds, 1f fully 
registered, may from time to time, at the request and 
expense of the holders be reconverted into coupon notes 
or bonds of the form and denomination originally pro- 
vided, or notes or bonds of like or different denomina- 


‘tions, and be again reconverted into fully registered notes 


or bonds. The right to redeem at any time or times all 
or any part of such notes or bonds prior to the maturity 
thereof may be reserved. Such notes or bonds or any 
part thereof may be redeemed by payment of the prin- 
cipal amount thereof and accrued interest to the date 
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fixed ior redemption, and with or without a premium, 
which premium may be constant or may vary according 
to the time or times fixed or to be fixed for redemption. 
such redemption may be made upon other terms and con- 
ditions, not herein determined, as may be deemed ad- 
visable. Such notes or bonds may provide that upon 
any default in payment of interest, the principal of any 
or of all such notes or bonds of a single issue shall be- 
come due automatically or at the option of a holder. 
Such notes or bonds may contain, or the commission by 
subsequent contract with the holders of all notes or bonds 
thereby affected, may provide that such option may only 
be exercised after a specified period of default or by 
the holders of a certain amount or proportion of notes or 
bonds or by a trustee or trustees duly authorized and em- 
powered to act in their behalf, or any other conditions or 
limitations on the right to exercise such option deemed 
advisable. Any notes or bonds issued under this act in 
exchange for any instrument issued under any other act 
may in addition to other recitals contain a recital that, 
in case of default in payment of principal or interest of 
any such note or bond, the holder thereof shall not only 
have all his rights and remedies thereunder, but in addi- 
tion shall be reinvested with the same rights and reme- 
dies as if he were the owner and in possession of the note 
or bond in exchange for which such note or bond shal! 
have been issued. Such notes or bonds may contain any 
one or more of the above or any other terms, conditions 
or provisions deemed to give said notes or bonds a higher 
degree of marketability. All notes or bonds issued under 
this act containing any one or more of such terms, pro- 
visions or conditions or being in any one of such forms 
shall be deemed negotiable instruments, the provisions or 
limitations of any other law to the contrary notwith- 
standing; provided, however, that nothing in this section 
shall be construed to impair the negotiability of any other 
instruments negotiable under other laws of this State. 

9. Article I] of the act of which this act is an amend- 
ment be and the same is hereby amended by inserting a 
new section to be numbered two hundred and eleven, to 
read as follows: 
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Z11. Any municipality in which the commission is 
functioning shall have the power to levy taxes ad valorem 
upon all taxable property therein for the purpose of 
paying the principal of and/or interest on any notes, 
bonds, or other obligations or indebtedness of such mu- 
nicipality issued under this or any other law and shall 
have the power to provide a reserve fund for the pay- 
ment cf said principal. The full faith and credit of any 
such municipality shall be deemed to be pledged for the 
punctual payment of the principal of and interest on all 
notes and bonds issued pursuant to this act. 

10. Article II of the act of which this act is an amend- 
ment be and the same is hereby amended by inserting a 
new section to be numbered two hundred and twelve, to 
read as follows: 

212. The governing body of any municipality in 
which the commission is functioning shall have power 
to compromise and adjust the whole or any part of any 
special assessments or taxes delinquent to the municipal- 
ity; provided, however, that nothing in this section shall 
be construed to impair or affect in any way whatsoever 
the existing rights and remedies of any holder or holders 
of a certificate or certificates of tax sale, representing 
any tax title or titles to lands in such municipality sold 
on account of delinquent taxes and/or delinquent assess- 
ments. No claim of the municipality for taxes or assess- 
ments, and interest thereon, in excess of five hundred 
dollars, shall be compromised without the assent in writ- 
ing of the Municipal Finance Commission.

301. For the purpose of enabling the commission to

yent and collection of taxes. For such purpose and/or 

purposes the governing body of the municipality shall 
have power to employ such experts or appraisers as it 
may deem advisable. 

15. Article III, section three hundred and seven of the 
act of which this act is an amendment be and the same 
hereby is amended to read as follows: 
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307. The cost of such assessment and/or re-assess- 
ment and/or valuation and/or revaluation and/or ap- 
sraisal and/or reappraisal, whether or not directed by the

be included in the amount of indebtedness to be refunded 
under this act. 

16. The act of which this act ts an amendment be and 
the same is hereby amended by inserting a new article to 
be numbered Article JII-A to read as follows: 


ArtIcLE IJI-A RemeEpiges 


351. Whenever the municipal finance commission shall 
function in any municipality and so long as it shall con- 
tinue sc to do, no judgment, decree, levy or execution 
against such municipality or the property thereof for the 
recovery of the amount due on any bonds, notes or other 
obligations of the municipality, in the payment of which 
such municipality has defaulted, shall be enforced until 
otherwise specially ordered by the Supreme Court or a 
justice thereof in an appropriate proceeding for such pur- 
pose, and the enforcement of any such judgment, de- 
cree, levy or execution shall be and it hereby is stayed 
until otherwise specially ordered as aforesaid. 

352. Whenever the municipal finance commission shail 
function in any municipality and so long as it shall con- 
tinue so to do, no action er proceeding of any kind either 
direct cr ancillary, by way of mandamus or otherwise, 
shall be brought against such municipality or any public 
officers for the assessment, levy or collection of taxes by or 
for such municipality and any and all actions or proceed- 
ings therefor shall be and they hereby are stayed; except 
that first, the Supreme Court or a justice thereof may au- 
thorize one or more creditors of such municipality to 
bring and maintain an action or proceeding therefor in 
the Supreme Court, which shall be brought for the benefit 
of themselves and all other creditors of such municipality 
and in which all other creditors of such municipality 
shall have the right to intervene and assert their claim 
and in which all other creditors of such municipality 
may be made parties in such manner and upon such 
notice as the Supreme Court shall approve; and except 
that, second, the municipal finance commission may bring 
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and maintain an action or actions by way of mandamus 
or any other appropriate proceeding or proceedings for 
the assessment, levy or collection of taxes by such mu- 
nicipality for the payment of principal and/or interest 
ot the indebtedness of the municipality found to be out- 
standing as provided in section two hundred and one of 
this act. 

353. Whenever the municipal finance commission

pay the reasonable current operating expenditures of such 
municipality (not including therein the principal or in- 
terest of any bonds or notes of the municipality) and 
such capital expenditures, if any, as may be approved by 
the municipal finance commission as reasonably neces- 
sary to preserve the value of the taxable property within 
such municipality, shall be paid by the municipality to 
such banks or trust companies as the governing body of 
the municipality may designate. 

17. Article IV, section four hundred and one of the 
act of which this act is an amendment be and the same 
hereby is amended to read as follows: 

401. The act of a majority of the commission shall 
be deemed the act of the commission. The members of 
the commission are hereby authorized and empowered to 
sit singly for the purpose of holding any public hearings. 
The commission is authorized and empowered to issue 
subpcenas, signed by a majority of the commission to 
compel the attendance of witnesses before it, and the 
production of books, papers and records. It is authorized 
to hold hearings and administer oaths to witnesses. In 
the event of failure to obey any subpcena issued as afore- 
said, or refusal to answer questions propounded by the 
commission, such failure or refusal shall be certified to 
the justice of the Supreme Court, presiding in the circuit 
wherein such neglect or refusal occurred, which said jus- 
tice is authorized to impose penalties for such failure or 
refusal.

402a. The word “certified” as used in this act shall

1. In any township in this State the recorder, in addi- 
tion te the powers now possessed by him, shall have 
jurisdiction, power and authority in all cases and pro- 
ceedings, whether civil or criminal, brought for the viola- 
tion of township or board of health ordinances, notwith- 
standing that the defendant or detendants, or such re- 
corder, may reside within a municipality or judicial dis- 
trict where a district court is or may be established. 

2. This act shail take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 238. 


An Act to encourage the propagation of game birds and 
game animals in the State of New Jersey, and the sale 
of propagated game birds and game animals, and pro- 
viding licenses therefor, and to repeal the act or parts 
of acts inconsistent herewith. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Any person desiring to engage in the business of License 
raising and selling game birds and/or game animals in eornreR 
a wholly enclosed preserve of which he is the owner 
or lessee, or to have in captivity game birds or game ani- 
mais, or to propagate pheasants in a semiwild state on 
lands of which he is the owner, as hereinafter prescribed, 
may make application in writing to the Board of lish 
and Game Commissioners for a license to do so. The License fee. 
license fee shall be two dollars per annum for each of 
the above purposes. 

For the purpose of this act a wholly enclosed preserve Definition of 
is construed to mean an area of land the boundaries of ee 
which are surrounded by a fence at least six feet in 
height to be constructed of a woven wire not larger than 
two-inch mesh for game birds and for quadrupeds at 
least eight fect in height; and propagating in the semi- 
wild is construed to mean on land, the boundaries to be 
clearly defined by a fence, road, ditch, wire, water or 
highway, and posted at intervals of not to exceed five 
hundred feet with signs to be prescribed by the board. 

The Board of Fish and Game Commissioners when License 
it shall appear that such application is made in good faith, °“"“* 
shall upon the payment of the fee, issue to such applicant 
a propagating license permitting the licensee to propagate 
game birds and/or game animals in such wholly en- 
closed preserve, the location of which shall be stated in 
such license and the application therefor, and to sell such 
propagated game birds and/or game animals and ship the 
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same from the State alive at any time and to kill the 
same anid sell the carcasses for food as hereinafter pre- 
scribed; or/and a license to propagate pheasants in a 
semi-wild state on lands of which he is the owner, pro- 
vided that such applicant who desires to propagate 
pheasants in a semi-wild state has produced evidence 
satisfactory to the board that he has released on land de- 
scribed in his license, at least ten female and two male 
pheasants to each one hundred acres of land and/or a 
proportionate number of birds for less than one hundred 
acres prior to July first, one thousand nine hundred and 
thirty-two, and prior to May first in all years thereafter, 
said birds to have been acquired by the applicant from 
a source other than the Board of Fish and Game Com- 
missioners ; and/or a license to keep game birds and ani- 
mals in captivity. 

2. No licensee shall ship any of the game birds or 
game animals propagated in accordance with this act 
from this State alive until he has first offered said birds 
or animals to the Board of Fish and Game Commission- 
ers of this State at a reasonable price, which price shall 
not exceed the price at which such licensee shall offer 
for sale such game birds or game animals at any place 
outside of the State. 

3. Game birds or game animals bred or raised in such 
wholly enclosed preserve may be killed in any manner 
other than shooting, except in the case of deer which 
may be killed by shooting, and at any time and the car- 
casses sold for food; but no such game birds or game 


‘animals shall be sold for food unless each bird or animal 


shall have been tagged with a suitable tag or seal which 
shall be supplied by the Board of Fish and Game Com- 
missioners. Nothing in this act shall be construed to 
permit the shooting of game on the premises described 
in any license issued in accordance with this act by any 
person who has not complied with the laws of the State 
requiring a license to hunt. No person shall hunt with 
a gun or firearm on Sunday or hunt for deer with a 
dog or dogs on any lands licensed under the provisions 
of this act. 
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4. No pheasants propagated in the semiwild state shall 
be sold. Such birds shall not be possessed or transported ~ 
unless each such bird shall have been tagged with the 
special tag prescribed in this act. Any licensee raising 
pheasants in the semiwild state cannot procure from the 
Board of Fish and Game Commissioners during the first 
year of operation more tags to be affixed to the dead 
bodies of pheasants propagated in a semiwild state than 
five times the number of female pheasants released July 
first, one thousand nine hundred and thirty-two, and 
prior to May first in all years thereafter; provided, how- 
ever, that in addition to this number of tags there may 
be provided to any licensee a number of tags equal to 
four-fifths of the number of birds released after July 
first, one thousand nine hundred and thirty-two, and 
May first in all years thereafter. Such tags to be of a 
special kind provided for this purpose. The number of 
birds taken in any calendar year either alive or dead on 
lands on which pheasants are propagated in the semiwild 
state shall not exceed the number of tags obtained from 
the board; provided, that pheasants propagated in the 
semiwild state may be taken by shooting only during the 
regular open season; and provided, further, that no 
pheasants propogated in a semiwild state shall be trapped 
without the written permission of the board. 

5. Game birds or game animals so killed in a wholly 
enclosed preserve, and tagged as herein prescribed, may 
be possessed, bought or sold at any time. Common car- 
riers shall receive and transport game birds and game 
animals tagged as aforesaid but to every package con- 
taining such birds and/or animals shall be affixed a tag 
or label upon which shall be plainly printed or written 
the name of the person to whom such license was tssued, 
the name or names of the person or persons to whom 


such birds or animals are to be transported, the number 


of each kind contained therein, and a statement to the 
effect that the same were killed and tagged in accordance 
with the provisions of this act. 

6. The Board of Fish and Game Commissioners shall 
be entitled to receive and shall collect for each tag or 
seal affixed to the carcass of any animal or bird, as pro- 
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vided in this act, the sum of ten cents. The said tags or 
seals shall remain affixed until the carcass of such birds 
or animals shall finally be prepared for consumption, 
and the sale of any portion of a bird or animal which 
shall not at the time have affixed thereto the tag or seal 
aforesaid shall constitute a violation of this act; pro- 
vided, nevertheless, that the keeper of a hotel, restaurant 
or boarding house, a retail dealer in meat, or a club, may 
sell a portion of a bird or animal so tagged to a guest, 
customer or member for consumption. 

7. The holder of a propagating license or his employ- 
ees may take at any time any predatory bird or animal 
in the act of destroying propagated game on the land 
described in his license. 

8. All licenses under this act shall expire on December 
thirty-first of each year, and no renewal of a propagating 
license for, pheasants in the semiwild state shall be 
granted until the required number of birds have been 
released as provided in this act. 

9. Each holder of a propagating license shall keep 
such license prominently displayed at the place of busi- 
ness specified therein. Every person holding a propa- 
gating license issued by the Board of Fish and Game 
Commissioners shall keep accurate written records which 
shall include the total number of each species of game 
birds and/or animals possessed on the date of application 
for the license, the number of each species subsequently 
propagated or acquired by purchase or gift, and the name 
and address of each person or corporation from whom or 
to whom game birds or animals were purchased or sold 
alive or sold for food and the date of each transaction. 
These records shall be kept permanently on the premises 
stated in such license and shall be open for inspection 
by any duly authorized representative of the board at 
all reasonable times. Each holder of a propagating 
license shall send a certified copy of these records for 
the previous calendar year to the Board of Fish and 
Game Commissioners not later than January fifteenth. 
The board shall furnish the forms on which these records 
are to be kept. 
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10. No person shall counterfeit any tag or seal issued 
by the board in accordance with this act and no tag or 
seal issued by the board shall be affixed to the dead body 
of any game bird or animal not propagated in accord- 
ance with this act. 

11. Any person violating any of the provisions of this 
act shall be liable to a penalty of not less than fifty dol- 
lars and not more than two hundred dollars for each 
offense, to be sued for and recovered in the manner pro- 
vided and by the person or persons authorized to sue 
for and recover penalties by the provisions of an act 
entitled ‘An act to provide a uniform procedure for the 
enforcement of all laws relating to fish, game and birds, 
and for the recovery of penalties for violations thereof,” 
approved March twenty-ninth, eighteen hundred and 
ninety-seven, and the acts amendatory thereof and sup- 
plementary thereto. 

12. The act entitled “An act to encourage the propa- 
gation of certain kinds of game within the State of New 
Jersey and providing a license therefor,” approved March 
twenty-seventh, one thousand nine hundred and thirteen, 
and all other acts and parts of acts inconsistent herewith, 
be and the same are hereby repealed, but all licenses 
issued under this act of March twenty-seventh, one thou- 
sand nine hundred and thirteen, shall remain in full force 
and virtue until the thirty-first day of December, one 
thousand nine hundred and thirty-two. 

13. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 239. 


An Act to provide for the appearance of witnesses and 
the production of evidence at hearings and investiga- 
tions conducted by the State Tax Department. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 


1. Whenever, by virtue of any statute of this State the 
State Tax Commissioner is authorized to make any in- 
vestigation or to hold any hearing, the State Tax Com- 
missioner shall have full power by subpcena to compel the 
attendance of witnesses betore him, or before any of the 
employees of the State Tax Department by him delegated 
or deputized to sit for him, and likewise to compel the 
production before him or before such employee by him 
delegated or deputized to sit for him, of any contracts, 
books, papers, accounts and documents of whatsoever 
nature deemed by him relevant or material to the conduct 
of such investigation or hearing, or upon request of any 
party to any such hearing. 

2. The State Tax Commissioner or any of the em- 
ployees of the State Tax Department by him delegated 
or deputized to sit for him shall have power to adminis- 
ter oaths and affirmations to any person to ascertain any 
facts which will enable them properly to perform the 
duties of their office, and they may reduce the statements 
of the person sworn to writing, and require him to swear 
and subscribe thereto, and may, ex parte, apply for and 
obtain from any justice of the Supreme Court an order 
to compel any person to submit to examination in ref- 
erence to such matters, and such justice may punish any 
party as for a contempt who shall disobey any order 
made by such justice in the premises. 

3. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 240. 


An Act to further amend an act entitled ‘An act to 
amend an act entitled “An act to regulate elections’ 
(Revision 1930), approved April eighteenth, one 
thousand nine hundred and thirty.” 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 


1. Article XXXVIII, paragraph five hundred and 
fifty-five, section four of the act to which this act is an 
amendment is hereby amended to read as follows: 


Authorized expenditures by county. 


Par. 555. Sec. 4. All costs, charges and expenses in- 
curred by the county clerk, county board, commissioner, 
superintendent, or by any other officer or official of a 
county in carrying out the provisions of this act and the 
salaries of the members of the county board, commis- 
sioner, superintendent, salaries and compensation for 
extra service of the clerk and other employees of the 
county board and the compensation of the members of 
the district boards except as herein otherwise provided 
shall be paid by the county upon certification by said 
county clerk, county board, commissioner, superintendent 
or other county officer or official; provided, however, that 
the board of chosen freeholders of any county, to facili- 
tate the prompt payment of the compensation of mem- 
bers of district boards and the rental of polling places, is 
hereby authorized to pay to the several municipal clerks 
in said county one payment for the gross amount due for 
such compensation and rentals in such municipality and 
direct the said municipal clerks to pay the individual 
amounts due the members of the district boards and the 
lessors of the polling places in such municipality upon 
the proper certification of the county board of elections 
of said county. 

2. All acts or parts of acts inconsistent herewith be 
and the same are hereby repealed and this act shall take 
effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 241. 


An Act to amend an act entitled “A supplement to an act 
entitled ‘An act respecting conveyances’ (Revision of 
1898), approved June fourteenth, one thousand eight 
hundred ninety-eight,”’ approved March thirty-first, 
one thousand nine hundred thirteen. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 


1. Section one of the act to which this act is amenda- 
tory be and the same:is hereby amended to read as fol- 
lows: 

1. When any mortgage which now is or hereafter may 
be recorded in the office of the clerk of the Court of 
Common Pleas in any of the counties of this State, or 
in the office of the register of deeds and mortgages in 
any of the counties of this State where such office now 
exists or may hereafter be established, shall be cancelled, 
released, discharged, assigned, extended or postponed, 
and the said cancellation, release, discharge, assignment, 
extension or postponement shall be recorded in the office 
of the said clerk of the Court of Common Pleas, or reg- 
ister of deeds and mortgages, as the case may be, it shall 
be the duty of the said clerk of the Court of Common 
Pleas or register of deeds and mortgages, as the case may

Any moneys 
so recetved from pupils enrolled in such normal schools, 
and paid into the State treasury pursuant to the provi- 
sions of an act entitled “An act regulating the receipt 
and disbursement of State moneys in certain cases,” ap- 
proved October thirty-first, one thousand nine hundred 
and seven, and the supplements thereto and the amend- 
ments thereof, shall be held in trust by the State Treas-

An Act relating to certain agreements between employ- 
ers and their employees or prospective employees and 
rendering them void and unenforceable. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. In the interpretation of this act and in determining 
the jurisdiction and authority of the courts of the State 
of New Jersey, as such jurisdiction and authority are 
herein defined and limited, the public policy of the State 
of New Jersey is hereby declared as follows: 


WHEREAS, Every human being has under the thirteenth 
amendment to the Constitution of the United States an 
inalienable right to the disposal of his labor free from 
interference, restraint, or coercion by or in behalf of 
employers of labor, including the right to associate 
with other human beings for the protection and ad- 
vancement of their common interests as workers, and 
in such association to negotiate through representatives 
of their own choosing concerning the terms of em- 
ployment and conditions of labor, and to take con- 
certed action for their own protection in labor dis- 
putes; and 

WHEREAS, Under prevailing economic conditions, de- 
veloped with the aid of governmental authority it is 
possible for owners of property to organize in the 
corporate and other.forms of ownership association, 
and the unorganized workers are generally helpless to 
exercise actual liberty of contract and to protect their 
freedom of labor, and thereby to obtain acceptable 
terms of employment and conditions of labor, where- 
fore it is necessary that they have full freedom of 
trade union organization association, and the designa- 
tion of their representatives to negotiate terms of em- 
ployment and conditions of labor, and that they be 
free from the interference, restraint or coercion of 
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employers of lxbor, or their agents, in the designation 
of such representatives or in organization or in other 
concerted activities for the purpose of collective bar- 
gaining or other mutual aid or protection; therefore, 
the following definitions of, and limitations upon, 
the jurisdiction and authority of the courts of the 
State of New Jersey are hereby enacted. 


2. Every contract, agreement, promise or undertaking, 
whether written or oral, express or implied, between any 
individual, firm, company, partnership, association, or 
corporation, and any employee or employees or prospec- 
tive employee or employees of such individual, firm, com- 
pany, partnership, association, or corporation, whereby 

(a) Either party or parties to such contract, agree- 
ment, promise, or undertaking, promises, undertakes, or 
agrees not to join, become, or remain a member of any 
labor organization or combination of employees or of 
any organization or combination of employers; or 

(b) Either party or parties to such contract, agree- 
ment, promise, or undertaking, promises, undertakes, or 
agrees that he, it, or they will withdraw from an em- 
ployment relation or relation of master and servant or 
of employer and employee in the event that he, it, or 
they join, become, or remain a member of any labor or- 
ganization or combination of employees or of any organi- 
zation or combination of employers, 

Is hereby declared to be contrary to the public policy 
of the State of New Jersey and wholly void and unen- 
forceable and shall not provide or afford any basis for 
the granting of any legal or equitable relief by any court 
of the State of New Jersey. 

3. If any portion or provision of this act is uncon- 
stitutional or is held or declared unconstitutional, the 
validity of the remainder of this act shall not be af- 
fected thereby. 

4. This act shall take effect immediately.

shall submit a certificate of attendance to said State con- 
vention or encampment upon request. Said leave of ab- 
sence shall be for a period inclusive of the duration of 
the convention with a reasonable time allowed for the 
time to travel to the convention and to return therefrom.

BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. For the purpose of ascertaining and determining 
the facts and circumstances concerning any application 
for relief made under the act to which this is a supple- 
ment, the county adjuster shall have power, in his dis- 
cretion, to compel the attendance of the applicant and 
other persons in this State and the production of books, 
records and other documents in this State per- 
tinent to such examination. The said county 
adjuster is hereby authorized and empowered to ad- 
minister oaths or affirmations for the purpose of such 
examination. Upon any disobedience to or neglect of 
any subpoena issued to the applicant by the said adjuster 
or any refusal to testify by the applicant, the said ad- 
juster shall have the right, in his discretion, subject to 
the approval of the county welfare board, to reject the 
application for relief. Any disobedience to or neglect 
of any subpcena issued to any other person by the said 
county adjuster or any refusal to testify by any such 
other person, shall be certified in writing by the said ad- 
juster to the judge of the Court of Common Pleas of 
the county in which such disobedience, neglect or re-

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a banking institution for the payment in full of any ne- 
gotiable check issued for the payment of wages, may, 
with the written consent of the Commissioner of Labor, 
pay any such wages by negotiable check instead of in 
lawful money; any employer or employers as aforesaid 
who shall violate any of the provisions of this section 
shall, for the first offense, be liable to a penalty of fifty 
dollars ($50.00), and for the second and each subsequent 
offense to a penalty of one hundred dollars ($100.00), 
to be recovered by and in the name of the Department 
of Labor of this State.

36 IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Bonds of the State of New Jersey in the sum of 
twenty million dollars are hereby authorized for the re- 
lief of the unemployed and dependents in this State. 

2. The Governor, State Treasurer and Comptroller of 
the Treasury; or any two of such officials (hereinafter 
sometimes referred to as “the issuing officials’’) are here- 
by authorized to carry out the provisions of this act re- 
lating to the issuance of said bonds, and shall determine 
all matters in connection therewith subject to the pro- 
visions hereot. In case any of said officials shall be 
absent from the State or incapable of acting for any 
reason, his powers and duties shall be exercised and per- 
tormed by such person as shall be authorized by law to 
act in his place. 

3. Said bonds shall be issued from time to time as 
money is required for the purpose aforesaid by certifica- 
tion from the State Director of Mmergency Relief, 

4. Bonds issued in accordance with the provisions of 
this act shall be a direct obligation of the State of New 
Jersey and the faith and credit of the State is pledged 
for the payment of the interest thereon as same shall be- 
come due and the payment of the principal at maturity. 
The principal and interest of such bonds shall be exempt 
from taxation by the State or by any county, municipality 
or other taxing district of the State. 
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5. Said bonds shall be signed in the name of the State 
by the Governor or by his facsimile signature, under the 
great seal of the State, and attested by the Secretary of 
State, or an Assistant Secretary of State, and shall be 
countersigned by the Comptroller of the Treasury or 
the deputy comptroller. Interest coupons attached to 
said bonds shall be signed by the facsimile signature ot 
the Comptroller of the Treasury. Such bonds may be 
issued notwithstanding that any of the officials signing 
them or whose facsimile signatures appear on the bonds 
or coupons shall cease to hold office at the time of such 
issue or at the time of the delivery of such bonds to the 
purchaser. 

6. (a) Such bonds shall recite that they are issued for 
the purpose set forth in section one of this act and that 
they are issued in pursuance of this act and that this act 
was submitted to the people of the State at the general 
election held in the month of November, one thousand 
nine hundred and thirty-two, and that it received the 
sanction of the majority of the votes cast for and against 
it at such election. Such recital in said bonds shall be 
conclusive evidence of the authority of the State to issue 
said bonds and to their validity. Any bonds containing’ 
such recital shall in any suit, action or proceeding involv- 
ing their validity be conclusively deemed to be fully au- 
thorized by this act and to have been issued, sold, exe- 
cuted and delivered in conformity herewith and with all 
other provisions of statutes applicable thereto, and shall 
be incontestable for any cause. 

(b) Such bonds shall be in such form and in such de- 
nomination as may be determined by the issuing officials. 
Said bonds may be coupon bonds or may be registered as 
to principal only with interest coupons attached, or may 
be registered as to both principal and interest. 

7. Bonds issued under this act shall mature serially. 
The last maturity shall not be more than eight years from 
the date of issue, and the first maturity shall not be more 
than three years from the date of issue. Each issue shall 
constitute a separate series, to be designated by the issu- 
ing officials. Each series of bonds shall bear such rate 
of interest not exceeding five per centum per annum as 
may be determined by the issuing officials, which interest 
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shall be payable semi-annually, providing that the first 
and last instaliment of interest may be for a longer or 
shorter period, in order that intervening installments 
may be payable at convenient dates. 

S. Said bonds shall be issued and sold under such 
terms, conditions and regulations as the issuing officials 
may prescribe, after notice of said sale, published at least 
three times (the first notice shall be seven days prior to 
the day of bidding) in at least three newspapers pub- 
lished in the State of New Jersey, and in one financial 
paper published in the city of New York. ‘The said 
notice of sale may contain a provision to the effect that 
any or all bids made in pursuance thereof may be re- 
jected. In the event of such rejection or failure to re- 
ceive any bids, the issuing officials are authorized to sell 
said bonds at private sale. ‘The issuing officials may sell 
all or a part of the bonds of any series as issued to the 
sinking fund or funds for other bonds issued by the State 
or to the Trustees for the Support of Public Schools, 
the Teachers’ Pension and Annuity Fund, or any other 
pension fund established for the benefit of State em- 
plovees, at private sale, without advertisement. 

9. Until permanent bonds can be prepared, the issuing 
officials may, in their discretion, issue in lieu of such 
permanent bonds, temporary bonds or certificates in such 
form and with such privileges as to registration and ex- 
change for permanent bonds as may be determined by 
the issuing officials. 

10. The proceeds from the sale of bonds and the in- 
terest on deposits are hereby dedicated to the purpose of 
the relief of the unemployed and dependents in this 
State, and such proceeds, together with all acerued inter- 
est, premiums and interest on funds derived from the 
sale of such bonds, shall be deposited by the State Treas- 
urer in such depositories as may be selected by him, to 
the credit of the fund for which such bonds are issued. 

11. The proceeds from the sale of bonds as aforesaid 
shall be known as the “Emergency Relief Fund”, and the 
same shall be used only for the purpose of the relief of 
the unemployed and dependents in this State. Such fund 
shall be held for the demand of the State Director of 
Emergency Relief and shall be drawn upon and dis- 
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bursed only on his order as other funds are now dis- 
bursed from the State treasury. 

12. In case any coupon bonds and coupons thereunto 
appertaining or any registered bond shall become muti- 
lated or destroyed, a new bond shall be executed and 
aelivered of lke tenor, amount, date and series, in sub- 
stitution for the mutilated or destroyed bonds or cou- 
pons. In case of destruction or mutilation, the applicant 
for the substituted bond or bonds shall furnish to the 
State House Commission evidence satisfactory to it of 
such mutilation or destruction and also such security and 
indemnity as may be required. 

13. Any expense incurred by the issuing officials for 
advertising, engraving, printing, clerical, legal or other 
services necessary to carry out the duties imposed upon 
them by the provisions of this act, shall be paid from 
accrued interest and premiums from the sale of bonds or 
from the proceeds of the sale of said bonds by the State 
Treasurer upon warrant of the Comptroller of the Treas- 


‘tury im the same manner as other obligations of the State 


are paid. 

14. ‘To provide funds to meet the interest and prin- 
cipal payinent requirements for the bonds issued under 
this act and outstanding there is hereby appropriated 
from the tax imposed pursuant to the provisions of an 
act entitled “An act to impose a tax on the sale of motor 
vehicle fuels as herein defined to be paid by distributors 
as herein defined; regulating the sale of such fuels; pro- 
viding for the collection of said tax, for reports of sales 
of such motor fuels, and for the disposition of the reve- 
nue derived from such tax, and fixing penalties for the 
violation of the terms thereof,’’ passed April first, one 
thousand nine hundred and twenty-seven, and the acts 
amendatory thereof, such sum or sums as may be neces- 
sary for said purpose. 

15. (a) lf in any year or at any time funds as ap- 
propriated by section fourteen hereof necessary to meet 
the interest and principal payments upon outstanding 
bonds issued under this act be insufficient or are not 
available, then and in that case, there shall be assessed, 
levied and collected annually in each of the municipali- 
ties of the counties of this State, a tax on real and personal 
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property upon which municipal taxes are or shall be as- 
sessed, levied and collected, sufficient to meet the interest 
on all outstanding bonds tssued hereunder and on such 
bonds as it 1s proposed to issue under this act in the 
calendar year, in which such tax is to be raised and for 
the payment of bonds falling due in the year following 
the year for which the tax 1s levied. 

(b) The tax thus imposed shall be assessed, levied 
and collected in the same manner and at the same time as 
other taxes upon real and personal property are assessed, 
levied and collected. The governing body of each mu- 
nicipality shall cause to be paid to the county treasurer of 
the county in which such municipality is located on or 
before the fifteenth day of December in each year the 
amount of tax herein directed to be assessed and levied, 
and the county treasurer shall pay the amount of said tax 
to the State Treasurer on or before the twentieth day ot 
December 1n each year. 

16. Should the State ‘Treasurer by December thirty- 
first of any year deem it necessary, because of insuffi- 
ciency of funds to be collected from the sources of reve- 
nues as provided in section fourteen hereof to meet the 
interest and principal payments for the year after the en- 
suing year, then the Treasurer shall certify to the Comp- 
troller of the Treasury the amount necessary to be raised 
by taxation for such purposes, the same to be assessed, 
levied and collected for and in the ensuing calendar year. 
In such case, the Comptroller of the Treasury shall, on 
or before the first day of March following, calculate 
the amount in dollars to be assessed, levied and collected 
as herein set forth in each county. Such calculation 
shall be based upon the corrected assessed valuation of 
such county for the year preceding the year in which such 
tax is to be assessed, but such tax shall be assessed, levied 
and collected upon the assessed valuations of the year in 
which the tax is assessed and levied. The Comptroller 
of the Treasury shall certify said amount to the county 
board of taxation and the county treasurer of each coun- 
ty. ‘The said county board of taxation shall include the 
proper amount in the current taxing levy of the severai 
taxing districts of the county in proportion to the ra- 
tables as ascertained for the current year. 
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\7. lor the purpose of complying with the provisions 
of the State Constitution, this act shall, at the general 
election to be held in the month of November, one thou- 
sand nine hundred and thirty-two, be submitted to the 
people. In order to inform the people of the contents of 
this act it shall be the duty of the Secretary of State, 
atter this section shall take effect and at least thirty days 
prior to the said election, to cause this act to be pub- 
lished at least once in at least ten newspapers published 
in the State.

CHAPTER 252. 


An Act to amend an act entitled “An act to authorize 
two or more municipalities in this State by means of a 
commission to acquire, either by purchase or condem- 
nation, and operate privately owned water works now 
or hereafter supplying water therein, and in other mu- 
nicipalities, if any, in which water is supplied by the 
same water works, together with the franchises, 
rights, and any or all other appurtenant property of 
the owner or owners, of such works, and to enlarge 
and extend the same,” passed March twenty-third, one 
thousand nine hundred and twenty-three, and consti- 
tuting Chapter one hundred and ninety-five of the 
Pamphlet Laws of one thousand nine hundred and 
twerity-three. 


BE 1T ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 


1. Section five of the act of which this act is an Section 5 


amendment be and the same is hereby amended to read 
as. follows: 
441 
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5, The commission appointed pursuant to the first sec- 
tion of this act, and any succeeding commission, how- 
ever appointed or elected, shall have power to enlarge 
and extend the water works and operate the same, or 
may make a contract for a period not exceeding ten 
years, or a succession of contracts each not exceeding 
said period, with any individual, firm or corporation, to 
operate such water works on such terms as may be agreed 
upon, and such commission may prescribe and change 
from time to time rates to be charged for water supplied 
by the water works so acquired, and by any extension or 
enlargement thereof, provided that rates for the same 
kind or class of service shall be uniform in all the mu- 
nicipalities supplied by such water works. As soon as 
practicable after acquiring the water works rates shall be 
prescribed, and shall be revised from time to time when- 
ever necessary, so that the water works shall be and al- 
ways remain self-supporting, with earnings sufficient to 
provide for all expenses of operation and maintenance 
and such charges as interest, sinking fund and amortiza- 
tion, so as to prevent any deficit to be paid by taxation 
from accruing. Such interest, sinking fund and amor- 
tization shall be construed to include: (1) All service on 
debt heretofore or hereafter incurred by any municipal- 
ity represented by said commission in connection with 
the acquisition of such privately owned water works, and 
amy extensions thereto and enlargements thereof, here- 
tofore or hereafter formally assumed by said commis- 
sion, or its successors, and (2) All service on debt here- 
tofore or hereafter incurred by any municipality repre- 
sented by said commission, or its successors, and hereto- 
fore or hereafter formally assumed by said commission, 
or its successors, as part of any agreement with any such 
municipality relative to the acquisition, by the said com- 
mission, or its successors, of the ownership of or the 
management and control of or the right to use any water 
supply or part thereof or interest therein or any distri- 
bution system of water mains and connections, or any 
part thereof, which any such municipality may own or 
control. The provisions of this section shall be deemed 
a contract with the holders of all obligations which shall 
be or may have been issued for the purpose of financing 
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such acquisitions or which heretofore have been or may 
hereafter be issued to refund temporary bonds or obli- 
gations issued for such purposes, the payment of any of 
which obligations, and interest thereon, the said commis- 
sion, or its successors, has heretofore or may hereafter 
formally assume as aforesaid. Said commission and 
any succeeding commission shall have power to pre- 
scribe and alter and enforce all reasonable rules and regu- 
lations for the maintenance and operation of such water 
works and the collection of rates. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 253. 


An Act providing for the payment of a pension to the 
widow of any justice of the Supreme Court of this 
State which said justice had attained the age of sixty- 
four years before his death. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: | 

1. If any justice of the Supreme Court of this State, 
heretofore holding office of justice of the Supreme Court, 
has died, having attained the age of sixty-four years, 
and having a widow surviving him, such widow shall, 
upon application to the Treasurer of the State of New 
Jersey, be entitled to receive during the term of her 
natural life, so long as she remains unmarried, an annual 
pension of twenty-five hundred dollars, to be paid in 
equal monthly payments by the Treasurer of this State 
upon the warrant of the Comptroller of the Treasury. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 254. 


A Supplement to an act entitled “An act to regulate elec- 
tions (Revision 1930),” approved April eighteenth, 
one thousand nine hundred and thirty. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Notwithstanding any of the provisions of the act to 
which this act is a supplement, it shall not be necessary 
for the Secretary of State, or any other official, to cause 
notice to be published of any State-wide proposition 
directed by the Legislature to be submitted to the people, 
nor shall it be necessary for said Secretary of State, or 
any other official, to cause to be printed and mailed to the 
registered voters copies of the act or acts to be voted 
upon. 

2. On all State-wide propositions there shall be printed 
at the head of the ballot and before the names of any 
candidates, such State-wide propositions, and if more 
than one proposition is to be submitted, the Secretary of 
State shall direct the order in which they shall be printed 
on the ballot. 

3. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent with the pro- 
visions of this act are hereby repealed and .this act shall 
take effect immediately.

thousand nine hundred and twenty-seven. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section twenty of an act entitled “An act to amend 
and supplement an act entitled ‘An act concerning con- 
tagious and infectious diseases among cattle; regulating 
the importation of cattle into this State, and providing 
measures to check the spread of diseases among cattle in 
this State; creating the Commission on Tuberculosis 
Among Animals, prescribing its powers and duties and 
fixing penalties for violations of this act,’ approved April 
twenty-fourth, one thousand nine hundred and eleven, 
and to repeal certain sections thereof,’ approved March 
nineteenth, one thousand nine hundred and twenty-seven, 
be and the same is hereby repealed. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 256. 


An Act to extend and continue the commission created 
pursuant to an act entitled “An act to establish a com- 
mission to study and report upon plans for providing 
a comprehensive scheme of rapid passenger transit 
between the several communities in the counties of 
Atlantic, Burlington, Camden, Cape May, Cumber- 
land, Gloucester, Ocean and Salem, as well as between 
such communities and the City of Philadelphia, and 
making an appropriation for the expenses of said com- 
mission,’ approved April thirtieth, one thousand nine 
hundred and twenty-nine. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. The commission created pursuant to the provisions 
of an act entitled “An act to establish a commission to 
study and report upon plans for providing a comprehen- 
sive scheme of rapid passenger transit between the sev- 
eral communities in the counties of Atlantic, Burlington, 
Camden, Cape May, Cumberland, Gloucester, Ocean and 
Salem, as well as between such communities and the City 
of Philadelphia, and making an appropriation for the 
expenses of said commission,” approved April thirtieth, 
one thousand nine hundred and twenty-nine, be and the 
same is hereby continued until July first, one thousand 
nine hundred and thirty-three, and the commission shall 
pursue its study and report upon a comprehensive scheme 
of rapid transit as in said act authorized. Any appro- 
priation, or balance thereof, to the credit of the commis- 
sion shall be used for the furtherance of its activities 
and the commission shall embody its recommendations in 
a report to the succeeding session of the Legislature. 

2, This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 257. 


An Act establishing a State park on Raritan bay to be 
known as “‘Cheesequake State Park.” 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. The Board of Conservation and Development of 
the State of New Jersey shall have the power to and 
shall forthwith upon the taking effect of this act and 
thereafter, from time to time, proceed to locate, select 
and acquire lands within the State of New Jersey and 
bordering on Raritan bay, together with any adjacent 
lands, between the city of South Amboy in the county of 
Middlesex and the borough of Keyport in the county of 
Monmouth, as may in the judgment of said board be 
advisable and proper or necessary for the purpose of es- 
tablishing a State park and to preserve the uses, benefits 
and enjoyments thereof to the people. 

2. The said board as in its judgment may be ad- 
visable is hereby empowered to enter into and upon any 
lands within this State for the purpose of inspection, for 
the purpose of completing such surveys and maps there- 
of, and for such other purposes as it may deem neces- 
sary to carry out the provisions of this act. Said board 
shall also have power to make investigations as to the 
ownership of any lands which it judges may be suitable 
or appropriate for this purpose. 

3. The said board shall have power to take title, in 
fee or otherwise, by purchase, gift, devise or eminent 
domain to such lands and to any rights, interest and 
easements therein, in the name of the State of New Jer- 
sey. In the event that it becomes necessary or advisable 
to acquire any lands or interest therein for the purpose 
of this act by eminent domain, the procedure for con- 
demnation of such lands shall be taken in accordance 
with the provisions of an act entitled “An act to regulate 
the ascertainment and payment of compensation for 
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property condemned or taken for public use” (Revision 
of 1900). 

4, Upon the acquisition of such lands for such pur- 
pose, it shall be the duty of the said board, as funds for 
these purposes are made available from time to time, to 
preserve, maintain, improve and enlarge said park in 
such manner and to such extent as in its judgment will 
best make it of use to the public. In its development of 
such park, the said board shall have the power to install 
permanent improvements for the health and comfort of 
the public and to lay out, construct and maintain roads 
and ways within said park; to lay out, construct and 
maintain roads between and connecting any separate por- 
tions of said park, and for this purpose to acquire rights 
of way upon and across any intervening lands; and to 
lay out, construct and maintain connecting roads and 
ways from points within said park to other public roads 
outside of and adjacent thereto. 

5. The said board, to effectuate the general purpose 
of this act, shall have power to hire, rent or lease any 
portion of such lands to private enterprise and such 
moneys as are derived from such hiring, renting or leas- 


ing shall be used by said board exclusively for the pur- 


pose of the management, development and enlargement 
of the said park. 

6. The said board shall have power to make such rules 
and regulations for the use and protection of said park 
as may in its judgment be necessary; provided, however, 
that no fee or charge in the nature of an entrance fee or 
a fee for the use of such bathing facilities as may be pro- 
vided for said park shall be made. Every person who 
shall violate any such rules or regulations of the board 
shall be liable to a penalty of not less than twenty-five 
dollars nor more than one hundred and fifty dollars; 
provided, however, that where there are mitigating cir- 
cumstances, the said board, may, in its discretion, permit 
the person or persons who may have violated the law to 
pay the cost of any damage done or expense incurred by 
the board because of such violation or such other sum 
less than the minimum fine herein imposed, at such time 
and in such manner as said board shall determine. Such 
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payment when finally made shall relieve the person or 
persons making it of the penalty for such violation im- 
posed by this act. Except as above provided all penalties 
for violation of this act shall be enforced and collected 
in the manner provided for the collection of penalties by 
the said board in sections thirteen, fourteen, fifteen and 
sixteen of an act entitled “An act for the appointment 
of firewardens, the prevention of forest fires and the re- 
peal of sundry acts relating. thereto,” approved April 
eighteenth, one thousand nine hundred and six, and any 
amendments thereof or supplements thereto. All penal- 
ties provided for under this act when recovered shall be 
paid to the Director of the Department of Conservation 
and Development, who shall pay the same over to the 
State Treasurer in the manner prescribed by law. The 
said board shall further have power to vest in its em- 
ployees the necessary police power for the abatement of 
nuisances, stopping of abuses and protection and manage- 
ment of such park under any rules and regulations the 
said board may prescribe. 

7. Said board is hereby authorized to expend such 
sum or sums as may be included in any annual or supple- 
mental appropriation bill for the necessary expenses of 
said board in carrying out the provisions of this act. 

8. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 258. 


An Act to amend the act entitled “An act relating to the 
issuance and sale of bonds or notes of counties and 
municipalities,’ approved March twenty-first, one 
thousand nine hundred and thirty-two. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section one of the act to which this act is an amend- 
ment be and hereby is amended to read as follows: 

1. Any county or municipality authorized to issue and 
sell its bonds or notes by any act or acts heretofore en- 
acted shall have power to sell said bonds or notes, if such 
bonds or notes are payable not less than one year after 
the date of their issuance, at not less than ninety-nine 
per centum of the par value of such bonds or notes; or, 
if such bonds or notes are payable in less than one year 
after the date of their issuance, at a discount which, if 
added to the interest agreed to be paid, will not make the 
interest cost greater than seven per centum per annum, 
anything to the contrary notwithstanding contained in 
any act heretofore enacted; provided, however, that any 
such sale shall be made or confirmed by resolution of the 
governing body of such county or municipality adopted 
by a two-thirds vote of all the members thereof.

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CHAPTER 259. 


An Act concerning the State, counties, cities, towns, 
townships, boroughs, villages, and other municipalities 
of this State and regulating public employment there- 
in. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 


1. Any person who at the time of the passage of this 
act is receiving or who shall hereafter be entitled to re- 
ceive any pension or subsidy from the State or from any 
county, city, town, township, borough, village, or other 
municipality, including school districts, shall from and 
after the passage hereof be ineligible to hold any public 
position or employment in the State or in any county, 
city, town, township, borough, village or other municipal- 
ity or school district, unless he shall have previously noti- 
fied and authorized the proper authorities of the State or 
of the county, city, town, township, borough, village or 
other municipality or school district from which he is 
receiving or entitled to receive such pension that, for the 
duration of the term of office of such public position or 
employment his pension shall remain unpaid. Nothing 
in this act shall be construed to affect any pension status 
or the renewal of payments of such pension after the ex- 
piration of the aforesaid term of office. 

2. The pensions from or the public positions or em- 
ployment with the State hereinbefore referred to shall 
affect all officers, employees, or persons under the gov- 
ernment of this State notwithstanding such officers, em- 
ployees or persons may not be paid directly trom the 
Treasury of this State, but may be paid from proceeds 
derived from appropriations, license fees, or from other 
sources. 

3. The State Civil Service Commission and the gov- 
erning body of the several counties and other municipali- 
ties in this act enumerated shall by resolution provide for 


the vacation of any such position or employment so held,. 
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unless such person shall have authorized suspension of 
Enforcement. his pension according to the method hereinbefore pro- 
vided, and from and after the passage hereof the com- 
mission and the governing body of the several counties 
and other municipalities shall be charged with the en- 
forcement of the provisions of this act. 
Re 4. The officers of such respective governing bodies 
: ’ and any other person who shall violate any of the pro- 
visions hereof shall be guilty of a misdemeanor. 
5. This act shall take effect immediately. 
Approved June 16, 1932. 
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An Act to amend an act entitled “An act providing for 
the retirement of certain county employees in the 
counties of the first class of this State, and providing 
a pension for such retired county employees and their 
dependents,’ approved April twenty-second, nineteen 
hundred and twenty-nine. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 


Section 6 1. Section six of the act of which this act is an amend- 
ment be and the same is hereby amended to read as fol- 
lows: 

Amount of 6. In the event that any member of the pension fund 

ee created under this act, who having paid into the pension 


fund the full amount of his or her assessments or con- 
tributions and having been in the county service for a 
period of at least five years, shall die, in that event twelve 
and one-half per centum of the salary received by such 
person at said death shall be paid each year to the sur- 
viving widow, husband or minor children, as the case 
may be, and for each additional year of service more 
than five years the amount of such pension shall be in- 
creased to the extent of two and one-half per centum of 
such salary, not exceeding in any event fifty per centum 
of said salary. 
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No pension shall be paid to the surviving husband of 
any deceased member of said pension fund unless the 
surviving husband shall be and continue to remain de- 
pendent upon the income which such member was re- 
ceiving at the time of her death, nor unless said surviving 
husband shall be and continue to remain physically or 
mentally incapable of pursuing some gainful occupation, 
nor shall any pension be paid to any minor child or chil- 
dren under the age of sixteen years of such female 
member unless said minor child or children as aforesaid 
shall be and shall continue to remain dependent upon the 
income which the same member was receiving at the time 
of her death. The pension commission shall determine 
the question of the dependency of the surviving husband 
or minor children as well as the ability of any husband 
surviving to pursue some gainful occupation; and pro- 
vided, further, that no pension shall be paid to any widow 
or dependent husband if he or she was married to her 
deceased husband or his deceased wife after the date of 
his or her retirement or after the passage of this act, he 
or she shall have arrived at the age of sixty years. The 
pension as aforesaid shall be paid to the widow or de- 
pendent husband during his or her natural life, and so 
long as he or she shall remain unmarried. 

2. Section eight of the act of which this act is an 
amendment be and the same is hereby amended so as to 
read as follows: . 

8. A fund shall be created in the following manner, 
for the purpose of paying such pension, to wit: 

There shall be deducted by the county treasurer from 
every payment of salary to such county employee who 
shall be benefitted by this act, and pay to such fund three 
per centum of the amount of such salary, and in addition 
thereto there shall be annually raised by the board of 
chosen freeholders in the county budget and contributed 
annually to such fund by the county an amount equiva- 
lent to three per centum of said county employees’ sal- 
aries; to said fund there shall be added all moneys do- 
nated for the purpose of such fund, and all rewards 
which may be paid to any county employee while acting 
as such county employee, all of which moneys and re- 
wards shall be paid over to the board of chosen free- 
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holders of the county, to be deposited in such fund. In 
case, at any time, there shall not be sufficient money in 
such pension fund to pay such pension, the board of 
chosen freeholders of the county shall, from time to time, 
include in any tax levy a sum sufficient to meet the re- 
quirement of such pension funds. All pensions granted 
under this act shall be exempt from any State or mu- 
nicipal tax, levy and sale, garnishment or attachment, or 
any other process whatsoever, and shall be unassignable. 
Any employee entering into said fund shall have the 
right at any time thereafter to withdraw from said pen- 
sion fund and shall be entitled to a refund of the moneys 
theretofore deducted from his salary under this act. 

3. Section nine of the act of which this act is an 
amendment be and the same is hereby amended so as to 
read as follows: 

9, The words “county employee” or “employee,” as 
used in this act, shall mean and include all employees 
and officers in service of any county of the first class 
of this State, and of any county board, body or com- 
mission maintained out of county funds, in such coun- 
ties of the first class, not including laborers, unless such 
labor work is paid on a monthly or annual salary basis 
for a continuous employment of such labor and recog- 
nized as permanent appointees, it being the intent to 
exclude transient labor from the operation of this act; 
the words “county employee” or “employee” shall not 
be held to include any member of the police department 
or fire department. The pension commission shall have 
it in their power to determine whether or not the em- 
ployment of any employee as aforesaid is permanent 
within the meaning of this act. 

4. All acts or parts of acts inconsistent with the pro- 
visions of this act be and the same are hereby repealed, 
and this act shall take effect immediately.

An Act to amend an act entitled “An act providing for 
the retirement and pensioning of sheriff’s employees

1. Section seven of the act to which this act is an Section 7 
amendment be and the same is hereby amended to read “ 
as follows: 

7. The widow of any sheriff’s employee who shall lose Widow of 
his life in the performance of his duty or shall die from employee. 
natural causes shall receive a pension so long as she shall 
remain unmarried, equal to one-half of the amount of 
the annual salary of such sheriff’s employee at the time 
of his death, and at her death, or in case there be no 
widow, his minor child or children, until each reaches Minor — 
the age of sixteen years, shall receive the amount of said 
pension for their support. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 262. 


An Act to amend an act entitled “An act to provide for 
the protection, welfare and relief of aged persons in 
need, and residents in the State of New Jersey, and 
providing for the administration therefor and dedicat- 
ing certain income of the State therefor and prescrib- 
ing penalties for the violation thereof,” approved April 
twenty-fourth, one thousand nine hundred and thirty- 
one.

BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section fourteen of the act of which this act is 
amendatory be and the same is hereby amended to read 
as follows: 

14. For the payment of the State’s share of old age 
relief as herein provided, there is hereby further dedi- 
cated all moneys hereafter received by the State Treas- 
urer pursuant to the aforesaid inheritance tax after de- 
ducting therefrom annually, (1) the amount annually 
determined and stated by the Governor as aforesaid, and 
(2) the sum of twelve million dollars per annum which 
is hereby reserved for the general treasury funds of the 
State. The surplus, if any, then remaining and thus 
dedicated shall constitute a separate fund which shall be 
invested and reinvested from time to time by the State 
House Commission in the following securities: 

Bonds of the United States of America or of this 
State. 

Bonds and notes of any county or municipality of this 
State, including school districts. 

No investment of such funds shall be made in the se- 
curities of any county where the net debt of such county 
exceeds four per centum of the assessed valuation of 
all the real and personal property therein; and no invest- 
ment shall be made in the securities of any municipality 
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or school district where the gross debt of any such mu- 
nicipality or school district shall exceed thirty per cen- 
tum of the assessed valuation of all the real and personal 
property therein. In ascertaining the total indebtedness 
of any county, municipality or school district credit 
shall be allowed only for such moneys or property as 
shall be in the sinking fund. The custody of said 
fund and the income thereof shall be intrusted to the 
State Treasurer. ‘The income from said fund shall 
be available for and devoted to the payment of the 
State old age relief as provided in this act and shall, 
to the extent thereof, be used for the payment of such 
relief in lieu of the moneys to be annually determined 
and stated by the Governor as aforesaid. For this 
purpose the Governor shall include in his budget message 
such a statement of income and the same shall be de- 
ducted from mandatory appropriation by the Legisla- 
ture as aforesaid; provided, however, that 1f the income 
from the said fund hereby created shall be sufficient to 
wholly defray the State’s share of old age relief then 
such income shall be used for that purpose in the first 
instance and any excess thereof shall become a part of 
the corpus of said fund; provided, however, that should 
the tax produced from any estate amount to two mil- 
lion dollars or over the tax thus produced shall go into 
the surplus fund herein created. 
2. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 263. 


An Act to promote home hfe for dependent children and 
providing penalties for violations thereof. (Revision 


of 1932.) 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 


Definitions : 

1. For the purpose of this act, the following words 
and terms shall be deemed and taken to have the mean- 
ing herein given to them: 

(a) The word “mother’’ when used in this act shall 
inciude any female standing 1n loco parentis to any child 
or children, and assuming the responsibility of a mother 
and also a stepmother and the term cnild shall include a 
stepchild. 

(b) The masctiline noun and pronoun shall include 
the feminine. 

(c) The word “may” shall be construed to be per- 
nussive, 

(d) “County Adjuster’ is the official of that desig- 
nation appointed by the board of chesen freeholders and 
authorized to act in the cases of commitment or admis- 
sion of insane persons to State or county hospitals for 
the insane. 

2. Any widow who ts the mother of a dependent child 
or ciildren under the age of sixteen years who has in- 
sufficient means and is unable to support it or them and 
maintain ker home, or (a) any mother of a dependent 
child or children under the age of sixteen who has in- 
sufficient means and is unable to support it or them and 
maintain her home on account of her husband being 
confined in a jail, prison or penitentiary beine sentenced 
for a term that will not expire for a year after the date 
of filing her petition, or (b) any such mother whose 
husband! 1s under indictment for desertion of his wife 
and chicren and cannot be found within one year from 


t 
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the date of the desertion, or (c) any such mother whose 
husband is an inmate of an institution for mental or 
physical illness requiring a prolonged treatment, or (d) 
any mother whose husband ts physically or mentally 11] 
and is unable to support his child or children, who are 
dependent, and who is under proper and reasonable treat- 
ment for the possible removal of such defect; and said 
widow or mother has hved for five years continuously 
next preceding the filing of her petition in said county 
and has a legal settlement therein or has lived in such 
county for a continuous period of at least five years and 
secured a legal settlement therein and succeeding which 
has lived in the State of New Jersey for a period of not 
more than five years next preceding such application in 
some other county, may file a petition of assistance to 
the Common Pleas Court or the juvenile and domestic 
relations court of the county wherein the petitioner has 
a settlement; provided, however, that there are no rela- 
tives of the mother or children who are legally liable for 
the support of said mother and children. 

3. Such petition shall be verified and shall set forth 
the coToMay 2. (a) her name, names of her children, 
the dates and places of their birth, and the time and place 
of her marriage, (if dead) the date and place of death of 
her, husband, (if living’) the place and cate of his convic- 
tion, the term of his sentence and the place of his oe 
ment, (if a family deserter) when he deserted anc whe 
warrant was issued and when and where he was indicte i 
(if an inmate of an institution for mental or physical ill- 
ness requiring a prolonged treatment) in what institution 
he is an inmate and when and the nature of his illness, the 
name and addresses of the doctors, if any, or upon whose 
certificate he was so confined; (b) her settlement and 
leneth of time that she has been a resident of the State, 
the length of time that she has lived at said settlement 
and the address or addresses of her place or places of 
abode for the previous ten years, and the date, as near 
as possible, when she moved in and when she left said 
place or places of settlement; (c) a statement of all the 
property, real and personal, belonging to her and to each 
of her children, which statement shall include any future 
or contingent interests which she or any of them may 
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have, the name and address of ali banks in which she or 
her liusband or any ot the children has or have accounts 
and the amount of the deposits therein; (d) the name 
and address of the last employer of herself, any of her 
children and her husband if living; (e) the names, re- 


-lationships and addresses of all her and her hushand’s 


relatives, that may be known; (f) date of desertion by 
husband and of indictment, if any, and from what court 
the warrant for arrest was issued. 

4. The court shall cause a copy of the petition pro- 
vided for in sections two and three thereof, and a notice 
of the time and place when it will be presented to the 
court, to be served on or mailed to the overseer of the 
poor and/or the director of welfare of the county wel- 
fare board having jurisdiction over the district wherein 
the petitioner has a settlement, the county adjuster of the 
county wherein the court has jurisdiction, the board of 
chosen freeholders thereof and the State Board of Chuil- 
dren’s Guardians at least ten days before such time. 

5. Immediately upon receipt of such notice and copy 
of the petition aforesaid, the State Board of Children’s 

uardians shall examine into the truth and merits of the 
petition and make an investigation of the home life con- 
ditions of the petitioner and shall prepare a report of its 
findings which report shall set forth (a) the facts found 
by its investigation to prove or disprove all the allega- 
tions set forth in the petition, and in addition whether or 
not the dependency is caused by the wilful neglect of the 
mother, whether the mother is mentally, morally and 
physically fit to care for the children, whether the home 
is a satisfactory place for the training and rearing of 
the child or children, a statement of any additional real 
or personal property including any income or bank ac- 
counts not set forth 1n the petition, and the names and 
addresses of any additional relatives not disclosed by 
petitioner, and any other facts that will assist the court 
in reaching a decision in the matter; (b) the report shall 
also give a statement containing items showing the total 
income of the woman, all her children and the husband 
if living, from all sources, also a budget showing the 
minimum amount of money necessary for the mainte- 
nance of the family and the minimum amount that the 
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widow or mother will require to support and care for her 
children under sixteen years old, the said total per child 
not to exceed the cost of care of a child in an approved 
child caring institution. 

6. Prior to the return day, the State Board of Chil- 
drens’ Guardians shall file a report of its findings with 
the court and the board of chosen freeholders or its des- 
ignated representative setting forth in full the results of 
said examination and investigation as provided for under 
section five hereof including the family budget and a 
recommendation as to what is the lowest amount based 
on said budget that 1s necessary to provide for the sup- 
port and care of such child or children and upon such 
report being made and filed with the court, thereafter 
upon the return day fixed for the hearing, the court shall 
examine under oath all parties in interest who desire to 
be heard. The court may in its discretion issue subpoenas 
for the attendance of witnesses and adjourn the hearing 
from day to day; and provided, however, the court may 
refer said matter to the county adjuster or such other 
proper person as recommended by the board of chosen 
freeholders to be appointed upon reference by the court 
as a referee or commissioner to hear such witnesses as 
shall be produced by the petitioner, the board of chosen 
freeholders, and the State Board of Children’s Guard- 
lans, and to consider the aforesaid report of findings of 
the State Board of Children’s Guardians; and provided, 
further, that in all cases where there is no objection upon 
the part of the board of chosen freeholders, to the rec- 
ommendations of the State Board of Children’s Guard- 
ians, the court hearings herein provided for, shall be 
expedited by an immediate reference to the county ad- 
juster or to a referee or commissioner. Said referee or 
comnussioner shall, within ten davs following the hear- 
ing, make a report to the court setting forth the facts as 
proven before him and notify the board of chosen free- 
holders and the State Board of Children’s Guardians of 
his conclusions, whereupon, after a period of five days 
following such notification said report shall be confirmed 
by the court; provided, no objection is made and entered 
thereto by the board of chosen freeholders or the State 
Board of Children’s Guardians.

to the report being filed the court shall proceed to hear 
and determine the matter. 

7. If, upon the completion of the investigation, ex- 
amination and hearing provided for under section five 
and six hereof, the court shall find that the said petitioner 
is a widow or mother of a child or children under the 
age of sixteen years and that she ts in all respects quali- 
fied to receive said relief in accordance with the condi- 
tions set forth in sections two and five of this act, and 
that her petition has been in all respects verified by the 
report filed in accordance with section five of this act 
and the testimony of witnesses or records, and that the 
petitioner has a settlement and that there is no relative 
baving the legal responsibility and financial ability to 
support her child or children and that unless relief 1s 
granted the mother will be unable properly to support 
and educate her children, and that they may become a 
public charge, it shall make an order committing said 
family to the care of the State Board of Children’s 
Guardians, and directing that there shall be paid to the 
mother through the State Board ot Children’s Guardians 
out of the county funds for the support of her children 
uncer sixteen, an amount in no case to exceed the amount 
recommended in subdivision (b) of the report of find- 
ines filed with the court, as provided for under section 
five hereof, the amount to be awarded to be, subject to 
the aforesaid limitation, discretionary with the court; 
browided, that any widow who 1s a mother of a child 
or children under the age of sixteen, and any mother, 
who 1s eligible to receive relief pursuant to the provisions 
of this act, and who now is receiving or may hereafter 
receive relief pursuant to the provisions of this act, or 
the act of which this act is a revision, and who shall re- 
main in or who shall remove to some other county other 
than the county in which she receives relief, such relief 
shall continue so long as such recipient of relief continues 
eligible thereto, pursuant to the provisions of this act, 
until she shall have resided for five years continuously in 
such other county, whereupon the relief first granted 
shall cease and said recipient of relief may thereupon or 
within a period of sixty days prior thereto file her peti- 
tion for relief with any court of competent jurisdiction 
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of the county in which she then lives and has a settle- 
ment. ‘The court is also herein empowered to make an 
order, directing any relative having the legal responsibil- 
ity for the support of such child or children and being of 
sufficient financial ability in the opinion of the court to 
so provide, to pay the entire cost for the support of such 
child or children, or any part thereof, in which latter 
event the balance of the amount required as hereinabove 
determined for the support of such child or children 
shall be paid to the mother through the State board of 
Children’s Guardians out of the county funds, and the 
order of the court directing such payment out of county 
funds shall be reduced accordingly in order that the total 
amount ordered paid shall in no event exceed the amount 
recommended by the State Board of Children’s Guard- 
ians in subdivision (b) of its report of findings as pro- 
vided for under section five hereof. The amount repre- 
senting the support granted hereunder for any child un- 
der sixteen years of age shall cease and terminate upon 
such child attaining the age of sixteen, except in a case 
of special emergency, whereupon the recommendation of 
the State Board of Children’s Guardians, approved by 
the board of chosen freeholders, the court may make a 
special order temporarily extending such period of 
support. 

8. It shall be the duty of the State Board of Chil- 
dren's Guardians to see that any widow or mother com- 
mitted to its care, pursuant to the provisions of this act 
is properly caring for her children, that they are suft- 
ficiently clothed and fed, that they attend school regu- 
larly and receive proper ene instruction; and that 
said fanuly shall be visited at least four times a year. 

9. Whenever the State Board of Guardians shall find 
that any mother or any woman standing in loco parentis 
to whom relief has been granted under the provision of 
this act 1s not properly caring for, educating and sup- 
porting the children or is misusing the allowance granted 
for the children, or whenever it shall find 1n a case that 
the father of the children fails to comply with the direc- 
tions of the attending physician or he fails to continue 
treatment for the removal of his physical or mental de- 
fect, or that the father has recovered from his tllness, or 
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if the father of the children is discharged from prison, 
the said board shall make a full report setting forth the 
facts in the matter and file the same with the court and 
the board of chosen freeholders; the court shall fix a 
day for a hearing, notify the petitioner to appear before 
it, reopen the case, and revoke the order granting the 
allowance or make such further order as may appear to 
the court necessary to protect the interest of the children, 
or may make an order committing such child or children 
to the care, custody and control of the New Jersey State 
Board of Children’s Guardians, said child or children so 
committed to its care, custody and control to be held by 
said New Jersey State Board of Children’s Guardians, 
pursuant to chapter one hundred and forty-seven, laws 
of one thousand nine hundred and eighteen, being an act 
entitled “An act concerning the charitable, correctional, 
reformatory and penal institutions, board and commis- 
sions, located and conducted im this State, which are 
supported in whole or in part from county, municipal 
or State funds,” approved February twenty-eighth, one 
thousand nine hundred and eighteen, and the amend- 
ments «nd revisions thereof and supplements thereto. 
The State Board of Children’s Guardians shall, when- 
ever it saall appear that there 1s additional income com- 
ing into the home, make a new examination of the moth- 
er’s finances and determine to what amount the allow- 
ance granted may be reduced and notity the board of 
chosen freeholders of the new amount so determined; 
or whenever it appears that the mother or woman stand- 
ing in loco parentis has lost her settlement in the county 
or if it appears upon examination that there is sufficient 
increase in the income in the home to care for the chil- 
dren, the Board of Children’s Guardians shall reduce or 
suspend any further payments to the mother and notify 
the mother and the board of chosen freeholders; the 
county adjuster shall thereupon notify the mother and 
the State Board of Children’s Guardians to appear be- 
fore him at a certain time and if at said hearing the 
county adjuster 1s satished that there 1s an increase in 
the income of the family he shall approve the reduction 
in the amount of the relief or if he finds that there is 
sufficient income in the home for the mother to support 
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and care for her children, the children shall be discharged 
from the care and supervision of the said State Board 
of Children’s Guardians. If the county adjuster and the 
State Board of Children’s Guardians or the mother or 
person standing in “‘loco parentis’’ disagree, the court 
shall decide whether there shall be a reduction or dis- 
charge in the case. 

10. No fees or costs shall be paid or allowed by the 
court for any proceedings held pursuant to this act, nor 
shall any counsel fee be ordered or collected from any 
party applying to the court pursuant to the provisions of 
this act, and all proceedings pursuant to this act shall be 
in forma pauperis; the court may in its discretion direct 
a medical examination of the petitioner and of any of 
the children or their father, and designate the county 
physician or other duly authorized and licensed physician 
of the county to make such examination, and may pro- 
vide in said order for payment to the physician for his 
services in making the examination and report; and pro- 
vided, further, that all birth, death and marriage certifi- 
cates required under the provisions of this act shall be 
issued free of charge upon the order of the county coun- 
sel, the probation officer or the State Board of Children’s 
Guardians. 

11. Any person who knowingly by means of a false 
statement or representation or by impersonation or other 
fraudulent device obtains or attempts to obtain or aids 
or abets any person to obtain any allowance, assistance, 
or support to which he is not entitled, under the pro- 
visions of this act, or a larger amount than that to which 
he ts justly entitled, or payment of any suspended for- 
feited installment grant or allowance shall be guilty of a 
misdemeanor; or any person who knowingly aids or 
bets in buying, transferring or in any way disposing of 
any of the property of a petitioner, in order to qualify 
for relief, assistance or support under the provisions of 
this act, without the consent of the State Board of Chil- 
dren’s Guardians, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and 
punished accordingly. 

12. Whenever in the opinion of the court it shall ap- 
pear that the woman has insufficient means to care for 
and support her children and they are ineligible to re- 
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ceive relief for any reason, pursuant to the provisions of 
this act, but are eligible to reltef under the provisions of 
some other law, it shall be the duty of the court to ad- 
journ the hearing and to amend the petition to comply 
with the provisions of the act under which the child or 
children could receive relief, file a copy of the amended 
petition and serve a copy on the State Board of Children’s 
Guardians and on the board of chosen freeholders of 
the county of the woman’s settlement.

Prowded, 
however, that the State Board of Children’s Guardians 
shall, whenever there shall be committed to it dependent 
children living with their mother or (b) whenever it 
shall find that any dependent children under its guardian- 
ship and living with their mother, and the said mother 
and children are eligible for relief under “An act to 
promote home life for dependent children,’ approved 
April ninth, one thousand nine hundred and thirteen, 
and the amendments, supplements and revisions thereof, 
file a petition with the Juvenile or Common Pleas Court 
of the county, wherein the mother has a settlement pur- 
suant to the provisions of said act, and with said petition 
file a report setting forth all the facts required by and 
the petition shall be heard and determined in accordance 
with the provisions of said act. 

3. All acts or parts of acts, general, special, or local, 
so far as they are inconsistent with the provisions of this 
act be and the same are hereby repealed to the extent of 


such inconsistency.

CHAPTER 26/7. 


An Act to further amend an act entitled “An act con- 
cerning the welfare of children,’ approved April 
eighth, nineteen hundred and fifteen, and amendments 
thereof and supplements thereto. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section three of the act to which this act is amenda- 
tory is hereby amended so as to read as follows: 

3. Complaints for violation of the provisions of this 
act may be made to any justice of the peace or to any 
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police magistrate of any municipality, or to a judge of 
the Court of Common Pleas or criminal district court in 
any county, or the judges of the juvenile or domestic 
relations courts in every county of the State, and such 
magistrates and judges are hereby invested with juris- 
diction to hear and determine such complaints in a 
summary manner, and impose the penalties provided in 
the last preceding section of this act. 

2. Section six of the act to which this act 1s amenda- 
tory is hereby amended so as to read as follows: 

6. Whenever it appears that the parent or parents, 
guardian or person having the custody and control of 


any minor child or children are unable to support it or 


them, are dead, or cannot be found, and there 1s no 
person financially able and legally liable for the support 
of said child or children, or whenever the court, wherein 
a complaint has been proffered as provided in sections 
three and four of the act to which this act is an amend- 
ment, shall determine that a child or children have been 
abandoned, abused, neglected or cruelly treated, by the 
parents, guardian, or person having the custody and 
control of any such child or children, a petition may be 
filed by any person, association or corporation having as 
one of its objects the prevention of cruelty to children, 
interested in said child or children, with the juvenile and 
domestic relations court of the county where the child 
has a settlement, setting forth the facts in the case. 
Where the petitioner is a duly incorporated welfare or 
child caring society it shall file with the petition a sum- 
mary of its records of the case, and a copy thereof shall 
be served on the county adjuster or the official designated 
by the board of chosen freeholders and on the State 
Board of Children’s Guardians. And, where a com- 
plaint has been proffered as provided in sections three 
and four of the act to which this act is an amendment 
and the case was not tried before the court in which the 
petition is filed, a copy of the record of the conviction 
shall be filed with the petition; provided, however, that 
the judge of the Court of Common Pleas of such county 
shall have concurrent jurisdiction with the said juvenile 
and domestic relations court to hear and determine mat- 
ters pursuant to the provisions of this act. The court 
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shall cause a copy of said petition and notice of the time 
and place when the court will hear the same, to be 
served on or mailed to the State Board of Children’s 
Guardians, the overseer of the poor having jurisdiction 
over the municipality or district wherein the parent or 
parents of such child have a settlement, the chief proba- 
tion officer of the county wherein the child has a settle- 
ment, and the board of chosen freeholders of such county 
at least twenty days before such time, and to the parents, 
guardian or person having the custody or control of said 
child or children at the last known address of same at 
least ten days before such time. Immediately upon re- 
ceipt of such notice, and copy of petition, the State - 
Board of Children’s Guardians shall verify the petition 
and all the facts pertaining to the child’s or children’s 
eligibility for commitment as a public charge or charges. 
Prior to the return day, the State Board of Children’s 
Guardians shall make and file a report of its findings 
with the court, with the county adjuster or the county 
official designated by the board of chosen freeholders to 
represent it in these matters, particularly as to the eli- 
gibility or ineligibility of the mother or person standing 
in loco parentis for relief, assistance and support under 
the provisions of an act entitled “An act to promote 
home life for dependent children,” approved April ninth, 
one thousand nine hundred and thirteen, and the amend- 
ments and revisions thereof, and supplements thereto. 
The report shall also show what income the family has 
including wages and any real or personal property owned 
or held for the parents and children, the facts necessary 
to determine whether they have a settlement in the county 
and such other facts as will assist the court in arriving 
at a decision in the matter. The State Board of Chil- 
dren’s Guardians and the board of chosen freeholders 
shall be proper parties at the hearing. Upon such re- 
port of findings being made and filed with the court as 
aforesaid, thereafter on the return day fixed for the 
hearing or any adjournment thereof, the court shall ex- 
amine under oath all parties in interest who desire to 
be heard, and may in its discretion issue subpoenas for 
the attendance of witnesses and may adjourn the hearing 
from day to day. The board of chosen freeholders shall 
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be entitled, through its duly authorized representative, to 
appear at such hearing and make recommendations rela- 
tive thereto, and shall be also entitled to have taken in its 
discretion and at its own expense a stenographic record 
of any such hearing aforesaid. If upon the completion Ineligibility 
of such hearing, it appears that the parent or parents or “ °**"t® 
‘person standing in loco parentis is dead or cannot be 
found, and there is no person financially able or legally 
liable for the support ot said child or children or that 
the parent or parents or person standing in loco parentis 
is not a proper person to have the custody or control of 
the child and the mother of said child is not eligible to 
receive relief, assistance and support for said child or 
children under the provisions of an act entitled “An act 
to promote home life for dependent children,” approved 
April ninth, one thousand nine hundred and thirteen, and 
the amendments and revisions thereof, and supplements 
thereto, and the court is satisfied that the child or chil- 
dren have legal settlement in the county, that the best 
interests of the child or children require that the said 
child or children be placed under proper guardianship, 
the said court may make an order committing the said 
child or children to the care, custody and control of the 
New Jersey State Board of Children’s Guardians, and 
the said child or children shall thereupon become the legal Ward of 
ward of said board, and the said board shall be the legal ea 
guardians of said children for all purposes, which order 
shall also contain a provision ordering the county to pay 
the expenses for the care of said child or children, in- 
cluding the board, clothing, medical care and surgical 
treatment while the child or children are under the | 
guardianship of the New Jersey State Board of Chil- 
dren’s Guardians, and said order shall also contain a 
provision fixing the date from which said payment of 
expenses for the care of said child or children shall be 
chargeable to the county, the date being not earlier than 
the date of the filing of the petition praying for said 
relief. Upon the making of such commitment, as afore- 
said, the State Board of Children’s Guardians shall there- 
upon become and be constituted the guardian of said 
juvenile dependent or dependents, and shall be invested 
with all the powers and duties now exercised by them 
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in the same manner and to the same effect as if the said 
child or children had been committed to said New Jersey 
State Board of Children’s Guardians as a public charge 
or charges. Provided, however, when the State Board 
of Children’s Guardians or its representative and the 
county adjuster or the county official designated by the 
board of chosen freeholders to represent it in these mat- 
ters shall agree that it is to the best interest of the chil- 
dren, on account of the problem condition of the home, 
that the children be placed under the guardianship of 
the Board of Guardians, the court may commit said chil- 
dren to the guardianship of said State Board of Chil- 
dren’s Guardians. Provided further, that in all cases 
where there is no objection, upon the part of the board 
of chosen freeholders or the parent or parents, to the 
recommendations of the State Board of Children’s Guar- 
dians, the court hearing herein provided for shall be ex- 
pedited by an immediate reference to the county adjuster, 
referee or to a commissioner. Upon the receipt by the 
court of the report and findings the court shall examine 
the report of the adjuster, referee or commissioner and 
determine and make such an order as will protect the in- 
terest and welfare of the child or children. Whenever 
in the opinion of the court it shall appear that the woman 
has insufficient means to care for and support her chil- 
dren and they are ineligible to receive relief for any 
reason, pursuant to the provisions of this act, but are 
eligible to relief under some other law, it shall be the 
duty of the court to adjourn the hearing and to amend 
the petition to comply with the provisions of the act 
under which the child or children could receive relief, file 
a copy of the amended petition and serve a copy on the 
State Board of Children’s Guardians and on the board 
of chosen freeholders of the county of the woman’s set- 
tlement. At the adjourned hearing the additional testi- 
mony may be presented and the court shall make such 
disposition of the case as will be for the best interest of 
the children. 

3. Section eight of the act to which this act is amenda- 
tory is hereby amended so as to read as follows: 

8. That whenever the parents, guardian or any per- 
son having the custody or control of any minor child 
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shall be convicted of abandoning, abusing, neglecting or 
cruelly treating said child or children, as provided in 
sections three and four of this act, it shall be lawful for 
any society or corporation organized under the laws of 
this State, having as one of its objects the prevention of 
cruelty to children, the probation officer of said county 
or for any person interested in said child and acting as 
its next friend, to file a petition setting forth the facts 
in the case, together with a copy of the record of the 
case, when said conviction was before another court, 
with the juvenile and domestic relations court of the 
county where the child has a settlement; the said court 
shall cause an investigation to be made, by the probation 
officer of said county, or by some charitable or eleemosy- 
nary corporation or association duly incorporated under 
the laws of the State having as one of its objects charit- 
able eleemosynary purposes or the care and protection of 
children, or for religious purposes, into the financial 
condition of the parents or relatives of the children finan- 
cially able and legally liable for their care, the conditions 
surrounding the home of the parents and any such rela- 
tives, and all other facts that will assist the court in 
determining said matter, and a full report in writing of 
such investigation shall be filed with the court. The 
court shall thereupon fix a day for the hearing and 
summon the parents and such relatives as are legally 
liable for the support of said children to appear at said 
hearing, and notify the petitioner and other persons in- 
terested in the welfare of said children of the hearing. 
The court shall on said day or on the day to which the 
hearing may be adjourned, proceed to hear and determine 
the matter, and upon being satisfied that the child or 
children should be placed under proper guardianship, 
may make an order committing such child to the care 
and custody of any duly authorized or incorporated hu- 
mane society within this State having for one of its 
objects the protection of children from cruelty, and such 
society shall thereupon have all the rights of a guardian 
of the person of such child, or make such other or fur- 
ther order as, in the opinion of the court, will be for the 
best interest of said child or children. The court may, 
at any time, modify, revoke or add to the above order. 
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4. All acts or parts of acts, general, special, or local, 
so far as they are inconsistent with the provisions of 
this act be and the same are hereby repealed to the extent 
of such inconsistency; prowded, however, that none of 
the provisions of this act shall be construed or held to 
repeal any of the provisions of the act entitled “An act 
to amend an act entitled ‘An act for the settlement and 
relief of the poor’ (Revision of 1911), approved March 
twenty-seventh, one thousand nine hundred and twenty- 
eight.” |

CHAPTER 268. 


An Act to constitute as trust funds, under certain con- 
ditions, monies paid by the State of New Jersey, or 
any agency, commission or department thereof, or any 
county, city, town, township, village, borough, mu- 
nicipality governed by a board of commissioners, im- 
provement commission or school district thereof to 
any person, firm or corporation pursuant to any con- 
tract for any public improvement. 


BE TT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. All monies paid by the State of New Jersey, or any 
agency, commission or department thereof, or any coun- 
ty, city, town, township, village, borough, municipality 
governed by a board of commissioners, improvement 
commission or school district thereof to any person, firm 
or corporation pursuant to the provisions of any contract 
for any public improvement made between any such per- 
son, firm or corporation and the State, or any agency, 
commission or department thereof, or any county, city, 
town, township, village, borough, municipality governed 
by a board of commissioners, improvement commission 
or school district thereof, are hereby declared to consti- 
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tute a trust fund in the hands of the said person, firm 
or corporation as such contractor, until all claims for 
labor, materials and other charges incurred in connection 
with the performance of said contract shall have been 
fully paid. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 269. 


A Supplement to an act to amend an act entitled “An act 
for the punishment of crimes’ (Revision 1898), ap- 
proved June fourteenth, one thousand eight hundred 
and ninety-eight. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. All monies paid by the State of New Jersey, or any 
agency, commission or department thereof, or any coun- 
ty, city, town, township, village, borough, municipality 
governed by a board of commissioners, improvement 
commission or school district thereof, to any person, firm 
or corporation pursuant to the provisions of any contract 
for the making of any public improvement shall consti- 
tute a trust fund in the hands of the said person, firm or 
corporation as such contractor. Any such person, firm or 
corporation who shall use any such monies so received 
from the State or any county, city, town, township, vil- 
lage, borough, municipality governed by a board of com- 
missioners, improvement commission or school district 
thereof, for any purpose other than the payment of claims 
for labor and/or material and such other proper charges 
which shall have been incurred in connection with the 
said contract, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor. 

Z. Any such person, firm or corporation who shall use 
any such moneys so received from the State of New 
Jersey, or any agency, commission or department there- 
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of, or any county, city, town, township, village, borough, 
municipality governed by a board of commissioners, im- 
provement commission, or school district thereof, for 
any purpose other than the payment of claims for labor 
and material and other charges incurred in connection 
with the performance of said contract shall be guilty of a 
misdemeanor and upon conviction shall be subject to a 
fine not exceeding one thousand dollars or imprisonment 
for a period not exceeding one year, or both. 

3. This act shall take effect July first, nineteen hun- 
dred and thirty-two.

amendment therefor, as provided by Article V of the 
said Constitution of the United States. — 


WuHuereas, Article V of the Constitution of the United 
States provides: 

“The Congress, whenever two-thirds of both houses shall Preamble. 
deem it necessary, shall propose amendments to this 
Constitution; or, on the application of the Legislatures 
of two-thirds of the several States, shall call a con- 
vention for proposing amendments, which in either 
case shall be valid, to all intents and purposes, as part 
of this Constitution, when ratified by the Legislatures 
of three-fourths of the several States, or by conven- 
tions in three-fourths thereof, as the one or the other 
mode of ratification may be proposed by the Congress ; 
etc.” 


BE IT RESOLVED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. That under the authority of Article V of the Con- Memorializing 
stitution of the United States, application is hereby made opel the’: 
by the Legislature of the State of New Jersey to the men o™ 
Congress of the United States to call a constitutional 
convention for the purpose of proposing an amendment 
to the said Constitution of the United States providing 


for the repeal of Article XVIII (Eighteenth Amend- 
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ment, Prohibition of the Liquor Traffic) of the said 
Constitution and the substitution for it of an amendment 
which will restore to the States the power to determine 
their policy toward the liquor traffic, and to vest in the 
Federal Government the power to give all possible pro- 
tection and assistance to every State which desires to 
exclude intoxicating liquor from its territory; which 
amendment shall'be valid to all intents and purposes, as 
a part of the said Constitution of the United States, 
when ratified by the several states. 

2. That the Legislature of the State of New Jersey 
recommends to the Congress of the United States that 
the mode of ratification of any such amendment, to be 
proposed by said Congress to the several states, shall 
be the one by convention, instead of by the Legislatures, 
in three-fourths of said several states, as provided in said 
Article V of said Constitution of the United States.

Wuereas, The States of Indiana, Wisconsin, Michigan, Preamble. 
Ohio, Arkansas, Missouri, West Virginia, Tennessee, 
Texas, Delaware, Pennsylvania, New York, Minne- 
sota, Maryland, illinois, New Hampshire, Nebraska, 
and other States of the Union have by legislative enact-

WHEREAS, It is fitting that the recurring anniversary of Preamble. 
this day be commemorated with suitable patriotic and

Wuereas, The State of New Jersey has heretofore ap- 
propriated considerable money for the acquisition ot 
the right-of-way for such canal, and has from year to

Wuereas, The State of New Jersey has been and still 
is ready and willing to furnish the right-of-way for 
such canal in accordance with representations hereto- 
fore made iv ihe ederal Government; therefore 
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BE IT RESOLVED by the Senate and General Assembiy 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. That the Congress of the United States is hereby 
memorialized and requested to appropriate a sufficient 
sum of money to construct a ship canal across the State 
of New Jersey from Raritan bay to the Delaware river, 
at a point near the head of navigation, upon a right-of- 
way to be furnished by this State. 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, That a copy of this resolu- 
tion be transmitted to the President and Vice-President 
of the United States, to the Speaker of the House of 
Representatives, and to each member in the Senate and 
House of Representatives of the United States from the 
State of New Jersey. 

3. This joint resolution shall take effect immediately.

A Joint Resolution authorizing the State Highway Com- 
mission to name and designate the bridge over the 
Hackensack river on route number ten as the “Witt- 
penn Bridge”. 


WuereEas, The late H. Otto Wittpenn held many posi- 
tions of trust and confidence and rendered lifelong 
service to his fellow citizens and to the State of New

WHEREAS, iis record 1s permanently written into tie 
history of New Jersey’s progress, it is eminently fitting 
that some definite tribute be paid to his memory, and 

Wuereas, At the time of his death he was a member of 
the State Highway Commission devoting his energy 
and talent to the dévelopment of his State’s highway 
system, now, therefore, 
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BE Yt RESOLVED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. That the New Jersey State Highway Commission, . 
be and the same is hereby authorized to name, designate, 
and cause to be known thereafter, the bridge over the 
Hackensack river between Kearny and Jersey City, on 
route number ten, as the “Wittpenn Bridge”. 

2. This joint resolution shall take effect immediately.

JOINT RESOLUTION No. 6. 


Wuereas, The hardships occasioned by and attendant 
upon the lack of gainful employment and the economic 
depression generally prevailing are, and have been, so 
acute as to require public aid through the creation of 
a State Emergency Relief Administration and the 
making of appropriations therefor out of State funds; 
and 

WuereEs, The conditions necessitating such aid con- 
tinue unabated; and 

WHEREAS, The need is indicated of supplementing ex- 
isting financial aid by voluntary mass contributions; 
and 

WuHereEas, The plan or campaign of organized com- 
munity effort and co-operation to that end hereinafter 
referred to has demonstrated its worth in actual op- 
eration; now, therefore, 


BE Iv ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. There is hereby created a committee known as the 
State Block-Aid Committee to be composed of five (5) 
persons, one of whom shall be a member of the Senate 
to be appointed by the President of the Senate, one to 
be a member of the House of Assembly to be appointed 
by the Speaker of the House of Assembly, and three (3) 
of whom shall be citizens of this State appointed by the 
Governor. 
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2. This committee is hereby empowered and directed 
to forthwith make a study of organized community ef- 
fort and co-operation for the purpose of raising funds 
by voluntary mass contributions for the relief of the un- 
employed and dependents in the several counties and mu- 
nicipalities of this State, particularly that certain plan or 
campaign ot organization known as the Block Commu- 
nity Organization, an activity of the Emergency Unem- 
ployment Relief Committee of the City and State of New 
York, and commonly called the “Block-Aid’ plan, 
whereby a municipality 1s divided into appropriate dis- 
tricts and subdivided into smaller units of territory, fre- 
quently city blocks, all appropriately personnelled, for 
the purpose of conducting an intensive campaign to raise 
funds by voluntary donations from families residing 
therein amounting to between ten cents and one dollar 
weekly for a definite period of weeks, payable by the 
purchase and use of stamp receipts therefor. 

3. The committee is empowered and directed to foster 
and develop and co-operate in the adoption and applica- 
tion in the several counties and municipalities of this 
State, or such thereof as may request its co-operation 
or as it may deem advisable, of a plan or campaign of 
organized community effort and co-operation for the 
purpose of raising funds by voluntary mass contribu- 
tions for the relief of the unemployed and dependents 
in the several counties and municipalities of this State, 
which plan or campaign shall, so far as practicable, be 
uniform throughout the State, except insofar as local 
conditions may be deemed to warrant special adaptation, 
and shall be administered by community organizations 
operating under the direction and supervision of the com- 
mittee but otherwise existing independently, and to that 
end, it may assign such powers and authority in rela- 
tion to the proper activities of such organizations as it 
shall deem advisable. The personnel of such organiza- 
tions shall serve without compensation, except such as 
may be determined and authorized by the committee. 

4, All funds raised by such plan or campaign shall, 
after deduction of proper expenses, be paid to the mu- 
nicipal directors of emergency relief of the municipalities 
wherein the particular funds have been raised. In those 
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municipalities where no municipal director of emergency 
relief exists, said funds shall, after deduction of proper 
expenses, be paid to such person or persons whom the 
State director of emergency relief or the county director 
of emergency relief shall authorize as their agents to dis- 
burse emergency relief funds.

Especially is this true in a State like New Jersey, with 
its great metropolitan districts and its dense population. 


It is true that the State, through its various depart- 
ments, is doing a great work in forest protection and re- 
forestation, in the conserving and development of the 
soul, the utilization of our mineral resources, the preven- 
tion of pollution of its waters, the protection and propa- 
gation of fish, and the conservation of wild life; never- 
theless, the general public needs to be awakened to the 
necessity of conserving and increasing our resources. 


If we are not constantly exerting ourselves to sup- 
plant the losses which have occurred and to develop the 
resources which we have, not only will we ourselves suf- 
fer from our neglect, but future generations will also 
pay the price thereof. 


THEREFORE, I, A. Harry Moore, Governor of the 
State of New Jersey, do hereby proclaim the week be- 
ginning April 4, 1932, as 
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CONSERVATION WEEK, 


and I would request that during this week public off- 
cials, public schools and other educational agencies, civic 
associations and all other organizations interested in the 
public welfare direct the attention of the people to the 
need of conserving and increasing our natural resources.

Anthony M. Hauck, Prosecutor of the Pleas of the 
County of Hunterdon, that on the first day of March, 
one thousand nine hundred and thirty-two, Charles 
A. Lindbergh, Jr., was kidnapped from the home of 
his parents in said county; now, 


TuEREFOoRE, I, A. Harry Moors, Governor of the 
State of New Jersey, in pursuance of the power and au- 
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thority vested in me by the provisions of an act of the 
Legislature entitled, “A Further Supplement to an act 
entitled ‘An act relating to courts having criminal juris- 
diction and regulating proceedings in criminal cases (Re- 
vision of 1898),’ approved June fourteenth, one thou- 
sand eight hundred and ninety-eight,’ approved May 
twenty-fourth, one thousand nine hundred and thirty- 
two, do hereby offer a reward of Twenty-five Thousand 
Dollars ($25,000) to any person or persons who shall 
furnish to me as Governor, or any person administering 
the government for the time being, or any judge, prose- 
cutor, sheriff or other peace officer, information which 
shall result in the apprehension and conviction of such 
kidnapper or kidnappers.
